1 Would not have Thee entertain a worfe Opinion of this Hiftory, By 
Reafon of the Place where it was . Wrote and Finifhed, being at 
a far diftance both from Conftantinople and Vienna: Though 
perhaps it might have been more lively, had its Colours been 
laid on in the Places themfelves, where the ASiions were performed $ 
and at a time when the Humour of the Turks, and the Idea. I conceived 
of their Aftings , bad taken fo flrong an Imprejfton in my Mind, that 
whilft I was upon the Place , I could fuffer nothing to pafs my Pen , 
without its due Obfervation• Being thus accuflbmed to fuck Contem¬ 
plations as thefe , in my mere Tcuthful Days , I could not let pafs the 
continual News , and the conftant Intelligences I received from Hun¬ 
gary, and other Parts which were the Seats of War between the Ctiri* 
ftians and the Turks, without making fome Reflections thereupon. 
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After which , 1 might jujily challenge the Privilege of an Exaufto- 
rate, or of a Miles Emeritus : And 1 think. I need not Blot any more 
Paper for the future on any Subjett relating to the Turks 5 for 
having arrived, at that great Period of the laft Wars , concluded 
between the Emperor of Germany, and all his Allies againfi the 
Turks ; It may appear how much the Ottoman Force is able to 
avail , when it is put into the Scale and Ballance againfi all 
Chriftendom. 

It hath been an ancient Cuftom, and Policy amongfl the Turk*, in 
the time of their profperous Succejfes by which their Empire was 
enlarged , never to continue a War longer than for three Tears , in 
wbich k time they always advanced considerably , and would make no 
Peace with their Neighbours , until their Triumphs and Acquifitions 
would anfwer the expences , and effufions of their Blood , and Trea- 
fures: After which they commonly fixed Twenty Tears for the Settle¬ 
ment, and Security of thofe new Conquefts and Plantations 5 in which 
time many young Soldiers being Bom and Bred up in Arms , they not 
only took, thofe Habitations for their Native Soil , but efteemed 
them alfo to be by the Mahometan Religion obliged ever to defend 
and maintain them . But thefe laft Wars , have quite put the Turks 
out of their Ancient Methods 5 for inftead of maintaining a War 
no longer than Three Tears , they have been forced to continue it for 
more than Twenty, to the great Ruin and Deft t uition Of their Empire. 
1 have always been of Opinion , 7 hat the 1 urks could never main¬ 
tain a War for longer than Three Tears , 1 mean with benefit , and 
profit to the advancement of the Ottoman Empire, of whicn 1 once 
made very perfpicuous Obfervations. Whilft 1 was in the Camp with 
them, I found the Timariots very poor, and wanting at the end of 
that Term, fo that they /foal from each other their Bridles and 
Saddles, Lances , and all other neceffaries of War, and would excufe 
themfelves by faying, that they could not do otherwise info long a 
War of more than their Three Tears : And in like manner the Jani- 
faries by their ancient Conftitution might challenge a Privilege to 
quit the Service at the end of the Month of October’, and in 
cafe they were not called , they might then Disband themfelves 
on St. Demetrius Day, which is the 28 th Day of October, at which

T His year began with the moftlolemn 
Council that was ever known to have 
1 been held at Conjlantinople , within the me¬ 
mory Man. Thole prelent at it, were all 
the Paffaes of the Bench, the Janizar-Aga , 
Topegi Bajhee or Mailer of the Ordnance, 
the Chief of the Spahees , the two Kadilef- 
ebers , or Chief Jufticcs; in Ihort all the Great 
Men, then prefent,' of the Empire. The 
Council was funimoncd at the motion of 
the Grand Vizier , who having a Breach 
with the Chriftian Emperor then in pro- 
fpcdl, had a defirc to feel the Pulfe and try 
the Inclinations of the great Men, how they 
ftood afledled to fiich an Entcrprife. But 
it Items the Propolal did not very well 
rellilh j for that a Mofcovite Amballador 
being on his Journey to chc Port, the Ifliie 
or Event of his Negotiation was firft to be 
expedted : And in the mean time, it was 
concluded moft fofc , and prudent not to 
Engage in another War. Beftdes, the Em¬ 
peror was then actually in Treaty to renew 
the Truce with the Grand Seignior, which 
in few Years terminated; and to that end, 
had lent an Envoy extraordinary to the 
Port, but he dy’d before his Negotiation 
was accomplilhcd, as did alio three other 
Rcfidcnts in lefs than the compals of one 
Year, who were all employ’d to conferve, 
and renew the Peace. 

The preparations for War this year be¬ 
ing thus laid afide. The Vizier was at 
lcifurc to Marry his Daughter to the Grand 
.I Sc'gnior’s Hazna-Kajafec , or Privy-purfe , 

• who thereupon was promoted to be a Pafba 
of the Divan, or Vizier of the Bench ; 
he was efteemed the Richeft Man in the 
Empire ; which the Grand Viziet loOn 
found to his high Advantage ; for he dy¬ 
ing 40 Days after his Marriage, the Vizier 
in right of his Daughter entred into a vaft 
Inheritance. The Widow remained not long 
in her dcfolate Condition , before Ihe was 


promifed to Ofman then Pajba of Grand 168® 
Cairo , who had formerly been Bofiangi- 
Bajhee, or Chief of the Gardiners , and Chi- 
macam of Conftantinople. 

By j|hefe means the Vizier was grown lo Fatum f 
Rich, and Great, and Inlolent, that he g«i»JUhc 
created many Enemies ; but die moft dan- y,XJer ' 
gerous to him, was a Faction at Court, 
the Chief of which were the Kuzlir-Aga , or 
Prime Eunuch of the Women, and Solyman 
the Imlrahor , or Mafter of the Horfe, die 
which made it their bufmefs to crols the' 

Vizier, in all his Proceedings; and difap- 
pointed him of preferring a favourite of his, 
to the place of fecond Mafter of die Horfe, 
which was lately become vacant by the 
deadi of that Officer; and one prefer’d 
diereunto at the recommendation of Soly¬ 
man Pajba , who was his Friend, and had 
been Treasurer to the late Vizier. Upon 
which defeat the great Vizier fearing that 
he loft ground , and decay’d in his power 
and intereft, thought fit to haften his own 
Marriage with the Grand Seignior’s Daugh¬ 
ter, a Child of 8 years of Age ; who like 
other Sultanaes was Married to no other 
end, than that her Husband might have 
the Honour to maintain her a Court, and 
Equipage agreeable to a Lady of her De¬ 
gree -and Quality. 

This near Alliance to die Ottoman Blood, 
and familiar Converfation with the Sultan, 
could not be procured and maintained with¬ 
out a vaft expence to the Vizier; who was 
commanded by the Grand Seignior to Treat 
him once, and fometimes twice d Week, 
and at every Meal, it coft him zy Purfes 
of Money , befides other prefents to the 
Valide , or Queen Mother, and other pow¬ 
erful Perfons at Court to an incredible va¬ 
lue : To fupport which Charge, Rapine 
and Violence were neceflary, - and nodiing 
but a fliare in the Booty and Pray could 
flop and fortifie the Ears of the Sultan, aqd 
Minifters of die Court againft the Cries, 
and Groans of opprefled Wretches. 

One of the ways to Raife Money, (and 
that efteemed none of the meaneft) was 
by Avanias , or falfe pretences to be made 
on the Ambafladors, or Refidents of Chri¬ 
ftian Princes , then actually refiding at the

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1680. was to rerer all fuch Negotiations as chefo] 
to the management of the Vizier, would 
himfelf be prcient at this fubmiflion ; per¬ 
haps becaufe he would fancy that Great 
King aftually at the foot of his Throne, 
offering his Prefents and Sacrifices for a 
Reconciliation. And indeed the Scene open’d 
not much unlike it, for when the Curtain was 
drawn up, behold the Grand Seignior feated 
in Majelty on his Throne, and beneath him 
the Secretary and Agents of the French Na¬ 
tion, proflrating themfelves with their Pre¬ 
fents before him ; and then the Ulher of the 
R. Prefence Proclaim’d with an audible Voice, 
Behold the Agents fent from the King of 
Prance to humble themfelves before our Myfle- 
r ious Emperor , and in the Name of that their 
King to offer their Prefents in fatisfattion for 
that Affront and Infult which the French 
Ships offer'd at the Port of Scio. After 
w hich the Prefents were produc’d according 
to the Lift, and an Eftimate let upon them.

t,aiKe ' trigues then in agitation between himfelf and 
theCcurtof France ,things at that time tending 
to a Breach between the Turks, and the Em¬ 
peror of Germany. Or perhaps the Grand 
Seignior w as well enough iatisfied in gaining 
his Point, which was to fee Agents from 
France humbling themfelves before him in 
that fubmiftive Addrcfs. 

Nor did the Englifh Ambaffador receive 
much better treatment, for befides feveral 
prccceding Avanias , one whereof was call 
on the Turkey Company in general, on oc- 
cafion of a vaft Sum of Lion Dollars im¬ 
ported to Aleppo, which at that time was the 
moft hopeful Trade. Upon notice of the 
Importation of fo immenfe a Sum in ready 
Money, the Vizier’s heart was enlarg’d, fo 
that he fwallow’d down a great fhare thereof 
TnuiUt within his imagination and dcfircs; and 
v ’ h \ (h to bring the liibftance nearer to him, he 
MenL»n. pretended that they were falfe Money, and 
brought into the Grand Seigniors Dominions 
to Cheat and Defraud his Subjects with 
Coyn of a low and bafe Alloy. To prove 
the truth of this Allegation, Commands 
were lent to Aleppo to try the Money, 
which accordingly was done, in the prefence 
of the Chief Officers; and tho’ they receiv’d 
a full demonftration of the true intrinfick 
value, according to the legal Standard of 
iliac Money, yet there was need of Prefents 
to obtain fuch a favourable Report as might 
.fatisfic the Vizier, and make the Money 
currant in die Country. But be the Hoget 


or Report what it would, it could never 1680. 
content die Vizier, who infifted that the 
Certificates were falfe, and gain’d by Bribery 
and Corruption ; and therefore for his bet¬ 
ter aflurance, he would fend for the Money 
to Conflantinople , or at leaft for a great part 
diereof, that an allay or proof of its good- 
nels might be made in his prefence. In 
ffiort, to avoid fo great a lofs and mifehief 
to the Merchants, 17000 Dollars were pre- 
fented to the Vizier and his Officers to take 
offfarther pretences from that Money; which, 
with the Prefents and Charges at Aleppo; 
amounted to more than ibooo Dollars. 

Some Months after this, the Vifier want¬ 
ing a new Pretence to draw moire Money 
from the Englifh Nation, he fignified to die 
Ambaflador, Six John Finch, his delire to have 
the Capitulations lent to him by the hand 
of his Interpreter, bn pretence of reading 
fome particular Articles therein for his own 
Information, and Inftrudrion. The Vizier 
accordingly having them in his hand, de¬ 
tain’d them, laying, That there were fe- rimti 
veral Articles therein, which being contrary 
to the Turkifh Law, and prejudicial to the xmbajfa. 
Grand Seignior s Power and Revenue were to d,r ' 
be made void and null, which he would take 
care to expunge, and would afterwards return 
unto the Ambaffador another Capitulation. 

This hew Method of proceeding was very 
furprizing to Sir John Finch, dien Lord Am - 
baflador, and the whole Englijh Nation; 
who being divefted of their defeiifive Arms, 
and Of thole Articles on which all their fe- 
curity in diat Country was eftabliih’d, lbok’d 
on themfelves arid their Eftates as expos’d to 
the will and arbitrary phafure of the Turks. 

It feem’d now as if our Nation remain’d in 
aftatcofWar, or in a Condition of Out¬ 
lawed People, being deprived of our Law 
and Privileges. The Confute did ufually 
carry the Authentick Copies of the Capitu¬ 
lations with them, whenfoever they appear’d 
before the Kadies, or Juftices; but the Ori¬ 
ginal Exemplar being taken away, the force 
of the Copies ceas’d, and thofe Articles 
could not be produc’d, in Plea for us, as 
formerly they were. This Matter relating 
to aftatc of War and Peace, wastranfinit- 
ted home to his Majefty’s Conftderation; 
who was humbly intreated by the Turkey 
Company to take notice thereof in Letters 
directed to the Grand Seignior, and the 
Vizier. But in the mean time the inconve¬ 
niences were fo great, and die obftrudtions 
to Trade fo infupportablc, that it was 
thought fit to ranlbm our Capitulations out 
of Captivity at any rate, rather than' to ha¬ 
zard all our Intereft by the want of them. 

So diat a Treaty being commenc’d, it was 
agree’d, that upon payment of 50 Prirfes of 
Money, being 15 thoufand Dollars, the Ca¬ 
pitulations 
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16,80. pitulations Ihould bereftor’d, which was ac- 
cordingly perform’d. 

In diis Condition dungs flood, when the 
Lord Chandois , another Ambaflador from Iris 
Majefty, arriv’d at Conflantinople, bringing, 
befides Iris Credentials, Letters to the Grand 
Seignior and Vizier, containing no odier 
matter than Complaints of diat unwordiy 
Seizure of the Capitulations, and of the 
Price and Ranfom paid for them; an A&ion 
fo ftrange and new, that an Example of the 
like nature was never known, or heard of in 
die World. The Vizier, contrary to Iris 
ufiial Cuftom, being touched with afenfe of 
Ihame for fo mean an Adrion; did defire that 
the Letter of this Tenure from our King 
to the Grand Seignior might be fmothered, 
and not delivered; promising to make refti- 
tution of die Fifty purfes, he had taken on 
that occafion. This offer from the Vizier 
feemed a thing incredible, and as impoffible 
to redeem a Soul out of Hell, as a Purle of 
Money out of Iris Coffers : Howloever, lb 
touched he was with thefenfe of this Ad:, 
of which the Grand Seignior had as yet no 
knowledge , nor taken any fhare in the 
Booty, that he ordered Twenty nine purfes 
of die Money to be reftored; but with fo 
ilia Grace, and founpleafant a Countenance, 
that our Merchants apprehended fome other 
Contrivances , and Machinations to be re¬ 
paid again with a fevere intereft; which might 
probably have been expeded , had not the 
Vizier been diverted from thefe low acqui- 
fltions to matters of higher concernment in 
Hungary : Howfoever, before Iris departure 
he left thole menacing prenrifes behind him, 
which threatned no leis than Ruin andDe- 
ftrudioii at his Return. We might here 
v recount feveral other Ads of injuftice paf- 
led on our Nation : As the encouragement 
of die Pafha of Tunis, to make demands on 
our Ambaflador for what Goods the Cor- 
laires,or Pirates had taken from him, on one 
°f°ur Englifh Ships; And tho’ out of the 
relped and deference which the Great Duke 
of Tufcany, and die Great Mafter of Malta 
bore to die Majefty of our King, and by 
tiie induftry and good management of Sir 
John Finch, then Ambaffador at Conftantino- 
fle, die greateft part of the Goods and 
Money taken were reftored, for which the 
Fajha declared himfelf fatisfied; yet this 
Rajha receiving countenance and encourage¬ 
ment from this Vizier in his pretenftons, 
demanded 450 Purfes to be paid him by die 
Ambaflador, for the remaining Goods which 
were not recovered. And tho’ this preten- 
flon m the late Vizier’s time, O Man of 
more /uftice and Rcafon than this prefent) 
was call out, and quaflied ; yet the Pafha 
looking on this conjuncture , as the moft 
leafonable of any, when the moft extrava¬ 


gant demands would be heard and favoured , T 
renewed his Suit, and pleaded it before the ZyZ' 
Vizier with as many Lyes, and falfe Tcfti- 
monies as were required, or could be inven¬ 
ted to give colour to an evil Cafe. The 
Vizier hearkned moft devoutly to all the 
Allegations, and widi a bended Brow, and 
7-/. , Cou »tenance told the Ambaffador, 

7 hat he was to anfwer for the Blood and 
rift at es of the Turks, which were loft Aboard 
our Enghih Ships : And again turning to the 
rafha told him, That his Demands were too 
unreafonable and extravagant; and lb me¬ 
eting, as it were, fometimes on one fide 
and fometimes on the other, with defign to 
ta *£ on both Hands, he at length fairly dif- 
nulled the Audience: And in the Afternoon 
made a propolal by his Kaja or Deputy ab- 
folutely to fuperfede the Caufe, provided 
that Fifteen puries , were given to him, 
and Seven to Iris Kaja, and Reis-Effendi 
who is Secretary of State. In fliort, after 
divers Treaties on this Subject, an Ac¬ 
commodation was made with a great Sum, 
other bufmeffes being entred and paffed in 
die lame Agreement. 

The next which comes into play is the 
Venetian Bailo or Ambaflador , who about 
tiie beginning of this Year 1680, was fent 
by that Republick to refide at Conflantino¬ 
ple, his name was Ciurani, a Noble Venetian, 
and one who had formerly been General in 
Dalmatia ; he was efteemed an Avaritious 
andalelf-incereiIedPerfon,a great Merchant 
and a great Politician, and one made up of 
Intrigues and Defigns. His firft Enterprife, 
which was to Cheat the Turks, proved un¬ 
lucky : For having brought a great quan¬ 
tity of Cloth of Gold with lrim, which was 
Iris own Merchandize and Adventure, lie the vene- 
endeavoured to fave the Cuftom by Lan- 
ding it under the notion of Prefents, which 
were to be made to the Grand Seignior, 
and the Officers of Iris Court. The 
Goods were privately convey’d a Shoar in 
the Night by Boats belonging to the Ships 
of War, which had brought the Ambaffa¬ 
dor , and defended by a Guard of Albani¬ 
ans, who are a company of lufty Fellows,

Wherefore upon return of die Grand Seig¬ 
nior laft year unto Conftantinople , the Boza- 
Houfckeepers made their Addrefles to the 
Vizier for a Difpenfation with the Sultan’s 
Decree and Licenfe to fell Boza publickly as 
before; the Kaja boldly enters into a Treaty, 
and concludes with them for fixty Purfes, 
which fo foon as the Grand Seignior was de¬ 
parted were paid* and die Licenfe given, 
and the Cape, or Chief of that Trade was 
With Ceremony veiled by the Chimacam, 
who came alfo into a fliare of the benefit. 
But this matter could not long remain a Se¬ 
cret before it was made known to the Sul¬

The Grand 
Seignior, who had always been conllant to 
his prime Miniller, was willing to fee him 
cover’d with liich a fcreen, and without far¬ 
ther delay Sign’d a Command to take off 
the head of die Kaja, which was dilpatch’d 
away by the Salabor , or Chief of the Quar¬ 
ries belonging to the Stables. Kara Kaja a

It was early in 
the Morning when the Letter came, and at 
the fame moment the Vizier fent for Alt 
Aga, who had been Talkijhgee to the late

Agent at the Port for the Tartar Hart, and 
bid him go to Hajfan Kaja and take his 
Place. Alt Aga liirpriz’d and confus'd 
with this direction, went as he was order’d, 
and wliilll he was fpeaking to Hajfan, 
and telling him that he did not well un- 
derftand the Vizier’s Pleafure, in came the 
Maftcr of the Ceremonies with a Veil, 
with which (after the Turkijh fafliion) he 
Cloadied Alt Aga, bidding Hajfan to retire 
into the inward Chamber ; where being 
Vi 1'iziin entred, two lufty Arnouts, who were fel- 
i«t ^ n S Cimncls in the Streets, were brought up 
J - anc j or der’d to ftrangleliim; the Cord was 
thrown down before him, which feeming 
fliff^ and not prepar’d to flip eafily, he 
defir’d liis Executioners to make ule of 
his own Girdle.

and fome few hours after his Execution be¬ 
ing obferv’d to move, the Vizier order’d 
the Principal Gaoler to. watch him until he 
was Enterr’d. And lo was the Grand 
Seignior’s Sentence foreftal’d, for he was in 
his Grave before that arriv’d. 

After his deadi, the next diing was to 
ranfack his Houfes, where great Riches 
were , found, both in Furniture, Clothing, 
Jewels, and Money; he had four hundred 
and twenty Horfes in his Stables; to the 
Meri or Exchequer fifteen hundred Purfes 
of his Money were brought, but his Hou¬ 
fes and Lands were aflign’d to pay his 
Debts, all which he had gain’d in the fpace 
of diree years. In one of his new Houfes 
he had enclofed forty thoufand Chequins 
widiin a Wall, which his Steward difeover’d; 
and that he had murther’d the poor Mafons 
whom he had employ’d in the Work. When 
this Vizier was Chmacam , (as he was for 
feveral years) this Man was once his Kaja, 
but he was fo lhamelefs a Villain, that his 
Mafter drubb’d him, and turn’d him out of 
liis Service. Howfoever, being now Vizier, 
and knowing that he had need of filch an 
Liftrumertt, he took him again into die 
fame Office; and calling to Mind diat 
when he was Fajha of Siliftria , in die 
time of Old Kuperlee, he lav’d himfelf by 
cutting off another Kaja, he referv’d diis 
Rogue for the lame purpofe. 

The new Kaja was a much better Man, 
and therefore little confided in by die Vi¬ 
zier, and confequently made no great Fi¬ 
gure at his Court; liis Chief Confident now 
was die Reis-Effendi, or Principal Secretary, - 
by whofe hands all Treaties and Negotia¬ 
tions pafs’d. In Ihort, by diefe Arts and. 
Means the Vizier kept up liis Credit with 
his Mafter, and in defpiglit of the Fadtion 
which was againft him, he flood firm on 
his Bafis, fuch was the favour and conflan- 
cy of the Sultan to his prime Minifters. 

On the twenty third of November, 
Caplan Fajha, who had for fome years 
been Capitan Pafha, and of whom we have 
had occafion to make mention often in our 
former Hiftory, died at Smyrna, being 
grown almoft to a Dotage; he had jull 
liich another Kaja as die Vizier had, who 
miferably pillag’d and opprefs’d die poor 
Iflandcrs in the Archipelago, from whom he 
extorted two hundred Purles; fuch anodier 
Sum would totally hav^fum’d them.

and wrote in too large and plain Characters 
y>_, rAa to deferve a rcmillion.

which being a Prey that the Chief Mini-

were objected againft Serial , or Frangipani. 
Whilft thefe things were in agitation, and

Moreover they prefum’d to reprefent unto 
his Imperial Majefty, That it was one ofj 
the Fundamental Laws and Conftitutions 
of their Country, to have the Office ofPa- 
latine fupply’d foon after the vacancy; 
which having now been void for a confide- 
rable time, all thofe Adts which have pafs’d 
fince, ought to be efteem’d null, and of| 
no cffeCh 

The Emperor who was well enough fa- 
tisfy’d within himfelf that what was here 
allodg’d,was the true and undoubted Right 
of the People of that Kingdom (to obferve 
which he had Sworn at his Coronation) was 
inclinable to gratifie his People with a con- 
: '-c Re*, cefiion of thefe juft Privileges ; but his 
Chief Minifters and Councellors diflwaded 
■d him from it, allcdging that fuch a Conde- 
»feenfion as this, would raife again die Spi- 
»em. r j ts c f t | ie Malecontents to fuch a degree, 
as would blow up the fire of Rebellion in¬ 
to a flame : That it was improper and in¬ 
congruous to put the Tryal of the three 
Counts into the hands of thofe who were 
Confpirators and Complices in the fame 
Plot with them: That the People of Hun¬ 
gary had forfeited all their Charters and 
Pm ileges by their Rebellion and Revolt, 
having fought for aid and protection from 
the Turks , who arc mortal Enemies both of | 
the Emperor, and all Chriftendom. That 
Serini , and Nadafli, were actually Officers

ing Vice-King of Croatia , and the other *-- 

Prefident of his Majefty’s Privy-Council; 
and for that Reafbn could not decline die 
JurifdiCtion of that Court, which his Im¬ 
perial Majefty fhould ere<ft for dieir 
Tryal. 

Thefe Realons being given to the Afi- 
fembly at Leujch , little reply could be made 
thereunto, nor knew they well how to pro¬ 
ceed in other Matters; in regard diat be¬ 
ing compos’d of different Religions and In- 
terefts, their Meeting broke up abruptly 
without any Conlufion. 

It will not be neceflary in this place to 
enlarge upon die feveral Tryals of the 
Counts, Serini, Nadafli , and Frangipani ; 
as alfo of Count Taffembach, and Nagife- 
rents Secretary of the League; let it be7^ thret 
fufficient for us, to fay that they were all counts are 
Judicially Arraign’d, and receiv’d Punifh-T// 
ments agreeable to the blacknefs of their 
Crimes; only we fhall add, that Nadafli 
was Executed at Vienna , and the lame day 
Serini and Frangipani at Newftadt. The 
Emperor out of his innate Clemency and 
Mercy reftor’d their Eftates in Land to their 
Chi lefren, with Orders only to change their 
Arms, and Names. And accordingly, the T f ir 
Children of Nadafli , which were eleven m t Z”r 
number, took the Names of Creuzemberg, Mamet, 
and the Son of Serini was call’d Gade, who 
was a Gentleman of fuch Integrity,- and of 
that Loyalty to the Emperor, that when 
his Father was living, and would have gi¬ 
ven him for a Hoftage to the Turks, he re¬ 
fus’d to liibmit unto fuch a dilhonourable 
Character, protefting that he would con¬ 
tinue uncorrupt in his Allegiance to his 
Prince. Howfoever afterwards being pro¬ 
vok’d, and relenting highly the death of 
his-Father, he defcrtcd thole Principles, 
and in revenge joyn’d himfelf with the Male- 
contents in their defection. Taffembach 
us’d fuch Arts and Subterfuges, liipported 
by the intereft of powerful Friends, as con- 
lerv’d his Life for feven Months after the 
death of the aforefaid Lords, tho’ after¬ 
wards he was forc’d allb to fubmit unto 
his Fate. 

Notwithftanding all this Care and Seve¬ 
rity of the Emperor, the fire of difeontent 
could not be fmother’d, but in other places 
under different Heads and Leaders burft c _ 
forth into a flame. Count Tekeli the Fa- k 
ther was one of thole who appear’d openly FatheT 
in the Field; declaring, That tho’ he had Rth,!s ' 
ever own’d all Fidelity and Allegiance to 
the Emperor, yet he defir’d to be number’d 
amongft thole good Patriots, who were 
oblig’d both in Honour, Confidence, and 
Religion, to maintain and defend the Rights, 

Privileges and Liberties of their Country. 

Count 
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1681. Count Tekeli to maintain this Caufe, 
‘“'V-' fortify’d himfelf in his Caftle of Kus, with 
a Garrifon of 800 Htffars, and caus’d all 
his Subjects with the Morlaques to take up 
Arms for his defence. Col. Heifter widi a 
confiderable Force was dis-fpeeded to fiip- 
prefs this Party, which was die only open 
Enemy dien appearing in die Field; but 
whilft preparations were making to Befiege 
old Tekeli this Caftle Count Tekeli died dierein, and 
d “ u refign’d up his Caufe and Country to be 
maintain’d by his Son; who afterwards was 
the grand Incendiary that again kindled die 
fire of War, which continu’d for many 
years; and in conclufion miferably wafted 
the Kingdom of Hungary , and prov’d fatal 
to the Ottoman Empire. And dio’ in courfe 
of time die Turks were driven out of that 
Kingdom, and die Emperor gain’d an ab- 
lolute Dominion therein, as of a Conquer’d 
Country, yet it was done with luch an 
effufion of Cliriftian blood, and with the 
lots of lo many brave Captains, and valiant 
Soldiers, diat the price or purchafe thereof 
feems to have been gain’d at a dear rate. 

His caftle in fine, I fay, Count Tekeli the Father 
dJ'T™' dy’d^ in his Caftle, which being hardly 
prefs’d by the German Forces, was Sur¬ 
render’d to Count Paul Efterhafi General of 
the Kingdom. But young Tekeli , togedier 
With his Kinlmen, Kizir de Paragozi , and 
Petrozzi , made their efcapes, and retir’d 
to Licoiia; but being allb purfu’d unto that 
place, which could not long Hand out, 
thefe young Lords made a fecond efcape 
from thence by night, and fled to Huffe a 
very ftrong Caftle in Tranfilvania , but Pa¬ 
ragozi was taken Priloner in his way thi- 
ther, and carried to Vienna, and Licoua 
was Surrender’d. 

t.671. Thus whilft all Comhiotions feem’d to 
have been appeas’d and quieted in Hungary , 
and that Efterhafi , the General, with Colonel 
Heifter , were return’d to Vienna , frelh Ad¬ 
vices were brought to die Emperor, that the 
Cliiefs of the Malecontents with great 
numbers of People were fled into Tranfihia- 
nia, under protection of the Turks , .and 
that Prince Apafi by Order of the Port, had 
given them aflurance of Safety widiin his 
Dominions; upon condition that as Sub¬ 
jects, they fhould pay Carach , or Pole- 
Money, to die Grand Seignior. But what 
Apafi. fnm Acl miniftred the greateft apprehenfion, was 
the rumour diat Apafi had been at Conftanti- 
nople, and there concerted and agree’d upon 
die methods, of War; and that,upon his 
return the Malecontents had held long 
Conferences with the Pa/ha of Varadin, 
and with die Ambafladors of Tartary, and 
die Agents from Moldavia, and Walachia ; 
and diat all die Troops which were in their 
Quarters near Adrianople had Orders to 


march into Hungary, where the Garrilons 1681. 
were to be reinforc’d, and die Stores and ‘-'V^ 
Magazines replenifli’d. ’Tis certain diat 
Apafi being of the Proteftant Religion, was ‘he caufe 
affected widi much companion towards the °[. ) he 
poor Hungarians, who for that Rcafon, and 
for .maintaining the Liberties and Privileges 
of their Country, were forc’d to yield up 1C71. 
dieir Lands, and abandon their Habitations ; 
and diereforc it will not be ftrange, in cafe 
we find him abetting that Party,and ufingall 
his endeavours and intereft with the Turks 
to engage them in this Quarrel. 

The Emperor on the other fide alarm’d r ' :> 
with thefe Preparations, lends Uriel and TJTf " 
fevere Orders, enjoyning all the Officers 
and Commanders of his Forces on the Fron- Cti 
tiers, carefully to abftain from Incurfions Tlij. 
vvidiin die Dominions of the Turks: And a 
little to aflwage the exalperated Spirits of 
his difeontented Subjects, he relolves to 
treat them with more kindnefs, and gentle 
ulage than formerly. And in the mean 
time, for fear of the worft, and to provide 
againft the dangers lb imminently hanging 
over their heads, he gave Orders that a 
Survey Ihould be made of all the Maga¬ 
zines and Arfenals on die Frontiers, and an 
account taken of the Cannon and Arms. , 

But the Emperor remain’d not long in,^J u /f 
thefe doubtful apprehenfions, before he re- ajfth° 
ceiv’d Intelligence from his Envoy, lately 
dilpatch’d to Conftantinople to found the 
minds and intentions of the Vizier, that s 
die Grand Seignior did not defign a War 
againft die Emperor, and that he had re¬ 
fus’d to hear or receive any Propofitions n e R e afn> 
made by die Malecontents. For whether vh A 
it was, that this Vizier out of a Principle 
of Juftice deny d to fide or joyn widi Re¬ 
bels againft their own Prince, or out of a 
fence of Honour to that Peace which he 
himfelf having made, did efteem'Sacred, 

Or whether it was, that he diought a War 
againft Poland at that time would be more 
Honourable and Advantageous to the Em¬ 
pire ; or perhaps all thefe Considerations 
togedier might divert him from defigns a- 
gainft Hungary. The War was referv’d for 
anodier Vizier, and until the Ipace of ten 
years afterwards, of which difinal effeds 
we Ih all difeourfe in their due places.

Conditions The Prince Ragotski , who (as we have 
ti.ade with f a id before) proceeded more warily than 
Raguuki his other Aflociates, had lealonably made 
his peace with the Emperor, and obtain’d 
his Pardon, on Condition that he lliould 
renounce his right of Sovereignty over the 
Town of Trenfchin ; That lie fhould fend 
aooooo Florins to that Town for pay¬ 
ment of the Garrifon there, and fhould lend 
a like Sum to the Emperor’s Coffers at 
Vienna, and that he fhould out of his own 
Revenue maintain 500 Soldiers in the up¬ 
per Hungary , and fupply them with Am- 
' munition, and all things neceflary for the

Rothal ’, who was Chief Plenipotentiary, the 
Archbifhop of Gr&n , and others, proceeded 
to open the Diet upon the 14 th of January, 
to which time the Aflembly was adjourn’d ; 
but neither then, nor on the 3*/ of February, 
to which time a farther adjournment was 
made, not one of the Deputies of the 
upper Hungary making their Appearance, 
his Majefty being defirous to provide for 
the fafety of his Subjects, even againft 
their own wills, made this following De¬ 
claration ; which we have thought fit to 
infert, for better underftanding of this Hi- 
ftory, and contradfod for brevity thereof. 


L EOPOLD, by the Grace of God Em¬ 
peror of the Romans, &c. This is 16 
make known unto all Men, that having 
happily extinguijb’d the Fire of Rebellion in 
this Our Kingdom of Hungary, andpmifh'd

ultT‘~ wbicb they adled with lo little regard to 
the Peace, that nothing was heard over all 
that Kingdom, but daily Slaughters, Bat¬ 
tels, Plundrings, Firing of Towns, and all 
the other direful cflc&s of War. 

Accordingly, to begin this Year, fix 
thoufand Turks pafled the Raah over the 
Ice near Furjlemberg, which gave an alarm 
to all the Province of Stiria. About the

Thefe ill Succeifes, and the fears of a 
more dreadful War impending, moved the 
Imperial Councel to thoughts of Accommo¬ 
dation with the Malecontents on any terms 
whatfoever, being almoft droven to a ne- 
o-j,y- cefrity of making peace. In purfuance of 
t*ns which Refolution, General Baragotzi , who 
IXIT' fo r r j lis Services was lately made a Count 
of the Empire, and one of the Lieutenant 
Generals of the Armies, was difpatch’d to 
the Malecontents with new Overtures of 
Peace, the fym of which was this : That 
befides the Adi of Oblivion, and Pardon

And this 
Opinion was folter’d and kept up by lome 
ill Men, who perfwaded die Commonalty 
that there was no fecurity nor Faith in the 
Emperor’s promifes ; which would no lon¬ 
ger continue, than until fuch time as he 
faw them difarmed, and his Enemies at his 
feet. Howfoever, not wholly to rejedl'the 
terms of peace, Commilfioners were ap¬ 
pointed on both Tides to meet at EJperies, 
to offer and receive the Proportions; 
which Treaty continu’d during the whole 
Month of March , and at laft concluded 
without any confiderable effect; only 
Count Palaffi Imlre became lo touch’d with a 
fenfe of his Duty, that he embrac’d the- 
Pardon, and accepted the gracious Offers 
made him by his Imperial Majelty ; and 
afterwards had a Command given him in 
Hungary, under Major General Baragotzi ; 
in expectation that by his Examp^g others 
would be brought to Obedience.

The Poles took four Kcttlc-Drumms, 
and the greateft part of their Trumpets, 
with all their Colours, and 800 Prifoners : 
And had not the night favour’d them, very 
few had efcaped.

“axilother very greatly, and evidenced unto the World 
officers. By liis Valour and Conducft, how much he 
deferved the chief Command of thofe 
Troops: And indeed, all the Officers, as 
well Tartars as others, behaved themfelves 
like Soldiers and able Commanders : But 
Major General Smith, tho’ inferiour to none 
in any thing which appertains to Martial 
Excrcife ; yet being betray’d by his own 
Credulity, was blam’d much at Vienna for 
his Raftmefs and Precipitation. After this 
Succefs, Boham having Refreffi’d for two 
clays his Forces in the Field where the Bat¬ 
tle was Fought, repafled the River of Bat- 
tor ., and the Inclofurcs, and joyned the 
Army of the Malccontents, which was 
Turtles idoooftrong, under the Command of Count 
WeffeUini : So that now being a formidable 
jljT" Army, the Chief Officer^ at a Council of 
War agreed to Befige Tokai; to prevent 
which General Tops, upon advice of the 
Enemies Motion, departed from Cafchau 
with the Imperial Army, intending to At¬ 
tack the Enemy with the firft Advantage :

in favour of the Malecontents. Kops being 
highly incenled hereat, refolved on a quite 
contrary method of Adlion, fuppofing that 
he might effedt the fame with Rigour and Kops to 
Cruelty, which the Enemy had done by Crue tJf ' 
Allurements and Rewards; and that it was 
poffible to terrifie, and affrighten the con¬ 
trary party into their Duty and Ob.edience: 
Wherefore, to make an experiment hereof, 
he killed all the Prifoners he had in his 
hands, and empal’d feveral others: This 
piece of Cruelty againft the Law of War 
and Nations, was in like manner retaliated 
by Wejfellini ; who put the Prifoners to

T he Emperor befides a War againfl his 
Rebel Subjects, was under great Mortifica¬ 
tions, aiui Troubles; his Imperial Palace 
at Vienna was burnt, the Plague Rag’d 
violently in his Hereditary Countries, and 
in his Army, of which the Baron de Kau- 
»‘tz, and other principal Officers died. 
And at the lame time nine hundred Pai- 
fants of the Circle of Brajlaw in Bohemia 
nrofc in Arms againfl the Counts Galas, 
and Ere daw their Lords, pretending that 
they were treated like Slaves, and refus’d 
to pay the Contributions which were de¬ 
manded for the Emperor. 

Howfoever, to make the Juflice of their 
Caufe appear, they fent four Deputies to 
Prague, to make known unto his. Impe¬ 
rial Majefty their many Aggrievances,which 
were fo Tyrannical and Burthcnlom as 
could not longer be fuftain'd ; and there¬ 
fore they dclir’d that Council might be 
affign’d them to plead their Caufe againfl 
their Lords at the Bar of Juflice. But 
inllcad of hearkning to the Petition of 
thefe diftrefled Paifants, the Deputies were 
Imprifon'd ; and to ftifle this Tumult in 
the beginning, two Regiments under the 
Command of Count Piccolomini were fent 
to reduce them; upon the appearance of 
which, the Mutineers difpers’d, and fled 
every Man to his own home. 

But this Combuftion was not long 
lupprefs’d, before it burfl forth again in a 
more violent and outragious manner than 
before ; for four thoufand of thefe dif 
contented Paifants were got together in a 
formidable Body, Conducted by Ieveral 
Reformed Officers, with Colours flying, 


and Drums beating, and with Mottos on i68r.

Firft, That the free right of chufing 
the Civil Magiffratc, and other Officers 
(which hitherto has been fo difturbed, 
and wholly taken away from the Prote- 
ftants , againft the pofitivc Laws of the 
Kingdom, made in the Illudrious Cham¬ 
ber of Scepufium ) belonging properly and 
only to the Sworn Citizens of the fame 
Cities, and as well to the Proteftants as to 
the Catholicks, be reftor’d and maintain’d 
in its former State, and in no wife any 
more difturbed by any one, under the pain 
mention’d in the renewed and aforefaid 
Articles. 

Secondly, That in order to maintain a 
civil mutual Union, and put out any Fewel 
of Divifion and Hatred, a free Election be 
made of the fame Magiftratc, and other 
Officers out of the well deferving, and well 
qualified Sworn Citizens, without any dif¬ 
ference of the Catholick and Proteftant 
Religion ; and that the Employments, and 
any Civil Dignities whatfoever be indiffe¬ 
rently, and equally conferr’d and beftowed, 
lo that the Catholicks and Proteftants pro¬ 
mote mutually one another to publick, civil 
Honours, according to the intention of 
the aforefaid 13 th Article, of the year 1608 
before the Coronation, and of the 4 ^tb of 
the year 1609. 

Thirdly, That in order toobferve a juft 
equality of Turns, and procure the publick 
good of the Cities, it be gracioufly granted, 
that the Offices of Judge and Tribune be 
by Turns, and promilcuouffy exercifed for 
a year, according to the intention of the 
aforelaid Articles, and of the 12 th in the 
year 1649.

The Grievance of the Proteftants of 
the Free and Imperial City oj 
Carpona. 

I T is not without a great deal of Grief, 
that all the Noblemen and Gentlemen,all 
the Auxiliary Forces, and hired Soldiers of 
both lorts,and all the Proteftant Inhabitants, 
and Citizens of Carpona , think it their Duty 
to Rcprefentto Your moft Sacred Majefty,* 
that altho’ according to Your moft Sacred 
Majefty s Refolution, inferted in the v6th 
Article of the Diet of Sopron, Anno 16.81. 


Among the places of the Kingdom, which 1681. 
were to be appointed for the Building of 
new Churches and Schools, and Eredting 
Parifhes for die conveniency of thofe of 
the Helvetian Confeffion, and of that of 
Ausbourg; the fame City of Carpona is par¬ 
ticularly named, and eftablifhed to be one 
of the places, where the free exercife of 
Religion ftiould entirely and quiedy be en¬ 
joyed, as it may be feen in diefe words: 

In the Divifion before the Mountains at Leya, 
Carpona and Tulekin. 

Neverthelels, Your Majefty’s High Com- 
miflloners appointed in the year 1688 laft 
paft in the Mountain Cities, being come to 
that of Carpona (whereas, according to the 
intention of the aforelaid Article, and of 
Your Majefty’s Gracious Refolution, and 
Declaration contain’d in it, inftead of the 
convenient Churches and Schools and Pa- 
ri/hes which were from die Proteftants of 
the Confeffion of Ausbourg, they Ihould 
have appointed other convenient and fit 
places, and left the Proteftants in the quiet . 
Pofieffion of them, according to the intenti¬ 
on of the 19th Article in the year 1647,) did 
on die contrary turn the Proteftant Mini- 
fters and School-mafters out of their Of¬ 
fices, and with fevere Threats forbid both 
all the Proteftant Noblemen and Gentle¬ 
men, all the Soldiers of the Garifon, as 
well as all the Inhabitants and Citizens, to 
continue the Exercile of Religion (which 
had been enjoy’d in the fame place from 
time out of Memory, and was confirm’d 
by the Articles as we have already faid) 
rill Your Majefty’s further Refolution were 
known, to the great prejudice of a Spiri¬ 
tual Exercife, which fuffers no delay, and 
to the diminifiling of the Right granted to 
the Proteftants by the Articles, and con¬ 
firm’d by Your Majefty’s Favour. 

Therefore they do wholly Rely on the 
Articles, and Your Majefty’s Grant, and 
Humbly beg, that not only convenient and 
fit places, within die Walls of the faid 
City be appointed to diem, for the Buil¬ 
ding of Churches and Schools, and Ere¬ 
cting Parifhes ; but alfo, that they may 
have a Free Exercife of Religion, together 
with the common and indifferent ufe of 
Bells and Burials, according to the afore¬ 
faid 2 6th Article of S opr on, and as they 
had formerly. 

The Grievances of the Imperial and Free 

Proteftant Cities , Veterozolium, 
Breznobania and Libethbania* 

A LL the Proteftants of the fame Im¬ 
perial and Free Cities, fet forth their 
moft lamentable Cafe in refpeCt of R eligion, 
diat 
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1681. that whereas they fhould not be hinder’d to 
enjoy at lcaft in private the free Exercife of 
Religion granted by the Articles of S opr on, 
to all and every where in the Kingdom 
(without excepting any part of it, and 
lefs the fourdi State, which comprehends 
all the Imperial and Free Cities of die 
Kingdom, belonging properly to the Crown) 
through His Imperial Majefty’s Favour, 
according to the clear and evident explica¬ 
tion of the ifi Article made before the Co¬ 
ronation, in the year 1608. and confirm’d 
in the %$tb Article of Sopron , but rather 
by virtue of the following 26 th Article of 
Sopron (which fpeaks in general of the 
Cities, and by way of inftance names only 
two of each fort; vh . of the Mountain 
Cities, and of the Free Cities) His Ma¬ 
jefty’s High Commiffioners appointed in 
the year 1688. fhould alfo have appointed 
diem commodious and convenient places 
for the building of new Churches and 
Schools, and creating Parifhes, yet they 
have obtain’d nothing : On the contrary, 
the Minifters have been turn’d at and ex- 
pell’d by die High Commiffioners, and the 
Proteftants have been moft feverely for¬ 
bidden by die fame to exercife their Reli¬ 
gion in private, or to go to any Neigh¬ 
bouring place where their Religion is Ex¬ 
ercifed Moreover againft the exprefs grant 
of the 11 th and 12 th Article in the year 
1647. maugre the Proteftants and by force, 
die faid High Commiffioners have affign’d 
and appropriated all die proper Revenues 
of Schools and Churches to the Catholick 
Curates which diey have brought in, and 
have very few Followers in the Cities of 
Veterozolium , and Breznobania , and but 
one in Libethbania. In fine, the faid High 
Commiffioners did by all means, and do 
ftill compell without diftimftion, all the 
Proteftant Inhabitants and Citizens, efpe- 
cially die Trades and Handy-craft-men to 
Ceremonies contrary to dieir Religion} 
therefore the faid Proteftants humbly beg 
the fame Liberty of Religion as is granted 
in the Articles, and enjoy’d in other Cities, 
fince thefe in no wife deferve a worfe cafe} 
and that there may be aflign’d diem conve¬ 
nient places for the building of new Chur¬ 
ches, and Schools, and erecting Parifhes. 

The Grievances of the Free and Im¬ 
perial Cities St. George, Bazinga, 
Tyrnaw, Szakoliza, KufTegh, and 
Ruft. 

T Hefe Free and Imperial Cities do alfo 
lament and fet forth dieir defolate 
Cafe, and great Unhappinefs in refpedt of 
Religion} that (whereas according to the 


genuine Senfe of the Articles of. Sopron, i68x. 
made in the behalf of Religion, its free 
Exercife is granted to everyone, and every 
where in the Kingdom) they fhould not 
be hinder’d to enjoy, at lead in private the 
faid free Exercife of Religion ; but by Vir¬ 
tue of the 2 6th Article of Sopron , which 
fpeaks in general of the Cities, Places 
fhould have been appointed them for the 
Building of Churches, and Schools, and 
Erecting Parifhes, yet they have obtain’d 
none of the premifles ; but on the con¬ 
trary, have been forbidden to exercife any 
way their Religion, their Minifters have 
been expell’d, and forbidden to come any 
more into die faid Cities } it is prohibited 
under the foreft punifhment to frequent the 
places where there is Exercife of Religion, 
to go thidier, to have Children Baptiz’d, 
or to receive the Sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper, and to fend for Proteftant Mini- 
fters to Sick and Dying Perfons ; in a 
word, die whole Exercife of the Proteftant 
Religion is forbidden, againft the fenfe of 
the aforefaid Articles, and the Proteftants 
are compell’d to Ceremonies contrary to 
dieir Religion j therefore they humbly beg 
that they may enjoy the fame Benefit as is 
granted in the Articles, and have places ap¬ 
pointed them for the Building of Churches, 
and Schools, and Eredting Parifhes, as 
well as the other Cities} fince that Pri¬ 
vilege is equally granted to all ; and there¬ 
fore the cafe of fome, ought not to be 
worfe dian that of others. 

The Grievances of the Free and 
Imperial Cities, Trenfchin, and

T Hefe two Free and Imperial Cities 
complain with a great deal of Sor¬ 
row, that by Virtue of the 2 oth Article 
of Sopron , the Lords Commiffioners did 
indeed aflign to them places for the Build¬ 
ing of Churches and Schools, and eredting 
Parilhes, and grant them the free Exercife 
of their Religion} but with fuch Limita¬ 
tion and Reftraint as take away many 
things eflentially requifite and neceffary

Likewile in a Town called Sepj/y of the 
fame County of Abavivar, where the 
Church could under no pretence be taken 
from die Proteftants, the Tythes of the 
Territory of die faid Town which us’d to 
belong to the ProteHant Minifter are feiz’d, 
and kept in Sequeftration by the 
of Sepj/y, by vertue of an Order of the II- 
luftrious Chamber of Scepufium. 

In the Towns of Nogyrnihali, Vinna, and 
Iztara, in the County of Unghwar, and in 
the Towns of Tolzeck and Afgath, in the 
County of Saraz, the Churches, Schools, 
and Parilhes left by the Articles for the ule 
of the Proteftants, are by force taken and 
kept from them by the Catholick Lords of 
thofe Mannors. 

Laftly, In the Town call’d Somogy in 
the County of Toma, a moiety of die Re¬ 
venue belonging to the Proteflant Minifter 
by a Convention made formerly is taken 
from him. 

All which having been attempted againft 
Your Majefty’s Gracious Refolution, and 
the Articles made in the behalf of the Pro¬ 
teftants, they prelent die lame to Your 
moft Sacred Majefty’s Confideration, with 
ftrong perfuafion that it will be Gracioufly 
Remedied; and that not only they lhall 
be re-fetled in the pofleflion of what-is 
taken from ’em; but alfo diat all the intro¬ 
duc’d abufes lhall be taken away. j 

The fame ProteHant Inhabitants of 
die aforefaid.

The Grievances of all the Proteflant 
Noblemen of the Counties o/Liep- 
zq Thurocz, Arva, Trenfchinj 
Zolnock, and Sachfag 5 wherein 
are contain d the Injuries and 
Troubles they have fnftaind upon 
the account of Religion, againfl the 
Articles of Sopron 5 together with 
Humble Requefl for the Redreffing 
of the fame. 

S ince the Grievances and Complaints of 
the Counties of Liepze, Thurocz , Ar¬ 
va, Trenfchin, and Zolnock agree in all re- 
Ipedts, for Ihortnefs fake they arc put to¬ 
gether here; the fame then juftly com¬ 
plain that they have been injur’d and di- 
fturbed, in that the Proteflant Minifters 
(who perform’d the Duties of their pro- 
feflion in the Noblemens places of Refi- 
dence, where the free Exercife of Religion 
was transferr’d, by Virtue of the .26 th 
Article of Sopron, fince the leizing of the 
Proteflant Churcfres in thefe Counties) 
have all been Banilh’d (except two, left 
in two places named in the Articles) with¬ 
in a fortnight, out of the County and 
place where they liv’d ; or if any defir’d to 
continue in it, he was requir’d to oblige 
liimfelf by ftridt deed of Reverfion never 
to perform any Ecclefiaftical Duty, and 
forbidden to remain on any other term, un¬ 
der pain of Imprilbnment. 

No Schools are permitted but the Petty 
(or as the Commilnonets term it, fuel?, 
where Children learn only to Read and to 
Write) and but in two places mention’d in 
the Articles; all the others are generally 
fliut, and prohibited, and their Mailers 
turn’d out; although the z 5 th Article had 
reftor’d both thefe, and the Minifters in 
their relpedtive Offices. 

It is ftridlly forbidden that the" Divine 
Service and Exercife of Religion be per¬ 
formed by ProteHant Minifters in die Hou- 
fes and places of Refidence of Noblemen, 
or in the Oratories and Chappels belong¬ 
ing to diem, but with this admirable Li¬ 
mitation ; That if any Noble-Man will 
have the Divine Service done in his Houfe, 
he lhall employ no other Minifter than one 
of the two left in die County, and that 
only for themfelves, and their Family. 

, All die Payments whatfoever (except . 
thofe which belong to die two Schools 
appointed in' each County) are adjudg’d to 
. th? 
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1681. the Catholick Curates, and are generally 
wrefled by the fame with the help of the 
Soldiers. 

The Peafants arc abfolutcly forbidden 
to Excrcife their Religion in die ufc of 
Baptifm, Marriage, Confirmation, Burials, 
and of the Lord's Supper, as alio to fre¬ 
quent die places appointed by die Articles 
for the Divine Service, and arc compelled 
with all pofiible violence, to Ceremonies 
contrary to their way. 

Moreover, in many Towns of the County 
of Turocz, as in Bella Zatureza and Pribocz , 
there were Churches Built at the Charges 
of the Proteftants, whole Members had 
not reconciled themfelves to the Church of 
Horae, before the Article was made ; yet 
without any regard to the Exception con¬ 
tain’d in the beginning of the 1 6 th Article, 
all thole Churches have been feized upon, 
and the ulc of Bells and Burials is granted 
no more to the Proteftants, unlels they 
ask and pay die Catholick Curates for 
it. 

In the County of Sachfag, the Prote¬ 
ftants lliould freely and peaceably have en¬ 
joyed all the Churches, which were in their 
PoffeiTion when the Article was made, and 
were left for their ufe by the fame Article ; 
yet the Illuftrious Wolfgang Earl of Kohary, 
(Supreme Earl of the laid County, by De¬ 
putation (as he has declar'd.) of die Illu¬ 
ftrious George Earl of Erdedy,) with the 
affiftance of the Vicount of the fame County, 
has feized the fame Churches, except a very 
lrnall one, which Hands in a moft delpi- 
cable Village called Drieno , and has not 
been Built by the Proteftants: Command¬ 
ing withal all the Protcftant Minifters to go 
out of their refpeCtive Pariflies, and places 
of abode under pain of Emprifonment, and 
forbidding all Perlons of quality to enter¬ 
tain them any way even privately j altho’ 
the Proteftants of this County had been 
eftablilh’d, and confirm’d in the free ufe of 
all the Churches, which were in their Pof- 
feflion when the Article was made. 

The moft Humble and Lawful De- 
wands of the aforefaid Counties are 
tbefe. 

S ince His moft Sacred Majefty both by 
the Confirmation of the 1.5th and 16th 
Articles of the Diet of Sopron, made in it fl 
Ardcle of the Diet of Presburg, in the 
year 1687, and by the Refolution declar’d 
to the Deputies of die faid Counties in 
their Audience, has engaged his Royal 
Word, not only to obferve the aforefaid 
Articles in all their Points and Claufes, 
but alfo to caufe the others to obferve the 


fame ; therefore the Proteftants of the 1681. 
aforefeid Counties Humbly beg, that ac- s ^v~* 
cording to the moft fimple and evident 
Senfe of the fame Articles, they may be 
Redrefled, Re-eftablifh’d, Reftor d, and by 
an exprefs Decree confirm’d in the following 
particulars. 

That according to the intention of die 
the 15th Article of die Diet of Sopron , all 
their Minifters and Re&ors may live freely 
among them, and perform the Duties of 
dieir Profeflion, widiout any Limitation, 
fince the fame Article Grants thus much, 
reftoring both the Minifters and School- 
Mafters, even thole which were Banifh’d, 
annulling their Deeds of Reverfion. 

That as many Churches and Chappels, 
(whofe Members are not reconciled to the 
Church of Rome , and have been Built by 
the Proteftants,) as ftand in the faid Coun¬ 
ties be reftor’d to us, to Exercife our Reli¬ 
gion in them, according to the intent of 
the aforelaid 16th Article. 

That according to the intention of die 
fo often mention’d 16th Article, the Pro¬ 
teftants of the faid Counties, be dilcharg’d 
from paying any thing to the Cadiolick 
Curats, and oblig’d only to entertain their 
own Minifters. 

Laftly, That any Proteftant of whatso¬ 
ever State and Condition,. not excluding 
the Pealants (according to thefe words of 
the 15 th Article, to every one and every 
where,) may freely Exercife his Religion 
without being compelled to contrary Ce¬ 
remonies j and that neither of the Parties 
prefume to difturb any way, die other 
under the pain mention’d in the faid Ar¬ 
ticle. 

Befides, the foregoing Demands wherein 
the County of Sachfag joyns with the 
other Counties , by a particular Right 
i granted in the Articles, the fame County 
of Sachfag requires, diat all die feized 
Churches be reftor’d to the Proteftants, 
which were in dieir Pofleffion when the 
Article was made.

It lliould have been left in the aCtual 
Poflefiion, and ufe of all the Proteftant 
Churches, Pariflies and Schools which 
were quietly poflefled by the’Proteftants, 
before and after the Diet of Sopron to the 
Date underwritten ; yet to the" great Con¬ 
tempt of His Imperial Majefty’s, and of 
the Article’s Grant, and to die great pre¬ 
judice of die Proteftants Right, by Order 
and Commiflion of the moft Reverend 
Archbiftiop of Gran, and of the Right 
Honourable George Earl of Erdody, not 
only die Churches, but alfo the Schools 
and Pariflies widi all their Appurtenances 
(confifting in Eleven Vineyards, Five Mills, 
One Butcher’s Stall, and a Houfe which 
had all been given by Proteftants in their 
Wills, or Pufchafed with the Proteftants 
Money,) were feized by force on the 11 fl 
of May, in the year i 6881 aftpaft, by the 
Honourable Jean Almajfy of Heves, and 
Francis Setuitter of Pejlh , Judges of die 
fame Counties ; moreover die Proteftant 
Minifters and School-mafters were Banifli’d, 
the Free Exercife of Religion even in pri¬ 
vate Houfes is forbidden, as well as the 
ufe of Bells and Burials in proper places, 
die Proteftants being ftri&ly Commanded 
to Bury their Dead in remote Highways 
and Commons, where all the Fildi of the 
Towns is carried: Therefore they lawfully 
Demand a full Reftittition of all that, has 
been taken from them, and an exaCt Exe¬ 
cution of the aforefaid Article. 

The Grievance of the City of 
Moramoiufs* 

T He Proteftant Citizens and Inhabi¬ 
tants, togedicr with the Militia of 
Moramorufs complain, that altho’ by Verttie 
of the 16th Article of Sopron, (wherein the 
fame City of Moramorufs is exprefly, 
named,) they had obtain’d the liberty of 
exercifing publickly their Religion, ana of 
having Churches, Pariflies and Schools j 
and have quietly enjoyed the fame with¬ 
out giving any, offence to the Cadiolicks, 
until die fatal breaking out of the Wars in 
die year 1683, and the unexpected Burning 
of the Town, which occafion’d an inter¬ 
ruption of the faid Exercife of Religion, 
the Minifters and their Parifhioners having 
been forced to diiperfc theriifelves up and 
down; yet fince the Troubles are appeafed, 
diey defirc in vain to reaflume their publick 
exercife of Religion, and to call back dieir 
. Minifters, being hinder’d from die fame by 
the Earl of Hoffkirchen Governour of this 
Territory, who every day growing feveref, 
forbids with greater Threats, the total Ex¬ 
ercife of the Proteftant Religion : Nay, diree 
Months ago the Roman Catholicks did Pro¬ 


claim widi the Beat of Drums, that no 168 t, 
Proteftant lliould, prefumc to go out of'-''V'--* 
the Territory of Moramorufs, to ahy Neigh¬ 
bouring, to perform the Duties of his Re¬ 
ligion ; nor Exercife it in his private Houfe 
under pain of Imprifeninent, and of other 
fevere Puniftiments. Therefore they Hum¬ 
bly beg, That this their Grievance may 
be redrefled, and they rc-eftabliflied in the 
Privilege granted by the Article. 

It may be added to the foregoing Grie¬ 
vances, that one Samuel Bizkey, a Prote¬ 
ftant Minifter of a place of Lon er Hun¬ 
gary called Hedes; notwithftanding the Pro¬ 
tection granted to him by the Council of 
War, has been Plunder’d twice of all the 
means of Life, Clothes, Books and Furni¬ 
ture, by feme Emiflaries of the Archbifliop 
of Gran ; and at laft on the 11 d of the laft 
Month of March, was taken and carried to 
Presburg, into the Prifons of the Arch 
bifliop, where he has nothing allowed him, 
but dry Bread and dirty Water. 

Likewife, the Proteftant Minifter of Totv- 
falu in Upper Hungary, has been taken by, 
a Jeliiit called Father Ravafz, refiding at 
Naghybania, and carried in Fetters into the 
Prifons of Zatmar, where he is ftill de¬ 
tain’d and moft bavbaroufly ufed. 

The XXf. Article of the Diet of Pref- 
burg, in the year 1687, ln ^ 3e buft- 
nefs of Religion , the 25th and 26th 
Articles of the year 1681, are re¬ 
new’d with the injerted Decleration . 

A Lthough they of the Helvetian Coii- 
feflion, and . of diat of Ausbourg, 
by their protefting againft the 15th and 
26th Articles, of the late Diet of Sopron, 
have unworthily abufed the fame, and 
thereby forfeited ipfo fatto, the benefits 
granted in them; neverthelefs fince His

Plea- 
fure, a Plot was laid to lurprize and take 
him dliring the Truce; of which Tekeli 
having notice, he countermined the Plot 
by an Ambufcade ; which being oppor¬ 
tunely difpofed in the way where they 
were to pafs, the Party which came to 
feize him was totally defeated.

A Lthough we have already made it appear to Your moft Sacred Majefty, and to 168 r. 
the Minifters of Your moft Imperial Court, that many Injuftices were done to 
us indie Year 1681, againft the clear and evident Grants of the 2.5th and 2.6th 
Articles of Sopron , Humbly folliciting this full Year and a Half the Obfervation of the 
lame, and the Redreffing of the Grievances of our Evangelical Religion; yet, becaufe 
it is daily Reported, that by Virtue of Your Majefty s Commiffions appointed laft Year, 
and before through Hungary nothing was Ordered, againft the full intent of the faid 
Articles, and that we defire more than is granted in them : We thought it our Duty to 
juftify both our Complaints and our repeated Requefts, (the readier becaufe the Wordiy 
Minifters of Your Imperial Court have often allur’d us, that without any delay or 
difficulty, we lliould be maintain’d in the clear Grants of the faid Articles of Sopron ,) 
in order to which we ffiall fet down here, as in a kind of Table, the very words of the faid 
Articles, together widi our Requefts, againft the Mifintepretation of the faid Articles, 
cither by Your Majefty’s Commiffioners, or by other Perfons under pretence offulfiling 
the fame, and the Decisions made thereupon, by that means we lhall ihew Evidently 
that the faid Articles were Infring’d to our great prejudice, and that our Requefts are 
moft Juft.

Churches and Chappels remain free and unmolefted, and that what has been taken 
from them in thefe Troubles be reftor’d. 


The Firft Article made before the Coronation in the Tear 16 08 .concerning Religion. 

C oncerning the firft Article of the Treaty of Vienna, it is refolv’d by the States and 
Orders of Hungary, that the Exercifes of Religion fhall be left free, not only to the 
Noblemen, and to the Inhabitants of the free Cities, but alfo to the Hungarian Soldi¬ 
ers in the Frontiers of the Kingdom of Hungary, and to all the Farmers and Peafant 
that will freely accept die fame; nor fliall any of’ein be difturbed in the free Exercife cf 
Religion, but to prevent any effedt of hatr’d and diflenfion between Roman Catholicks 
and Proteftants, It is Order’d, That each Party fhall have a Superior, or Surperinteri- 
dant of his own Profeflion. 

T Although this laft firft Article of the Year 1.608, was renew’d in j-;th Article of the 
Year 1618, inferted in the General Conftitutions of the Kingdom by Order of the Em¬ 
peror Ferdinand the Second, in the Year 1622, reftor’d to his Force by the 22 d Article of 
the Year 1627, by the 33V Article of the.

Firft, That the League OJfenfive Jhall con¬ 
tinue until fuch time, as that the Emperor, 
and King of Poland Jba/l make Peace with 
the Common Enemy , but that the Defenfive 
Jhall continue for ever. 

Secondly, That this Alliance Jhall be fworn 
unto by Cardinal Pio in behalf of the Em¬ 
peror, and by Cardinal Charles Barberini at 
Rome, in the name and behalf of the King 
of Poland. 

Thirdly, That the Emperor Jhall Renounce, 
and quit claim to all Debts and Sums of 
Money which were due to him from Poland, 
on occajion of the Succours, and Ajfiftances he 
gave unto that Kingdom, when it was Invad¬ 
ed by the Swedes .• And that the great Seal 
whereby the Emperor is impowrea to nomi¬ 
nate, and make choife of a new King be Can¬ 
celled and Surrendred. 

Fourthly, That no Peace be made with the 
Turks without the privity , confent, and 
concurrence of both Parties ; and that the 
Heirs and Succejfours of them be equally obliged 
to maintain, and confirm the prefent League. 

Fifthly, That this League be limited, and 
underftood of a War againjl the Turk only, 
and not againjl any other Prince or Potentate 
wkatfoever. 

Sixthly ,That during this War, the Emperor 
be obliged to maintain 70 .000 Men in the 
Field-, befides zo poo in Garrifon: And that the 
King o/Poland Jhall conduit an Army of 40.000 
Men, and March at the Head of them in 
Perfon. 

Seventhly, That the Emperor Jhall all with 
thegrofs of his Army in the Lower Hungary 
againjl the Turk ; and with another Artny in 
the Upper Hungary, confijling of Six thoufand 
Germans, and as many Auxiliaries, whofe 
bufinefs Jhall chiefly be to fubdue the Rebels , 
and recover the places which they have taken 
And that the ■King of Poland Jhall endea¬ 


vour to recover Caminiec, and other places 1683. 
unjuflly ufurped by the Turk in Podolia, 

U crania and Volhinia. 

Eighthly, That the Emperor Jhall lend unto 
the King of Poland 300.000 Dollars,and the 
payment thereof to be fecurd on the Tythes of 
that Kingdom, which the Pope hatt) lately 
granted to the King for carrying on this prefent 
War. ' 

Ninethly, That in cafe other Chriflian 
Kings, or Princes Jhall defire to enter into this 
Alliance, their admijfion thfreinto Jhall be 
with the knowledge and approbation of loth 
Crowns ; and that the Czars of Mufcovy be 
particularly induced to joyn in this Alliance . 

On thefe Terms was this League con¬ 
cluded, fb much the more to the comfort 
and fatisfadtion of all Chriflendom, by 
how much it had been uncertain and doubt¬ 
ful before; iri regard the Divifions in the 
Diet it felf were grown fo high, that 
it was believed no place could be allowed 
for the Debates of Foreign Matter, which 
did not immediately concern their own dif¬ 
ferences; and that the refentmerit which 
the King of Poland conceived ag'ainft die 
Emperor, for not clofing widi the Al¬ 
liance formerly offer d, and importunately 
urged, would have been invincible obfta- 
cles againft this Unidn, of which all the 
World defpair’d: Byt God who diredts all 
things to that Tend: which he defigns, had 
fo temper’d and qualified the Animofitis of 
the Poles one againft the odier, that to the 
Joy of all Chriflendom, diat neceflary and 
happy Alliance Was concluded. 

The Grand Vizier (as We have faid) be- 
ing arrived at Belgrade, where he attended 
the Afiatick Troops, and with him Count 
Albert Caprara the Emperors Refident, 
(whom he referved according to antient 
Cuftom in the Camp,) for an inftrument Count c 4 .

Forces: But this Vizier fearing nothing lefs Vienna, 
than ill fortune, and repofing a confidence 
in his Arm of Flclh, which lie thought im- 
poflible to be fubdued, did eafily and with 
fome fcorn comply with the inftance which 
Count Albert Caprara made to him for 
Licence to return to his Mafter at Vienna :

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On the 7th. of May, the Emperor enter- 
' ed into the Field, attended on the Right- 
a hand by the Duke of Bavaria, and on the 
r Left by P. Charles of Loraine, and follow- 
fr - cd by a numerous train of Nobles and prin¬ 
cipal Minifies: The Army was all ran¬ 
ged in Batalia, at the front of which, was 
Count St ar emberg, General of the Artillery, 
with 7Z great Pieces of Canon, and 15 
Mortar pieces for throwing Bombs, all 
guarded by the Gunners, and Attendants on 
the Train of Artillery. The main Body of 
the Army was compofed of 14 Regiments ; 
namely, Staremberg , Mans felt, Diepenthal , 
Baden, Crana , Strafoldo, Soucbes, Heijfer, 
Becb, Wallis, Schaffemberg, Newberg, Thime, 
and Wirtemberg: The which Body was 
flanked on each fide with a' Regiment of 
Cuirafficrs, and n Regiments of Horie ; 
namely, Rabata, Gondola, Halleweil, Palfi, 
Dunevalt, Caprara, Montecuculi, Saxolunem- 
btirg, Taaff, Goz, Dupigny, and Mercy, with 
3 of Dragoons, Stirum, Caftelli, and Her- 
beville, and 4 Companies of Croats com¬ 
manded by Riccardi ; all of them well arm¬ 
ed, and mounted, and moft of them feledt 
and veterane Soldiers : To thefe were ad¬ 
joined a Body of Hungarians and Huffars, 
being Horie and Foot, under the Command 
of Count Hefterhafi , Palatine of that King- 
tr dom, to the number of about eight Thou- 
r. fand with 14 Pieces of Cannon; about a 
Thoufand whereof were armed with long 
Lances, the number of all which, as fome 
Authors report, amounted unto 70 .740; 
tho as yet the Forces of Alfatia, with thole 
of the Circles of the Rhine, w T ere not come 
up; but others perhaps with more reafon 
make this whole Force to confift of no more 
than forty three Thoufand Men in all, be- 
fides fix Thoufand Polifh Horie, which the 
Emperor had hired with his own Mony, 
under the Command of Prince Lubomiski, 
to which were adjoyned great numbers of 
Gentlemen, and younger Brodiers, who 
came to adventure and make their Fortunes 
in this War. 

After the Emperor had heard Mafs, which 
was celebrated by the Arch-bilhop of Stri- 

f onium, and fang with Muftck, the Arch- 
ilhop read with a loud Voice the Bull of In¬ 
dulgence, which the Pope had given unto all 
thole who Ihould fight the Chriflian Battles 
againll Turks and Infidels; after which, he 
gave his Benediction to the Emperor, and 
tlte Nobility, and to all the Army, who re¬ 
ceived it with much Humility, and Devoti¬ 
on on their Knees ; which Ceremony being 
ended, die Emperor took a View of the 
whole Army, greatly to his fatisfaCtion : 
After which he was conducted to a mag¬ 
nificent Tent, raifed on the Banks of the 
Danube, where he was fplendidly treated by 


the Duke of Loraine, together with die 1683. 
Emprels, the Arch-duchefs, the EleCtor of wrv> ’ > J 
Bavaria, the Prince of Newbourg, (^Coad¬ 
jutor of the Grand Malter of the Tutonick 
Order) the Prince Lewis of Baden, and the 
Duke of Saxelaivemburg. After which mag¬ 
nificent Entertainment, the Emperor and the 
Court returned that Night unto Pres burg. 

Such being the force of the Emperors Army; 
let us allb take a View of the formidable 
numbers of the Turks, which were fuffici- 
ent, like Locufts, to over-ipread the face 
of all Hungary. But firft we lhali obferve 
the Motions of the Emperor’s Army, which 
being now in it’s Vigour and Strength, and 
encouraged with fifty Thoufand Florins, 
which his Imperial Majelly was plealed as 
a Donative to diftribute amongft the Soldi¬ 
ers ; it was agreed by the Generals of the 
Army, for the Reputation of their Forces, 
that fome Enterprise Ihould be undertaken, 
before the Grand Vizier, with the. grols of 
his Army, was advanced fardier, Which ac¬ 
cording to their Conjectures, was believed 
could not be in lefs than in the time of two 
Months. The Places nominated for to be 
attack’d, were Gran and Newhaufel ; the firlt 
feemed the molt eafie in relpeCt to the 
weaknefs of the Fortifications; but Advices 
being come that the Turks were forming a 
Camp of 40 .000 Men near Buda , whereby 
the Imperialifts might be cut off from all 
Communication with Comorra ; it was re- 
folved to change die Defign, and to march 
towards Newhaufel. Accordingly the Troops 1683 1 
were commanded to march, and on the fe- 
cond of June, fome Battalions of the firft 
Brigade polled themfelves near the ' Neker, 
about Camion-lhot diltant from the Town; 
in two or three days afterwards die whole 
Army being come up, they too pofleffed 
themlelves of the Suburbs, and of a Palanca, 
which covered the Gate towards Buda fide, 
and lodged within a Hundred Paces of the 
Ditch; and on the 6th. and 7di. of this 
Month the whole Town was furrounded, Newhaufci 
and the Platforms railed to receive the Can-^^* 
non for Batteries, and all diings put into a 
condition of a formal Siege. But wliilft 
Matters were carrying on in this polture, 
the Duke of Loraine received Orders from 
the Court at Vienna to defill from that En¬

The Report of this formidable, and as to 
human Appearance, invincible Army, cau- 
ied the Duke of Loraine to haften with all 
fpeed pofiiblc the Fortifications of Raab, 
which lie defigned to enlarge on fome rifing 
Grounds near to the Town, and to defend 
than with the whole Body of the Army, 
or at leaft by the Infantry, which having 
a Communication widi the Garrifon, might 
be able to oppofe that great force of the 
Enemy, and weary them out by a lingring 
Siege in a Country, which was already be¬ 
come dclblate, and without Forage for a- 
bove twenty Miles round. 

But the Duke of Loratne having received 
tn.{ Intelligence, that the Grand Vizier on the 
<L J u fy ' vas entred into Alba Regalis , 

and certainly refolvcd to Beficge Vienna , and 
to flop at no other place on their March thi¬ 
ther ; He then changed his Meafiires, and 
having reinforced Raab, with the three Re¬ 
giments of Baden, Grana and S ouches, and 
given the command of the Place to Colo¬ 
nel Wallis; and having alfo reinforced Comor- 
ra and other Places with ftrong Garrifons, 
his whole Field-Army became reduced unto 
M - 00 o Men only: And fearing left with 
lo fir.all a number, he fhould be furrounded 
by the multitudes of the Enemy, he once 
refolvcd to encamp himfelf under the Can¬ 
non of Vienna. 

In the mean time Tekeli having made a 
Vifit to the Grand Vizier in his Camp at 
Alba Regalis , perfwaded him to publilh a 
#- Manifeft, fignifying unto the People, That 
" ‘ die Grand Seignior did take under his Pro¬ 
tection all the Hungarians , who fhould joyn 
thcmfelvcs to the Male-contented Party, 
and that he would maintain diem in their 
Priviledges, Liberties, Eftates, Laws, and 
Religion: And that fuch, who refufed to 
accept tliis gracious Offer, were to expedt 
no Quarter, but to be punifhed with Fire 
and Sword. This Manifeft being divulged 
by Tekeli at liis return from die Vizier to 
Cajfovia, fo operated on many of die Hun¬ 
garians , that the Towns of Papa, Tot and 
Vefprin accepted of the fame, and opened 
their Gate to Tekeli and his Party: And luch 
was the Confternation of all Hungary , that 
many other Counties and Towns, declared 
to the Emperor’s Commiflioners, that they 
would open their Gates to Tekeli at the firft 
Summons, rather than expofe themfeives to 
Fire and Sword, where was no hopes or ex¬ 
pectations of Relief. This Declaration of 
the People, giving the Emperor juft caufe to 
fear, left Neutra and the Mountain Towns

Neutra, to demolifh that Fortrels, and bring N eutra j t .

being impoflible to relieve them, becaufe 
T°keli was Mafter of all the Pafles which 
led thither; which Orders were readily o- 
beved by the Officers, Priefts and Religious 
, Men, who fled to the Camp of General 
[ Schultz on the Banks of the River Waagh .* 

Where Schultz having joyned with the fix 
■ Thoufand Polijh Horfe, under the Command 
J of Prince Lubomiski , he had the fortune to 
meet a Party of the Malecqntents joyned 
with fome Tartars, and to give them a 
total Defeat, killing and taking two Thou¬ 
fand of diem, widi feveral Colours, and all 
their Baggage. 

In the mean time, whileft die Duke of 
Loraine was in tliis dubious Condition, 
not knowing what courfe was beft to be 
taken, lie refolved - once to retire under 
the Camion of Vienna , and there to go¬ 
vern himfelf according to the Motion of 
die Enemy; but the Turks came on fo 
faft, their Van appearing on the Banks 
of the River Raab , followed by die whole 
Body of their Army Marching in Bata- 
lia, diat there was no time for any tiling 
but a Precipitous Flight; nothing was 
now to be put to a hazard, for the leaft 
Defeat might caufe the abfolure lofs of 
Vienna, and open the Enemies wav into the 
Hereditary Counties. In this "exigency, 
all the Foot was Tranlported over into the 
Bland of Schultz , under die Command of 
the Count de Zely; and all the Horfe being 
about Nine thoufand five hundred in num¬ 
ber, Marched away about Midnight, and 
pitched their Camp near to Altemlourg.

To thefe Summons no other Anfwer was 
Return’d, than by Camion and a Vigorous 
Defence, and by a Bloody Conflict in the 
Suburbs in which the Turks were greatly 
worded. ‘The Courage of the Befieged, 
which was evidenced during all the time 
of the Siege was mod eminently Signaliz’d 
at the beginning thereof; when the Scotch 
Convent of Benedidtin Fryers, (which was 
a very dately Edifice ) took Fire, and a f ire in 
endangered the Arfenal, which was near Vienna, 
adjoyning thereunto, and where Two 
thoufrind Barrels of Powder Were lodged; but 
by the diligence of Young Staremberg* and . 
the Officers of the Artillery,the Powder was 
all carried to fome Remoter place: And it 
pleafing God by his Gracious Providence, to 
caufethe Wind to blow, the Flames too¬ 
ther Quarters, the Arfenal was preferved 
and all the Ammunition therein, tlio’ fever- 
al great Edifices, and Palaces thereunto 
adjoyning were confumed before the Fire 
was extinguifhed. The Original of this 
Fire was attributed to the Treachery of a 
Youth of 16 Years of Age habited in Girls 
Cloathing; whom the People in their Fury 
tearing to pieces, prevented the Difcovery 
of this Treacherous and Horrid Plot. The 
Turks all this while with much Joy beheld 
I the Flames afeending from the City, and 
ply’d their Cannon and Bombs towards 
that part, which at firft broke in the Air 
without other Execution; arid the better to 
prevent the accident by Fire, Count Sta¬ 
remberg order’d the Roofs ofF all thofe 
Houfes to be taken off which were cover’d 
with Shingles, and apt to take Fire with the 
leaft Spark. This was a terrible beginning 
of a Siege, and fitch as was fufficient to¬ 
tally to difmay the Spirits of the Defen¬ 
dants, but that they were fupported with 
more than ordinary Courage infpired into 
them by the Providence of Heaven.

About the fame time, a Meflenger from 
the Duke of Loraine having fwamfour times 
over die Water, with liis Letters in a Blad- 
d!L dor hanging about his Neck, with much dif- 
-7 Loiuinc. faculty got into the Town, wliich brought 
them the happy, and encouraging News of 
being fpeedily relieved ; for that all the 
Troops of the Circles, and of the Empe¬ 
ror’s hereditary Countries, came daily to the 
general Rendezvous at Krembs ; and that 
the King of Poland with his Army was come 
as far as Olmutz. Nor were the Troops of 
the Duke of Loraine idle all this time during 
the Siege, but making Incurfions and enter- 
prizing lome Dcfign or other every Day, 
brought many Prifoners into the Camp with 
their Horfes and other Booty: But the joy 
of thefe Succcflcs were not a little damped 
by the News that the City of Pres burg with 
Tintavia , Emdemburg, Vrekalla, Lett a and 
Haifentat , being difinayedby the formidable 
Force of the Vizier, had fubmitted them- 
fclvcs to Tekelt , and to his Protc&ion. 
Howibever conftdering Men reflected, that 
fuch Accidents as thefe were to be expected, 
where a mighty Army predominated; and 
were as eafily reverfed by the turn of a con¬ 
trary Fortune, and that they would follow 
the Fate and Succcfs of Vienna. 

The 25th. of this Month, the Duke of 
Loraine receiving Intelligence, that Tekelt 
had formed an Army of 20 .000 Malecon- 
tents, and eight Thoufand Turks under the 
Command of the Palhas of Waradin and 
v>daui a- Tefl , and defigned to Beftege the Caftle of 
lout tic Presburg; which being a Place of confider- 
iMcsbouf a ^ c Confequcncc, was a Matter of long 
1CS ° l " £ ‘ Debate, whether in that Conjuncture it was 
to be relieved in defpight of all the Difficul¬ 
ties and Obftacles which appeared to the 
contrary. For in the firft place it was al- 
ledged, that die Ways thither were rocky, 
w oody, and inclofed, that the Forces of the 
Enemy were much fuperior to theirs in num¬ 
ber ; and that the Army ought not to be 
put into any hazard of being Defeated, at 
a time when the Relief of Vienna was the 
main and ultimate Defign. To thefe Argu¬ 
ments it was urged, that in cafe the Caftle 
of Presburg was furrendred to the Enemy, it 
would facilitate a Communication between 
their two Armies, and hinder the conjuncti¬ 
on of the Polijh Army with the Imperial, 
unlefs they took a large compafs about, 
which would both harrals the Men by a 


long March, and defer the Relief of Vienna ; 1 6 8 3. 
the Extremities of wliich required nothing 
more than Haft and a Ipeedy Succour. Theie 
laft Reafons prevailed above the former, it 
being efteemed of abfolute heceffity to con- 
ferve the Caftle of Presbourg , the which was 
wavering, and ready with the odier Towns ^ ^ 
to accept and embrace the Protection of Te- 
keli. In purfuance of this Refolution, the /««w 
Duke of Loraine palled the Danube with Pr6sbours ' 
his Horfe and Dragoons, namely, the Re¬ 
giments of Palfi, Caprara, Rabata, Gondola, 

Taff y Merci, Hallewiel, Montecuculi , Vetera- 
ni and Gots , which were all Horfe, to the 
number of eight Thoufand ; and of Dra¬ 
goons, thofe of Stirum, Schultz and Herber- 
viller, making in all an Hundred diirty fix 
Troops and Companies, befides the Poles 
under Lubomiski, wliich made about two 
Thoufand Men more. In the Night Prince 
Lewis of Baden and the Baron of Merci, 
were Commanded in the Van to fecure the 
narrow Ways and Paflages ; and being 
come upon certain Hills, where they fee 
round about, they dilcovered the Enemies 
Fires and Lights below in the Plains, and 
two Camps at fome litde diftance one from 
the other; of which, Advice being given to 
the General, Prince Leivis of Baden was or¬ 
dered to Attack the Suburbs of Presbourg , 
where fome of the Malecontents were quar¬ 
tered ; upon this Surprife, the Malecontents 
flying into the Town, made way for the 
Imperialifts to enter without much Refi- 
ftance: The City being in a fUddain confter- 
nation, upon fight of the Imperial Army 
at their Gates, furrendred upon Summons, 
as did alfo the Caftle; the Garrifon where¬ 
of, whilft the Town was in Treaty, efca- 
ped out to feek for Refuge in the Camp; but 
many of them were intercepted in their 
Palfage, and cut to pieces. 

This happy fuccefs in fight of the E- 
nemy was an evidence of their Weaknefs 
and want of Courage, and animated the 
Chriftians to give them Battle t The Prince 
Lewis of Baden with his Dragoons, was 
hereupon as ordered, drew up in the Vine¬ 
yards and Gardens adjoyning to the Su¬ 
burbs, and extended his w’hole Body to the 
right and left, along the Danube to the foot 
of the Hill, the better to fecure C. Caprara, 
whilft he with his Horfe defeended down by 
the Vineyards, and had drawn up in Ba- 
talia. 

The Enemy made a fhow as if they in¬ 
tended to fight, and detached fome Parties 
to begin a Skirmifh, but the Duke of Lo¬ 
raine would not Engage, until all his Forces 
were drawn up; upon appearance whereof T ; lt/VtV 
the Malecontents changed their Minds, and tmunutn 
inftead of advancing, the Imperialifts per-^A® 
ceived, by a great Duft rifing on one fide 
and 
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1683. and the other, that the Enemy retired: 
The advanced Parties of the Enemy, which 
were to begin the Battle, finding thenifelves 
abandoned by the main Body, turned their 
backs and fled; and were hardly purfli’d 
by the Imperialifts and Poles., with much lofs 
and daughter, until they came to a great 
Wood, with a ftream of Water running by 
it, where they made a Stand; but a de¬ 
tached party of Poles , with fome Squa¬ 
drons of Germans, and fome of die Regiment 
of Pal ft charged them with fuch Vigour and 
Bravery as put them to a Rout, fo that they 
killed about five or fix Hundred of them, 
and took about- twelve Hundred Waggons 
of Baggage, and purfued them fo hotly to¬ 
wards Tirnau, that many of them laved 
themfclvcs in the Woods, and others direw 
themlelves into the Danube ; the Affrightment 
and Difbrder was fo great through the whole 
Army, that they recovered not thenifelves 
until they had palled the Waagh. 

D’tccr.tait Tekeli hating Intelligence of the March 
t™j Tand c ^ e I m P er * a kft s i by the Party which had 

mcir™ been beaten the Evening before; he retired 
in the Night-time, with a great Body of his 
own Horle and Foot, (leaving very few of 
his Men with the Turks) and refolved to at¬ 
tend the Duke of Loraine s coming, and to 
fall upon him; wliich occafioned that Quar¬ 
rel and Mifunderftanding between the Male- 
contents and the Turks , that they feparated 
each from other, and adted apart, until they 
were reconciled, and again united by Medi¬ 
ation of the Vizier, as appeared by certain 
Letters, which were intercepted. 

But to return again to die Siege: In the 
mean time, whilft thefe things were adring a- 
broad, there was continual firing and fhooting 
onbothfides ; and on the 26th. the Turks de¬ 
fining to make a furious Affault, caufed all 
their warlike Mufick, fuch as Flutes, Cym¬ 
bals, and brafs Trumpets, which give afhrill 
Sound, to play with their higheft Notes, to 
encourage their Soldiers to make the On-fet ; 
but iuft as they were; beginning, the Befie- 
ff Un \ ged gave Fire to a Mine, wliich made ma- 
tlTfug- ny of the Turks to take capers and frisks in 
* the Air, according to the Meafures of their 
Mufick. But the Turks not difmayed hereat, 
preft hard to gain that Ground which the 
Mine had laid open, but were valiantly re- 
pulfed by thofe who had the Guard of that 
Place: Howfoever, the Matter was long in 
difpute, until Count Serini, and St. Croix 
Lieutenant Colonel of Dupigms Regiment 
of Horfe came in with fome Granadiers to 
their Relief, and forced the Aflailants back 
again into their Trenches, leaving many of 
their Companions dead upon the place, 
whofe Heads the Chriftians afterwards fixed 
upon Poles, and expofed ’em to the View: 
of the TurkiJh Camp. Howfoever'; this- A<fti-! 


on was not performed without fome lofs 1683. 
and hurt to the Befieged, for Count Guy of 
Staremberg and Count Souches were wound- ,f 
ed: George Mifnier , General of the Artillery, 
had his Arm broken by a Shot, of which ans u:: " L 
he died in a few days afterwards, to the 
great Sorrow of the whole City, which 
could not but mifs a Perfon fo excellent in 
his Art, having been Ingenicr at the Siege 
of Philipsbourg, in the Troops of the Mar- 
quefs of Baden : In this Adtion alfo were 
killed Baron Walter , Lieutenant Colonel of 
die Regiment of Wirtemberg, and William 
Schemnitz, a Captain in the Regiment of 
Staremberg ; as alfo Baron Dubski, who was 
foot through both his Buttocks with a Mul- 
quet Bullet; and the Governour, Starem¬ 
berg liimfelf, was again wounded in the 
Hand with the ftroak of a Stone, as he had 
before been in the Head. 

The Turks having this Day intercepted 
a Letter, which the Governour had lent by 
an exprefs Meflenger to the Duke of Lo¬ 
raine, to give an account of the ftate of the 
Town; the Vizier, that he might give no¬ 
tice thereof unto Staremberg, he caufed the 
fame Paper to be faftned to an Arrow, and 
fhot into the Town,with an additional Letter 
from the Vizier, wrote in Latin to this Eflcdt: 

That it was to little purpofe for the Befieged 4 Letter 
to write in Characters unto the Duke of Lo- ft 01 w ’° 
raine to render him an account of the ill Con- *"’ c T ^ n ‘ 
dition of their Town, fence the fame is fuffi- 
ciently known to the Befiegers , without any 
Key or Explanation of the Cypher. Howfoe¬ 
ver the Grand Vizier, out of compaffion to the 
Creatures of God, had already offered them 
his Mercy ; but that being rejected by the Be¬ 
fieged, he thought fit to let them know\ that 
the time was now come, in which they were to 
feel the rigour of the Divine Indignation, 
which would caufe them , tho late, to repent 
of this their inflexible Obftinacy. This Let¬ 
ter being read among the Officers, moved 
Laughter, rather than occafioned Fear. 

As the Befieged continued (till, in good, 
heart within the Town, fo the Duke of 
Loraine % Camp received a double Encou¬ 
ragement from two happy Succefles : The 
firft was, That the Band, or Lord Lieute¬ 
nant of Croatia, had conferved that People 
in their Loyalty and Devotion towards the 
Emperor, and for Security thereoF, had 
made tfteift to enter into a folemn Oath : 

But that of a greater Importance, was. 

That General Dunewald had again defeated A Kcn ' J ' f 
a Body of two or three Thoufand Tartars, ^ 
with the (laughter of about thirteen Hun¬ 
dred killed upon the place, and many Pri¬ 
foners taken, befides all their Baggage and 
Booty winch they had plunder’d in Hun- 
: gary and Auftria . _ Within the Town they 
! were forming and contriving all Ways and 
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i 6 H 3. Inftrumcnts for their Defence; andamongft 
the red) they had forged a certain Weapon 
in manner of a Scyth of about fix Foot in 
length befides the Handle, which proved 
of excellent Ufe and Effecft againft the Scy- 
meten, and would cut off a Man at the 
middle without much difficulty, and fome 
lime; take off four or five Heads at a 
llroak. 

The aSrh. the Turks attempting to make 
themfelvcs Matters of the Counterfcarp, on 
7 . . n , the fide of the Court-Baflion and Lobel, 
y.by lj>rang a M ,'e, w hich they had prepared on 
r .• Turks. r ] iac Qy ari;cr . but it being not far enough 
advanced, it reached not the Palifadoes, 
howlocvcr, about twenty Soldiers were 
killed, befidcs levcral wounded. 

The ayth. about five a Clock in the morn¬ 
ing, the Beficged fired fixty Pieces of Can¬ 
non upon the Enemy, which they modeft- 
ly anl'wercd with one fingle Gun; but in the 
I 'i t U i ! s Afternoon they ftormed the Palifadoes witli 
Ttp.dfcd.' great fury, but were rcpulfed with much 
lofs ,• in which Acftion, the new-invented 
Scyths were very ien iccablc, and did great I 
execution on the Aftailants, amongft which 
Kara Mahomet Pallia of Mefopotamia was 
wounded in the Thigh, as alfo the Gebegee 
Bajha, who is chief of the Armourers, and 
the Vizier’s Kahya or Deputy was killed 
and buried at the entrance into his own 
Tent. 

On the 30th. Count Staremberg fired a J 
Mine, which as believed did great cxecuti -1 
on on the Enemy, for that they employed 
the whole Day following in repairing the 
Damage which that Mine had caulcd. 

The 31 ft. the Turks advanced their Tren¬ 
ches fo near to the Counterfcarp, that the 
two Parties could fpcak and difeourfe one 
with the other, and fight at Arms end, and 
with the Stakes of the Palifadoes, which 
they had plucked up ; but the Defendants 
with their long iron Crooks, filch as we 
ufe for pulling down Houles, in the time 
of Fire, caught up the Bodies of Men, and 
drew them over the Walls, and with one 
cut of their Scyths would Mow off three 
or four Heads at a ftroak. 

The Turks finding themfelves greatly in¬ 
commoded in their Trenches by the Bombs 
and Granadoes, which were ihot from the 
■iht Tutks Town, contrived ways to cover them with 
cover their Beams of Timber, over which they laid 
rnmha. Sacks of Earth> which kept off- all Fire¬ 
works, Cannon and Mulquet-fhot; and in 
many places of the Trenches they made 
Pavements of Brick, which were fo com¬ 
modious and fecure, that the Grand Vizier, 
and many of the principal Officers and Pafhas 
lodged therein, with as much convenience 
Augujl as in their own Houles. ^ 

3d. On die 3d. of Augujl the Turks having 


railed their Trenches much higher than die 1683, 
Counterfcarp, began a Fight againft the '-'Yv 
Defendants with Mufquets and Arrows, 
which they continued for a long time, and 
relieved their Men often, with new Sup¬ 
plies, but were always bravely repulfed by 
the Chrijlians. Towards the Evening, the 
Turks endeavoured to gain the Counterfcarp 
of the Court Ravelin by Affault ; and with 
much Bloud, after a vigorous Defence, they 
took it: The Pallia of Damafcus was killed in 
this Action. 

The Turks , encouraged with this Succels, , t ] 1 , 
the next Day purified their Fortune with re¬ 
doubled Force, and attacked the Counter¬ 
fcarp, at the Gate of the Lobel-Bulwark, 
with fuch fury, that with the lols of four 
Hundred of their Men, they became Ma¬ 
ilers of it. 

And then on the 5th. they threw into the 5th. 
Ditch of the Ravelin , fuch quantity of Fag¬ 
gots and Sacks of Earth, as ferved to fill it 
up,- but yet the Turks poflefled not long 
this Ipot of Ground, for that very Night 
they were driven from that Poll with great 
lofs by the Valour of ' ]• - Defendants, and 
Diligence of the Goiernour, who was all 
that Night upon the Works, and took no 
repofe until four a Clock in the Morning. 

On the 6th. about nine a C Lock in the 6th. 
Morning, the Turks Iprang a Lime, which 
opened the Earth very much in the Counter¬ 
fcarp, towards theCourt-Baftion, and there¬ 
with began a terrible Fight, which continu¬ 
ed for the fpace of five Hours ; during 
which time the Chrijlians loft about a Hun¬ 
dred Men killed and wounded, amongft 
which was Count Lejlie , Lieutenant Coio- 
nelof the Regiment of Mansfelt , and Bro-£- L ^ 
ther of General Lejlie , who at firft being ^ 
wounded in the Arm maintained his Ground, 
not retiring fo much as to be drefled, but 
ftill continued the Fight, until being lhot 
in the Breaft with a Mulquet Bullet, he died 
under the Walls of the City with much 
Glory,* but notwithftanding all this Valour 
of the Defendants, the Turks crouded on 
their Soldiers in lixch multitudes with con- Th, .Jj£* 
tinual Supplies, that like a violent Torrent, j ffj g 
not being to be withftood, they became fiarp. 
Matters of the Ditch of the Counterfcarp of 
the Court Ravelin , at the coft of the Lives of 
fix Hundred and Seventy of their Men, 
and that Day in all were a Thoufand Turks 
killed, and about a Hundred and eighty 
Chrijlians. 

On the 7tli. the -Centinel, that was pia- 7th. 
ced on the top of the Steeple of St. Stephens , 
gave notice, about five a Clock in the morn¬ 
ing, that he difcovered a great Smoak ari- 
fingon the farther fide of the Danube , which 
continued until eight that Morning, and af¬ 
terwards vanished ,* the Govcrnour rightly 
con- 
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168 3. conjectur’d, that the Sinoak wascaufcd by 
fome Fight between the Chrijlians and Turks: 
The truth of which waschenext day brought 
by a Rafcian , (who was of that Province 
which produces excellent Spies) and he re¬ 
lated, That the Turks having detached a 
Party of about Three thoufand Horfe, to 
make a Dificovery of the State of die Duke 
of Loraine's Camp, and fee what numbers 
were come in from Saxony , Suabia and 
Franconia. Upon advices of their March an 
Ambufcade was laid for them, into which 
they unwarily falling, die greateft part of 
them were (lain, and an Aga, and Tekeli's 
Secretary, an Hungarian Count, were made 
P.irly Prifoners : And alio. That they had taken 
•■‘Tutts many of the Enemies Waggons laden widi 
a.j.iud. Ammunition and Provifions, and that upon 
this Succcfs, divers of the Malecontents 
had deferred their Party, and were gone 
unto the Emperor. The fame day the 
Turks Sprang a Mine on die fide of the 
Lobel Baftion, which reverfcd on them- 
fclves, with the fame lofs and hurt which 
they defign’d for the Chrijlians.

their Cannon from the Curtain of the Ca- 
rinthian Bulwark, which ruined fome of 
die Works of the Befiegers, and Diimoun- 
ted their Cannon : Howloever, the fame 
Day the Turks Sprang a Mine, juft at the 
Point of the Court Baftion, by which twenty 
three Chrijlians were killed. But what in 
this matter is ftrange and worthy to be 
remembred, a certain Gunner was tolled 
up into die Air by force of this Mine, and 
thrown into the Ditch of the Town with¬ 
out any hurt, to the great wonder of all 
thofe who were Spectators thereof. The 
Turks feconded the Mine with an Aflault, 
and began to remove the Earth under the 
Ravelin, and to cover the Galleries with 
Beams and Earth, by which they defeended 
into die great Ditch, Without receiving any 
damage either by Cannon or Granados,- fo 
that the Governour judging it impoflible to 
■j Saib defend that Ravelin, caufed the Cannon to 
Tom/ 1 * k e withdrawn from thence: Howfoever, 
the Counts of Daun, and Souches (the Go¬ 
vernour being Sick of a Dyflentery.) made 
a Sally that Night at the Head of Three 
hundred Men, and Charged the Enemy lo 
Vigoroufly, that they drove them out of 
their Galleries, and burnt all their Works, 
nth. On the 9*&, the Turks fired a Mine on 
the fide of the Ravelin, which killed five 
Soldiers, and over-turned fome Palifadoes j 
but a greater damage was thereby done to 
the Turks, who by a reverie loft Thirty two 
of their own Men, and the Palifadoes were 
again repaired jin tire Nights 
10th. .

Vienna , Charged them fo furioufiy that they 
totally Defeated them, and put them to 
flight, and in the Purfuit killed them with 
great • Slaughter ; an Hundred and eighty 
Waggons were taken ; but thole which 
were iadai with Powder, and Fire-works 
were blown up, rather than they Could, 
become a Frey to the Enemy, and be made 
ufe of againlt thcmlclvcs. The lame Day 
the Turks Sprang a Mine at the Point of tire 
Lobel Baftion, which tolled three C hrijliar 
Soldiers into the Air ,* and let them down 
again in the fame place upon their Legs 
without any hurt : But it proved of much 
greater milchief to the Turks by its reverie 
upon themfelvcs. AH that Day many Can¬ 
non fhot Were fired on both fiifes ; and the 
Befieged threw many Bombs out of their 
Mortcr-picces into the Enemies Trenches, 
which did confidcrable Execution. 

The Scholars of the Univcrfity in Vi¬

Nor is it our Aim only to Defend our own 
Country, which in cafe Vienna were loft , would 
lie miferably expofed to the Invafion of thofe 
Enemies againft whom we Fight at prefent. 
But our chief defign is, to defend the Caufe 
of God, and fave the Weftern Empire which 
hath done us the Honour to have recourfe unto 
our Arms ; an Honour which our Anceftors 
never durft to hope for, and which is refer¬ 
red, as a Reward of your Valour: Whefore 
refolve to Conquer, or to Dye nobly in this 
Caufe, in which Martyrdom is held out 
for the Prize and Recomyenfe. Behold there¬ 
fore your King, who Fights at the Head of 
your Battalions: And be confident that the 
God of Hofts, whofe Caufe we are going to 
maintain, will Fight on our fide. 

The Mountain of Kdemberg, and the 
Woods of the Foreft of Vienna refounded 
by diis time with the Ecchoes from die

Guards and Watches oh their Fortifications; 


but on the Contrary, they plied all their 1683, 
Cannon, Small Ihot and Granadoes, againft '-'v*'-'- 
the Enemy in dieir Trenches, with much^l, T “^ 
profufenefs, knowing that the time of their thl.rc 'aL 
deliverance being come,they might the more™”™ tl 
lavifhly beftow their Ammunition on their a, “ 
Enemies : The like quantities of Cannon, 
Fire-works, Bombs, &c. were returned from 
the Turks on the Town, and in greater a- 
bundance than had been at any time fince 
the beginning of die Siege; and all the 
Mountains, Plains and Places round the 
City were filled Fire, Smoak and Noife: 

In the mean time the King of Poland con¬ 
tinued his March down the Hills, as did the 
Regiments of Dragoons of Heif er and of 
Saxony, which were pofted on the left Wing, 
near the Chappel of St. Leopold-. The like 
Orders were given to all the Imperial Army 
to advance towards the Enemy, who be¬ 
gan now to flicker themfelves under Rocks, 
and behind Trees, and in rough places: 

The right Wing alfo moved at the fame 
time, and all with equal paces. The Turks 
made fome refiftance as yet, but fo faintly S J V£ . . 
as Was not able to withftand the Fury of s ' 
the Chriftians; and die feveral Shelters un¬ 
to which they began to have recourfe., 
fliowed plainly their intentions to quit the 
Field. The Devotions which die King of 
Poland ufed this Morning,retarded his March 
for the fpace of a full hour, during which 
die whole Chriftian Army made a Halt near 
to Neudorf.\ until the Poles were come up 
into the Line equal to the reft of the For¬ 
ces. The left Wing of the Imperialifts 
without much refiftance, poflefled them¬ 
felves of die Poft which the Turks poflefled 
at Holftadt, and the Prince Waldeck caufed 
the Enemy on the other fide to give way. 

The appearance of the Poles on the Top 
and on the fide of the Hill, looked very 
formidable to die Turks. The King, who 
marched at die Head of his Army, detach¬ 
ed feveral Troops of his Huffars to Skir- 
miih with the Front of the Enemy; but be¬ 
ing over-powred, Were forced to Retire to a 
place where Prince Waldeck had very fea¬ 
fonably caufed fome Batalions of Bavaria, 
and of die Regiment of Merci to advance^ 
which gave a flop to the purfuit which the 
Turks made after diem. The King upon this Tin p 0 ;=r 
dilbrder of die Huffars caufed die. firft Line ch * r s* 
of his Army to advance, which charged the Tmk * - 
Turks With fo much Fury, is caufed the 
Grofs of their Body to Retire unto the 
Top of a Hill, where fome of their Foot 
were drawn up,and feveral Batteries of Can¬ 
non planted. ; And now all die Poliih Army 
moved, the Enemy Oppofing them in di- 
vets fcatterd places, from whence they 
fired Vollies of Mufquets, with much dam¬ 
age to the Poles ; but as yet they were 
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not broken, but Hill advancing gained 
- Ground on the Enemy. 

In the mean time the Duke of Lotaitoe 
being far advanced with the left Wing to¬ 
wards the Enemy; the Turks to avoid die 
Effort which was making on their Right, 
drew themfelves into Batalia before their 
Line of Circumvallation, and fortified them- 
fclvcs with fomc Pieces of Gannon, as if 
they intended to have made a ftrong refi- 
flcncc ; but their Reiolution continued not 
long before they gave way, and abandoning 
that Port, opened a way to the Chriftians 
into their Camp, without any oppofition. 
Then it was, that the Duke of Loraine com¬ 
manded all the left Wing to Wheel about 
unto the Right, taking in the whole com- 
pals of the Turkifh Camp, without break¬ 
ing their Ranks, or falling upon the Plun¬ 
der of the Enemies Baggage, or Tents which 
? they had left Standing. The King of Po- 
d laud, and Prince Waldeck with their feveral 
* Troops, enter’d the Turkifh Camp about 
feven a Clock in the Evening: And die 
Duke of Loraine about half an hour after 
made himfclf Mafler of the Counterfcarp, 
and Suburbs of the City; the Januaries 
who were lodged in thofe Quarters efcaping 
by favour of the Night, with much lefs 
Slaughter than if it had been Day; and in¬ 
deed they behaved themfelves with much 
more Valour, than others of the Turkifh 
Militia : The Darknefs put an end to the 
Battail, in which the Chriftians had gained 
a compleat and an undoubted Vidory. And 
now the Duke of Loraine hadleifure to 
lend to complement the King upon this 
fortunate Succefs, a great part of which, 
Glory, he attributed to the Valour and 
good Condiidt of his Majefty and his gener¬ 
ous Cavaliers : The King returned an An- 
iwer on the other fide, with like obliging 
expreflions, confcfling, that tho every Na¬ 
tion and Battalion in the Army did their 
parts; yet much of the Honour of the 
Succels of this Day, was due to the Bra¬ 
very of the Germans , who were die firft to 
enter into the Camp and Trenches of the 
Enemy. 

Thus were the Chriftians becomeMafters of 
the Turkifh Camp, where they lodged that 
Night in the fame Form and Order, as the 
Turks had done die Night before, with 
Fires and Lights in all the Tents ; only it 
was a more grateful Spe(Stacie to die Be- 
fieged, which they could behold with more 
Comfort and Security, than ever they had 
done the Nights before; for this was of Joy, 
and the others of Terrour. 

In the Night the Turks pafled the River 
"If at Sweker, with fo much Fear and Precipi- 
irks- ration, that they not only left their whole 
Gamp {landing, but even the Standard of 


the Empire* which is the Sacred Banner of 1683. 
their Religion, wkh the three Horfe Tails, '~' v ' 
which are thfe Enfigns of die Vizier’s Au¬ 
thority. Moreover, they abandoned to 
their Enemies all dieir Tents, Baggage, Am¬ 
munition and Provifions, with all their Can¬ 
non and Artillery, being One "hundred and 
eighty Pieces; and fo fpeedy were they in 
their Flight, diat before the next Day in 
the Evening, the Van of their Army had 
pafled Raah. 

Next day early in the Morning Count 
Staremberg attended with his Son, and fe¬ 
veral of the principal Commanders of die 
City, went out to return Thanks to his 
Benefadprs for lo great deliverance, and to 
Congratulate with them their Fortunate 
Succefles and Triumph, which would ap¬ 
pear Glorious over all the World: But the 
firft thing which the Duke of Loraine did 
I that Morning by break of Day, was to Or- 
I der all his Army to put themfelves into a 
readinefs to March, whilft he conlulted with 
I the King of Poland, how, and in what man- 
Iner they might purfue die Enemy, and im¬ 
prove the Vidfory. But the King leaned 
lb well ladsfied with the advantage already 
gained, and with the Prey and Booty of 
which he was poflefled, fitting Mafter in n, e pizi-

ing, that he excufed all farther Proceedings King of 
at prefent; faying. That his Army was p<Jandi 
much Harafled, and required Repofe, and

I whom they beheld at a far diftance advan¬ 
ced in their way before them, by the Fires 
land Smoak wliidi afeended upwards; for as 
[the Turks fled they burnt all the Villages 
through which they pafled. ' And now in the 
I Chriftian Camp, and in the City was time 
for Joy and Triumph. Count Staremberg 
having paid his Relpeds, and made his 
Complements to the King of Poland , and 
the Duke of Loraine , he conducted them 
into the City, with a numerous attendance 
of Nobility and Gentry, who had lerved 
in die late Siege; all the Forces were drawn 
upon both fides of the Streets, between 
which they pafled with loud Acclamations 
1 of Joy, unto the Church of the Auguftin 
Fryers, where in the firft place, as was 
moft juft, Te Deum was Sung, and Thanks 
l returned to God with Sincere Devotion : 
Thence diey went to the Houfe of theGo- 
vernour Count Staremberg^ where he recei¬ 
ved die Applaufe and Praifes of the King of 
Poland, ; and the Duke of Loraine , which 
were due to his Conduit and Valour ; and 
the like Commendations were bellowed by 
them upon all the Officers and Souldiers of 
the Garrifon, who had every one fignalized

Which Noble and Heroick Aftion would 
have remained on the Records of Hiftory 
to all Poftcrity in honour of this King, had 
he not afterwards fullied and tarnifhed the 
Glory thereof, by condefcending and (loop¬ 
ing to Actions as low, and mean, as this 
was Sublime, and only worthy of the Dig¬ 
nity of a Heroe, as we ihall (how in the 
following Year. 

But to return again from whence we have 
digreffed; the Emperor and King having 
palled their Complements, Prince Alexander , 
Son of the King, whom his Father presen¬ 
ted with the Complement of having Enlift- j 
ed himfelf early into the Service of his Im-. 
perial Majefty. The young Prince, by or-] 
der of his Father, had habited himfelf in the 
German Falhion, and was admitted to Kifs 
the Emperor’s Hand, as were all the Perfons 
of Quality belonging to the Army, and 
Court of Poland. 

The King after having viewed the Riches 
taken in the Vizier’s Tent, which he affum- 
cd to himfelf as the Reward of his own At- 
chicvemcnts : Out of Complement, he font 
to the Emperor to make tender of one half 
of the Booty, accompanying the Meffage 
with the Tugh, or Horfe-tayl on a Staff, with 
a brafs Knob on the top, which was one of 
the three Staves of Authority carried before 
the Vizier: Such another kind of Prefent 
like this, being Mahomet's Standard, he fent ] 
to the Pope; which being Gifts of no great j 
Value, more than for the Curiofity of them, j 
he frankly and really offered ; but as ro: 
half the Prey, it was generally believed,' 
that his Majefty was well informed before-, 
hand, that the Emperor was of too generous, 
a Nature to accept thereof; and would not | 
have been fo prodigal of his Offers, had he : 
imagined he (hould have been taken at his 
word. 


But it is not here to be forgotten, that 1683. 

I after die Bilhop of Hewdorf had fung Te 
\Deum before the Emperor, and performed 
j the odier Ceremonies, which laded for the 
(pace of four Hours ; at the Conclufion of 
all, when the Emperor was come out of the 
Church, the Arch-Bilhop of Vienna turned 
him about, and pointed to the Spir: of the 
Cathedral Steeple : Behold, Sir, faidhe, that 
Spar which iffues from the Spire, at the end 
of which is a Star within the Crefcent or 
Half-moon; and confider that that Monu¬ 
ment was there fixed in the Year 15-9, 
when Soliman Befieged the City, and was 
fo to remain by Compact with the Citizens, 
conditionally, That the Turks fliould notj^g 
jbatter the Steeple with their Cannon : And flllceo f thc 
[now whereas that Article was broken, by nalf»mn. 
the continual Shootings, which the Enemy 
had made againd it at the lad Siege, it 
is but reafon that the Crefcent Ihould be ta¬ 
ken down; and in Memory of the prefent 
Deliverance, that a Croft fliould be erected 
in the place thereof; for which the Emperor 
having given prefent Orders, they were ac¬ 
cordingly executed. . , 

On the 1 oth. the Duke of Saxony return- 
ed home with his Troops which Ipeedy rttuT „ t 
departure fo foon after die railing of theta.. 
Siege, (which feemed too fliort a time for 
Refrefliment of his Soldiery; was interpre¬ 
ted for a Sign of Difcontent, perhaps to 
fee the Poles Rewarded with the greateft 
Spoils, and the Auxiliaries neglefted, as if 
they had no Share or Merit in the Victory. 

The Emperor finding his Palace much 
ruined and unfurnifhed at Vienna , daid but 
few days there before he returned to Lintz, 
where he intended to remain until the Repairs 
of Court and City were made, and die Walls 
and Trenches cleared of the dead Bodies, 
which rendred the Air Unhealthful and In¬ 
fectious : During the time of his day at 
Vienna , he took delight to vifit the Re¬ 
trenchments and Fortifications, which the 
Defendants had made behind the Walls and 
Badions, to difpute every Foot and Inch ot 
Ground, as occafion had required : He alio 
Purveyed the Batteries, Trenches and Ap¬ 
proaches of the Enemy, and faw the Stores 
of Ammunition and Provifions which they 
had left behind them, which ferved again to 
recruit and replenifli the Arfenal at Vienna. 

The Lift and Account whereof was as fol¬ 
io weth : Six Thoufand five Hundred Tents, 
four Thoufand five Hundred Barrels of Pow¬ 
der, fix Thoufand weight of Lead, xo.coo 
Granado Shells, eight Thoufand Hand-gra- 
nadoes, n .000 Shovels and Pickaxes, one 
Thoufand fix Hundred weight of Match, two 
Thoufand five Hundred Fire-balls, 52. Hun¬ 
dred weight of Pitch, eleven Hundred weight 
of OylofPetolium and of Tar, and five Hun- 
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1683. dred Thoufand of Lincet-oyl, Ninety five 
Hundred of Salt-peter, five Thoufand one 
Hundred Pieces of coarfeLinnen, two Hun¬ 
dred Thoufand Hair Sacks for carrying Earth 
and Sand,eighty one Hundred weight of Barrs 
oflron and Horfe-fliooes, an Hundred Ladles 
for melting Pitch, two Hundred weight of 
Pack-thread, and Thongs made of Camels 
Hides,and Buffoloes Leather for binding,four 
Thoufand Sheep-skins, two Thoufand Hal¬ 
berts, four Hundred Scythes and Scycles, five 
Hundred and fixty Barrels of Guns for ufe of 
the Januaries , Fifty two Sacks of Cotton and 
Cotton-yarn, one Thoufand five Hundred 
Wool-facks empty, two Thoufand Plates of 
Iron for covering Targets, an Hundred and 
twenty three Hundred weight of Greefe and 
Tallow, two Hundred thirty Powder-horns, 
two Thoufand fix Hundred Baggs for Pow¬ 
der, fimr pair of Smith’s Bellows for a Forge, 
twenty one Inftrumcnts, or Engines for rai¬ 
ling Carts when overturned, eight Thoufand 
Carts for carrying Ammunition and Provi¬ 
fions, all empty, one Thoufand great Bombs, 
eighteen Thoufand Cannon-bullets, great 
and fmall, an Hundred and ten Pieces of 
Cannon of all forts, as .Culverin, Demycul- 
yerin, demy and whole Cannon, Sakers, &c. 
thirteen Mortar-pieces, mounted for (hoot¬ 
ing Bombs, fix great Anvils, diverfe Sacks 
for ufe of the Ordnance, aiid many Ladders 
made of Cords. All which, as we have 
faid, were carried into Vienna , and laid up 
amongft the Stores of that Arfenal. 

After tliis Work was done, the next was 
to employ all the Labourers belonging to the 
City, with the captivated Turks , whom they 
made to aflift in filling up the Trenches, 
Holes and Vaults which the Turks had made; 
lome of which were lo deep, that they 
feemed rather to be Caves and Dens than 
Trenches for covert and Ihelter for Befieg- 
ers : So that had not the Turks bufied them- 
felves in fuch fruitlefs Labours, they might 
have compafled that in half the time, which 
was not effected in the fpace of fixty two 
Days. Amongft thefe other Works, feveral 
Vaults were found filled with dead Bodies, 
putrified and (linking, and all the Country 
roynd for many Leagues were ftrowed with 
dead Carcafles; for Burying of which, or 
Burning, or cafting into die Danube , drift 
Orders were given, and which with much 
diligence were executed, to prevent a Pefti- 
lence, the Putrcfaftion of which began al¬ 
ready to infeft the Air. .Amongft die dead, 
the Bodies of many Women and Children 
Were found, who had been made Slaves and 
Captives by the Turks , and Maflacred by 
them, either out of Revenge, or bec'aufe 
they were an Incumbrance to them in their 
Flight; but to thefe Bodies feme Relpeft 
was fliown, being carried to Cimeteries , and 


there interred after die Rites of die Chrifti- 1683. 
an Burial, with Crofles erefted over their 
Graves. Howfoeverfome Turks, who were 
Men of more tender Bowels than the others 
(for we mud not figure them all to be of the 
like fierce and cruel Difpofition) did quit 
the Pofleflion of their Slaves with more gen- 
tlenefs, and fet them at liberty with their 
Lives, of which mod were Women and 
Children, the which the Germans and Poles 
took up and brought them back again to 
Vienna. 

By this time, that the Trenches were fil¬ 
led without the City, and the A Vails and 
feme Houfes repaired, the News of the 
happy Deliverance of Vienna had fpread it 
felf over all the Countries, from whence 
Provifions of all forts came, and Boats la¬ 
den widi Corn, Wine, Fruits and Herbs ar¬ 
rived daily in, to fupply the Wants of the 
City ; the Face of which was totally chang¬ 
ed, from Famine to Plenty, from AA^ar to 
Peace, and from Terror and difmal Appre- 
henfions to Joy, Triumph and Feftivals. 

The Spirits of thelmperialifts andiVex be¬ 
ing highly raifed by thefe Succefles,fome Par¬ 
ties purfued the Turks, who were as much de- 
jefted as the others were elevated ; and tho 
they haftened in a precipitous Flight, appre¬ 
hending an Enemy juft at their backs; yet 
many of them in the Arrear, appointed to 
conduft twelve Pieces of Cannon, and feme 
Baggage were over-taken in the Purfuit, 
and brought back to Vienna , where thefe 
Captives, with their other Brethren, were 
ordered to work in Chains for filling the 
Trenches, which they had before opened, 
and repair of the Walls and Badions, which 
they had battered down with their Cannon, 
and blown up with their Mines. 

The Grand Vizier haftning his March, 
or rather his Flight, for (as we (aid before) 
he aftually Ran away and ihamcfully turned 
his Back with near 120 .000 Fighting Men ; 
meditating (as we may believe). of the Dif- t&gwmJ 
grace, Ruin and evil confequences of this 
Misfortune, fought and endeavoured toUeGrand 
clear his ill Conduft, and want of Courage scigmore* 
by cafting it upon others, as is common to [j* 
the Nature of Mankind. Accordingly he Bud*, 
difpatched away a Letter to the Grand 
Seignior, giving him an account of the un¬ 
fortunate Succeft before Vienna, caufed by 
the Cowardife, or Treachery of feveral great 
Officers and Generals of his Army : Parti¬ 
cularly he named the Vizier of Buda, to, 
whom having given command to Charge 
the Enemy widi a- Body of Twelve thoufand 
Men, as they defeended the Hill of Ka- 
lemberg ; he, and his Soldiers inftead of 
obeying diefe Orders, (hamefully turned 
their Backs and put themfelves unto Flight ;

The King having received a Character of 
Tekeli to be a Man of Intrigue, and Falfe, 
and who had frequendy made Offers of 
Peace, but never obferved any; admitted 
liis Meflenger to Audience in a manner of 
Coldnefs and Jealoufy, and yet with re- 
fpedt due to the Perfon from whom he 
was lent: But before he would receive the 
Letter, he asked, Whether it was Dated 
before, or fince the Railing of the Siege of 
Vienna : To which the Meflenger making 
anfwer, That it was Wrote two days before

The Duke after having courteoufly received 
them, preferibed them the Roads which 
they were to take, and deliver’d into the 
Hands of the General a Letter for the 
Kinf, perfwading him to employ that Army 
which was frefh, and not harralfcd with the 
Fatigues of War, upon fome Entcrprife, it 
feeming fomewhat abliird, and perhaps of 
lil report in War, for fo confidcrable a 
Body of Soldiers, to take a long march 
out of Lituania into Hungary , and to per¬ 
form nothing, but to return again. To this 
Letter the King made no other Reply, 
Than that for maintenance of his Winter- 
quarters, he Ihould have occafion of thole 
Troops. 

The King of Poland in his march to¬ 
wards Cackaw, (which with Efperies and 
Tokai, were appointed for the Quarters of 
his Troops) palling near to the City of 
Seizin, lent his Son Prince Alexander with

" not long afterwards was followed by his 
IL whole Army into Poland; where we will 
leave them to their own Fortune, which 
leaned favourable to them abroad, whilft 
they were directed by the aulpicious Con- 
dudt of the Duke of Loraine , and other the 
greatefk Captains in the World. But looking 
on them in their own Country, as we fliall 
hereafter do, we fhall find their Succeffes 
much different from their late Triumphs 
and Glories: For being left to thcmlelvcs,

We have iii the beginning of this 
Hiftory, made mention how that the Valide 
Soltana which is the Queen Mother, the 
Kuzlir-Aga, who is the black Eunuch of the 
Women, and the Embrabore, who is Mafler 
of the Horfe to the Grand Seignior, w ere 
all mortal Enemies to this Vizier, and at¬ 
tended only an opportunity to deflroy 
him, which was now very practicable, un¬ 
der the prefent Circumftanccs of Affairs, 
elpccially having the Widow of the Pallia 
of Buda , whom the Vizer had lately put to 
Death, and who was Siller to the Grand 
Seignior, to joyn with them in their me¬ 
thods of Revenge. The Grand Vizier be¬ 
ing fenfible of his Danger from thefe Ene¬ 
mies, and from the ill fuccefs of Affairs, 
which ufually prove fatal to the Generals 
or Commanders in Chief, marched away

I T is very feldom that a Grand Vizier 
falls into Difgrace, or is put to Death 
alone, but all his familiar Friends, Confi¬ 
dents and Creatures, incur the fame Fate, 
and either attend him to the next World, 
mi- or are banifhed into remote Parts ; and fome- 
<sf»* times the whole Set of Officers and Mini- 
h flers of State are changed with him. This 
Man had a corrupted Court, and was ler- 
ved by Inflruments of the fame Humour 
and Temperament like himfelf, and which 
were either naturally ill-inclined, or made 
fo by his Example. With him died the 
Tefterdar or Lord Ttealurer, and feveral 
other Engines of his Rapine and Violence. 
The Eflates of thefe Malefadtors were lei- 
zed and converted to the Grand Seignior’s 
Coffers, which were efleemed in all to a- 
mount unto 14 Millions of Dollars : to 
which Sum, and a far greater, it was belie¬ 


ved, that Eflate only of the Vizier would 16841 
have amounted unto; but it is mofl certain 
he had disburfed vaft Sums of Mony in this 
Expedition out of his own Treafure, ho¬ 
ping to have had a return tenfold out >of 
the Eflates and Spoils of the Chriflians , in- 
flead whereof his own Riches became a Prey 
to his Enemies; all die Mony (which as 
fome Report) amounted to above two Mil¬ 
lions found in his Tent, were all his own, 
and as they had been Acquifitions obtained 
by Force and Rapine, fo they became the 
Booty and Spoil of the King of Fbland, 
palling from the pofleffion of one Covetous 
Man into the Coffers of anodier. The 
fublime Office of Great. Vizier being now 
vacant, the difficulty of the prefent Affairs 
required to have it fiipplied with a Perfon 
of Valour, Wifdom and Experience; this 
I Office,for which many Candidates pretended 
in former times, did now appear fo weighty 
| and full of Thorns, that the mofl ambitious 
amongft die Turks were willing to decline it, 
or at leafl not feem to feek or afFedt it.'

rily carry him from the adorable Prefence of 
his Mafler, under die Shadow whereof he 
defired always to live, he could not with¬ 
draw himfelf from thence without much 
Relucftancy and Difcomfort, and therefore 
defired that the Seals might be conferred on 
fome odier Perfon, more worthy than him¬ 
felf. The Grand Seignior judging, that diefe 
Expreflions proceeded from a Heart truly 
devoted to him, accepted of the Excufe, and 
refbved to conflitute Ibrahim Pafha, dien 
Caimacam with him at Adrianople , common¬ 
ly known by die Name of Kara Kaia , in Kan Kaia 
the Vizier’s Office : He had formerly been»*>* vi - 
Kaia , or Steward to Kuprioglee ; and after ^ 
his Death was made Embrahofe , or Mafler 
of the Horfe: He was afflidted with a Di- 
flemper called a Serpentine or Cancer, which 
fome Years fince was caufcd by an Eryfi- 
pelas; fome faid it was a politick Difeale 
to excufe himfelf from going tp the War.

This 
Town was very beneficial to the Venetians, 
for it put them into an entire Pofleffion and 
Dominion of the Gulf, and the places ox 
that Coaft, the Filhing Trade whereof is 
fo confiderable, that it yielded to xheTurks 
a Thoufand Crowns every year anfing on 
the Cuftoms thereof.

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1684. their Efcape out of the Town, and infofm- 
yw cd the General, that the Turks had raifed 
two Batteries each of five Pieces of Cannon 
upon a Horn work which was palifadoed, 
and was guarded by another Tower behind 
this Work, and joyned to a more inward 
Wall made of Earth above nine Foot thick: 
That there was alfo a Ditch and Paliiadoes 
behind the Breach, and that there were ftill 
zo .000 Men within the Town, who were 
capable to bear Arms ; and that the princi¬ 
pal Officers upon hopes of being relieved by 
the Seraskier (as was aflured them by fome 
Soldiers lately come from Belgrade , and 
the Bridge of Ejfeck r) had refolved to main¬ 
tain the Town to the laft and utmoft Ex¬ 
tremity : Howfoever that there was fome 
divifion amongft them; for tho the Inhabi¬ 
tants Icem’d reloluteto ftand out unto the laft 
drop of their Blouds, fearing left they ffiould 
be treated like the Garrifon of Virovitza, yet 
the Janifaries (who had no other Concerment 
in the Place, than their own Lives) protefted 
that in cafe they were not fpeedily relieved 
by the Seraskier , they would conftrain the 
Governour to furrender upon Capitulations. 

If the Garrifon of Buda were in a bad 
Condition, the Imperial Camp in the Lea¬ 
guer was not in a hiuch better; for moft of 
Thtiiicti:- the Officers were either killed, fick or 
a,run cf ‘ wounded; and fuch was the fcarcity of all 
th. Lea- Provifions, caufedby the Obftrutftions which 
the Seraskier had laid in the way to inter¬ 
cept the Convoys, which fetched them from 
far diftant Places, that the proportion of 
Meat, and weight of Bread, diftributed to 
every Soldier, was much diminiffi’d 5 fothat 
the Siege had then been raifed had not the 
Duke of Bavaria (as we have faid) come 
to the Camp on the 9th of September , with 
his Infantry, which gave new Hopes and 
Encouragement to continue the Siege ; tho 
the Death of General Duneivaldt in his Tent, 
who had the Reputation of a valiant and 
an experienced Soldier, did very much add 
to the Sorrow and Difcouragement of die 
Camp. 

Still did the Turks continue to make their 
Sallies wkh much Bravery, in one of which 
they fpiked or nailed diree Pieces of Can- 
Sauus non. The Prince of Saxony Eifenach had 

Tc% urk, llis Le g taken off with a S reac Shot > and 
General Kops fighting valiantly at the Head 
of his Men was wounded, and died Ihordy 
afterwards in his Tent. But it was very 
obfcrvable, how Forty ftout Turks, naked 
to the Waft, behaved themfelves with two- 
handed broad Swords, hewing and cutting 
down all before them; they advanced as 
far as to the River-fide, and having covered 
the Ground with dead Bodies, they return¬ 
ed with the lofs of few of their number in¬ 
to the. Town; 


The Reihforcement which the Duke of 1684. 
Bavaria .brought to the Chriftian Camp, put 
the Turks into an Apprehenfion that the 
Town Would certainly be taken, unlefs it 
were relieved by fome fignal Succels of the 
Seraskier s Army within the Lines of the 
Chriftians ; which the Turks fpeedily defigri- 
edfo foon as they were reinforced by fome 
Troops, which were daily expected. Af¬ 
ter fome time, die Seraskier received a Let¬ 
ter from the Grand Vizier, that it was im- 
poffible for him to fend any confiderable They^ur t 
Recruits; having been obliged to difpeed 
luch Troops, as were With him, to the Dar- 
danelles , Tenedos and Morea , to prevent the 
Landing of the Venetian Army, which had 
already made themfelves Mafters of Santa 
Maura. And that therefore he ffiould fup- 
ply the want of numbers by his extraordina¬ 
ry Vigilance and Art, and to hazard every 
thing rather than luffer Buda to fall into the 
Hands of the Enemy. The Seraskier ac¬ 
cordingly matched widi about 2.5 .000 Men, 
or at moft 17 .000 to Alba Regalis , and en¬ 
camped before the Town, with intention 
very fpeedily to difturb the Siege ; but 
hearing that the Duke of Bavaria was come 
thither with a very confiderable Force, he 
altered his Defign, and marched towards 
the Bridge of Ejfeck, to fight thofe Troops 
which were fent thither under the Command 
of Count Erdedi , the General of Croatia , 
and to hinder them from burning the Bridge, 
or taking the Forts which covered it. Count 
Lejlie in the mean time followed the Sera¬ 
skier to obferve his Motion, and affift Erde¬ 
di ; which the Duke of Loraine conceiving iht ouke 
not of Force fufficientto oppofc themfelves <f Lovaine 
againft the whole Turkijb Army; he recal- t " c t h t ‘s£. 
led all his Cavalry from the Frontier Towns, riskier, 
and thofe which blocked up Newhaufel , 
and with three Regiments of Foot lately 
come from Moravia , and fome of the Bava¬ 
rian Forces, he departed from the Camp 
on the 1 6th, with refolution to Engage the 
Seraskier, leaving the whole Conduit of the 
Siege to the Elector of Bavaria. But the 
Seraskier fearing to hazard the whole Affair 
on the fortune of a Battle, retired under 
the Cannon of Alba Regalis. Whereupon 
five Regiments of Horfe, and a Thouland 
Foot, were ordered to Poft and Forrify 
themfelves on certain Hills, by which the 
Turkifh Army was neceflarily to pafs, and 
could not move without being obferved by 
them. t -

" Expectations were great of the coming of 
the Bavarian Horfe, and other Cavalry 
from the parts near Presburg , under the 
Conhnand of Count Gtraffa , and alio of 
the Swedijh Infantry, which were now much 
Wanted at this Siege. 

The Rains which fell in flich great abun¬ 
dance on die i2th at Night, did gready 
retard die progrefs of the Works which die 
Bavarians were making, tho their Batteries 
had good effed: upon tiiat Angle, which 
was contiguous to die Tower on the Ca- 
ftie fide; but the Approaches appeared dai¬ 
ly more difficult than before, and die Works 
on the River-fide proceeded llowly, and bn 
the fide of the Curtain, the Miners were 
not able to advance above three Pikes in 
length. 

.. The Duke of Loraine being returned to 
die Camp, the Bavarians who had the At¬ 
tack by the River-fide, fprang a Mine un¬ 
der the Tower widi fo good Succefs, that 
it overthrew a great part ojf the Wall, with 
one of the Gates : They alfo made a Line 
Of Communication, which joyned their At¬ 
tack widi that of Count Maximilian 'de Sta- 
remberg : The Defendants at the fame time 
made feveral Attempts to enter the Lines of 
Bavarians, but could not prevail, by reafort 
that die, Entrance was ftrongly fortify’ d - 
and farther, to defend themfelves, they 
made feveral Retrenchments within the 
Town, and pulled down feveral Houfes, 
covered the Streets widi Beams to call off 
GranadoGs, and hinder .the Bombs from do¬ 
ing hurt and damage to the Houfes. The 
r . 2.0th of diis Month the Defendants had the 
good fortune to feize a Boat laden with 
Provifions, as it was going to the Imperial 
Camp, Which caufed much Joy in the City, 
whereby the Report which fome Fugitives 
made of the fcarcity and want of Provifions 
in the Place, was clearly confirmed; And 
the fame day a Party of Fifteen hundred 
Turks attacked fome Foragers fent from the 
Leaguer, of whom they killed feveral, and 
took feme PrifonerSj with the laden Wag¬ 
gons, the reft making their Efcape as well 
as they could. . 

. In fine, the Seraskier being refolved once 
more to attempt the Relief of Buda, raifed 
liis Camp op the zsft from under the Walls 
of Alba Regalis, and began his March; of 
which the Duke of Loraine having Advice 
M by a Polonian, who was efcaped out of the 
Hands of t\\t Turks, immediately drew out 
his Forces into the appointed Places, and 
with luch Order, as was lately agreed at 
a Council of War, where, they attended all 
day for the coming of tlie Enemy; which 
pot appearing, the Forces drew off towards 
ffre Evening into their feveral Quarters, ha¬ 


ving been greatly incommoded by the Rains, 1684. 
which had continued all that day to fall in 
fuch abundance. Howfoever, the day fol¬ 
lowing, Two thouland Turks attacked the 
Lines hi two places with much Refolution, 
endeavouring to force their Paflage into the 
Town; but finding great Refiftahce, they ASeU,w-. 
were beaten off with confiderable lols, lea- *f th ‘ 
ving tWo Standards in the Hands of the 2|W?; ‘ 
Imperialifts. Whilft this Attack was made. 

Fifteen Hundred Horle and Foot made a 
Sally out of the Town, and cleared all the 
Trenches before them, and advanced to the 
very Batteries, killing about Two hundred 
Men; but fome Squadrons coming to their 
Relief, .forced them back with die lofs of 
Four hundred Men. 

The Seraskier, who was retreated to his 
Camp about two Leagues diftant from the 
Siege, kept the Chriftians in a continual 
Alarum, and on the Z3 d made as if he 
would have attempted,the Lines once more; 
but the Mettle of the Turks was not fo 
warm and hot as formerly ; howfoever. 

Four hundred of their Men wading over a 
marffiy Ground, up to die Armpits in Mire 
and Water, found a Way, which before that 
time, was efteemed unpaffable; and got in¬ 
to the Town, except fome few, who, flick¬ 
ing in the Mire, were birded off and killed 
widi Mulquet-ffiot. 

By diis time the Bavarian Troops being 
come, with three German Regiments from 
Bohemia , the Duke of Loraine efteemed 
himfelf in a Condition able to engage the 
Turkifh Army, and fo marching out of the 
Lines with a confiderable Body, he follow¬ 
ed die Enemy, and provoked them to a 
Battle ; but the Seraskier having already* 
performed his Defign, by putting fome 
Men into the Town, he declined die Fight, 
fo that the Duke of Loraine without other 
A&ion returned again to the Siege; but 
before they.entred die Lines, the Garrifon 
made a. delperate Sally botli .with Horfe

But if we look into the Winter-quarters 
before we Treat of the Feats of War, which 
were Adlions moll fit' for die Summer Sea- 
iiTpla m ^ on » we ffaff find die Imperialifis and Ba- 
JiuiFatYn.' va rians fo miferably in want of all Provi- 
fions, and of diings neceffary for the fufte- 
nance of Human Life: That one would 
wonder, how it were poflible for thefe Men 
to be fo foon recover’d, and made fit for 
new Services and Fatigues. For liich was 
the Famine in die Lower Hungary, that die 
Inhabitants were forced to Abandon their 
Dwellings, and Fly for Bread into the 
Town of Buda ; where they were enter¬ 
tained for Day-labourers to Repair the For¬ 
tifications, with the Wages of eight pence 
a Day, two pounds weight of Bread, and 
a pint of Wine. In the Emperour’s Coun¬ 
try, a Bufiiel of Wheat, which in the times 
of Peace, was worth no more than ten 
Groats , was now advanced in price to 
Eighteen fhillings. In Preshourg the Streets 
were cover’d with familhed and dying Peo¬ 
ple ; the Soldiers were either Dead or Lan- 
guiffiing, or had deferted their Colours : 
A Peftilence, as is natural, followed the Fa¬ 
mine, and Cattle, died of the Murrain. The 
TPiand Schultz, which ufed to be the Grana¬ 
ry of die Upper Hungary, was now in a 
Starving condition, and die Inhabitants for¬ 
ced to Eat Roots and the Barks of Trees : 
Nay, this Milery and Defolation extended 
even to Vienna it felf, where in the Garden 
of the Archbifhop, two Women were leen 
to Eat the Raw-flelh of a Hprfo lately Dead. 
But for a remedy to this Epidemical Cala¬ 
mity, the Emperor, : who is the Common 
Father of his People, caufed great quantities 
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of Corn to be brought from all the Neigh 
bouring Countries round about; but the 
Ways were fo broken by th; great Rains 
and Marching of Armies, and heavy Car¬ 
riages, that the People weffc brought to 
the laft extremity before the fupplies ar¬ 
rived. Notwithflanding this great want of 
Provifions, even to a Famin, and the Snows 
and Rains, which fell in abundance, with 
Cold Weather of the Winter ; General 
Schultz widi a Body of Four thouland Ger¬ 
man Horic and Dragoons, aild fome Com¬ 
panies of Hujfars , maintained a Blocade 
round Neivhaufel. To Relieve which, Count 
Tekeli, and the Pallia of Agria were parti- r,h.-aj* jo¬ 
cularly encharged with the Commiflion : Ncihsutih 
Tekeli had 6000 Men which he had drawn 
from the Frontier Garrifon, and the Pallia 
had Four thouland, which were all his own 
Troops. General Schultz being informed 
of dieir morion fell upon them with fuel? 
bravery, that he put them to a total Rout, 
without much lols or fighting, and took 
moil of their Provifions and Baggage, which 
were defigned for the Relief of that place.

Not long 
afterwards a fecond Convoy brought Two 
thouland Sacks more of Meal into the 
Town, which with the former were good 
Preparations againft a Siege; but to pre¬ 
vent the like for the future, Count Palfi, 
who commanded the Hungarian Troops, 
was order’d to joyn with Colonel Heufler , 
who having but Two or Three thouland

The flute «/that die Seraskier , with the like number of 

Bud*. Men, had encamped between Buda and Al¬ 
ia Regalis, and ix .000 more had palled the 
Bridge to joyn with a Body of Ten dibufand 
Tartars , fo that impolfible in a manner it was 
to lay a Siege, which was daily in hazard 
of. being difturbed by fuch potent Armies. 
The Enterprife upon Novigrode feemed milch 
more feafible; but before any Refolution 
would be taken therein, the Duke of Lo- 
raine , With * General touches , Scaflemiurg, 
Colonel Beck, and feveral Officers belong¬ 
ing to the Artillery and ligiiieers, diought 
fit to take a view of the Works and Situa¬ 
tion df the Place. The Duke at the head 
of Three dioufand feledt Horfe, command¬ 
ed by Count Caprara, on the. 2.5th palled 
the River Grana, on a Bridge of Boats, and 
foorded over the River Hippol , which, at 
that Seafon of the Summer, was not deep¬ 
er than the Bellies of the Horfes. The next 
Day before Noon diey came in fight of No- 
migrode, and by their Appearance, gave an 
Alarum to the Town aiid Caftle, from 
whence diey fired many of their Camion, 
for a Signal to thofe who were abroad, la¬ 
bouring in their Vineyards, or keeping 
watch over their Cattle in the Field, to ha- 
ften back and retire under fecurity of the 
Fortrels: The Report of the Guns warned 
every one of die Danger, fo diat die Guar¬ 
dians of the Cattle, as well as others, drove 
in their Herds from their Paftures as fall as 
polfible,- but could not make fuch fpeed, as 
to get them all into Security, before the 
HuJJars, a People ufed to that kind of Prey, 
came up with them, and feized a great 
foare of the Cattle, driving them away for 
Service of dieir own Camp : And tho a Par¬ 
ty of Horfe fallied out of the Garrifon up¬ 
on them, endeavouring to regain the Spoil, 
yet being fupported by a ftronger Body, 
they retired widiin the Palifadoes,. where 
they were received by feveral Chambers of 
Janifaries. 

Kovigrode. tPonigrode is raifed up'On a high craggy 
Rock, fortified by Nature,,,and the Way fo 
narrow as is not capable to receive above 
one Man a-breaft, and encompalled with 
a Ditch of about Thirty four Foot deep; 
this Place w r as taken from the Chriflians 
in die Year 1663. The Duke of Loraine, 
and die other Generals and Engeniers, ha¬ 
ving well obferved die. Situation of the 
Place, and all the difficult Accedes thereun¬ 
to, founded a Retreat, and began their 
March back again to the Camp; die Rear¬ 
guard being committed tothe Care and Con¬ 
duct of the Count de Ofkirk , widi whom 
were feveral Princes in Quality of Voiun- 
tiers, «s the Prince de Conti, de la Roche 


I Sur-yon, de Commercz & de Turenne. . Upon 1685-, 
this Retreat, a Party of the Turkzjb Caval- -^Yv 
ry fallied out of the Town, ieeming as if 
they refolved to fall on the Rear, widi de- 
fign only to draw them into an Ambufcadc 
of Janifarzes , who lay hid in certain Hedg¬ 
es and Bullies, not far diftant from the open 
Road. The Stratagem fucceeded in part; 
for thefe young Gallants thirfting after Glo¬ 
ry, and defirous of an Engagement with the 
Enemy, could not refrain from purfuing die 
T'irks to the place of Danger, where in all 
probability difey had moft certainly been de- 
ftroyed, had not the Duke of Loraine fent 
feme Troops feafonably to their Relief. The 
next Day this Party being returned ironibWi- 
grode to the Camp, General Caprara , who lay 
coiifined in his Bed by a Fever, delivered 
into the Hands of the Duke of Loraine a 
Letter from diverfe poor Chriflian Slaves, 

Greeks , Hungarians , and others in Newhaufel , 
miferably complaining of their Servitude, 
and of the Famine of that Place, wliich 
was fo great, that they were ready t6 Pe- 
rilh for want of Food; fo diat in cafe he F M tUU 
would only appear widi his Army before ten deil 
that Place, the Diftrcfs of it, by reafon ot' Jire f 0t:ie 
Famine, was fuch, as would caufe them to Loraine. 
Surrender without farther Violence or lols 
of Time, The Particulars of the State of 
this Place, was again confirmed by a Turk^ 
who carrying Letters from Newhaufel to 
Buda , was intercepted in the way, and 
brought to the Camp; where being exami¬ 
ned before a Council of Officers, lie there 
confirmed the Trudi of what was related in 
the Letter, and that the Garrifon did not 
exceed Twelve hundred Men; lb that the 
Pallia, an ancient Soldier, did much lament 
the Miferies of the Place, which he could 
not maintain, and mull either be forced to 
make a Surrender of it, or elfe Sacrifice his 
own, and the Lives of all the Inhabitants, 
to the Fury of the Eneniy. This Report fie- 
conding the Letter wrote from the Chriftiair 
Captives, the Truth thereof was no longer 
doubted, fo that without farther difpU'te or 
deniurr, it was refelved, at a Council of 
War, to open this Campaign with the Siege 
of Newhaufel ; tho in reality both the Let¬ 
ter was feigned, and the Report given by 
the Turk fade, as will appear hereafter, be ¬ 
fore we make an end of the Siege of this - 
Plate : Howloevcr,' it ferved for the pre- 
fent to alter the defignfrom Novigrode, and Newtafiici 
turn it on Newhaufel, againft which all Pre- 
parations were making, and Orders fent to 
the Prince of Hanover to advance towards the 
Town, and caufe his Men to provide theni- 
felves widr Faggots and Timber to make 
Gabions, with other Materials neceflary 
for this Enterprife; and all the Boats, and 
Floats for Bridges, which lay below Comor- 
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168 c. ra, were ordered .to be drawn up againft 
v-orL the Stream: And left in the mean time, du- 
Pr tp ,r tll . firt „ this Siege, the Seraskier flunking to 
make a Diverfion, Jhould lay Siege either 
to Strigonium or Vicegrade , the latter Gar- 
rifon was reinforced with Three hundred 
Men, and the former with Fifteen hundred, 
under the Command of Count Mansfeld, be¬ 
sides feveral Troops of Hujfars, who were 
appointed to fcower the Country round, and 
obferve the Motion of the Enemy. 

July, All things being prepared in order to a 
^ Siege, on the third of July the Duke of 
Loraine Commanded the whole Axmy to 
raife the Camp, and March towards New- 
haufel ; and on the 6th they pitched at. a 
Bog or Fenny place in fight of die Town, 
being hindred from proceeding farther by 
the Storms and continual Rains, which gave 
great retardment and flop to their March: 
But to lofe no time, General Heujler Was 
appointed with a Party of Horfe to Purvey 
the Fenns, and give an account of the Ways 
and Paflages over it; and meeting with a 
Heiificr Party 0 f Horfe belonging to the Garrifon, 
^Pdrtv aftki which was commanded to prevent and flop 
his Paflage, he charged them with fuch vi- 
gour, as caufed them to fly back to the 
Town, purfuing them to the very Gates 
thereof. After which, having well obferved 
that the Fenns were not to be pafled by the 
Infantry, it was ordered, That every Horfe- 
man Ihould mount a Footman behind him; 
fo that the Day following all the Army-puf¬ 
fed, and encamped by the Banks of the 
River Nitria or fceutra , about Cannon-fhot 
diftant from the Town. 

At the appearance of the Cbrijlian Army, 
the Turki/h Garrifon being greatly difinayed, 
they quitted the Palanca, which was raifed 
at the Gate of Strigonium , and broke the 
Ifland-Bridge, caufingall their Forces to be 
difperfed without the Town in little Forts 
and Redoubts, to retire within, that being 
gathered into a Body, they might be the bet¬ 
ter enabled to make a valiant and an obfti- 
nate Refiftance. The fame Day the Palha 
opened die Store-houfes of the Place, where 
Provifions were laid up in fuch abundance, 
that, being diftributed with Frugality, and 
managed with good Husbandry, were fuffi- 
cient to conferve and maintain the City for 
many Months without Famine. 

Tin Town But before the Siege was formed, die 
sunned. Duke of Loraine , widi other Officers and 
Pcrfons of Note and Quality, took a View 
or Survey of die Town, to dilcover the 
parts and places where die Attacks might 
be carried forward with the beft Advantage, 
and tryed where the River tfeutra was ford¬ 
able, as it was at that Seafon of the Year 
in diverle places. In the mean time, the 
Troops of Hanover and Zed, Commanded 


by the Prince of Hanover , and his LieUte- 1685-. 
nant General Chauyet arrived in die Camp, 
againft whom the Turks fpent many of dieir 
Cannon-Ihot without any Effedf ; which 
Troops being drawn up in open Field, made 
fo good an Appearance in all Refpedts, as 
gave great Satisfaction to the Duke of £0- 
raine, and the other General Officers. 

On the 9 th about Noon, die Bavarian 
Infantry advanced forward, commanded in 
chief by Count Serini. 

On the 10 th the Imperial Generals, with 
the Eledor of Bavaria, and the Prince of 
Hanover , defined the place where the 
Town ihould be firft attacked; and Horfes 
were fent, and Waggons to draw up the 
heavy Cannon which were arrived in Boats 
near to the Camp, and the places chalked 
out and defigned where the Batteries were 
to be raifed. 

On the 1 ith a Council of War was held, The Farm 
and there refolved by ail the General Offi-J^^*®' 
cers to open die Trenches, and to make the 
main Attack at the fame place and fide on 
which die Turks had done, when they took 
the ToWn in the Year 1663. 

Great Labours Were ufed on the 1 xth to 
enlarge the Trenches, joyning unto which 
there was a Vally, which ferved for a Pa¬ 
rade, wide enough to draW up Two thou¬ 
fand Men, and therein to remain under 
Covert, and out of danger of the Enemies 
Shot. Two Lines alfo were drawn, one a >‘-f dt f cri - 
towards die Point of the Baftion adjoyn- * * 
ing to the Port of Strzgonium , and another 
leading to the Baftion which was contiguous 
1 to it; and on this part of the Town the 
chief Effort was to be made. The Bavari- 
I ans maintained the Attack on the Gate- 
I ftde, and the Imperialifts the other; and 
a third Attack was intended on the fide to¬ 
wards Vienna, on the Banks of the River 
Neutra, which was to be committed unto 
I the Swedes , lb foon as they entred into die The swedes 
I Camp, as they did the Day following; and “> the 
having formed their Trenches, they cut a ,e£e ‘ 
Drain from die Town Ditch, where being 
a kind of declivity, die Water fell in abun¬ 
dance, and ran with a full Channel into the 
tfeutra. To thefe feveral Attacks Three 
thoufand Men were every Day appointed 
to relieve each other, under Command of 
the General of the Artillery, two Sergeant- 
j Majors of Battalions, two Colonels, and o- 
ther fubordinate Officers, which the Prince 
of Croy, Count Serini , and the Duke of 
Hanover were fucceffively to Command, ac¬ 
cording to their turns.

which moft certainly threatned the Ruin of 
the Town; to efted: which, they threw 
certain artificial Fire-works upon the Gal- they 
leries, compofed of Sulphur and Bituminous * 
matter, which burn’d fo violently, that it 
was impoflible to extinguifh it, until it had 
laid all in Allies ; and fo forcibly did it 
burn, that it took hold of the next Batte¬ 
ry, and let Fire to the Powder in it, with 
which divers of the Gunners, to die number 
of Forty Men were Blown up. Nor did 
the Gallery on the left Hand fare any thing 
better, for the Turks fhot fuch numbers of 
Arrows with artificial Fires into it, that 
nothing could refill die violence of the^ 
Flames : All die Gallery took Fire, widi the 
Parapet and Neighbouring Battery, and 
burn’d with fuch fiercenefs, that it became tteriei 
too hot for the Guards, and diimounted four tint. 
Pieces of Cannon. The Duke of Loraine 
came immediately in Perfon to die afli- 
ftance of the place, and remained where die 
Fire was moft impetuous , commanding 
the Officers to march their Troops to that 
place ; and in the mean time employed all 
his Servants and Attendants, who were a- 
bout him, even his very Pages to flop and 
extinguifh the Fire. The Example of die 
General was fo prevalent, that every one 
gave a helping hand, widi fuch diligence 
and vigour, that the Fire was extinguiflied, 
and a great part of the Battery was faved, 
with the Cannon and Powder : Wliilft diis 
\&i on was doing, all thofe who work’d 
about the Fire lay open to the fhot of the 
Enemy, of which about Sixty Soldiers were 
killed, and twelve of them near tothePer- 
fon of die Duke, who expofed . himfelf 
without fear to the utmoft Peril of lus 
Life* 

The Fire being extinguifhed, Order was 
given to repair the Damage which the Fire 
had done; which accordingly was execu¬ 
ted with fuch diligence, that on the next 
Night following die Parapet was repaired, 
and the Cannon being remounted began a-

The Seraskier obferving 
the diforder of his left Wing, advanced with 
a flrong Body of Turks to charge the utmoft 
part of the right Wing of the Chriftians ;

commanded Count Dunewald to reinforce 
the firft Line with fuch Squadrons and Bat¬ 
talions of the fecond Line, as were neareft 
unto it. The Elector of Bavaria coming at 
the fame time to their AlTiftance, put the 
Turks into a diforder and confufion, and 
afterwards forced them to make a Retreat, 
and draw a little off. The Hungarian Troops 
which were accuftomed to the Turkijh man¬ 
ner of Fighting, were order’d to charge 
them in the Rear; which having done, they 
wheel’d about and made afland. So foon 
as the Turks were out of reach of the Ger¬ 
man Mufquets, they rallied again, and made 
another Charge as furioufly as they had done 
the firft;but the Imperialifts maintaining their 
Ground, and not giving one Foot backwards,

In the mean time, the 
right Wing of the Cbrijlian Army having 
knowledge of the Paflage over the Marlh, 
by die Turks , who led them the Way, pur¬ 
ified them beyond the foft Ground; and 
perceiving that the Turks began to rally on 
die top of the Hill, where they had left 
their Cannon with fome Chambers of their 
Janifaries ; they made a Hand until the 
Duke of Bavaria was come up with the 
left Wing. So loon as thefe two Bodies 
were joyned on the other fide of the Moor¬ 
ifli Ground, the Turks durft not Hand ano¬ 
ther fhock; but leaving their Camp, Tents, 
Cannon, Baggage and Ammunition, they 
all betook themfelves to a ffiameful flight • 

Such was the general Fear and Confternati- 
on amongft them, that they fled by three 
feveral Ways; and the Janifaries to Re¬ 
venge themfelves on the Spahees , for expo¬ 
sing and abandoning them upon the Hill, 
killed many of diem to get their Horfes. 

Thd the Turks in the firft Acftion did not 
lofe above Four thoufand Men, yet double 
the Number periflied in the Fenny Ground, 
and in the Purlfiit the Seraskier himfelf was 
wounded, and Ofman Pallia of Gran Cairo, 
and two other Palhas were killed. The 
Chriftians loft not above Two hundred Men, 
and took but few Prifoners, becaufe that gi¬ 
ving Quarter was almoft out of Falhion : The Tfu L< r ( 
Purfuit continued not far, by reafon that wwi/f? 
the Turkijh Horfe were more nimble than the 
Chriflian , and fled to Buda and Alba Regalis 
the Foot laved themfelves in the Woods and 
in the Mountains : Howfoevcr, afterwards 
in more cool Bloud, many were hunted out. 
who had layn hid aniongft the Reeds and 
Offers which grew in the wet and marfliy 
Grounds, fo. that about Four hundred Prifo¬ 
ners might be taken, and many Chriftian 
Slaves obtained their Freedom. The Turks 
loft Thirty eight Colours, Twenty three 
Pieces of Cannon, two Mortars,' and great 
ftore of all forts of Ammunition. After the 
Battle was ended, Te Deum was lung, and 
Thanks publickly render’d in the Camp to 
Almighty God for fo fignal a Vidlory; and 
the Prince of Neulurg was dilpatched with 
all diligence to render an account unto the 
Emperor of the happy Succefs of that for¬ 
tunate Day. 

Whilft the Turks were engaged in Battle; 
and their Army routed and totally defeated \ 
their Garrifon in Neivhaufel declined,and the 
Befiegers daily advanced upon theni. The 
Galleries were again refitted and repaired,and 
the Soldiers lodged at theFoot of the Breach,

Zimin Zamata is a Fortrefs almoft of a round 
Figure: It is naturally ftrong, being fituate on 
a high Hill, but rendred much more confider- 
able by Art. the Captain General fent a 
Detachmertt to Summon the Place, which 
began at the firft Overture to entertain a 
Treaty ,* and tho the grofs of the Venetian 
Army was not within five Miles of them, 
and had not as yet made any defcent; and 
the Turkilli Forces, under the Captain Pa¬ 
llia, were much at the fame diftance from 
diem: Howloever, the Aga which govern d 
the Place, whether out of fear or affecfrion 
to the Chrijlians, Surrender’d it at the firft 
i,yielded. Demand on the nth of September. The 
Garrifon, which confifted of Six hundred 
Men, was embarked, and guarded by a 
Convoy within a final! diftance from Cala¬ 
mata ; but the Aga fearing Death for his 
•Cowardice or Treachery, remained in the 
Venetian Camp, where he was entertained 
by the Captain General widi a Penfion of 
Thirty Pieces of Eight a Month, after he 
had received Baptifm, with Twenty other 
Turks, who were confenting to the Surren¬ 
der. In this place were fifty one Pieces 


! of Cannon, Two hundred Quintals of PoW- 1685. 
der, with great ftore of Bullets, Ammuni- 
tion, ind other Provifions : After which. 

Seignior Morofm put into the Town Two 
hundred and fifty Foot Soldiers, under Com¬ 
mand of the noble Venetians, Bartholomeo 
Contaren 't and Angelo 'Erno. 

Wliilft thefe tliings'Were adting,. the Ca¬ 
ptain Pafha, who was encamped about fivi 
Miles diftant from Zamata, with Seven 
thoufand Foot and Three thoufand Horfe $ 
upon News of the Surrender of the Fortrels, 
withdrew his Forces under the Cannon of 
Calamata. This fear which the Turks (hew¬ 
ed, animated the Chrijlians to adventure a 
Battle, without which, it was concluded at 
a Council of War, that nothing could be 
enterprifed either towards Subje<ftion of 
Calamata , or any other Town in the Maina ; 
upon which Refolution the Venetians land¬ 
ed their Fortes bn the Shoar of Agiafio, 
which is fituate at the entrance of the Pro- The Vcne- 
vince of Maina , a Place fecure and advan- 
tagious, having on the Right-hand Moun¬ 
tains, on the Left Woods and Ditches, and 
on the Front feveral little Hills and Torrents 
of Water. So foon as fome of die Venetian 
Troops appear’d on the Shoar, die Turks 
advanced to the tops of the Hills, on which 
they planted forty ot fifty Colours or Ban¬ 
ners, and about Five or Sik hundred of their 
Horfe placed diemfelves Under the Hills in 
the Valley: To diflodge diefe, and fecure. 
their own Camp, the Venetians had raifed 
two Batteries bf three Pieces of .Cannon 
each, at die appearance of which, both the 
Horfe marched away, and the Colours were 
withdrawn. The Chrijlians taking this for 
an Inftance of the Enemies fear, die Captain 
General put his whole Arbiy into Battalia, 
with the Troops of Saxony, conduced by 
General Deghenfelt , an old and experienced 
Commander, and marched towards die E- 
nemy ; and at the fame time, about a 
Thoufand Mainiotes flanked by Two hun¬ 
dred Morlaques, appeared on die top of a 
Hill to the Right-hand. In this pofturc die 
Chrijlians remained all Night, and the next 
Morning being the 14 tb of September, which 
was the Exaltation of die Holy Crofs, the 
General gave Orders to the Army to move 
and attack die Enemy : But die Turks not 
thinking tliehifelvcs fafe under the Walls of 
CalamatA , fet fire tb their Magazines, and 
quitted the Town, making a Retreat with 
fome fmall Skirmifhes, Without much Da¬ 
mage to one fide or the other. This Re- ifappri 
treat or Flight rather, was fo lhamefill. that 
the Chrijlians believed it at firft to be fome 
Stratagem, and were cautious either to 
purfue die Enemy, or enter die Town 5 blit 
i at length a Party of Sclabonians and Maini¬ 
otes being commanded to advance to the

~ Places; for the Inhabitants finding them¬ 
felves abandoned by the Captian Pafha, de- 
fpaired of ah Relief quitted the Town and 
let fire to their Houles : And thus did the 
. Chriflian Army enter Calamata. without any 
oppofition. The News of tfiefe Succefles 
encouraged the Mainiotes that they repaired 
ata - to the Venetian Camp in great numbers,* a 
Party of which was prefently fent in purfuit 
of the Enemy. In the Caftie were only 
found nine Pieces of Cannon, and thofe 
nailed and rendred tinferviceable ; the Am¬ 
munition was equal to the Arms, and the 
Place of it lelf being efleemed inconfidera- 
cm ' ble and unfit for a Garrifon, was dilmant- 
led, and the Walls demoliflied. 

Calamata is fituate on the River ancient¬ 
ly called Pamijfus, or Panijfus , in the Pro¬ 
vince of Belvedere, 11OW Spirnazza .* The 
Town is not environed by Walls, but de-

ble againft fome prefent Incurfion, and for : 
that reafon, both the Turks abandon’d it, ’ 
and the Chrijlians demoliflied it. * i 

After Calamata was taken, the Venetians 
feized 011 Porto Vitalo , in which were fifty 1

with ftore of Ammunition. After which ’ 
the Captain General appearing before Chie- 1 
Ufa, the Garrifon therein conceiving them- 1 
felves in no Condition to make defence Sur- 1 
render d upon Articles. Afan Pafha, who t 
was Govcrnour of that place, and of all the 1 
Province round, was the firft to lead the 1

But before the Captain General thought

l in Corfu, he touched at Santa Maura and 
Preveja, to take a View and Survey of the 
State of thofe Places,* but in his way 
thither, accidentally putting into the Port 
of Gomenizze with fome Gallies, he order’d 
the Proveditor with the reft of the Fleet to 
pafs to the other fide, and beftow a few 
Shot upon the Caftie ; which being done, 
fome Troops were landed, and marched in 
Military form towards the Caftie; upon Sl¬ 
ight of which the Turks were become fo Gomeniz.* 
Cowardly and Timorous, that they fired *** 
one Gun and abandoned the Caftie, and fled 
into the neighbouring Mountains and 
Woods for Refuge. So the Venetians took

Tt Grand Vizier received him upon his arri¬ 
val, with all Honour and Appearances of 
real Friendfliip, fending theChiausbalhee and 
Chaoufes to conduct him to his Prefence, 
where at the fame time were the Mufti, die 
Generals of the Janifaries and Spahees,. and 
odier great Miniftcrs of State aflembled, 
and all congratulated the Honours and Glo¬ 
ries he had acquired; which Ceremonies 
being ended, all thefe great Perfons (except 
the Mufit) attended Soliman to die Seraglio, 
where the Grand Seignior received him with 
much Kindnefs, clothedhim with a rich Veil:

And tho what 
Soliman Pallia adted was only as an Affift- 
ant or Coadjutor to the Vizier, during his 
Weaknefs and Infirmity; yet Soliman got 
fo much ground in Efteeai of the Sultan, 
pd of the People, diat the Vizier dioughtl 
it time to rouze up his Spirits, and to adt 
Thtorand every thing by his own Perlbn.

Next Morn¬ 
ing being the time, when the Pay of the 
Spahees was to be delivered out, Soliman 
came to the Vizier’s Chamber, and prefled 
him very inftantly, that fince he was now in 
better Health, that he would be prefent at gi¬ 
ving out die Pay unto the Spahees; drid that 
in cafe he were Wearied or uneafy, he would 
perform the remainder of the Trouble for 
him; but die Vizier excufed himfelf, and 
would not come, but defired Soliman to take 
die trouble upon him of that Day’s Office ; 
which as he was performing, and had half

perial Forces were not far diftant from him, 
yet the Turks were not as yet beaten out of 
the Field, nor their Garrifons taken, but 
all things feemed to remain in a doubtful 
ftate and change of Wat. Thus Apafi fear¬ 
ed both, and demanded Protection and 
Afliftance from both fides, hoping that 
whilft he was wavering and feemed uhfixtj 
he lhould preferve bodi his Friends, or at 
leaft not provoke them to be his Enemies. 

But what Count Cardffa coiild not obtain 
by Treaty, he forced by two Regiments, 
which procured the Contributions, which 
were then exacted; to which Apafi more 
eafily yielded, becaUfe fuch a Compliance 
feemed rather an effect of Violence and 
Neceffity, than of Choice. Howfoever, 
the Turks were not fb very well allured of 
the Conftancy of the Tranfilvanias , but that theTt> f' 
juft caufe of Jealoufie remained of their In¬ 
clinations towards the Emperor; to prevent 
whichj the Turks order’d a ftrong Bodyof 
Men to march and quarter on their Con¬ 
fines, there to attend and obferve the Moti¬ 
ons both of the Germans and the Tranfilvani- ; 
j ans ; the latter of which feeing the S\yora 
over their Heads, continued full in a fl 4 te 
of Irrefolution: So that the Emperor e- 
fteeming, that nothing Was to be done by 
Treaty,, commanded the Agents to quit his 
Court: JHowfoever, for a while a flop \va£ 
given to their Departure; fot that 5 the Bro¬ 
ther of the Prince of Valachia, called Cata- 
chuzeno, £»F‘wliich Family and Name wrireno/iw 
thelaft Greek Emperors) 1 being privately 
(patched to Vienna, to enter into a Treaty prince »/ 
and League with the Emperor, irk the.Name VaJachk 
and Behalf of his Brother, did infinuate - 
many fine, and hopeful Projects, for gain¬ 
ing without Blood or Trcafure'the three 
Principalities. In order unto which, ’a^Df- 
fpatch was fent to the Coimt Scajfemberg, 
under the Imperial Signature, immediately 
to.lnatch with his Forces to CaJJovia, tyhere 
he fhibuld find Orders for his farther Pro¬ 
ceedings -.the; Count accordingly obeyed, 
and. immediately upbn his^ arrival, received 
a pofirive Commiflion 1 to joyn Seven thou- 
fand Germans to Fourthoufand Hungarian?, prmU 
detached from the Troops Quartered ;itF£he/„. 
Upper Hungary ; and with thift Arhiy 4 
Without any farther delay, to ntatclj to 
the Confines of Tranfilvantd, fituatArinVthe 
River Mar os, Where Catdchuzend had' 1 given 
Afliirances, that Twelve tlioufand Tfanfipva *■ 
afiwiywell provided ahdarm ed, <vbbid tlfefc 
be ready to meet Scaffemberg , and jbytt 
with . lu& Forces at theiri firft appearance; 
i and with thefe, proceeding ferther W ^Ac- 
chra, he fhoul'd there on the- Confines htfVe 
his Numbers increafed by an additiOn'rif 
Sixteenthoufand Valachians and MoldaviAns^ 
with 
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168 6. with which formidable Force compofing a 
moft powerful Army, it was not to be 
doubted, but that after the Example of their 
Soldiers, the three Provinces would revolt, 
and yield to the Emperor ; and with fuch 
a Force, which nothing could oppofe, Incur- 
fions might be made with Fire and Sword 
into all Towns and Quarters of the Turks , 
from the River Danube to the Confines of 
Poland, and whereby an intercourfc of 
Arms, and other intelligences would be ob¬ 
tained. This had been a rare defign, and 
a happy projed:, had allthings correfponded 
With the like Succefs, and in fitch a man¬ 
ner as they had been’promifed, and infinu- 
ated by Catecuzeno But tho’ all tilings did 
not anfwer thefe expeditions; yet in other 
matters, the March of thefe Forces came 
very opportunely into thofe Countries, and 
ferved to obftrud: the Tartars paffage into 
the upper Hungary ^where they Were fpeed- 
ing to joyn with Tekeli, and to waft and 
deftroy all thofe Counties. 

By this time the Sultan had received a 
new Confirmation of the Advice, That 
Apafi had fent Commiffioners to Treat with 
orJers fe>,t the Emperor at Vienna ; and tho’ the Turks 
‘crJnd Vi were we ^ afliired of the inclination of A- 
zjerto l ' p a fi towards them, yet not knowing how 
rthef far the fear and dread of the fuccesful Arms 
A of the Imperialifts might prevail, Orders 
were difpatched to the Vizier then at Bel¬ 
grade, immediately to. fend Succours into 
Tranfilvania, to fix and confirm the waver¬ 
ing Mind of that Prince : Accordingly a 
very confiderable Force being on the march 
thither, they were encounter’d on the way 
by Count Schaffemberg, who charged the Ot- 
tomariTx.oo'ps lent to feciire Tranfilvania with 
fuch Bravery and Succefs, that he killed 
and routed that whole Party, and made 
himfelf Mafter of that important Pafs of 
Hermansburg ; After which lie prefled the 
Eftates of Tranfilvania once more to declare, 
but they feeking new pretences and cxcufes 
of delay, endeavouring fb long as' they 
The Tran- could to maintain their Neutrality, were fo 
at length by Opprcllion and Free 
th”impeTi- quarters, andlnfolence of the Soldiers, that 
•up. feeing ho other remedy they joyned their 
168b. Troops with the Imperialifts, and in a 
Body charged a party of the Tartars and 
put them to Flight. 

In the mean time the Seafon coming oii 
for laying fas was refolved} Siege to Buda, 
the Duke of Loraine departed from Newftadt, 
with intention to go to die place of General 
Rendezvous ; but being feized by fbme In- 
difpofition, he ftopt at Odembetg and came 
not unto the - Mufter, and Review of the! 
Army until about t j- of May : At which time 
the Eiedtor of Bavarian and Prince Lewis of 
Baden, Count Stdremberg, aiid Count Bielk 


with a Regiment of Swedijb Curafficrs, rai- 16 
fed for die Service of the Duke of Bava- 
ria, together with the Auxiliary Troops of 
Saxony came to the Camp at Newftadt upon 
the River Waagh ; but the Brandenlurghers i 
and the Troops of Suabia being not as yet 
come; the Duke of Loraine marched toward 
Raab,Comorra and Gran , and put off the Re¬ 
view and Mufter of die Army until the $th 
of June: But on the firft of that Month, a AC > 
General Council of War was held to agree 
upon fuch Meafures, as were to be taken tLs, 
for carrying on the Siege of Buda. At that 0 / m 
aflembly of Officers, all the milcarriages 
and defers in the mannagement of the lafl 
Siege of the Year 1684 were examined ; 
and Plats brought of the place drawn by 
divers Hands. In fine, Afterlong Difcour- 
fes thereupon it was refolvcd, That every 
one fhould poflefs the fame Poft, which he 
held before at the laft Siege; and that fonie 
falfc Attacks fliould be made at firft, until 
the Lines were formed, and fecured in fuch 
I manner as to hinder all Succours from being 
brought into the City. After the Council 
was rifen, feveral fmall Parties of Horfe 
were detached to frowre about the adja¬ 
cent Parts of Buda, Alba Rtgalis and Erlaw, 
to make difeovery of the State and Condi¬ 
tion of the Enemy. The fame Day the 
Commiflary Generals brought unto the 
Duke of Loraine a Lift of the Forces, which 
were formed and in a readinefs to be em¬ 
ployed ill the Siege of Buda, the which was du:. 
compofed of Thirty thoufand Foot, and 
Twenty thoufand Horfe, befides the Hitn-fJ‘% 
garians and Brandenburgers, which were not 
as yet come to the Camp :The Artillery con¬ 
fided of Sixty Pieces of heavy Cannon, 
Forty Mortar Pieces, befides a great num¬ 
ber of Bombs, CarcafTes and Granadoes, 
With vaft Stores of Ammunition and Provi- 
fions. 

j The greateft part of the Army was by 
this time advanced as far as Gran, which is 
about Forty Englifh Miles diftant from Buda; 
the Imperial Troops with thofe of Saxony 
palled the Danube over a Bridge at Gran, 
whilft the Bavarians continued their march 
on the other fide; that place being defigned 
for the General Rendezvous, and where the 
Feaft of Corpus Chrifti falling out 011 the 
i^th of June was to be celebrated; the So¬ 
lemnity thereof caufed fb great a Concourfe 
of People, that the City not being capable 
to contain them, the ProcelTion was made 
without the Walls, and within the compafs 
of the Camp. Some Writers fay, That the 
People flacked iii greater numbers to per¬ 
form, the Feftival in that place, where it. 
had been interdicted by the Turks, for the 
fpace. of One hundred and twenty Years; 
which fioiv they were joyful to fee reftc- 
red; 
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1 63 ^ red :Thcfc Writers hadfaid more properly,if 
inflead of the word Reftor’d, theyhadufed 
the word Introduced; for that itisfcarce an 
Hundred Years, as yet, fince that Feaft was 
fir ft ordaincd.After this Day of Devotion was 
part, the Duke of Loraine leaving his In¬ 
fantry under the Cannon of Gran , marched 
with his Cavalry without any Oppofition 
as far as Marotz , a place near to the Ifle of 
St. Andrew ; he caufed the Ways to be en¬ 
larged, which were Narrow, and full of 
Woods and Bulhes, and then took a full 
Survey of all the places Situate near the 
City. 

In the mean time the Turks were not idle 
to i’ccurc and defend themfelvcs; and for 
encouragement of the Garrifon of Buda, an 
«, arrived there from Conftantinople , With 
buji" a great Sum of Money to pay the Soldiers 
all their Arreares ; and being allured now, 
that the Siege of Buda was certainly defign- 
ed, great numbers of Boats freighted with 
Ammunition and Provifion, were with a 
ftrong Convoy font up the River; which fo 
drained all the Countries round of Victu¬ 
als, that there was almoft a Famine in the 
adjacent Provinces. Several Troops of the^ 
mod feledt and choife Soldiers were like wife" 
fent to Buda , which incrcafed the Garrifon 
to n .ooo effective Foot andThree thoufand 
Horfe, betides which the Vizier kept an 
Army by him of Forty five thoufand Horfe 
and Foot, which he thought a fufficient 
Body to oppofe any Force, which could be 
fpared and detached from the Chriflian 
Army, and to diflurb them in dieir Tren¬ 
ches and Works before Buda. And becaufe 
the Jealoufies which the Turks conceived 
of the three Provinces of Tranfilvania , Mol¬ 
davia and Valachia grew higher every Day, 
and more caule to fear their inclinations to¬ 
wards the Emperor, fome Forces were fent 
againfl: them ; but confidcring that there 
was great need of an united Force, a great 
The Turks Detachment from the main Body could not 
atwAnd wc n k c fpared ; and therefore it was contri- 
three ved, that Hoftages compofed of the No- 
Pn„apai. blcft, and moft confidcrable Pcrfons of thofe 
ittitr. three Principalities, fhould be fent to die 
Port, for better fecuring the Faidi and Al¬ 
legiance of thofe Provinces unto the Sul¬ 
tan : But whilft things remained in this 
doubtful Condition, the Turks could avail 
little cither by fair Terms, or rude Mena¬ 
ces. 

But the time now approaching for the 
Siege of Buda , the Troops of the Heredi¬ 
tary Countries, haftned their march from 
every Province.The Auxiliaries were already j 
advanced to the Confines, and having quit- j 
ted their Winter-quartes, marched towards ! 
the large Campaign of Barkan , which was 
appointed for the place of General Rendez- - 


vous. The Military Stores and Ammuni- 1686. 
tion, with the Train of Artillery being all 
in readinefs, were difpatched away, part by 
Water and part by Land, befides the Provi- Councils 
fions which accompanied die Regiments and Md about 
Troops in the Field: In the mean time, fre-V^' 
quent Councils of War were held at Vienna , 
at which the Emperor, the Dukes of Loraine , 

Bavaria and Newburg were prefent, the Rc- 
fults of all which tended to the Siege of 
Buda; towards which place Orders were 
given to all the Army to march, and tqthe 
Officers to repair unto their relpedtive Com¬ 
mands ; for tho all the Forces were not as 
yet come up, yet feeing the Year was fo 
far advanced, it was thought neceflary to 
lofe no longer time before the Siege was 
formed. The Forces immediately under 
the Command of the Duke of Loraine , to 
whom the Counts Caprara and Staremberg 
were Major Generals, * confided of Forty 
feven thoufand and feven hundred Horfe and 
Foot ; the Troops under Command of^£«‘" 
Maximilian Elector of Bavaria confided ofchriiii- 
Thirty four thofand Horle and Foot. The ant. ■ 
Forces under Count Schultz appointed to - 
guard Croatia , and the Banks of the Drave 
made a Body of Twelve thoufand Men ; 
which in all made an Army of Ninety three 
thoufand and feven hundred Men, befides 
the feveral Garrilons in Hungary the two

cwo Grandees of Spain , namely the Dukes 
of Vejar and Scalona , with about Three- 
hundred Spanifh reformed Officers and Gen¬ 
tlemen of that Nation. 

With this formidable Force (tho the 
Troops of Brandenburg were not yet come} 
about the beginning of June the Army be- June, 
gan to move. The Duke of Loraine with 
his Horfe Encamped it St. Andrews, The 
Count Staremberg with his Foot at Pojfcamp , 

The Elcdror of Bavaria at Wailun ; lb that 
tho the Turks could from the Rampiers of 
Buda difeover tlie Chriftians on both fides 
of the Danube, yet they made no Sdilies 
to hinder, or obftrudt them in their march; 
believing that this might prove a falfe Ap- 
ipearance; whilft. the real and true intenti- 
j ons of the Chriftians was defigned againfl 
1 Alba Regalis : But it was not long before they 
were undeceived, when they faw the Bridge 
• of Communication palled over the River', 
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. and the BavarianTr'oops near toPefth,and their 
J City environed on all Tides with armed Force, 
then they began to believe that the Siege of 
Buda was defigned ; fbr until that time they 
were of Opinion (as we have laid) that Alba 
Recalls or Great Waradin , or fome other place 
would be the labour of this Summer. 

On die i $tb of June, the whole. Army 
appear’d before the City to the great Con- 
fternation of the Turks ; and Orders were 
given to form a regular and clofe Siege : And 
to make the Communication between the Ar¬ 
mies die more eafie and expedite,a llrongand 
fpacious Bridge was built over the Danube, 
s by the Ifland of St. Andrew , which was Si¬ 
tuate in the middle of the River. The Ba¬ 
varian Troops approaching towards Pefth, 
enter’d it without any oppofition, for that the 
Turks finding it to be a place not to be de¬ 
fended without a greater Force, than what 
could well be fpared from the Walls of Buda$ 
had Demoliflied the greateft part of the 
Works, carried off the Cannon, their Am¬ 
munition and their Stores, leaving the Town 
difmantled and defolate: Howfoever, be¬ 
fore they had wholly demoliflied every 
tiling as they had intended, they were fur- 
prized by the Bavarian Troops, and forced 
to quit their Work - arid fly to the Bridge; 
but when they came thither, they found it 
broken down by fome of their Companions, 
who had palled before, fearing to be purfu- 
ed by the Enemy ; To that terrified and a- 
mazed, many leapt into the Water, of which 
divers were Drown’d, and about Thirty 
with an A'ga were taken Prifoners ; the 
Boats of which this Bridge was Built, float¬ 
ing on one Tide and the other of the River, 
were taken up by the Bavarians, and brought 
to the Ifle of St. Andrews, where they fer- 
ved, and contributed much to the lpeedy 
fmilhing of that Bridge which was there in 
Building. 

Pefth being in this manner pofleilcd ; It 
was agreed at a Council of War, That thole 
Fortifications which were tlieleaft damaged 
!I * fliould be repair’d; which was accordingly 
done, and a Platform made in a Trianglar 
Figure, and furrounded widi a deep Ditch, 
and fortified with fome Cannon, and a 
lufficient Garrifon left to defend it, where¬ 
by they cut off from the Enemy all Incur- 
fions and Communications on that fide of 
the River. 

Apti Pallia was then chief Commander in 
Buda: He was an aged Man, but a good 
Soldier and of great experience in the War : 
h * He had repaired all the Ballions, and Cur¬ 
tains, and Walls, which had been battered 
down and blown.up in the lalt Siege ; and 
that thole Repairs might be the lels feen

thefe, coming from affrighted Prifoners and 
Captives, whole bufincls it was to flatter, 
and mollifie the Minds of their Conquer- 
oursj yet Tuch Reports proceeding from 
Witnefics that were come from the City, 
ferved to encourage the Soldiery, who were 
ready to believe what they defire, and 
what may render their Enemies Low and 
Contemptible. 

Count Staremberg received Orders from 
the Duke of Loraine . to peirfedt the Bridge 
with all poflible fpced, which being finifri¬ 
ed, the EledlcJr of Bavaria , with all his For- Pntnd- 
ces, (except thofe which were left for the ‘dJkff’ 
Guard of Pefth) palled and encamped his Bavaria. 
Men at the Foot of die Mount St. Ge~ 
rard, ahd took pofieffion of rhe fame Polls 
and Places which he had poflefled two 
Years before; and on the fide of the Mount 
he railed two Batteries againll the upper 
Town, and made his own Head-quarter, at 
the Baths of hot Waters,to be nearer to that 
Place, which his Forces were to Attack;:

This Aflault continued for the fpace of 
four hours, with a vaft eflufion of Blood 
on one fide and the other; but the Imperi- 
lifls, Bavarians, Brandenhurgers and all o- 
ther;the Aflailants, with unparallel’d Va¬ 
lour fighting amidft the Fire and Smoke, 
Granadoes , Stones , Swords and Lances ^"" !t 
without any regard to their Lives, and ani- ' 
mated by the Bravery of the Commanders, 
who were as forward to expofe themfelves to 
danger, as the meaneft of the Common Sol¬ 
diers, poflefled atrlength, and lodged them¬ 
felves on all round Bullwarks, and Wails 
made with Earth, reaching from one fide of 
the City unto the other. About Sun-fetting 
the Attack ccafed, and both fides as it were 
by mutual confent gave over the Fight, 
wliich ended with the great advantage of 
the Cbrijlians , who had penetrated to the 
fecond Retrenchment of the Wall and Ditch : which ende 
And Night coming ort, thofc who weret y-at tight. 
red with that Day’s Labour, were relieved 
by others, Who were all Night long em¬ 
ployed in raifing Earth, and fortifying the 
places which they had gained, on which 
they mounted Cannon, and turned thofe on 
the Enemy which they had taken from 
them ; and the next Day began therewith 
to Batter the inward Wall. It is impoflible 
to exprefs the Bravery and Refolutioa , 
with wliich this Attack was maintained : 

For befides the Gallantry of all die Officers 
in general, the Duke of Loraine , and Count 
Staremberg gave undeniable Proofs of tlieir 
Courage, of their indefatigable induftry, 
and of their Zeai for the Glory of the Em- 
perour, and the Chriftian Religion; not on¬ 
ly attending unto their own Quarters, but 
hazarded their Perfons in all places, where 
their Prefence and Directions were necefla- 
ry or ufeful. In this Enterprife many brave 
Soldiers and Officers were (lain, who were 
ready to Sacrifice their Lives, being pufhed 
forward with an Ambition to fignalize diem- 
felves in die Prefence of their Generals; the 
numbers of diem were fo great, that to 
make die Victory look more cheerful, it

The rumour and report of the Grand Vi¬ 
zier’s approach with all his Army did daily 
increale, and as a certain Fore-runner there¬ 
of, lcveral Thoufands of his Horfe were 
advanced very near to difeover the Force 
and Adtions of the Chrifiians : Whereupon 
a Council of War being called of all the 
Generals, it was concluded to counter¬ 
mand the Advance of the Troops, and ap¬ 
point them to appear at a general Rendez¬ 
vous, where it was plainly manifefled, how 
greatly the numbers were abated; and there¬ 
fore fince the great Line of Circurtwallation 
was perfected and well flanked with ftrong 
Redoubts, Spurs and other defenfible Works, 
they order’d, that the fame Ihould be main¬ 
tained by Three thoufand Foot, which were 
fuflicient to give a flop to any Attempt, 
which might be made upon the Camp : 
And the Imperial, Bavarian , and Branden- 
burger Cavalry, were commanded to lodge 
on the Hills and rifing Grounds which were 
round the Town: And the Heydukes were 
encamped along the Wall of the old Town, 
extending themfelves from the Fort fituate 
on the Danube , unto the Trenches of die 
Brandenburgers.

gerous to the Soldiers to afeend over the 
Rocks and Ruines which lay in die way, 
the Elector refolved to point all his Can¬ 
non againfl the Caflle, as alio his Bombs 
of greatefl weight, with defign to beat down 
the Walls, and with the Ruins diereof to 
make the Afeent thereunto more eafie and 
fecure; with which, and fome Mines which 
were blown up, that ancient and flately 
Edifice was almofl deflroyed. 

The News of the daily approach of the 
Vizier and his Army, caufed the Chrifiians 
to be more watchful and vigilant than be¬ 
fore, and fcarce gave the Generals any reft 
or repofe by Day or Night free from Alarums, 
which the Duke of Loraine fuftained in ar^chri-' 
manner rather Miraculous than Natural; 
for being fearce recover’d of a Fever, the 44 ™ 
prefent ftate of Affairs required him to re¬ 
double his Cares and Vigilance; which agi¬ 
tation of Mind was able to have droven a 
confirmed Health into die extremities of 
Heat and feveriih Diftempers; but God* 
who intended him for die glorious Inftru- 
ment of fubjedting this ftrong City, gave 
him flrength for his great Work; fo diat 
notwithflanding the expectation of the Vi¬ 
zier haftning to the Relief, a general Aflault 
was made at every Breach, which continued 
for the fpace of two hours; in which the 
Defendants behaved themfelves widi fuch 
Gallantry, that the Duke of Loraine caufed 
a Retreat to be founded, rather than un- 
profitably to lofe die Lives of his Soldiers, 
of which they began now to be fenfible of • 
the great Abatement: Howloever fomediing 
was gained by this Aflault on the right fide 
of the Tower, adjoyning to the Caflle at 
the corner of the inward Wall, where they 
lodged forty Men. In this Conflict n$t 
many Men ivere killed, but many were 
wounded, both Officers as well as common 
Soldiers, and particularly Count Leopold oi 
Herberflein , and Serjeant Major Bifchoff-

they were not in reality above Forty thou¬ 
fand able to bear Arms; againfl which the 
Duke of Loraine forming his Van-guard of 
Four thoufand Talpatzes and Hungarian Huf- 
■fars, flanked by a part of the German Horfe, 
marched forth in view of the Enemy. Af¬ 
ter fome Skirmifhes with lofs of Men on 
both fides, the Turks retired, carrying away 
with them fome Heads of Cattle, which 
the Hujfars endeavouring to recover, were 
beaten back with the lofs of thirteen Men. 
After this, the former Refblutibn was 
changed, and it was concluded at a general 
Council of War, to keep within, and guard 
their Trenches, which were well fortified, 
until they were certainly allured of what 
Strength the Vizier was ; according to 
which Refolution, they continued to Forti¬ 
fy their Lines of Circumvallation with Re¬ 
doubts, on which they mounted feveral 
Field-pieces. 

Auguft. The 9th of this Month the Turks ap¬ 
peared bn the Hills, bppofite to the Bava¬

Women and Children, and tranfported them 
to the place appointed; to which when diey 
began to draw near, fo that many Colours 
of St. Mark were feen from the Caftles, en- 
tring into the Hellefpont i the News thereof 
was polled from ail hands to Conftantinople , 
which put the whole City into a Confterna- 
tion, and gave caufe of Rumour every¬ 
where, that the Venetians had already paf- 
fed the Caftles, and Reports flew up and 
down, that they were in a few Leagues, or 
as feme fancied in fight of the Town. 

This put all Hands to work, and in a con¬ 
fided manner, many "Pieces of Cannon were 
mounted at the Seraglio Point,on die Maiden 
Tower, which is a little Fort built on a Rock 
in the Water, in the midway between Con¬ 
stantinople and Scutari, where alfo Guns were 
mounted, and Soldiers and Inhabitants of die 
City polled in all places, where might be 
any fulpicion or danger of the Enemies de¬ 
ferent or landing. This hurly burly conti¬ 
nu’d for the fpace of two Days, by which 
time the truth of the Matter being known, 
and that die Venetians were retired, things 
began to be quieted, and the People to return 
to their own Habitations and Bufinels. 

Thus have we done with the Campaign

°Aam. was y ec vcr y confiderable; for thereby the 
intercourfe between Quinque Ecclefite, Siklos , 
and other conquered Towns was rendered 
more free and lecure, and not only the Pea- 
fants of thole Countries brought their Pro¬ 
vifions with readinefs and lafety to the 
Market $ but even the Rafcians , who were 
Inhabitants of the Town of Sigeth, came 
voluntarily in, and fubmitted themfelves to 
die Protection of the Emperor. This A<Sti- 
on ferved likewife to difappoint and over¬ 
throw the defign of the Commanders in 
Ejfeck, who intended an incurfion of Turks 
and Tartars in Two feparate Bodies,- but 
their Provifions in Sigeth (onwhich they 
depended for maintenance of their For¬ 
ces ) being confumed, that refolution was 
put off till a fairer opportunity. Howfo- 
foever the Imperial Forces remained Vigi¬ 
lant and Watchful on their Guard, having 
received frequent Alarums, that the Turks 
refolved on fome fudden Enterprize to a- 
venge themfelves , and repair their Ho¬ 
nour ; which General Thirghen, and Colonel 
Pace greatly fufpedting, retired to Quinq-, 
Ecclefue , from whence they fent and diftri- 
Tbtchri- buted confiderable quantities of Corn and 
F1 ° wer to Tapofivar, and other places for 
plied and fufrenance of the Garrifons, giving fpecial 
nhtved. charge to the Governors thereof to be in¬ 
tent and watchful to prevent any furprize 
of the Enemy : And for better fecurity 
thereof, die Commiflary General Count Ra- 
lata farther fupplyed all thofe places with 
Victuals, there being no want amongft them 
of Arms or Ammunition. Cal*e likewife was 
taken to repair the Breaches at Quinque Ec- 
clefiie , in as good a form and manner as 
the Seafon of the Year would permit : But 
becaufe the Fortrefs of Siklos lay much ex- 
pofed to die attack of the Enemy , being 
the mofl Frontier Garrifon, they raifed with 
admirable induftry and diligence a half 
Moon, which they encompafled with Pali- 
fadoes, the Seafon of, the Year nor time 
permitting to fortify it with a Wall, or any 
other Work. Whilfl things were thus tran- 
fadted, and places fecured on the Frontiers, 
no care or circumfpedtion was omitted for 
confervation of Buda , tho’ as yet the Walls 
and Breaches made in it the laft Siege were 
not repaired, neither time nor feafon of die 
Boda year, and perhaps other great employments, 
>f not S ivin S to fo great a Work, which 
• perhaps we may find negle&ed for fome 
years afterwards j howfoever they laboured 


for the prefent to clear the Ditches, fill up 1687, 
the Trenches, level the Batteries, Breaft- 
1 works, and other Redoubts ; carrying away 
the Rubbifh and Ruins of Houfes and 
Buildings, which had been beaten down, 
and demoliihed by the vaft quantities of 
Bombs and Carcafles which had been thrown 
into the Town during the laft Siege : In 
which Work great quantities of Arms,which 
lay buried in the Ruins were difeovered, .. 
wddi Head-pieces, Corflets , and Sonyters elfds 
of value : And in digging the Cellars and/*^ «»* 
Vaults, diey found many Chefts filled with* w '~ 
rich Houfholdftuff; with Trunks and Boxes 
of Writings and ancient Records, amongft 
which,as was Reported,were the Charter and 
Privileges given to that City, with a Regi- 
fter of all paflages which had happened 
there, fince the time that it firft fubmitted 
to the Dominion of the Turk. 

Nor were the Turks in the mean time 
idle and remifs on their part; for the Pafha x * # p aJJia 
of Alia Regalis fufpe&ing that that City endeavours 
would be the next to be attacked, and made "tV 
the Work and Defign of the enfuing Cam- gl ii* 
paign he ftudioufly applyed the Soldiers 
and Workmen to raife new Outworks, and 
repair the old inward Fortifications, which 
by time, and the neglect of liis Predeceflors 
were much decayed ; and to expedite and 
quicken this Work , the Soldiers, befides 
their ordinary Pay, were encouraged by dai¬ 
ly Wages, fuch as was commonly given to 
Day-labourers.

In the 
mean time his Princefs being relblved to 
defend her Town of Mongatz , did not on¬ 
ly fortify her lelf therein with a Hour Garri- 
lbn, and lupplies of Ammunition and Pro¬ 
vifions ; but fent feveral Parties of Horfe 
from die Garrifon, to deftroy all the Coun¬ 
tries round with Fire , and Sword , and 
thereby to cut off all poffibility of fub- 
fiftence firom the Imperialifls ; who having 
Advice thereof, detached a Party of Dra¬ 
goons of the Regiment of Magni ; who ha¬ 
ving the fortune to Encouuter the Enemy, 
gave them a total Defeat, killin g Fifty of 
them on the place, of which their Com¬ 
mander was one , and Six Prifoners were 
taken. 

Whilft matters palled thus in the Upper 
Hungary , the City of Agria fuffered much 
for want of Provifions, which gready diicou- 
Fi . fften ra g e< d both the Inhabitants and die Garrifon, 

of Agria fo diat many deferted the place; and about 
defert and Forty of diemcameto Onoth, declaring them- 
theChli- felves to be Chriftians, and defirous to be 
Rian,. received into the Church byBaptifin. But 
the Imperial Commanders being doubtful of 
the fincere Faith of thefe new Converts, 
were not very forward to receive them into 
an Afiociation ; of which they being fenfi¬ 
ble, did voluntarily joyn themfelves to a 
Party then going abroad upon a difcovery, 
and fo bravely behaved diemfelves in a

the Turks , that they killed many of their 
Brethren With their own hands, and there¬ 
by gave evident proofs of dieir real Con- 
verfion. 

All this while no Garrifons were luccour- 
ed ; for not only Agria was in mifcrable 
want, but likewife all the Towr.s in the Grand w, 
Lower Hungary , Sclavonia , and Croatia,*'""**” 
fuffered Scarcity and Famine. The Grand r “‘ J ' 
Vizier being in great care and pain for 
thole places, fent ftriCt Commands from 
Belgrade to the Commanders at Effeck, to 
fupply all thofe places with neceffary Provi¬ 
fions ; for Tranfportation of which the Da¬ 
nube being frozen up, there was no other 
way left than to carry all by Waggons over 
the Snow, and Ice ; for the Rivers, Lakes, 

Fenns, and Marflies being hard Frozen, 
were feldom ftrong enough to bear Car¬ 
riages and Waggons, by the moft direCfc 
and neareft way. And yet fuch had been 
the mifery of the late Campagne, that the 
Countries were laidwafte and defolate ; all 
the Provifions and Forage being fo deftroy ed, 
that to fuftain the Famiffied Towns, and 
Countries, Supplies were to be fetched from 
far diftant places : To perform which , the 
Commander of Effeck laboured with the ut- 
moft of his Endeavours , and difpeeded 
great Numbers of Waggons laden with all 
forts of Ammunition and Provifions, to the 
wanting-places under a ftrong Convoy. The 
Imperialifts having Advice hereof, made a 
Detatchment of Three hundred Mufque- . 
teers , Three Troops of Curaffiers belong- pan,'™. 
ing to the Regiment of Newburg , and about deawur to 
Two thoufand Four hundred Soldiers, which t rtw * t **• 
were Huffars , and Heyducks : The News of 
the Motion of thefe Forces foon Fled to Ca- 
rtifia, Sigeth, and other places; where being 
in fome fear for the lafety of dieir Convoy, 
thofe of Sigeth fent out a ftrong Party, pla¬ 
cing them in Ambuffi about Two Engli/h 
Miles diftant from the Town. The Con¬ 
voy proceeded with what hafte they could, 
and the Baron d Orlich purfued them as faft, 
and overtook them near the place where the 
Ambuffi was planted, and charged them fo 
furioufly, that he totally Defeated them, 

Killed One hundred and Twenty on the 
place, difperfed the reft, and made himfelf 
Mafter of all the Carriages. 

In the mean time Tekeli was neither idle 
or negligent in his Arms or Plots ; for he 
had employed his Engines in divers parts to «*- 
follicit the Citizens and Inhabitants of Bart- TkthLe 
feld , Efperies , and Caffovia to a Revolt ; difeovered 
and having droven out the Garrifons , he 
promifed to fiipply them with a more nume¬ 
rous Force : Thefe Offers, and the Ways 
and Methods being happily dilcovered, fe¬ 
veral were accufed for Complices in the 
. H h Plot; 
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1687. Plot; amongft which a certain Judge whom 
Tekeli had formerly employed at Caffovia , 
was l'cizcd and imprifoned : Likewile feve- 
ral Gentlemen and Magiftrates of thofe 
places were known to have entertainedCor- 
rcfpondcncies with thofe of Mongatz and 
Agria ; and that Tekeli had remitted confi- 
derablc Sums of Money to them for execu¬ 
tion of their defign. The Judge being put 
to the Qucftion on thcYVrack, accufedTwo 
and twenty to have been engaged with him 
in the Plot. And another Confpiracy againft 
the Life of Count Caraffa was likewile dif- 
covered, in which above Seventy perfons, 
and feme of Quality, were engaged. One 
Radivanski, a principal Author ol die late 
Commotions was put to the Torture ; and 
after he had Signed a Confcflion, dyed by 
the Anguifh of the Wrack ; howfoever the

Four Quarters difpofed in divers places of 
the City. In like manner Palafli , Sekel, 
Burrock, and Concoud , were Beheaded and 
Quartered : As alfo the fame day one Beffeck, 
a Counl'cllor of Neivfol , and Weber , a pub- 
lick. Notary, Tafcias , and feveral incurred 
the fame fate; and fo had alfo Feldmeyer, a 
Com miff ary at War, buc that he Killed him- 
felfin Prilon ; howfoever that did not hin¬ 
der , but that the Sentence was Executed 
on his Dead Body. To examine this Plot, 
and lift into the bottom of it, fo employed 
Count Caraffa, as for fome time it deferred the 
defign of Bombing Agria ; and indeed fo 
many were the Conlpirators, that great 
Executions were adted in divers places, and 
many alfo received pardon from the Mercy 
and Clemency of the Emperor ; for that his 
Imperial Majefty had been well allured, there 
were confiderable Numbers of poor inno¬ 
cent People engaged in the Plot rather by de- 
lufion , and example of others, than by a 
Natural Spirit and inclination to a Revolt. 

Tho Caraffa was otherwife employed, 
yet there wanted not other adtive Officers 
in the Field to watch the Motions of the 
Enemy, and take the Advantages which did 
prefent. Baron Orlick was commanded to 
burn the Bridge, which the Turks had built 
Or oVer dic Drave near Effeck ; and accordingly 
iick* r marched away from Quinq; Ecclefue , with 
/«■■» •< Six Companies drawn out from the Regi- 
£Cturk*. ments of Montecuculi , and Herlerville ; and 
being on his march, he received Advice that 
Eight hundred Janifaries, and Two hundred 
Spahees felcdtcd out of the Flour of die 
bell Ottoman Troops , were detached from 
Effeck, with a defign to intercept a Convoy 
appointed for the relief of Ziclos, and to 
take and demohfh a fmall Redoubt which 
had fome days before been railed on the 


Banks of that River, by order of Count 1687. 
y'echi : Wherefore leaving the defign of 
burning the Bridge, Baron Orlick marched 
diredtly againft the Enemy, whom he found 
attacking the Fort, in which they had alrea¬ 
dy killed a great many men with Grana- 
does : But fo foon as Orlick appeared, the 
Turks fell into diforder and fear ; and being 
furioufly charged by him, were defeated 
with the lofs of above Six hundred men 
killed on the place, amongft which were two 
Aga’s, and a Bey or Lord ; Many Pri- 
foners were taken with all their Baggage, 
and many Enfigns and Colours, of which 
Five were fent to the Emperor by Baron die 
ITertleben, firft Captain of that Regiment: The Turks 
And on the Emperor’s fide,Six Sergeants,Five 
Troopers,and Twelve Dragoons were killed, 
and many wounded. About the fame time 
another Party of Turks was beaten near 
Zolnoch, Twenty of which were killed, and chonad 
about Thirty taken Prifoners. Moreover 
Seven thoufand Turks , Tartars , and Male- the Turks. 
contents being joyned together, endeavour¬ 
ed to furprize Chonad , which is a Fortrefs 
fituate on the River Maros, which falls into 
the Tib iff us, near to Segedin : But they met 
lb vigorous a repulfe and rude entertain¬ 
ment from the Defendants, that they were 
forced to defift from their Attacks, and 
march away with the lols of Four hundred 
Soldiers, fome of which were principal Of¬ 
ficers. 

Thus the News of one ill fuccefs com¬ 
ing to Conflantinople on the Head of another Qho 
ftruck the People of all forts and condi - m ‘ a 
tions with a ftrange Confternation ; the in great 
Government fearing the ill confequences d, k critr - 
thereof, endeavoured by all ways and me¬ 
thods of gentlenefs to appeafe the unquiet 
and fluctuating Spirits of the People and 
Soldiers. To do this, there was a neceffity 
of vaft Sums of Money, wherewith to quiet 
and gratify the Army and Fleet, and to fa- 
tisfy the Tartars , who declared that it was 
impoflible for them to move without Mo¬ 
ney; and which way to raife it, was the 
great difficulty; for the Grand Signior s 
[ Treafurewas exhaufted, and the People al¬ 
ready tired, and over-burdened with Taxes : 
Wherefore after a long Debate thereupon in 
the Divan, it was. agreed, That the Jewels 
and Plate of the Sultans amaffed in feveral 
Chambers of the Seraglio fhouldbe put to fale,

Waipo teries were mounted, wliich with- frequent 
ai-w/w. firing at t he Caftle gave an Alarum to the 
Country roundabout; but whilft thefe Mat¬ 
ters were in agitation , intelligence #vas 
brought to the Camp by a Country Fellow, 
that whilft Hofkirchen remained in the 
Woods to make Difcovery of the Enemy’s 
. Motion, the Garrifon taking it to be the 
Van-guard of the Army, were ftruck with 
fuch a fear, that they immediately refolved 
to abandon the place; and having laden the 
beft of their Moveables and Goods on 
Boats, the Garrifon and all die Inhabitants 
forfook die place, and fled to Peter Wara¬ 
din. 

General Dunewalt takiag this Relation 
from the Country-man to be true, com¬ 
manded the three Regiments of Lodron , 
Count Kifel and Hofkirchen to March unto 
Effeck , and take pofleflion of the place, in 
cafe it were abandoned, as before repor¬ 
ted. Accordingly thefe Forces being come 
near Effeck ; the day following they were 
met by a Turk, and a Renegado Croat , who, 
having made humble inftances for their 
Lives, which were granted them ; they 
confirmed the intelligence of die Turks ha¬ 
ving abandoned Effeck , to be true, and like- 


wife. informed them, that the Turks before 16S7. 
they left the place, had formed five Mines 
under the Walls, which they would difco- 
ver to them ; and accordingly Lodron having 
appointed Thirty of his Men with fome 
Rafcians to uncharge die Mines, he marched 
with his whole Body and took pofleflion of 
that confiderable and important place of 
Effeck without any oppofitibn, before which Eireck «. 
(as we have related} two grcatArmies lately bandmtd 
lay encamped. With this advice Count Lo- b l th f 
dron immediately dilpatched an Exprefs to ur 
Dunewalt, giving him an account that he 
had taken pofleflion of Effeck, and had 
found therein Fifty five Pieces of Cannon, 
two Mortar Pieces, two Petards, with a 
great quantity of Ammunition and Provi- 
fion of all forts; the Garrifon of Walpo be- Wilpo 
ing alfo allured hereof, loft their Courage, 
and. furrender’d forthwith at Diferetion, fub- 
mitting themfelves, their Wives and Chil¬ 
dren to Slavery. After which, things being Oftob. 
well fecured and order’d at Walpo, Dunewalt 1 6 8 7. 
marched towards Effeck, and encamped his 
Army on the xd of Otloler in the fame place, 
where the Grand Vizier had lately intren¬ 
ched : Where having lung Te Deum, and re¬ 
turned Thanks to Almighty God for fo many 
and great Succefles, a Council of War was 
called to confider what was the next great 
Enterprize which was to be undertaken.

Thus whilft all. things were. Triumphant 
at Venice , the Morea was filled widi Slaugh¬ 
ter and Cohftemation of the Turks , who 
terrified with die entire Defeat and Flight of 
The Turk* the Seraskier, and the Surrender of Lepanto , 
Fly out of Patras , and two other Caftles of confider- 
t t Morca. Force, refolved to give way to Fortune, 
and to quit and abandon the Kingdom of 
Morea. For indeed, the lofs which the 
Turks had luftained, was far greater than it 
was computed at firft; for befides thofe 
which were Slain in the Field of Battle, a- 
bove Two dioufand were found dead in the 
High-ways, in Ditches and under Rocks : 
And divers Soldiers Adventurers, who to get 
many Slaves, were fo bold as to Rove about 
in the Country, reported, that in the Fields 
and Villages, every where they met with 
dead Bodies and wounded Men. To purfue 
this Vidtory , and follow the Foot-fteps of 
Fortune, which fo fairly prefented it felf, 
the Captain General leaving the great Vef- 
fels of his Fleet at the two Caftles of Ru¬ 
melia and Lepanto , enter’d farther into die 
Gulf of Lepanto widi his fighter Gallies, 
and coafting along by the Land-fide, he fo 
affrighted the Turks , that carrying away 
with diem what Goods were portable, diey 
followed the Foot-fteps of their flying Army. 
And being mad and enraged to leave their 
native Soil, they carried away with them 
whole Families of Chriftians into Slavery: 
But the Peafants or Country People alarum- 
ed hereat, and encouraged by the Succefles 
of the Chriftians, arofe in Arms againft 
them, and recovered back the. greateft part 
bf their Wives and Children, as they were 
leading them into Captivity, killing and 
taking many of the Fugitives. The Noife 
hereof forved ftill to amaze and confound 
the Turks; fothat Muftapha Pajha fled with 
t> saiona. all Precipitation without fo much as being 
purified by the Enemy, taking his March 
towards Saiona , not far from which place he 
encounter’d with IJhmaelPaJha, who had with 


him a Thoufand Soldiers, which he brought 1687. 
from Salonica , alias Theffalonica. Thefe two 
Commanders widi fear, and uncertainty 
what to. a dr, remained fome days at Saiona; 
for cbnfidering that in cafe they fhould 
remain diere, they fhould lie expofed to 
the Attack of the Enemy; and then in 
cafe they fhould march and joyn with 
the Seraskier at Corinth , they were in 
danger of being ftrangled by him, for ha¬ 
ving been fo tardy in their March, and fo 
backward in coming to his affiftance, where¬ 
fore diey took a Refolution to become a 
Convoy to thofe Families of Turks , who in 
great numbers with Women and Children 
had quitted the Morea , and were going to 
plant themfelves in the upper parts of Greece. 

In the mean time the Captain General 
Sailing with Victorious Arms, and a pro¬ 
fperous Gale by the Shoar of die Gulf of 1 ? 1 * Vrtc ' 
Lepanto , came in a fliort time to take a XVJem 
full view and profpedt of the ancient City Corinth, 
of Corinth ; in the Road of which they came 
to an Anchor with all their Fleet of Gallies 
and Galeots: But becaufe that Gulf is com¬ 
monly fubjedt to badandtempeftuous Wea¬ 
ther, and the Navigation in thofe Seas very 
dangerous, there being no Port on the Mo¬ 
rea fide within a Hundred Miles; and on the 
other, no fhelter befides a fmall Nook or 
Creek, which is narrow and not capable to 
receive many Veflels, and the Water fhal- 
low; dierefore the Captain General proceed¬ 
ing with due caution according to Milita¬ 
ry difeipfine, difpeeded fome of his lighter 
Veflels to Fathom die depth of the Waters, 
and to take a furvey of the State, and Con¬ 
dition of the Enemies Camp. 

The affrighted Turks feeing the Venetian 
Fleet in the Road of Corinth, did of their 
own accord fet Fire to all the Villages and 
Houfes round about, and alfo to the Town The Turk* 
it felf, blowing up all the Ammunition, and tun and

Bcfides this, and feveral other Letters, 
which were found about Achmet, the Kadi 
or Judge of the City, had iecretly convey¬ 
ed into his Hands a certain Arz , or Memo¬ 
rial, faithfully reprefenting theAbufes of the 
Oificers, and which was to this effedt. 

O Ur mojl gracious Emperour having /ap¬ 
plied our City of Alba Regalis, with 
plenty of Provifions for Subjijtence of the Peo¬ 
ple, one half of them is already confumed and 
devoured, and the other half hath been frau¬ 
dulently divided between this our Honourable 
Vizier , and the Zagargibafhee, who is Com¬ 
mander of the Garrifon, and which they have 
fold abroad, and put the Money into their own 
Purfes, by Reafon of which the poor People 
are conjlrained either to perijh with Famine, 
or to Defert, and Fly into the Hands of the 
Inf dels, who are our Enemies: Befides which, 
to the great ; Diminution of our Garrifon, 
many of our People have been miferably 
deftroyed in the frequent Sallies which they 
have made. And becaufe by fuch Mifcarria- 
ges as thefe, the Mujfulmin Caufe (or Caufe of 
the Believers ) doth greatly fujfer ; lam obli¬ 
ged in Confcience to make known thefe falfe, 
and treacherous dealings, which are the na¬ 
tural effetts oj Tyranny and Oppreffton ; for as 
the Alchoran faith, Allanettulach AUa Ze- 
limin, which is, let the Curfe of God fall up¬ 
on the Head of Tyrants.

To give all thefe Generals a Character 
agreeable to their Worth and Merit, would 
be too great a Talk, and favour, fomething 
of Flattery, which is difagreeable to die 
Sincerity of anHiftorian. Howfoever, we 
may adventure to draw fome few Lines, in 
defcribing die Complexion of tliofe Heros, 
to whofe Valour and Conduct Cfiriften- 
dom is lb much obliged for it’s Defence and 
Safety. 

The Duke of Loraine was a Prince Na -character. 
turally Valiant, and unconcerned in Dan- 
gers, expofing hiirifelf without Oftentati - 1 
on or Vanity, into Perils, where he judged, 
that his forwardnels was requifite to ani¬ 
mate his Soldiers, and to give them an Ex¬ 
ample to imitate his Valour. And as his 
Temperament was uncapable of Fear, fo 
amidft the moft hazardous Condition he 
was always fetled and compofed, and ca¬ 
pable to give and receive Counfel ,• and wil¬ 
lingly hearkried to die Advices of any, 
that pretended to have an inlight into Mat-: 
ters: Howfoever, thd he Was riot efteemed 
to have a large Pfofpedt into Matters, or 
to draw a Scheriie for a Whole Campaign; 
yet in the Management of a Battle, or 
taking all the Advantages, no General in the 
World was ever more capable. Howfoever 
it was obje&ed again!! him, That he Was 
over loofe in his Marches, and adted with 
little Order therein; that he Was riot care¬ 
ful to ftrengthen liis Convoys, nor to fe-

Experienced in War. 

Count Palfi, General of the Hungarian 
Horfe, was a man of great Underftanding ; 
but becaufe he hath not ferved in any other 
Wars, than thofe of Hungary , he is not 
much efteemed for a Soldier; howfoever 
being defeended from one of the moft An¬ 
cient and Noble Families in Hungary , the 
Court of Vienna judged it policy, to give in 
his Perfon an Example and Proof of the 
Emperor’s Favour and good Will towards the 
Hungarian Nobility : By reafon of which 
he made a fpeedier advance into Prefer¬ 
ments in the War, than could reafonably be 
expedred from his Services, and Adtions. 

Count de Serien , General of the Bava¬ 
rian Troops, befides his other Qualities, 
hath but too much of Wit and good Ma¬ 
nagement, by which he feldom fails of ar¬ 
riving at the end of his defigns, having by 
his Conduct and good Fortune, got into the 
Command of the Bavarian Troops : And 
fo infinuated himfelf into the Court of Vienna, 
that they feem to fay, that they are obliged 
to him,* for the ftridl Alliance which the Ele¬ 
ctor hath made with the Houfc of Aufiria. 
In fhort, he was efteemed fora Perfon of ad¬ 
mirable dexterity in avoiding invidious mat¬ 
ters, without being either fufpedted or per¬ 
ceived,. 

The Prince of Croy, General of the Artil¬ 
lery, was a perfon of undoubted Valour. 

Gondola , firft Lieutenant General of the 
Horfe, was a very Ancient Officer; much 
beloved by his own Soldiers; in fhort he 
‘ is a man without Vice, Vivacity of Spirit, 
or Ambition, being of a Converfation 
eafy, and inoffenfive to all the World. 

Count Taff y a Lieutenant-General of the 
Horfe, was a very Gallant man, having in 
all occafions of danger acquitted himfelf 
with great Courage; and yet he is not 
fo much to be commended for his Military 
performances, as for the Character he hath 
acquired of a juft, civil, and an honeft 
Gentleman. He was of great Underftand¬ 
ing, pleafant Converfation, good Literature, 
and well ftudied , accomplilhed in all his 
Exercifcs, doing every tiling with a good 
Grace. In fine, he would be fupereminent 
in every tiling , did he not prefer thofe 
Qualities which rendered him ufeful before 
thofe which made him acceptable. I had 
once the honour to fee him at Vienna , and 
have fome acquaintance with him in the 
Year 1666.

He was a Man 
of good Learning, and in his ftudies had ap¬ 
plied his mind to that part of die Madie- 
maticks, which treats of Fortifications ; by 
which, and by practice in War, there was 
great hope, that with time, he would arrive 
at thofe eminent degrees of Honour and 
Preferment, of which die greatnefs of his 
Birth,andhis own Virtues made him capable. 

Veterani was as Brave and Valiant as Veteran?, 
any, having fignalized himfelf in the laft 
War by an extraordinary Atftion, worthy 
for ever to be remembred. He Was an Ita¬ 
lian by Birth, but fo plain and unaffedted 
in his Speech and Behaviour, thafhefeemed 
to have contradled nothing of the Air of 
that Nation, but the Name only. 

Heujler was a Soldier of Fortune, as ftout H * 
and brave as Hercules himfelf; no man more * 
Valiant, and none more Adfcive and Vigi¬ 
lant, and by his Merits only arrived to the 
higheft, Commands in the Army; his Com¬ 
portment , Motions, and way of Speak¬ 
ing favoured of a man of Quality. 

Piccolomini , was not only endued With P; ‘ccoio- 
Courage, which is the firft Principle of a “““* 
Soldier ; but was a Mafter in the Trade of 
War : Tho’ he hath been malicioufiy tradu¬ 
ced, as wanting bodi; but his own Adtions, 

Condudt, and Succefs in many Battels, 
have evinced the contrary. 

To thefe we might add the Prince of 
Lommercy , Ratbatin , tfigrelli , Lflerhafi , 
Apremont, and Wallis , all Major-Generals 
of Renown , and Famous Reputation, be¬ 
fides many other Field-Commanders, Cap¬ 
tains and fubaltern Officers ; fo that, as we 
have laid, no Age could ever boaft of more 
brave and undaunted Spirits.

In the mean time , P. Lewis of Baden 
continued his march widi all expedition to- cmfcha- 
wards Poffega ; where meeting the Count of »c»t to 
Hoffkirchen , they confulted together in 
what manner they might bell offend the 
Enemy on the other fide of the Save ; but 
becaufe the Turks kept the Banks of die 
River well guarded, die Paflage over feem¬ 
ed very difficult, elpecially wanting Boats 
to Tranlport their men : At length, whilft 
they were confidering hereof. News was 
brought by fome of the Heyducks , that 
about Two Leagues above on the River 
near Proof, Three Boats lay hid amongft 
die Flags, and Boughs, of wliich the Turks 
had no knowledge ; each of which was ca¬ 
pable to Ferry Fifteen or Twenty men at a 
time over to the other fide; upon which in¬ 
telligence, it was refolved, that Hoffkirchen 
and Serini fliould in the Night-time pals 
Eight hundred Heyducks over to the other 
fide ; the which were followed by Eight 
hundred Horle, and Two hundred German 
Foot, under command of Hoffkirchen; but 
die Nights were fo fliort, and the Boats lo 
little, that by Break of day in the Morn- 
ing, not above Five hundred of the Hey- ti ' t 
ducks had palled; who finding themfelves 
cut off, and feparated from the reft of their i_688. 
Companions , refolved to attack certain

This Town was confidercd as a very im¬ 
portant Pais and Inlet into Bofnia ; but 
bccaulc the Ways werc fo narrow and rocky, 
that Caiinon could not be drawn thither, 
it was judged fit not to put a Garrifon of 
Germans into it; but rather to commit 
it to the Cuftody and Defence of the 
liajcians. 

Thefe ill SucceiTes falling in this manner 
one on the Neck of another, fo difpirited 
the Turks , that the only way left them to 
quiet the minds both of the Soldiers and 
People, was to poflefs them with the hopes 
of Peace by the Negotiation of thofe Am¬ 
bafladors which were lately difpatched from 
the Sultan to the Emperor, who were now 
arrived at the Caftle of Puffendorf , about 
Five Leagues diftant from Vienna , where 
they were ordered to remain, until the Ple¬ 
nipotentiaries from Poland and Venice ihould 
meet at Vienna , furnifhed with Commiffions 
and InftruCtions from their rcfpeCtive Powers 
in order to a Treaty. 

And that this pretence might appear 
more plaufible, the Grand Seignior parted 
to Adrianople ; from whence he difpatched 
very urgent and pofttive Orders to Teghen 
Pallia, that he Ihould forward an Exprefs 
to the Ambafladors, to prefs with all car- 
neftnels the Conclufion of a Peace, as the 
foie means remaining to fave the Ottoman 
Empire ; which in cafe he could not cffeCt, 
he was then to take care that the Frontiers 
might be defended. 

Teghen taking this Mertage and Com- 
miflion as an Evidence of the Grand Seig¬ 
nior’s Favour , and Re-eftabliihment into 
his Grace, he readily applied himfelf to an 
11 undertaking, which in appearance might 
„ look like Obedience to Command ; and 
tho’ he knew it was not poflible towithftand 
the Power and Progrefs of the Imperial 
Arms, animated with fo many Victories ; 
yet confidering himfelf ftrong enough to

Greeks , to which many poor Chriftians be¬ 
ing fled for Sandtuary, they flained the 
Pavements with the Blood of a thoufand 
perfons ; carrying away the Old Monks,

Tekeli alio being re-inforced with a party 
I of Turks , and Tartars , committed great 
Spoyls on the Confines of Valachia , and 
Tranfilvania ; but foon was forced to re¬ 
tire, upon the News that the Rafcians with 
a Body of Four thoufand men were march¬ 
ing againft them: And thus laying afide 
much of his confidence in Arms , he refol- 
ved to try what effeCt his perfuafions might 
have with his Tranfilvanian Friends, and 
thofe of his Fadtion, inviting them to cart: 
off die Yoke of Germany from their Necks, 
and rcaflume their Ancient Liberties ; and 
to that end he wrote this following Letter.

And to leave no Stone unturned, he 
follicited the Ottoman Port for new Suc¬ 
cours, promifing mighty Succertes in cafe 
the Tartars would invade Tranfilvania ; the 
which accordingly was defigned, and had 
taken effedt, had not the Cofacks made an 
unexpedted Irruption into Tartary , and 
thereby obliged thofe Barbarians to quit 
their defign, that they might attend to the 
fafeguard of their own Country. 

All places in Bofnia being now fubdued, 
and brought under the power of the Em¬ 
peror Q Bertzka only excepted ) fituate on 
the Save ; Prince Lewis after he had forti¬ 
fied Proot , and Gradifca , marched againft 
it, being a place of fuch importance as fe- 
cured all the River from thence to Belgrade .*

Piccolomini fb well Negotiated Iris 
Affairs at Vienna , that he foon procured 
Orders directed to the General at Belgrade 
to reinforce Prince Lewis with a coiafi- 
derable Body of men. 

But becaufe the French were now in 
Pi Lewi, m °tion, and had already entred Ger- 
rtcaiied to many with a formidable Army ; to op- 
Vienna. pofe which, there was nged of the Coun¬ 
sel and Direction of die belt and moft 
Experienced Captains, who had lately 
with fuch aufpidious Fortune conducted 
the Imperial Forces againft the Turks $ it 
was refolved fo recall Prince Lewis of 
./oo Baden to Vienna ; and to commit the 
Charge of Bofnia to die Courage and Con¬ 
duct of Piccolomini. 

So foon as Piccolomini was returned 
to Gradifca , Prince Lewis took Poft for 
Vienna , having fbme few days before 
his departure, taken portefiion of Oliva , 
and Sbornich , .or Swornich , a City and 
Caftle of confiderable importance; of 
the latter of which, the Charge was com¬ 
mitted to Major Thomas Stracharta , a 
Scotch Gentleman, who bravely main¬ 
tained it againft Two Aflaults of the 
Turks: Thefe places were fituate on the 
River Drine. 


After which this Valiant Prince departed, 
leaving mbft manifeft Evidences and Proofs 
behind him of j his. Courage afiifted with 
Fortune^ for diat inthe:lpace of about Nine 
Weeks , 'he had fubdued all die Province of 
Bofnia , defeated 'the Palha with double 
Numbers , taken TV00/ , Gradifca , Bertzka , 
and divers CafUes, with no moire than Eight 
thoufand Germans , Hungarians , and Croa- 
tians. 

Tho’ it was now time to end this Cam- 
paigne, yet ftill the Blocades of Sigeth, 

Canifa, and Grand-Waradin were continued; 
the Defendants, tho’ reduced very low, 
remained liowlbever very obftinate and re- 
folute to maintain the Garrifbns to the 
laft extremity, in hopes rather that their 
Ambafladors would fucceed in the Con¬ 
clufion of a Peace, than in any apparent The 
probability there was of refeuing them- ^ 
felves by their own force, or other ex¬ 
pected Succours. And indeed the Turks 
might then on very good Grounds have 
hoped for a peace , fince that they rea¬ 
dily offered to have quitted all pretenfi- 
ons to the Conquered places, and fuffer- 
ed the Emperor to remain in quiet poflefli- 
on of ail whereof he had made himfelf 
Mafter; which had been a vaft advantage 
to the Empire at that time , when the 
French were entered into Germany with a 
formidable Army , burning, laying wafte,

But God knows by what Fate the Emperor 
refufed to hearken to thofe fair Propofi-

Before this Happy Inauguration, the Pe- 
ftilence had greatly infefted the’ Venetian 
Armata-, but by God’s BldTing, it was now 
ceafed, and Prattick given at Venice to thole 
who came from thence ; for wliich the Doge 
having returned Thanks in a devout man¬ 
ner to Almighty God, aboard die Fleet, he 
began to entertain thoughts of undertaking 
fome Enterprize worthy his new Dignity,

The Ifland of Negropont is the moft con- 
fiderable of all the Hies in the Archipelago; 
Tht Df the ancient Name of it amongft the Greeks 
th/cuy °/ an d Lathes Was Euhcea ; it had alfo other 
Negro. Names, as Maoris from the narrownels of 
* >onc ’ the Channel wliich pafles between the Ifland, 
and the Main Land; Abantias and the Peo¬ 
ple Abantiades ; the chief Town was 
Chalcis, now named after the Denomination 
of the Country j Pliny calls the Ifland Afo- 
pis, and Strabo Ocba; it had alfo the Name 
of EOopia , from JLUope the Son of Jupiter. 
This Ifland, as believed, was once joined 
to the Main Land, but feparated from thence 
by fome Earthquake, and now adjoyned 
by a Bridge j it is 36? Italian Miles in com- 
pafs, 90 Miles, in length, and 40 in breadth. 
The City of Negropont anciently Chalcis, is 
fituated on die Euripus , which is a narrow 
Channel, that iri a wonderful manner Ebbs 
and Flows feven times in 14 Hours: The 
Walls of the City are about two Miles in 
compafs, but the Suburbs are much larger, 
and more Populous, byreafonof the many 
Greeks and Jevis which Inhabit therein. The 
Captain Pallia is die Chief Commander 
thereof ; but commonly governs by his 
Deputy: There is a Bey alfo belonging to 
it; a Man of great Power, by reafon that 
he draws from dience a Yearly Revenue for 
Maintenance of a Gaily.

• But hi die Year 1459, Sultan Mahomet 
being defirous to joyn that Pleafant Ifle to 
his other Gonquefts, endeavoured to make 
a Bridge for the more eafie Tranfportation 
of his Troops into die Land; but. being re¬ 
pulfed by the Inhabitants, and the Bridge 
overdirown, the Turks were forced to betake 
themfelves unto, dieir Boats, and Vefleis : 
Howfoeverin lefsthan a Month afterwards^ 
the Turks returned before the Place with 300 
Sail, and then having formed the Bridge, as 
was intended, Mahomet himielf came with 
an Army ofizoooo Men, and Attacked the 
City, which was Fortified after the manner 
of thofe Times, and defended by a Garri- 
fonof 14000 Men, under the Command of 
Giovanni Bondulmiero , Ludovico Calvo, and 
Paolo Erizzo. 

The Turks raifed feveral Batteries in diffe¬ 
rent Places againft it, by which they made 
filch large Breaches, that they made four 
terrible Aflaults thereon, in wliich above 
40000 Turks were Slain, and the Enemies 
bravely repulfed, but at length being over¬ 
whelmed with Numbers, and tired with a 
long Siege, die Guards which defended the 
Porta Bureliana , conveyed themfelves fe- 
cretly away, and abandoning their Poft,diey 
entered the Gate widiout much opposition, 
killing all the People who pafled the Age of 
ao Years. Calvo was killed on the Place, 
mid Bondulmiero in his Houfe: Erizzo having 
Intrenched himfelf in fome faft place, de¬ 
fended himfelf Valiandy, and at length fur- 
rendred on Conditions of Life ; but die 
Turks maintained them not, but caufed him 
to be Sawn in two : His Fair Daughter 
chofe rather to die by her own Dagger, than 
to give up her Chaltity to the Lult of the 
Turks. 

The Turks having remained Mafters of 
this City ever fuicethe Year 14 69; it came 
at length to be Attacked in hopes of Reco¬

y ‘ being high, and cafily lecn, it was fufpedl- 
ed, to have been done on purpole by Trea¬ 
chery of the Captain ; the which unhappy 
Accident gave lome (top to the proceeding 
of the l icet, in hopes to lave moll of the 
Rigging, and Materials thereunto belong¬ 
ing : But in fine a Gale of Wind Ipringing 
up, the Ship was broken in pieces, and no 
more laved than only the Men and eight 
Pieces of Cannon of the 50 with which llie 
was mounted, befides fome Bombs, and o- 
thcr Materials for War. This Accident hin¬ 
dered lomcthing of the Proceedings of the 
Fleet, which received yet a greater Impedi¬ 
ment from the Northern Winds, which at 
this Scnlbn of the Year lo conllantly reign 
in thole Seas, as if they were Trade- 
U inds : Howlocvcr when the Gale abated, 
as it doth commonly towards Night, the 
Gallics made ule of their Oars to row to 
Windward as high as Cape Colonna, where 
afterwards the Ships joyned them : And ta¬ 
king the Calm of the Night, the Gallics 
by force of their Oars towed up the Ships, 
and on the nth of July they entered the 
Channel of Ncgropont ; and on the 13th 
came to an Anchor in the Road, called the 
Gardens, about fix Miles diftant from the 
Capital City of Negropont. 

Here it was that all the Soldiers,Horle and 
Foot which were Embark’d on the Gallcafles, 
Gallics, and Galleots, making a Body of a- 
bout 8000 Foot, and 500 Horle, Landed 
' i>j without the lcaft opposition; having only 
Zlt'&Tccn a Party of about 50 Turks on Horle- 
sjiuponc. back who prclcnted thcmfelves in view, to 
take cognizance of the Motion of their E- 
nemics, amongll which Muflapha Pafha 
Commander of the Town was there in Per- 
lon. So foon as the Out-guards of the 
'Turks polled on a Tower eredled on a Neck 
of l and which llrctchcd out to the Euripas , 
elpy ’d the Troops which were dilembark- 
ing, they di (charged lome Guns, to give an 
Alarm to the Town, and immediately quit¬ 
ted the place, as being not tenible j into 
which fome Soldiers were entered from the 
Ducal Gaily, being an advantageous Poll, 
wherein were found four Iron Guns, and 
lome fmall Provilions. 

The Cay that thele Forces were Landed, 
fome Gn^ks of the Country, together with 
the Captain of a Trench Tar tuna came, and 
Tuikifli gave intelligence, chat the whole force of 
confiftcd of about 6000 Mon, 
ponr. \\ it! 1 7 nu.vies and Sp. ires; but that they 

did nor trull much to the Faith of the Inha¬ 
bitants, w b.0111 they had lately diloblig’dby 
taking from them the bell of their Goods 
and 1 ■tirniture for their Houles: That the 
V, alls of the C ity were lined with Earth, 


and Entrances to the City were Mined ; and JU ' y ‘ 
that the Suburbs were iiirroundcd with a 
deep Ditch and Palliiadoes: Befides which, 
that there were lome Out-works lately fi- 
nifiied, all provided well with Water, and 
Provilions ncceflary for a long Defence. 

That there were two Governours in chie£ 
one called Mujiapha Fa/ha, a Man of great 
Reputation, who Commanded the Mount, 
on which a Battery was eredted towards the 
Sea: The other was Ibrahim Pafha, who de¬ 
fended the Outworks of the City, both Men 
of Relolution; befides thele, who defend¬ 
ed the Town, in w hich the Garrilon was 
very Rrong, the Scraskier lay Encamped 
with 4000 Men, moll Horle, not far from 
Negropont. 

On the 14th of this Month his Serenity 
the Doge, accompanied with General Ko- n-,. Doge, 
nifmark , and the Engenier Verneda, attend- ai ' dG »“' 
ed w ith many Barges and Felucaes, went to fJfflTi 
take a Survey of the Country, of the Situ-®/ the ‘ ° 
ation of the City, and the Forts, and Bat- Ctw “ T J- 
tcries, w hich tho’ more in number, and 
furmlhed with Camion beyond expectation, 
did not yet abate the Courage of thele At 
failants. AU things being well obferved by 
thele Generals, they difcovered how the 
Turks had on the left Hand of the Bridge rai¬ 
led a Battery with Earth, and planted many 
Pieces of Cannon thereon, and pitched their 
Tents along die fide of the Aqueducts' : 

And on the left Hand had formed a Line of 
Communication between the Suburbs and 
the Hill which commands the Sea, from 
whence they could offend the Gallies with 
their Shot, and the Venetian Tents ; befides 
which, they dilcovered divers other Tren¬ 
ches in different Forms, ftrengthned with 
Palliiadoes, with a deep Ditch foil of Sea- 
Water, 30 Paces long, reaching to the Gate 
of the City, covered by a Hormvork : And 
below the Mills another Battery was railed 
of three Pieces of great Cannon, which 
commanded the Slioar along the Sea-fide ; 
all which Forts were defended by fome 
Chriftians more oriels in every Work, molt 
of them of the French Nation, who were 
skilful in throwing Bombs, and all forts of 
Fireworks. 

Thus the Doge, and his Generals, having 
taken a full Survey of the feveral Fortifica¬ 
tions of the City, and the Situation of the 
Country, 011 the iyth of the Month, was 
the Day appointed for the March of the 
Army towards a rifing Hill oppofite to ano¬ 
ther which covers the City: And at the^f^”^ 
lame time the Gallies, and Galleafles ad- advance,

An in 
regard the Ships could not enter into the 
Channel of Negropont, by reaion of contra¬ 
ry Winds, the Doge dil patched aw'ay the 
Captain of the Gultj with 10 Gallies to take 
out the Soldiers, and Tranlport them a- 
Ihoar to joyn with the reft of the Army : 
And for more expedition in this Work, the 
Proveditor Pifani , who Commanded the 
Gallies which are Maimed with fuch as are 
Condemned to the Oar, being returned with 
the nine Ships, of which we have given an 
Account, to have been ordered to the Dar- 
danelli $ and by reaion of contrary Winds, 
were put into the Port of Andro , was allb

WhiHl thefe things were preparing for 
jhe Gene, the Siege, the Baly Spine fa, a Neapolitan 
nmAm Cavalier, General of the Gallies of Malta, 
alienee of demanded Audience of the Doge, to pais 
the Doge, Complement of Congratulation upon 
his Advancement to the Ducal Throne, die 
which being granted, the General appeared 
with a great Attendance, followed by many 
Boats, Barges, and Felucaes ; fo foon as he 
was afcended into the Ducal Gaily, which 
was adorned widi Flags and Streamers from 
Stem to Stern, he was faluted with four 
great Guns, and at the Stairs was met and 
conducted by Lieutenant General Pifani, to 
the Stern of the Gaily, where his Serenity 
was feated 011 his Throne, having on liis 
Head his Ducal Bonnet, and wearing the 
Senatorian Gown after the ancient Roman 
Failiion; before him flood the four Admirals 
of the Seas. 

The General of Malta being entered into 
the Pretence, the Doge arole from his 
Throne, and received him Handing. The 
General with eight other Knights, Captains 
of the Gallies, and his Comrades, made a 
moll profound Reverence at their Entrance, 
and having delivered the Letter to the Doge, 
from the Grand Mailer of Malta , full of 
kind and amicable Expreftions, all there pre- 
fent flood Bare-headed wliilftit was reading: 
After which the General was caufed to fit 
down on a Seat placed on the right Hand of 
the Doge, and four of the Knights on a 
Bench on the left Hand, the other four re¬ 
maining without, feated allb on Banks, the 
Antiport of the Cabin being drawn up, the 
Slaves at the Oar were cloadied in White, 
and the Soldiers clad with divers Colours, 
armed with Half-Pikes, Muskets, and 
Swords, each bearing a Burgurdian on his 
Head, which being to the Number of 
500 Men, appeared very plealant to the 
Eye. 


This Complement was no fobner palled, 1688. 
than News was brought, That a Skirniiih‘-^v^_/ 
had happened between the Voluntier Ad- J “; y 
venturers and the Turks ; but the firlt being W>.’ 
reinforced by the Marquis Corloni, with "£ u,k V w/ 
fome of his Dragoons, and Soldiers of the v 
Greek Nation, the Fight became very warm, 
but the Turks were at length forced to retire 
with confiderable Lofs ; tho’ tins Succel's 
cofl: the Life of Colonel Paul Maori, being 
fhot in the Head, who for his Bravery and 
Defercs having obtained the Honour of 
Knighthood, was much deplored and la¬ 
mented by the whole Army. 

By this time the Ships under Venierc, and 
the main Body of the whole Armata were 
come about, and had doubled the Point of 
Karalaba , from whence they received many 
Shot, but without any damage - fo that the 
Ships and Gallies having taken the feveral 
Polls afligned to them, and alfo four of the 
Duke of Tufcan/s Ships laden with Warlike 
Provifions, and 400 Land Soldiers, being 
come and joyned to thole other Forces be¬ 
longing to the Great Duke’s Gallies, com¬ 
peted a Body of 800 Men ,• all which being . 
arrived and united to the Fleet and Army, 
the Doge prepared every thing ready in ol¬ 
der to a formal Siege. The General of the 
Great Duke’s Forces was Named Chigi, w ho 
having made a Vifitto his Serene Highuefs 
die Doge, the lame Ceremonies palled, as 
were fhown towards the General of Malta. 

Eighteen Days after the Forces Mere 
Landed, all the Approaches were finilhed in 
fight of the Town; during which Time the 
Turks made not the leall Sally to hinder, or 
dilhxrb the Works, nor did the Venetians 
fire a Gun againll the Turks , who greatly 
wondered at lb long filence, as if on both 
fides a Ceflation of Arms had been agreed * 
and all remained quiet, until the 30th of TheTorm 
July, when the Cannon began incefiandy to i™fled. 
play about Break of Day in the Morning 
from the Venetian Batteries, with Showers 
of Bombs andCarcafles, which being thrown 
into theTown and Outvvarksof the Enemy, 
filled the City with Tcrrour and Conllerna- 
tion, efpecially the Women, whole Cries 
and Schreeks were heard into the Venetian 
Camp.

The Morning of the 20th being come 
every one prepared himfelf for the intend¬ 
ed Aflault on the Enemies Trenches. The 
Marquis of Corbon with his Cavalry, was 
the firft to break in upon the Enemies Horfe, T f,.J c k'Vn 
which he performed with fuch Succefs, tiiac r. J.- 
he thereby opened a way for the Foot to cbiS - 
Attack die Trenches in three leveral places, 
which was executed with fuch relblution, 
diat neither Cannon nor Musket-fliot were 
ferviceable on this occafion; for the Fight 
in the Trenches was io dole with the 
Swords and Handy Blows ; that being in¬ 
termixed one with the other, the Comba¬ 
tants radier appeared like Gladiators than 
Soldiers fighting in regular Troops.

Turks all that Night aflaulted the Bonnet 
With quantities of Granadoes, and Sacks of 
Powder; but a valorous refiftance being 
made by the Defendants, die Turks were re- 
pulfed widi great lofs ; lo that the Night 
following all the remaining Cannon were 
drawn off and fecured : In which Work 
Silvefler die Admiral of Candia , having 
been very adtive and adventurous, as he 
had been in many odier doubtful and hazar¬ 
dous Attempts, die Doge honoured him 
aaob.iy. with a Gold Chain and Medal, as an evi¬ 
dence of his good Services, and of die E- 
fteem he entertained of his Perlonal Cou¬ 
rage and Conduct. 

Had the Proje<ft of Quartering all that 
Winter on the Ifland fucceeded, it was ve¬ 
ry probable, and with good reafon it might 
have been rationally concluded, that the 
City would have been obliged to yield be- 
The Foreign fore die Spring ; but the Foreign. Troops 
1acquainted with the Defign, jaegan to 
»"// „ a st mutiny, and loudly to declare. That they 
winter m would not Winter on the Ifland, it being one 
ibeijiand. Q p Capindatjoiis of Agreement, when 
they firft Enrolled diemfelves for Soldiers, 
that they ffiould at the Seafon when Armies 
ufually break up their Camp, be provided 
with warm and convenient Quarters, and 
with, die Spring return again into the 
Field. 

To force the Soldiers to an Obedience m 
this particular, was not efteeined advifeable ; 
but to try Kow fatfoft Teems and perfwa- 
five Arguments might prevail upon them, 
feveral Noblemen, and chief Commanders 
were employed to incline the Wills and 
Confent of die Soldiery thereunto; but the 
Plot was deeper laid, for tho’ die Com¬ 
monalty only appeared openly therein, yet 
it was well known, that their Officers had 
the chief Hand in the Defign, and inftiga- 
ted their Soldiers to a<ft that part which was 
moft defiredby themfelves. Btlt what was 
moft prevalent with the Council of War, 
was the Report made by Sergeant General 
Hor ; That the Soldiers in the advanced 
Lines, were fo far fet on a Refolution to A- 
bandon die Siege, that in cafe it were not 
done, above 100 of them would defert, 
and fly to the Enemy. t Whereupon die 
Doge took a Refolucion before other Mis¬ 
fortunes arrived, to comply with the Sol¬ 
diery; and as a beginning thereof, ter em¬ 
bark all their Sick and Wounded Men, and 
Ba gg a g e i and that the Enemy fhould not 
dilcover the Defign, it was ordered. That 
the Cannon which were not drawn off from 


the Lines,Bonnet, and Batteries fliould cond- 1 6 SB'. 
j nue ftflUo play upon die City. t-orO 

After wliich, by degrees, J 1 the remakf oaober * 
ingGanhon was Irnpped, and many of their 
Hprfe .embarked; and all things put in or¬ 
der for an entire Defertion of die Ifland and 
Siege; which when the Grecian Inhabitants 
obferved;.. who had taken the part with the 
Vtnetians agairift thc Turks) full of Fear, and 
terrified Confternation, came funning to the 
Shoar, petitioned to be carried off to die 
Chrifiian Coaft, to avoid the Fury of die 
Turks; for performance <?f which, all die 
Boats andVeflels of the Ifland Wefe taken 
up at Freight for Service of the Army, and 
Tranfportation of the Iflanders; of wliich 
feveral of them were cut off by die 7 ;.rks> 
before diey could reach the Veflels on which’ 
they intended t6. embark. The Turks fee- s™ dic¬ 
ing their Enemies draw off, and commit >rder ‘ 
themfelves unto the Seas, had caufe fuffici¬ 
ent to rejoice; as the Chrijtians had to be 
fad and dejeefted, when the Rear of die Ar¬ 
my was forced to betake themfelves to i oflokaa. 
precipitate Flight with fome Confiifion and 
Diforder. Howfoever they all got Aboard 
on fudi Veflels, as they could at firft come 
unto, fo diat the hghter Veflels were over¬ 
charged with Soldiers, and with Iflanders, 
until liich time, as at the adjacent fflands, 
where Veflels ufually Careen, they could 
more orderly difpofe their Companies, and 
repaft then? by a more commodious, and 
proportionable fhare unto every Ship, Ga- 
leafs, and Gaily. 

Ffom this place Orders were given by . 
the Doge unto Pettier Captain Extraordina- wlTtfthe 
ry, to pals into the Archipelago , to colled Mnurahi 
the Contribution of the Ifland. Admiral 
Zaguri was difpatched with four Ships la- where t» 
den With Provifioitis and Bisket, tofurnifliff 4 f r A. v 
the Fortrefles of that Kingdom. The Vef- m. " " 
fels laden with the Horfe, were ordered to 
difembark diem at the firft Shoar^rtd thence 
to ffiardi by Land to Napoli di Romania. 

Some other Companies were Landed at die 
Fotcrefs of Termizi. All the ForeignTroops . 
were put into Winter Quarters in divers Noveml*. 
parts of die Morea. Other Companies and 
Troops Embarked on the Squadron of Ships 
Commanded by Captain Pijani, wereTran- 
fported to Modohj Navaritt , and Patras ; 
from whence Pifatii had Commiflion to Sail 
for Zant and Corfu, and thence to carry all 
the Provifion and Ammunition Whi’di had 
been brought thither from Venice for Ufe, 
and Refrefhment of the Army. All the Gale- 
afles w6re ordered unto the fecure Port c>f 
Varvaronda under Cranidi in Romania. The 
Regiments of Brunjivickf/Vtrtemlerg^nd Hejje, ‘ 
having compleated their time flipulated for 
Service, were dilcharged, atid permitted to 
Sailfor Venice. 

Thus ' 
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1688. Thus all the Troops being difinifled* and 

fent into their Wintet Quarters, the Doge 
Noveml). inteB d e d himfelf to Land at Napoli di Ro- 
undZry mania ; but being taken ihort by the Wind, 
/«*• he could only fetch the Port Tolot f, where 
the next Day he Landed, and went to Na¬ 
poli di Romania , but in an ill condition of 
Health, caufed partly by the Hardlhips of 
the Siege, but chiefly by the Troubles and 
Affliction of Mind for the Lofs and Dif- 
grace he had fuftained before the City of 
Negropont ; a great caufe of which being 
attributed to the Mifearriage of fome Offi¬ 
cers, who performed not their Duty in the 
laft Attack, he ordered a Procefs to be 
made againft them, and their Tryals to be 
managed at a Counfel of War. 

But here we will leave the Venetians for 
this whole Winter, and return to the Wars 
in Hungary , tranfa&ed in the Year 1689; 
at the end of which, we fhall recount all the 
Actions performed by the Venetians during 
that Campaign. But Procurator Girolamo 
Comoro was more fortunate and fuccefsful 
in Dalmatia , and Albania , where he Com¬ 
manded the Venetian Army : for having 
Landed his Forces at Scat d< na on the 14th 
Comaro of Augufl, they fpeedily marched towards 
msrehts*-Clin t withdefigntoinveft that place; and 
ciil on C * 1C 2 - 7 t ^> c h e feveral Troops took their 
Polls, and began a Line of Circumvallati- 
on, fortifying the fame with feveral Re¬ 
doubts. The next Day Summons were 
lent to the Garrifon, which being aufwered j 
withVollies of fmail and great Shoe, the 
Night following the Trenches were open¬ 
ed, and in the Morning the Cannon and 
Mortars began to play upon the Town with 
great execution. 

ieptemb. In the fpace of two Days a confiderable 
Breach was made in die firft Wall, which 
the Befieged labouring to repair, the Can- 
Tht Vene* non quickly ruined their Works. So that 
tUns Jifn by the ill of September , the Venetian Tren- 
tht Brtach. C [ 1CS were advanced fo far, and the Breach 
made fo wide, that it was refolved to give 
ah Aflault, which was accordingly executed 
, on the id of this Month, and performed 
with fuch Refolution, diat the Venetians 
notwithflanding the Vigorous Oppofition 
of the Enemy, mounted the Breach, on 
which having lodged themfelves, obliged 
the Defendants to retire within their fecond 
Wall, or Retrenchment. 

On the 3d and 4th, feveral new Batte¬ 
ries were raifed, from whence die Enemy 
was greatly annoyed ; and a Bomb falling 
into their Magazine of Powder, blew up, 
and killed many of the Inhabitants ; how¬ 
ever die Defendants Hill continued to main¬ 
tain their Callle and the Lower Town, widi 
great Refolution. Ac length it being ob- 
lervcd by General Comoro, diat one fide of 


the Town was naturally fortified by Wa- r 688 . 
ter, without odier Guard or Defence ; he 
ordered,; that the Regiments of Corbon and Se?temb ‘ 
Seb'enico, fhould pals over, and ftreighten 
the Enemy on that fide, the which they 
chearfully performed; for moll of them 
being praCftfed Swimmers, they carried 
their Swords naked in their Mduclis, and 
Iwam over to the odier fide ; which when 
the Turks obferved, fearing to have their 
Retreat cut off from the Caftle, they quit¬ 
ted the defence of the Breach, and retired 
fome within the fecond Retrenchment, and 
others into the Caftle. Thus the Venetians they t - 
without farther oppofition, entered the firft come ■ w ' 7 - 
Retrenchrrifcnt, where they found fome pie-/'^ 
ces of Cannon, jo Horics, two Camels, trmchmn* 
fome Mules, 100 Head of Oxen, lonie 
Corn, and a good quantity of Hay. 

The Venettans having gained the firft Re¬ 
trenchment, appointed Marquis Borro, and 
Francifto Grimani , to maintain the Ground 
they had gained ; which they performed 
by throwing up Earth for fhelter of their 
Men, whilft on the other fide they cut off 
the Pipes, and ruined the Aquedudts which 
conveyed Water to the Caftle. The want 7*,,Turk 
whereof, and the blowing up of the Maga- >' a wa,,t •/ 
zine of Powder, gready funk the Courage Wattr ' 
of the Defendants ; howfoever the Veneti¬ 
ans continued fUli to throw their Bombs and 
Fire into the Caftle, and batter the Walls 
of it with their Cannon, by which they 
had qow made the Breach fb wide, that an 
Aflault might be made thereon: But the 
Proveditor-General well confidering that the 
Turks could not long lubfift without Water, 
deferred for fome few Days the Aflault, un¬ 
til he faw the EtfeCts which the Extremity 
of Tiiirft would conftiain them unto, the 
which fpeedily happened out according to 
expectation: For on the nth of Sept ember , 
the Defendants fpread a White Flag on the 
Walls, defiring to Capitulate, and that in 
the mean time a Ceflation of Arms fhould 
be granted. 

Hereupon the Palha of the place, fent rttycapi- 
out two Aga’s, who being conducted to the ,uU:e ' 
Tent of General Comai 0 , they offered the 
Surrender of the Town and Caftle, upon 
Licenfe given them to march out with their 
Arms, and Baggage, as is ulually granted 
to Valiant Soldiers. But Comoro anfwer’d. 

That their Behaviour had not merited fuch 
kind and honourable Ufage: And growing 
angry at their Difcourfe, he told them plain¬ 
ly, That he expected they fliould immedi¬ 
ately yield at Diferetion, without farther 
Argument, or Capitulation. The Turks a- 
ftonilhed at this peremptory Refolution, 
defired timej:o propofe the fame to the Gar¬ 
rifon, and to the Inhabitants ; but no more 
time would be allowed than four Hours ; 

during 
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1688. during which, in cafe they did notfubmit, 
they threatned them with the laft Extremi- 
Sepcemb. Within the fpace of four Hours, the 
fame Aga’s returned again, declaring their 
ncceflity to iubmit to the hard Conditions 
of the Conquerors; and foon after they 
were follow’d by the Pallia Atlagia 1 , attend¬ 
ed with his Son and Nephew, and with 
7 l 7 dtr°at Cernigick the Sangiack, and five Aga’s, with 
T Difcmion. 50 other Turks of Condition ; who being 
conducted to the Tent of General Comaro , 
they were received by him in quality of 
Slaves ; howfoever to aemonftrate the Ge- 
nerofity of the Conqueror, an Allodgment 
was afligned them in a Tent provided for 
them, where they were treated with all 
Conveniencies, both of Vi&uals and Lodg¬ 
ing. 

. The Day following in the Morning, a- 
bout9oo Women and Children came forth, 
and about 400 Turks capable to bear Arms, 
with Countenances full of Sorrow, and de- 
jeCted Looks, which fhowed the inward 
Grief which opprefled their Spirits. Thefe 
were follow’d by a Troop of 150 poor Chri- 
fl 'tans , who having hereby regained their 
Liberty, and Freedom from Slavery, chan¬ 
ged the Scene of Sorrow into another of 
Joy and Feftivity. az Pieces of Brafs Can¬ 
non were found in the place, 2.00 Horfe, 
great quantities ofProvifion and Ammuni¬ 
tion both for War, and Suftenance for 
Life. 

Clin being in this manner forrendered, 
the Proveditor Girolamo Comoro , General in 
Dalmatia , defigned to take Narenta , an an¬ 
cient Port for all forts of Merchandize, 
Cornaro brought thither in former Times from Thrace , 
l a it ft Ni- S er " Jta i Bofnia , and Macedon , and feveral o- 
renta. ther Provinces ; but firft it was eftcemed 
neceflary in order thereunto, to become 
Matters of a fmail Tower called Narino i 
built about three Years before, by the Pa¬ 
llia of Bofnia.) who hadfurnilled it with fome 
Guns, and encompafled it with a double 
Oftober. Palifado. In purfuance of this Refolution, 
the General embarked at Spalatro , all his 
Troops, Provifions, Cannon, and other 
Military Appurtenances ; with which ha¬ 
ving fooled from that Port, they were lb 
crofted by contrary" Winds, that the Fleet 
was forced to put into divers Harbours, 
and the Winds continuing long in that Quar¬ 
ter, they fpent fome Weeks without any 
ACtion. At length the General being wea¬ 
ried with longing Defires to aCt fomething, 
the Seafon of the Year alfo fpending apace, 
and the time approaching both for the Fleet 
and Armies to draw into Winter Quarters, 
he refolved to proceed from the Port of 
St. George de Lefina with the Gallies, Galle- 
ots, and lighter Veflels only, leaving Or¬ 
ders with General St. Paul , to follow him- 


with the Ships, and Gailcaftes, lb Icon as id>88. 
Wind and Weather Ihould ferve him : And 
being by force of the Oar come to the Mouth 
of the Port of Narenta ; at the Point of 
which, the Fortrcls of Narin was fitunted -• 
Comaro Landed Ionic Troops both of Horie 
and Foot; upon whole approach, the Turks 
of the Garrifon of Narin , to the Number 
of 15-0, finding themfelves battered by 
Cannon from the Galley called Qyerini ; the v 
quitted the Fort, and betook themfelves to 
a hafty Flighr, in hopes to cicape with their 
Liberty ; but being purlucd by the Horie, 
and fome Morlacks who were good Footmen, 
they were either cut to pieces, or taken 
Prilbners, amongft which was Ahi/egh Ca- 
rovaz y their Commander in chief The 
Venetians being encouraged by this Succeis, 
the General marched to a certain Viiiage, 
called Metrovich, where he remained fome 
Days in expectation of the Fleet under the 
Command of General St. Paul ; and of be¬ 
ing thereby reinforced with Men, Artillery, 
Provifions, Ammunition, and all things ne¬ 
ceflary. 

By this unexpected Invafion, all the r - c Mn p 
People of thofe Countries being greatly 
alarm’d, and in much Confternation, provi-' 
ded to lave and put themfelves into a po- 
fture of defence. Howfoever the General 
Comoro having made feveral Detachments 
of Morlacks to wafte the Country round, 
they liad the Fortune to furprize divers 
Villages and People, which they having 
firft Plundered, put all to Fire and Sword, 
and returned with a confiderable Booty both 
of Cattle, Captives, and Heads. 

But the Winds ftill continuing oppofitc 
to the Ships of Burden; and by Rains, and 
bluftering Weather according to the Seafon 
of the Year, which was now far advanced 
and improper for AdHon, General Comaro mnds - 
having fecuredthe Country and Forts which 
he had conquered, embarked the remainder 
of his Forces, and returned to Spalatro , 
where he difpofed his harafled Troops in Comaro 
Winter Quarters, there to refrelh and take rc!nr,,s :o 
Breath againft the next Campaign. After Spa,atrc ' 
which, above 15-00 Inhabitants of the 
Country about Narenta came in, and put 
themfelves under the Protection of the 
Republick. 

And now after all thefe Actions, and Mar¬ 
tial Exploits both by Sea and Land ; of 
which the Turks have had little caufe to 
boaft: in all the courfe of the paft Year, un- 
lels in their defence of Negropont ; it will 
be time for us to conclude this Years Ki- 
flory, and proceed to the TranfaCtions of 
the following, being the Year 1689.

The Succeflfes of the

AGAINST THE 

TURKS in Hungary, 

In the Year 1689. 


T HIS Year begins with the Sur¬ 
render of the ftrong City of Si¬ 
ghet, to the Clemency of His 
Imperial Majefty > .not being fub- 
dued by Arms, but by Famine, having 
almoft for the fpace of two Years endu¬ 
red cxtream Want, and Scarcity of all 
things neceflary for the Support of Life. At 
length common Reports flying, That Sighet 
was upon-Capitulations reduced thereunto 
by extream Want, and a thoufand other mi- 
fcrabie Sufferings; the News thereof came 
confirmed to Vienna by the Duke of Hoi- 
jlein, on the 21ft of January , and that the 
Surrender was agreed on Articles, not 
much differing from thofe of Alla Regalis ; 
after the Example of which, one or two 
Commiflioners were appointed in behalf of 
the City to carry the Particulars unto Vien¬ 
na , there to be Signed by His Imperial Ma- 
jefly ; for which Affair, the Perfon depu¬ 
ted was Ha Jan Bei , Lieutenant Governour 
of the place; who on the 28th Day of Ja¬ 
nuary arrived at Vienna , defiring that the fol¬ 
lowing Capitulations might be confirmed 
and corroborated by the Imperial Signa¬ 
ture, which were exprefled in this man¬ 
ner.

‘ ' - g~'"HAT fofoonas Ha Jan Bei fliall be 
‘ T returned zo Sighet, the Governour, 

‘ and Garriton therein, fliall faithfully de-

4 VII. A fufficient number of Waggons 
4 fliall be provided to carry all die People 
4 to die Water-fide; where in like manner 
4 a fufficient number of Boats fliall be fiir- 
4 nifhed, to Tranfport die People, under a 
4 fecure Guard to the Confines of the Otto- 
4 man Dominions. 


All thefe Articles being fubfcribed by His 
Imperial Majefty, a ftridt charge was gi¬ 
ven to all Officers, and Soldiers, and Sub¬ 
jects whatfoever, to obferve religioufly the 
Contents thereof: But before the fame had 
palled die Imperial Signature, the Vice- 
Prefident of the Council of War, fummon- 
ed HajJan Bei feveral times to Audience ; 
and at length upon Delivery of die Capi¬ 
tulations into his Hands, he made a molt 
Elegant Speech, exalting die generous Pie¬ 
ty and Clemency of the Emperour ; who 
having all the Inhabitants ana Soldiers of 
Sighet in his Hands, and at his Difpofal, fo 
as either to put them to Death, or make 
them Captives, was yet pleafed, out of a 
Natural Principle of Mercy, to confider 
their Diftrefles, to fpare their Lives, and 
give them Liberty. In fenfe of which, 
Hajjari Bei acknowledged the trudi of 
what had been Uttered, and in token of 
Thanks to the Vice-Prefident,. in die Name 
of the Pafha, and People of Sighet, with 
Eyes full of Tears he received the Capitu¬ 
lations, and killed diem with profound Re¬ 
verence and Submiflion. 

So foon as HajJan Bei had received thefe 
Capitulations he departed with allfpeedby 
die Poll towards Sighet, being fully fatisfied 
with the obliging Entertainment he had re¬ 
ceived during his flay at Vienna, where he 
was fumptuoufly lodged in die Houle of 
Marquis Ferdinando Obizzi. 

Ha Jan Bei being returned with the Ar¬ 
ticles fiibfcribed, to Sighet, no time was loll 
to put them into execution; for all things 
being prepared, and the River open about 

February, die beginning of February , the Turks Quit¬ 
ted Sighet, leaving one of the chief For- 
trefles in the World, efleemed bodi by Na¬ 
ture and Art to be impregnable, in die 
Hands of the Emperour. 

Si&h . t For Sighet hath both a Caftle and a City- 
fortified after the ancient manner, with 
Earth lined with Brick; hath four very fair 
Towers encompafledwitha very deep Ditch 


Full of Water, and environed rbtind with 1689. 
Fens and Marfhy Grounds, which make 
the Town inacceflible. So that itfeems no le rUJiy 
wonder, that Solyman the Magnificent Em¬ 
peror of the Turks fhould have fpent three 
Years in taking thereof; and not being a- 
ble to take it in his Life time, his Grand 
Vizier afterwards fubdued it by Storm,with 
the lofs of 36000 Men. The Turks took 
it on the 7th of September 1566, after a 
mofl valiant Refiftance made by Nicholas 
Efdrin Count of Serini, Great Grandfather 
of the Famous Nicholas Serini, who vanqui- 
fhed the Turks in many Battels, and died in 
the Year 1664. 

The Town hath three Gates, one called 
Quinque Ecclejiee, another Siclos, and a 
third Canijta, becaufe they lead to thofe 
places. The Caftle is fortified with three 
Walls, and a treble Ditch, and is the Capi¬ 
tal City of that Province fo named : There 
are three Mofchs, all ftately Buildings, and 
covered with Lead : The Country round is 
Pleafant and Fruitful; efpecially one Hill 
about two Miles from the City, which the 
Turks call Turbe Doggi, which was rarely 
planted with Vines, and all forts of Fruit- 
Trees, and is famous for Cherries of an 
extraordinary bignefs, of which there are 
none fo good either in Hungary , or in any 
part of the Ottoman Dominions; the Ponds 
and Lakes are filled with Fifh,andthe Woods 
yield ftore of Deer, Hares, Partridges, 
and all forts of Game; fo that no place in 
die World can afford greater plenty of all 
things to fupport Humane Life, or to 
furnifh the Tables of the greateft Mo- 
riarchs; 

Howfoever Qanifia refilled to follow the Canifla 
Example of Sighet, being not as yet 
feems reduced to fuch a Condition of Fa¬ 
mine; as to oblige them to a Surrender, for 
living in hopes that the Turkijh Ambafladors 
would be able by their Negotiations to ob¬ 
tain a Peace, they fuffered the utmoft Ex¬ 
tremities of Want, with much patience; 
that in reward thereof they might preferve 
their Dwellings and Lands, and obtain the 
Honour due to the Conftancy of good Sol¬ 
diers, and the Praife and Commendation of 
dieir Prince. 

In the mean time the Turkijh Ambafladors VjJ 
prefled with much Importunity to be ad- hTffadors 
mitted unto Audience, that they might de- d 'P re 
liver their Credentials, and execute the‘* ww * 
Commands of their Mailer: But the Im¬ 
perial Minifters were not, it feems, fo much 
in hafle, intending firft to deliberate in 
what manner they were to be received, and 
what Arifwers were to be given to their 
fubmiffive Requefts for Peace, a Matter un¬ 
known before to the Turks, who fince the 
beginning of their Empire, had never be¬ 
ll u fore 
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1689. fore been acquainted with the manner of 
Implicating for Peace. But the Fortune of 
the World being now changed, and the 
Game running high on the Emperor’s Hand, 
Expedients were contrived rather to return 
a plaufiblc cauieof denial, and a juftifiable 
ground for continuing a War, than how to 
form and projed! advantageous Articles for 
a Peace. Howfoever the Relolutions being 
taken what to do, it w as judged neceflary 
to admit the Ambafladors to Audience, for 
by the Law of Nations that could not be 
refilled ,• and lb accordingly it was agreed. 
That on the 8th of February an Audience 
ihould be giv en them: In order unto which, 
two Days before, the Ambafladors were 
conducted from the Caftle of Pottendorff, 
into the Suburbs of the City, and lodged 
in that Street called Londt Strafs, being at- 
rht solan, tended by two Regiments of Foot: The 
Da y appointed for the Audience being 
.i*dio:cc. come, they were brought with a Party of 
Horfe to the Gate of Carintbia about Two 
a Clock in the Afternoon, and there con- 
flgned up to the Guard of the City, from 
whence they proceeded to the Emperor’s 
Palace in the manner following. 

In the firft place two Turki/h Chiaufes on 
Horfeback led the way, with Staves in 
. .their Hands denoting Peace or Amity, after 
whom came two led Horfes, followed by 
the Secretary of the Ambafladors carrying 
the Credentials made up in Purfes of Cloth 
of Gold, holding them up in his Hand, that 
they might be feen by the People, who 
flocked in great Numbers to foe this En¬ 
try. 

After thefe followed leveral Attendants 
with led Horfes, all richly Harnafled, and 
covered with Embroidered Cloths : Then 
came Zulftgar Effendi the Ambaflador in the 
Emperor’s Coach accompanied with Alex¬ 
ander Maurocordato a Greek , Aflociate to 
Zulftgar , and Interpreter to the Grand Seig¬ 
nior, together with Lacovitz the Imperial 
Interpreter. On the right fide of the Coach 
walked the Ambafladors Footmencloathed 
in Green, and on die left thofc of Maurocordc - 
to, being Rafcians with Liveries of Yellow $ 
all which were followed by a numerous 
Train of Attendants belonging to the Am¬ 
baflador, among!! which there was one 
Coach with the AmbafladorsKinlinan, and 
Senior Tar ft a, chief Interpreter to the State 
of Venice at the Ottoman Port, who were 
likevvife attended with led Horfes and 
Footman. 

In this manner being come to the Gate 
of the Palace, it was permitted only to the 
Ambafladors to enter into the firfl; Court- 
Yard the others alighted at the Draw¬ 
bridge, and walked on Foot to die Stairs j 
whence the Ambafladors, with the Secreta¬ 


ry carrying the Credentials before them, 1689. 
were conducted between the Guards oK^v*^ 
Archers and Halberdiers, po the firft Anti¬ 
chamber, befog followed by great Crowds 
of People. 

In the mean time, whilft diey were af- 
cending the Stairs, His Imperial Majcfly r.». Empr. 
came out of his private Apartment, a nd r ° r f- ated 
entered into the Chamber of Audience, and nrmL 
feared himlelf under a rich Canopy of State 
oppofite to the Entrance into the Chamber, 
having the chief Princes and Minifters of 
State ranked on each Hand according to 
their feveral Degrees and Qualities. Then^, 
were the Ambafladors admitted in, without admitui 
other Attendance than their Secretary, who 
carried the Credentials before them ; they^"" : 
were then conducted to die Foot of the 
Throne, the Turk wearing his Turbant on 
his Head, and Maurocordato carrying- his 
Cap in his Hand, with his Head uncovered 
after the Chriftian manner. Zulftgar Effendi 
having made three very low Bows in his 
approach to His Majefty, took the Creden¬ 
tials into his Hands, ana withanodier pro¬ 
found Obeilance, was offering to prefent 
them; when His Majefty making a Signal 
with his Hand, they were laid on a Side- 
Table near the Chair of State ; and then 
both one and the other kneeled a lit¬ 
tle, and killed the Hem of the Imperial 
Mantle : After which retiring at feme 
diftance back, Zulftgar Effendi made his 
Speech in the Turkijh Language to this 
eftedt. 


The Ambafladors Speech, 

T HE Mofi Puiffant, and Great Emperor 
of the Muffe/men, the Highefi Mo* 
narch of the Univerfe, Sultan Solyman Han, 
Son of Sultan Ibrahim Han, our Lard and 
Mafter, hath fent us to you, who are the Moft 
High, and Moft Glor ious Emperor amongft the 
Chriftian Kings and Princes, to deliver this 
His Imperial Letter to Tou His Friend: The 
Summary Contents of which, is to ftgnifie unto 
Tou , His Exaltation to the Throne of his 
Anceftors, which hath happened in the Tear, 
or Hegeira 1099. on the id Day of the Month 
Meherem: And alfo to put lou in remem¬ 
brance of the ancient Friendfhip, and mutual 
good Correfpondence which puffed between his 
Progenitors .; and Tour famous Predeceffors 
with all Sincerity. And hath commanded ns 
his Servants, to ftgnifie unto Tou His Great 
Friend, the High Rcfpett he bears in His 
Imperial Breaft to the ancient Friendfhip 
which intervened between the Progenitors on 
both fides. May the High God infpire , and 

inftill into the Hearts of both Monarchs, that 
which is profitable and beft for the Devout 
Servants of God. To 
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. i 689. To diis Speech His Imperial Majefty did 

C-OG^not vouchfafe to return an Anfwer by 
Words from his own Mouth ; becaufe that 
as yet no Treaty was begun, nor the leal! 
ftep made thereunto ; and likewife becaufe 
that the Perfons who brought thefe Letters 
were not qualified with the Character of 
Ambafladors, but rather of Meflengers fent 
to prepare the way, in order to a ftridter 
andclofer Treaty; and therefore the Baron 
de Herbert, a Gentleman of the Emperor’s 
Bedchamber, and Councellor of State, by 
Command of the Emperor, returned an 
Anfwer in the maimer folio wing. 

An Anfwer return’d by Baron 
Herbert . 

HE Moft Auguft, Puiffant, and Invin¬ 
cible Emperor of the Romans, Kingof 
Hungary and Bohemia, Arch-Duke of Au- 
liria, &c. Oar Gracious Lord bath heard and 
underflood what hath been moft humbly propo- 
fed to His Sacred Caftarean Majefty, in the 
Name of the Moft Serene, and Moft Powerful 
Prince Sultan Solyman, notifying by Tou His 
Exaltation to the Throne. And whereas Tou 
have made mention of the ancient Friendfhip 
which intervened between the Anceftors of both 
thefe Sublime Monarchs ; Ton are to reflett and 
confider. That it never eniered into the 
Thoughts of His Imperial Majefty to trouble, 
or diffolve that friendly Correfpondence ; but 
would rather moft facredly have continued the 
fame until this very Hour, had he not been 
moft Unjuft ly Attacked, again ft the League, 
and Articles ftipulated, and Sworn by both 
Monarchs , by which the Effuftoit of much Hu¬ 
mane Blood would have been fared. Of all 
which , the Moft Juft God beingWitnefs, hath 
Crowned the Peaceable Mind of Our Moft Au¬ 
guft Emperor with Wonderful Succefs, and 
Glorious Victories. Howfoever the Mind of 
His Imperial Majefty being ft ill inclined to a 
Peace, he refolves fo foon as he (hall have read 
the Contents of the Letter , to give Order un¬ 
to His Minifters to receive and confider what 
farther Propofah (hall be given thereupon, and 
to enter into the Particulars of aTreaty j which 
is all that I am Commanded by my Imperial 
Mafter to fay in this Matter, 

To which Zulftgar Effendi , made this 
Ihort Reply. 

The Ambafladors lleply. 

T HAT tho many times moft grievous 
Wars have arifen between Great Mo¬ 
narchs, yet frequently, even in the heat there¬ 
of a Peace hath unexpectedly enfued. And 


| ivhereas they had been employed and d/fpatch-d 1680 
from the Ottoman Port, on a Work ft X„' - O-YVJ 
ficial and happy to a great part of ALukind, 
they did not doubt, but upon the Treaty 
Conferences fuch Expedients would le U u-ud, 
as would bring all Matters to a happy C, !K lh- 
fion. And farther he f lu id, That Vt had .mo¬ 
ther Letter from the Grand Vizier directed to 
the Prefident of War, befeeching His Majefty 
that he would be pleafed to behold tbs fame 
with a Gracious Eye. 

The Audience being in this manner end- r-.- 
ed, which lafted about the fpnee of half '^ :,- '" r 
an Hour, the Ambafladors ('for lb they^w” 5 
were called in Turkiftfj returned from the 
Palace, in the fame Form as they camc thi¬ 
ther, and conducted to their'Lodgings, 
where at the Charge of the Emperor, a 
moft lumptuous Dinner was provided for 
them, iuflicient ro entertain a Hundred 
Perfons. 

Tho’ the Ceremonies oblerved at this 
Audience, and the Honours and Treatment 
given to thefe Ambafladors, were much in- 
feriour to thole, which had at other times 
been Ihown to Perfons dil patched on the like 
occaflons from the Ottoman Port, yet the 
Concourfe of the People, who are fond of 
new Sights, was not lels numerous • all 
the Streets, Balconies, and Windows, being- 
filled with Spectators, who came to behold 
the mean Reception of the dcbafcd Turks, 
who never came before to beg Peace, but 
with a proud and haughty Behaviour to give 
the Conditions of it. 

The next day the Ambafladors, much 
in the fame manner, were conducted to 
Audience of Count Staremberg, and in his * treaty 
Coach, who was Marlhal, and Vice-Pre- ic ' z " r! ' 
fident of the Suprcam Council of War , 
in the abfence of Prince Herman of Baden, 
who relided at Fatisbonue, in Quality of 
Plenipotentiary for his Imperial Majefty at 
the Diet. The Ambafladors being Intro¬ 
duced into a Chamber of his Palace, and 
caufed to Sit down at a Table oppofite 
again!! him, they delivered the Vizier’s 
Letter to him ; which being Read, after 
fome Complements which pafled on both 
fides, they returned again to their Lodg¬ 
ings. 

The Letters being afterwards Read, and Turks 
Obferved, contrary to the Cuftom of tha 
Proud Nation, to contain unufual Exprel- 
fions of Submiflion, and earneft Defires 
for Peace, the Emperor appointed Four 
Commilfioners to Treat with thefe Am¬ 
bafladors ; Namely, Count Kinnifek Great 
Chancellor of Bohemia , Count Straatman 
Great Chancellor of the Court, the Com- 
miflary General Count Caraffa , and Mar¬ 
lhal Count Staremberg.

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1^.89. Thcfc Commiffioncrs being aflcmbled 
together, with Baron Razimky , Envoy 
Extraordinary from Poland, and the Ca¬ 
valier Frederico Cornaro, Ambaflador from 
the Rcpublick of Venice to the Imperial 
Court, with his Secretary Capello, the 
Fur kith Ambafladors were called to hold a 
Conference with thefe Minifters of the 
Allies, at a Palace belonging to the States 
of the Province of Aujlria ; the which be¬ 
ginning about Ten in the Morning, lafted 
until Three a Clock in the Afternoon : 
After which, fevcral Conferences were held, 
at which Maitrocordato was thechief Speak- 
A’o jhp cr, exprefling himfelf in Latin, and fome- 
'ufduLn times in Italian ; but in fine, Debates 
cfTkcc, ended without making the leaft ftep to- 
^'"'.'“’“/wards the Conclufion of a Peace; for the 
IlmiT Turks, inftead of yielding to any Propofal 
mtJ'h in favour of the Allies, required lome of 
//j. Turks. t hc Conquered Places to be reftored to 
them ; that franftlvania Ihould.pay a Tri¬ 
bute to the Ottoman Port, as formerly ; 
and that the Bloccades fhould immediately 
be taken away from before Canifia and Great 
iVaradiui fo that the Letters from the 
Grand Seignior and Grand Vizier contain¬ 
ing nothing but General Terms, which 
tcllified their Defires of Peace, and their 
Negotiations, and Propofals far from any 
particular Condefccntions, their Actions 
looked, as if they defigned nothing more 
than to gain time, and to hear, and obferve 
what progrefs the French made by their 
Arms in thc Falatinate, and other parts of 
Germany. 

T.uir hpcs Nor indeed were the Turks deceived in 
TT-J P chele Meafures, being fupported by the 
Trench Promifes, and Arms, and without 
prm.jts. VY j lic j 1)t; j ie Furks would have Condefcended 
to any Conditions which the Emperor 
and his Allies might have offered : Not- 
withffanding which,the Faith of the French 
was lb low in the Efteem of the Turks, 
that had the Emperor in that Conjuncture 
propolcd fome little Advantages, which 
might have kept up the Credit of the 
Ottoman Power amongft their own People, 
a Peace would certainly have enfued, 
which fome Years afterwards by the Wiles 
and Artifices of the French could not be 
obtained, nor the Turks inclined thereunto 
by foul or fair means, by overthrows in 
Battle, and lofs of Towns, and a long 
continued Train of Misfortunes; nor by 
mins”* die Mediations of England and Holland , 
bh»c.iF » offered by their refpc&ive Minifters to the 
nytugag p orCj as ma y hereafter be declared ; fo 
that it is an unaccountable piece of Poli¬ 
cy, thc blame of which the World is apt 
to Charge on thc Clergy, and the fecret 
Partilhns of France hidden in the Imperial 
Ci. u nee Is, there being at that time no ap¬ 


parent Reafon why the Applications and 1689. 
Overtures of the Furks were not Embraced, 
and improved to a Peace; For at that time 
the French had entered the Palatinate with 
Fire and Sword ; and their Armies com¬ 
mitting all forts of Hoftility, had entered 
the Archbilhopricks of Mentz, Cologne, 
the Dukedomes of Juliers, Bergue, and 
other Places of Sualia ; fo that now it 
was manifeft, the Emperor had the Wars 
of two mighty Powers to fuftain, which 
had foon overwhelmed all Germany, had 
not a firm Alliance been made between 
England, Spain, Holland, and molt of the • 
Princes of Germany ; which was brought 
about by a mod miraculous Providence ; 
which not being the SubjeCb of this Hi- 
ftory, we lhall turn our Difcourle to¬ 
wards the .Wars againft the Turks', the 
Treaty with whom breaking off, the Ho- 
ftilities on both fides were carried on 
with the fame Fiercenefs and Cruelty as 
before. 

The Turks contrary to their Natural 
Temper, were become extreamly humble, 
and Supplicant, debaftng themfeives to fo 
low, and mean a Degree of Submilfion , 
that the Imperial Minifters fufpedted that 
fome Defign lay covered under their fawn¬ 
ing Expreflions, and over-a&ed Humility : 

All which would have appeared real, had 
not the French encouraged the Divan with 
Prefents, and Promifes of recovering all 
Hungary back, and fomething more, if^rrenoh 
they would only reaflume their Ancient encourage 
Courage, and patiently lupport the Incon- 
veniencc of a War for a few years longer \the mf 
to incline them whereunto, the French lent 
the Turks a Minute Account of all the Vi¬ 
ctories they had obtained over the Ger¬ 
mans, what Cities and Towns they had 
deftroyed, what Devaftations and whac 
Incurfions they had made into the very 
Heart of Germany, with Fire and Sword ; 
by which they had already rendered all 
thofe Provinces on the Rhine, lo weak and 
miferable, that it was iropoflible for them 
to refill the violent Courfe of the French 
Arms, much lefs, when united with the 
Puiflance of the Ottoman Empire. And 
to facilitate this Work, feveral Engines u 
were employed toTamper with the Poles 
and Ambafladors lent to that King; one of a»gof 
which was Monfieur de Bethune , 
was Brother to the Queen of Poland ; Alliance. 
and to quicken, and give life to this Ne¬ 
gotiation, vaft Sums of Money were fenr, 
fufficient to blind and corrupt the Mind of 
an Avaritious Prince ; »and tho’ thele 
means were not productive of a Peace, 
yet they begot fuch cold Motions of War, 
as looked fomething like a Truce, or an 
indifferent Neutrality : And indeed, fe- 
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689. veral Campagnes after this Were carried 
_ on with fo flow a pace, that the Arms of 
Poland came not into the Field until it was 
thsu stf- almoft lealonable to retire from thence ; 
f “s f ‘ and fuch Negligence was praCtifed in their 
Martial Difcipline, that they were com¬ 
monly furprized by the Tartar, and de¬ 
feated : And fo little care taken to pro¬ 
vide the Army with neceflary food for 
Horfe and Man, that in the year 1691, 
fas may hereafter be made appear) all rhe 
Horfes of the Army died, even in the 
very Stables of the King, who was forced 
• afterwards to return home in a Waggon 
drawn by Buffalo’s and Oxen. 

Howfoever nothing was omitted on the 
part of the Emperor to carry forward two 
fuch important Wars, by feveral ways. 
Tut Emp ; . And in the firft place, to fecure the New 
ZTtTt Conquefts, it was thought neceflary, to 
iTulgari- encourage the Bulgarians and Rafcians, who 
ans and had made a Defection from the Turks, and 
Rafcians, f u b m i t ced themfeives intirely to the Ser¬ 
vice of the Emperor ; and as a means to 
fecure thofe People, Count Marfigli, the 
Chief Director and Surveyor of the For¬ 
tifications, was difpatched to ereCt a For- 
trefs in fome Place or other, the molt con¬ 
venient for Defence and Protection of thofe 
People; for which no place could be fi- 
tuate fo advantageoufly as that of the 
Iron-Gate ; which would very much have 
fecured the Chriftian Conquefts, and been 
a good Frontier, between which and Adri- 
anople there was not the leaft Fortification 
in all that vaft Country ; nor from thence 
tp the very Walls of Conftantinople. 

" Tho’ the Emperor was greatly burdened 
by a War againft France, and at the fame 
time againft the Turk, yet all Care was 
taken both in one and the other. The 
Imperial Chamber iflued out vaft Sums to 
Recruit the Militia in Hungary, to Re- 
»/i afrainft mount their Artillery , and provide all 
"Turks-forts of Ammunition and Provifions for 
the next Campagne, with which the Ma¬ 
gazines both in Servia and Sclavonia were 
fupplied; asalfo Carriages, Bridges, Boats, 
and all forts of Warlike Preparations,which 
were carried on by the great Induftry of 
Count Caraffa, Comraiflary-General. 

In the mean time the Turks made conti¬ 
nual Incurfions into Bofnia, along the fides 
of the Rivers Unna, and Culpa, but with¬ 
out much Succefs ; they being on all fides 
ftreightned in their Quarters, and Marches 
by the Germans. For Piciolomini having 
notice, that the Palha of Bofnia defigned 
to over-run all the Country near the Save , 
detached fome Parties of Hungarians and 
Germans from the Garrifon. of Proot, to 
difeover the Actions of the Turks; and 
being in the nighc time advanced fome 


Leagues into the Enemies Country, they n'.oy. 
furprized the Town of Lijnia , and let 
Fire to it, and killed all the Garrifon, 
cpnfifting of 500 men , fome few only 
excepted, which they carried away Pri- 
foners. 

But the Confufion at the Ottoman Court A 
was 'much greater, by reafon of a new«« a Alia. 
Rebellion in Afia carried on by Tedic a 
famous Robber in that Country, and Part¬ 
ner with Teghen Pajha, whom we mentioned 
in our Treatife of the laft Year ; the 
which, continued for fome time before it 
was appeafed, and Tedic cut off: But be¬ 
fore we touch upon that Story, it will be 
neceflary to declare the Fate of Teghen, 
who had forced himfelf upon the Govern¬ 
ment, and obliged the Vizier to Create 
him Seraskier, which happened in this 
manner. 

After that Teghen had fled from Belgrade, 
he quarrelled with Noradin Galga, Son of n, e r„., 
the Tartar Chan ; upon which, JS'oradin be- teghen. 
ing a Man of a high Spirit, called him 
Coward, and pitiful, meanfpiritedRalcai, 
fit for nothing but to Command a Band of 
Thieves and Robbers ; at which Teghen, 
who looked on himfelf as Seraskier, or 
General of the Army, was lb enraged, 
that Ihaking his Topuz at him, (which is a 
kind of Iron-Mace, carried by the Turks U'hnisthc 
on the fide of their Horfes Saddle) cauled O' - - F 
him to be Strangled before the Eyes of Tarraiy ' 
many of the principal Men belonging to 
the Tartarian Court. 

The News of this Affront and Outrage 
committed on the Son, the very hopes of 
the Houfe, highly enraged the Chan his 
Father; who ftudying Night and Day a The Father 
Revenge, wrote to the Grand Signior and 
Grand Vizier, in the moft relenting Terms 
poflible againft Teghen, urging, that that 
infolent and unhumane Robber was to be 
deftroyed, witnout which, the Caule of 
the Muflelmen could not be Blcfled, nor 
any Fortune be expected againft their Ene¬ 
mies. 

But the Grand Vfzier thinking himfelf 
under fome Obligations to Teghen, who 
had the Year before faved his life before 
Niffa; when the Janifaries mutinying for 
want of Pay, (he being then Janizar-Aga) 
confpired to Strangle him : In remem- Grand 
branCe of which, being now advanced to ir tzier f a<i 
the fubiime Office of Grand Vizier, he 
endeavoured to fweetan the matter, and hen ‘ 
render the cafe of Teghen as plaufible as 
might be. But fuch was the Misfortune 
of Teghen, that the Tartar Chan coming 
in Perlbn to Adrianople, to confult on fuch 
Meafures as were neceflary to be taken 
for the fucceeding Campagne; he fell on 
his Quarrel with Teghen, who had put 
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,6 Bq. his Son to Death, urging to the Divan, 
that there was an unavoidable neceflity tor 
putting Ycghen to Death, as the Caufe and 
Fomcnrer of all the Mutinies in the Army, 
and the Rebellions in Afta. 

Ten hen being advifed by his Friends, 
and ^Correspondents , of which he had 
many at the Ottoman Court, of the Com¬ 
plaints and Endeavours of the Tartar Chan 
againft hi hi',' found himfelf not only there¬ 
by defeated of his expected Confirmation 
in the Office of Serasluer, but in danger 
of the Evil which the Wiles and Accufa- 
tions of an irreconcilable Enemy at the 
Court might bring upon him. Wherefore 
v - I „ abandoning himfelf to Defpair, he began 
again to pradtit'c all forts of Villainy, to 
fi : - *f r ob Villages and Towns, entertaining all 
nutria. for[s of £ 0 kp ers ^ Murderers, and Peo¬ 
ple accuftomed to Spoil, arrogating to 
himfelf a power of creating Palha’s, and 
exercifing all forts of Violence and Cru¬ 
elty upon the Inhabitants of Romelia, or 
Greece. And moreover he wrote to his 
Friends and Acquaintance in Afia, parti¬ 
cularly to Tedic. 'to Declare in favour of 
his Caufe, which was alio fupported by 
the Authority ol the Gi and Vizier. 
cr-mmmui! But the Grand Seignior and the Divan 
'Tit?" entertaining Sentiments different to thofe 
of the Vizier, coniulting the neceffity 
W“...there was of gratifying the Chan, iflued 
ohaT "’’immediate Orders to the Pallia of Sofia to 
fupprefs the Incurfions of Teghen, and to 
Call to his Adiflancc the Mefiran, which 
are like our Trained-Bands, or Militia of 
the Country, to feize, and take, either 
Dead or Alive, this Teghen Pallia, who 
had violated the Laws of their Prophet 
Mahomet , and encouraged and fomented 
all the Rebellions in Aji.i.

droven hard, would endeavour to Ihelter 
himfelf in Alb.mii, under protection of 
this Mamoot Bei ; means were contrived 
beforc-hand , with a thoufand fair Pro- 
mifes made to Mamoot Bei , that when- 
foever Tegh.-n Ihould come for Refuge un¬ 
der his Command , that he Ihould do 
that Service to the Sultan, as to betray 
him, or cut him off". Accordingly Teghen 
putting himfelf into the hands of his anci¬ 
ent Comrade, Mamoot, was received by him 
with outward Joy, and the molt Endearing 


Terms of Love, and real Sincerity, that » 
could be exprefled, and defiring him tou'y . 
continue with him for fome days, he prb- 
mifed him all fecurity, to joyn with hirti 
in his Adventures, and to run with him 
all the hazards of his Fortune ; and fo 
continued to Comfort and Encourage him, 
until all his Troops being got together, Mamc .- 
when one Night being in Confultation with Bei™-• .? 
Teghen , in what manner they mighc with 6 "**" 1 
moft Advantage annoy the Porr, Orders 
were privately given to the Domeftick 
Servants to fall upon him, which was ac¬ 
cordingly executed, and his Head on a 
fudden taken from his Shoulders, with the 
Heads of many of his Followers, which 
were immediately difpatched by Mamoot to 
the Port, for a Teftimony of his Fidelity 
to the Sultan, and in Reward thereof to 
Challenge the Promifes which had been 
made him. 

In the Month of September laft, as we 
have already related, News was brought 
to the Port, that the Diforders in Afia in- 
creafed, where the Robbers appeared in 
great Bodies, Commanded in chief by 
Tedic , and encouraged by Teghen, who 
lent Commiffions over to his Kinfman^Afla 
Tedic , by which fuch numbers of Rob-Yedic. 
bers aflembled from all Parts, that all the 
Country was fpoiled and laid wafte by 
them; and the People being fled, there 
was nothing but Rapine and Violence in 
all Places. To fupprefs thefe Diforders, 
Commands were fenc by the Vizier, to 
the Pafhas and Governors ; but thefe Of¬ 
ficers were fo far from being able to Exe¬ 
cute them, that they returned back ftripped 
arid plundered. Whereupon new Mea- 
fures were taken to pacifie thefe Muti¬ 
neers or Robbers rather, with Promifes, 
that Teghen fhouid be created General of 
the Army, and that thefe Troops now in 
Afia Ihould be palled over into Hungary, 
there to Fight under the Command and 
Conduct of their Beloved Teghen, where 
they all hoped to be made Pama’s. But 
whilft thefe Mutineers were preparing to 
march into Europe , News came to the 
Grand Signior of the Death of Teghen, 
with many of his Followers; the which 
was confirmed by the undoubted Evidence 
of their Heads, which were laid at the 
Feet of the Sultan. This particular A€ti- 
on changed the whole Scheme of the 
Turkifl) Councils ; and all the foft Pro¬ 
miles made to Tedic , were changed into 
Vengeance and Punilhment, Orders being giwnto 
given to the Chimacam, not only to op- Yedic * 
pofe and hinder the paffage of the Afiaticks 
into Europe, but to Fight and Defeat them 
them in their own Country. By this time 
a great Party of thefe Rebels were come

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_ 1689. very near to Scutari, and fcartered in the 
adjacent Villages, where remaining with 
all lecurity, not having as yet received the 
fetal News of the Deach of Teghen ; when 
Order of the Chimacam, fome of the 
Troops quartered on the fide of 
a. Scutari, fell upon them, and by furprize, 
entirely defeated them , fome of which 
were drowned in the Sea, and others kil¬ 
led by the Sword: Thole who were al¬ 
ready parted over to Confiantinople , hearing 
of this Difafter , and the Fate of Teghen, 
retired back into Afia, and recounted thofe 
unhappy Stories to Tedic, who was upon 
his March to follow his advanced Troops. 
Upon this News, Tedic, and his Compa¬ 
nions, defpairing of all hopes of Pardon, 
declared themfclves more openly Rebels 
than before; fo that aflembling all the 
Scum and Rafcality of the People, to the 
Yedic number of about 6000 Men, they marched 
PiHftr U cowards Prufa in Bithynia , pillaging, de- 
ftroying, and ruining all in the way be¬ 
fore them : So chat there was no partage 
for any, unlefs Emirs or Green-Heads, 
mounted on Mules and Afles with Pack- 
Saddles. 

The Ottoman Court, which lately by the 
Death of Teghen, and the Defeat of fo 
many Troops near Scutari, thought all 
things now fafe and fecure from the Afia- 
tick Rebellion, were again ftrangeJy fur- 
prized with a Confternation to hear that 
the Rebellion increafed, and grew hotter 
than before ; to fupprefs which, a Palha 
was fent to Prufa to raife the Nefiran, 
who had the Forcune at firft to Defeat a 
confiderable Body of the Enemy ; but be¬ 
ing a Perlon of no Expedience in the War, 
and ignorant of Martial Dilcipline, he un¬ 
fortunately engaged With a more expert 
M de. Bod y c h e Rebels, by whom he was de» 
feats, the feated, and made a miferable Sacrifice to 
p ‘ jU the Fury and Revenge of Tedic ; who 
killed and made Prifoners, all the Forces 
of the Palha. 

Tedic being encouraged with this un¬ 
expected Succefs, caufed himfelf to be 
Declared Proclaimed, King and Soveraign of Ana- 
Anatolia, tolia 5 a . nd h b his Arbitrary Power, laying 
bepeges ’ Impofitions, and exacting Contributions 
Angora. f rC m all Cities and Towns of that Coun¬ 
try, he laid Siege to Angora, a rich City, 
famous For the Trade of Grogram Yarn, 
who would net fubmit it felf to the Ty¬ 
ranny and Plunder of Tedic: Of which 
the Englijh and other Merchants at Smyrna 
took fuch an Alarm, not knowing but 
that the Rebels, encouraged with the Riches 
and Opennel's of the Town, without any 
Walls or Fortifications, might march thi¬ 
ther ; they Packed up all their Goods, 
and put themfelves in a readinefs to fly 


on Shipboard when any Danger approached, 1689. 
where they might remain out of all dan- 
ger or Violence either to their Perlons or 
Effaces. 

The People of Angora, being in a Con¬ 
dition not long to withftand a Siege, and 
Defpairing of all Relief from the Ottoman Angora 
Port, made their Compofition with Tedic,tw? 
and Ranfomed their Town from Plunder, 
by the Payment of 80 Purfes of Monev, 
each Purfe containing 5:00 Dollars. 

This unhappy State of Affairs, fug- 
gefted unto the Turkijh Governors their 
old Methods of fair Promifes, and fmooth 
Words to work upon the Affuftions of 
Tedic and his Complices, alluring them 
all of Pardon and Reward in caie they *•- n ids 
would return to their Duty : But t\\cFc r fij'; : fif ■ 
being a lort of rough Villains, bred up i nurZft 
Rapine and Violence, who were C011- 
feious that they could never meric a Par¬ 
don, and had tranfgreflcd beyond all Hopes 
of ever being trufted, they no fooncr 
heard the fawning Words of the Grand 
Seignior’s Grace and Favour pronounced 
towards them, but with one Confenc they 
cryed out loudly againft it, faying, Thac 
they had learned not to be Cheated and 
Betrayed like Teghen, and their Brethren 
near Scutari. And that their Rebellion 
might carry a good Face, and fome Rea- 
fon with it, Tedic and his Complices de¬ 
clared, Thac they rook not up Arms for 
Spoil, or Disaffection to the Grand Seig¬ 
nior, but out of pure Zeal to Religion, 
and true Profeflion of the Mahometan Law, 
which the prefent Governors had milera- 
bly corrupted: In Defence of which he 
Summoned all the People and Inhabitants 
of Anatolia to come in under his Standard, 
and joyn with them to Reform the Abufes 
of the Government and State.

Frenchmen, who being convidted by courle 
of Jullice, were fentcnced, as Incendiaries, 
to be call into the Fire, and committed to 
the Flames. The which Tryals and Proofs 
being produced, and laid before the Council 
of State, extorted from the benign Nature 
of His Imperial Majefty, a Severe Edidt 
for Banilhing all the French out of his Do- retrench 
minions, unlefs fuch as had been Naturali- 
zed, or for thefpace of 10 Years paft, could Empire?' 
prove their Abode, or Refidence with their 
Wives, eftablilhed in fome City, were all, 
without any exception, to depart in the 
lpace of 14 Days. The which Edidt, how 
fevere lbever it might feem at another time, 
was in die prefent Conjundture no lefs dian 
neceflary, when the French Nation was 
crept into every City and Country, and

reported. That die Turks were aflembling

At this Palanca I 
lodged one Night, as I remember, which is 
no other than a ffoall Iortrels built of Stone 
in a Woody and a Delolatc Country, at the 
Charge of one Haffan Pajha , with intent 
only to cover a Chan, or Inn for Reception 
of Travellers, and their Goods, from Spoil¬ 
ers and Robbers, which often infefted that 
place, where notw ithllanding by means of 
this Fort, Garrilon’d by 60 Soldiers, Stran¬ 
gers may lleep, and remain fecure from 
Robbers. 

The Mefienger being returned from Hoff- 
kirchen , brought Intelligence that the Turks 
were neither lb numerous, and ftrong, nor 
fo near, as common Fame reported: And 
they only appeared lometimes in Parties 
on the River Morava , but with Ibme Care, 
and Caution in apprehenfion of the Ger¬ 
mans, whole Numbers tho’ they knew not, 
yet they were fenfible enough of their Va¬ 
lour and Vigilance. This News, and the 
V,:rcT.ini Conjunction with the Militia of Veterani 
cokmvn'i an< ^ Piccolomini, greatly encouraged, and 
animated the Prince; and more elpecially, 
/'■.Lewis, becaulc that Piccolomini had palled a Bridge' 
over the Save, between Belgrade and Sawaz, 
for the more commodious Tranlportation 
of Ammunition, and Victuals, which came 
from the Parts of Hungary. 

In the mean time Tekelt did not remain 
idle, but made lev crallncurfions, with de¬ 
sign to relieve Temefivaer, Giula, and Wara- 
d/ne, which were ftreightly blocked up by 
thelmperialifts : In which, tho’he did not 
fuccecd, yet having joyned with the Pallia 
of Silijlr/a , he fell upon Fetiflau , a Garri-

tion, and being made Prifoners, leveral of

About the lame time, Count Corbelli 
made a Detachment of 1000 Hey dukes, from 
the Blockade of Waradine, who approaching 
near the Walls with intention to carry off 
the Cattle which were feeding thereabouts, 
they were lb furioully attacked by the Ene- * 00 He y- 
my, that before they could retreat, theyfiK* 
loir 300 of their Men, and amongft the Turks - 
reft Captain Tugnochy, a Valiant Soldier, 
who the laft Year had fignalized himfelf on 
various occafions againft the Turks. 

This Lois was loon afterwards recompen¬ 
sed by the Succefs which the Croats gained 
upon the Turks ; who having formed a Bo¬ 
dy of about 8000 Men, intended to fpbil 
all the Country round about Coflanovitza, 
near the River Unna. On the other fide 
the Croats, to the Number of zooo Men, 
under the Command of Count Drafcovitz , 
marched againft them, with defign rather to 
view die Countenance of the Enemy, dian 
to give them.

Notwithftanding this great difad- 
vantage in Numbers, the Germans being 
Spirited with Defires of farther Glory, and 
the meaner l'ort of them with hopes of 
r.n Gcr- p re y anc j Bor ty, and all confiding in a con- 
urmthtir tinual Courle and Run of Fortune, boldly 
Encniu. proceeded on their March,having the Turks 
in Contempt, whom they had lb often o- 
verthrown and defeated. 

The truth is, the Turks were in a bad 
Q ran y Condition both at Home and Abroad ; the 
rfJgZ Grand Vizier himfelf durfl not appear in 
mi u the Perfon in the Field, leaf! his Enemies at 
Wnr ' home fhould luggeft Matters to the Sultan 
in his Abfence, which might coft him his 
Head, or the Lofs of his Office .• And in¬ 
deed the Army was fo inconfiderable this 
Year, that it fcemed beneath the Dignity 
of a Grand Vizier to appear in the Field, 
With other than a Royal Army, which was 
ever reckoned at 100000 Men; to which it 
was much inferior, and fcarce did.arife to 
half the Number. For the Tartar Chan ex- 
cufed his joyning with the Turkijh Army 
this Year, by reafon of die Alarms given 
them by-the Mufcovites , who in vaft Num¬ 
bers threatned their Country, and were on 
the Frontiers ready to enter with Fire and 
Sword. The Militia alfo of Aleppo, Da-

This Succels fo encouraged the Germans, 
that Prince Lewis to improve tills Advan- 
tage to an entire Victory, refolved to de¬ 
feat and thwart the Defigns of the Son of 
the Tartar Chan, (who lay encamped on 
die other fide of the River) by falling 
upon him before he could come to joyn 
with the Turkijb .

Upon this Intelligence the Generals were in 
great hopes of gaining an entire Victory, if

And here it was thought fit to take 
Breath a while, and enter into Conlultati- 
bn, whether it were advifeable to profecute 
the Victory farther, or not, andpurfuethe 
Enemy, who had again polled themfelves 
with more advantage in another Trench a- 
bout 3 or 400 Paces behind the former, and 
which was much ftronger, being encompaf 
fed with a deep Ditch of Water, and only 
acceffible in one place, which the Turks con¬ 
tinued to fortifie without any fear or appre- 
henfion of danger. 

Upon due confideration of the ftrength 
nttock mi of the place, and the Difficulties of an At- 
i^Turks. tack, it was concluded that an Attempt was 
to be hazarded, and that with all expediti¬ 
on, and without lofs of time: Accordingly 
the Prince ordered that the firft Trench 
fhould be levelled for the more eafie paflage 
of the Horfe ; and that Count Piccolomini 
(to whom the Command of the Van-guard 
was that Day committed) fhould advance 
with feme Regiments of Horfe, and fome 
Battalions of Foot, and put himfelf into 
Battalia before the Trench; and Count 
} ‘alfi with his Regiment of Heydukes, was or¬ 
dered to take the left Hand by way of the 
Wood, and to found all his Drums, and 
Hautboys, and other Inftruments, making 
the greateft ndife he was able in the. Wood, 
and to give an Alarm, as if fome great 
Body were in motion, to Attack them 
in the Rear, wliich would ferve to put 


them into greater Confternation and Dif- 1680. 
order. 

Matters being thus wifely ordered, Pic- 
colomini began to advance in Battalia, and 
the Enemy endeavoured to rcpulfe him 
with their Camion ; but when they obfer- 
ved that the Germans without fear of their 
Fire, advanced ftill refolutely upon them, 
and gained ground ; and that the Heydukes r, :e Turks 
came on delperately to the left; fo fearing^ l 0 ,? 1 * 
to be engaged in the midft, they abandoned tolch,n ' 
this their laft advantageous Poft, and with 
great Diforder marched through thick 
Woods to their Camp at Patojchin. 

This Cowardly Flight of the Turks inlpi- 
red new Courage into the CbriJ/iar.s to pur- 
foe them to their ultimate Retirement; 
wliich they had done to the entire Defini¬ 
tion of the Enemy, but that the Way was 
fo narrow, that they were forced to break’ 
their Ranks, and march one after the other, 
wliich loft much time, and gave the Turks 
means toefcape, and the Janizaries having 
Horfes ready Sadled, notably advanced in 
their Flight; but Baron Zant having Or¬ 
ders to purfue the Rear-Guard of the Ene¬ 
my, being joyned with die Reginients of 
Sarau, and Kifel , they overtook many of 
them in the Woods, and purlued the reft to 
their very Camp; after which, thefe Co¬ 
lonels not having Orders to follow the E- 
nemy farther, who were zyooo ftrong, be¬ 
fides thofe which ftraggled in the Woods, 
they betook themfelves to the rifing of a 
Hill, where they halted until Prince Lewis 
came up to them with the grofs Body of 
his Cavalry, and then the Turks fled with 
Diforder and Precipitation, as the Germans 
purfued with greater Heat and Courage; 
and had not the Woods been thick, and the 
Germans ignorant of the Ways and Paflages, 
they had made a molt terrible Slaughter, 
to the entire Defeat and DeftruCtion of the 
Turkijb Army. Howfoever Prince Lewis 
continued the Purliiit with fome Parties of 
Horfe, under the Command of Colonel 
Zant ; who gave fo frightful an Alarm to 
the Turks , that forfeking their Camp with ^their' 
Fear and Confternation, they left all their 
Cannon, Ammunition, and Provifions to 
the Difpofel of the Enemy. 

In.the Camp they found ioj pieces of 
Brafs Cannon, and three Mortars, with 
great Numbers of Bombs, Granadoes, Pow¬ 
der, and all forts of Warlike Ammunition, 
and Provifions, with their Camels, Oxen, 
Buffalos, and Tents; and in fhort all their ^ Ce[ 
Baggage became a Prey to the Victorious 
Germans , whilft the timorous Turks fled i n fil* 
much Confufion towards Jagodina and Kra- 
kolovetz ; and many of them w r ere taken up 
on the Way by the Hungarians , Hufjars and 
Rafciatts.

T Hat he Ihould ufe his utmoft Endea¬ 
vours to Conclude a Peace, fomuch 
defired by all the People; who notwich- 
ftanding the many Arguments, Allure¬ 
ments, and fair Promites of the French to 
the contrary, would not truft to that Na¬ 
tion, which had been falfe to them in all 
Ages, and now alfo endeavoured to en¬ 
tertain them with a thoufand falfe Hopes.

The Germans gained greater Honour by 
this ACtion than by any other of, this 


Summer’s Expedition ; for their Forces 1689. 
were few, and the Enemies fought with 
more Refolution and Bravery than they had 0£bcbcr - 
done in any former Engagement; for in 
none were more killed , and wounded than 
in this. Count Veterani received a Wound 
with a Musket-(hot, and Count 7 raut- 
manfdorj with a Scimecar, and both in 
the Head; and Baron Orlzch, a Lieutenant 
Colonel, was killed on the place. 

But as yet the Cadle of Widin held out, 
for which reafon the Soldiers kept a watch 
about it all Night, that the Defendants 
might not have an opportunity to make 
their Efcape. 

The next Morning the Caflle was fum- 
moned, but no Anfvver being given, the 
Prince font a Turk to the Commander, to 
let him know, That unlefs he did Sur- 7 ^ T Urkj 
render up the Caflle and Garrifon that/jfc*, 
very Day, he was not to cxpcCt any Quar 
ter, or Conditions of Mercy. It was not VVl<J,n 
long before the Turk returned from the 
Caflle, with a fierce Anfwer from the Go- 
vernour. That he and his Companions 
were refolved to defend the Caflle to the 
laft drop of their Blood. Prince Lewis 
was not a little djfplcafod ac this Anfwer, 
becaufe for want of Provifions he was in 
fome hafte to remove his Camp ; bur noc 
to leave fuch a neceflary Work as tl»is 
imperfeCt, he immediately difpatched a- 
way to Semendria, for Cannon, Mortars, 
and Ammunition ; And having raifed on 
the 16th of Ottober, a Battery, he plied 
the Caflle fo hard, that the Turks fpread 
a white Flag and came to Capitulations, 
which were foon agreed, upon Terms 
That the Garrifon and People therein din /ns-- 
might march forth with all their Goods : re ’“ krs - 
for Carriage of which, 30 Boats were to 
be affigned them ; but in regard Boats 
were not to be procured, 200 Carrs were 'oTfe 
provided in the place thereof; So that on ™ arch c:it - 
the 19th of Ottober, 25-5-9 Soldiers, all 
Armed, with about as many Inhabitants, 
marched out of the place, which were 
Convoyed by 200 Dragoons towards A^- 
copolis ; and the Hoftages being committed 
to (afe Cuftody, five Companies of the 
Regiment of Dunghen , were placed there¬ 
in for a Garrifon. 

Upon the Report only of the march of 
the Imperialifts towards Widin, Tekeli a - 
bandoned the City, tho’ he had a (lately 
Houfe therein, and very well furnifhed;

Count Piccolomini to Prince Lewis. 

I F Tour Mnft Serene Highuefs fhall he plea- 
fed to return me hack all Tour Army, I 
can here give them Quarters and good Subfi- 
Jlence. The Albanians of Clementa have fent 
their Deputies to me, with Propofals to fub- 
mit unto the Emperor , with whom 1 am now in 
Treaty. The Albanians under the Turks have 
done the like , and have offered to fur render 
unto me all their Caftles. I have fummoned 
all the Greek Communities to come unto me • 
and I have fent the Draughts of the Imperial 
Efcutcheon, or Arms , which I brought painted 
from Vienna to be affixed andJet up in every 
Town and City: And I hope fpeedily to bring 
all the Countries from Scutari to Novibafiar 
under fubjett ion. Upon thefe Succeffes, I hear 
that Mamut Pallia is fled, and I have fent to 
feekforhis Horfe-Tail which the Vizier gave 
him. The City of Prifleren being abandoned 
by its Inhabitants, I intend to make uje there¬ 
of. Ten Thoufand Rafcians with Arms in their 
Hands are come in to me without any Head or 
Commander , with intention to rob, and live 
on Violence and Rap in. / know not what to do 
with thefe Wild Beafls , for upon pretence of 
coming in to us, I know not how to refrain 
them, tho' they ruine andfpoil all the Country, 
and put me inta fome Fears and Apprehenfions 
for them, whilf their Outrages affright others 
from coming in. To difmifs them out of our 
Army, / fear fomething worfe, and to keep 
them, is to fuffer them to deftroy all. I am 
going to the Pafs of Cavinigh, intending to 
fecure my Jelf on every fide. How I may fucceed 
at Ufcopia I do not as yet knout. Our People 
lately difeoveredgreat Numbers of Turks af- 
fembled together in the Caftie of Novibord, 
which is upon the Mountains, ivbo upon our 
Summons fur rendered at diferetion.

zey and Panza. And tho’ the Sicknefs ofpkcolo- 
Piccolomini increafed upon him, which fome 
People termed the Plague; yet liis adive ttvarAt 
Soul ftrughng with the Diflemper, he took P«fferen, 
a March with his own Regiment, and that 
1 of Stirum , with two pieces of Cannon, to- 
I wards Albania , to difeover and inform him¬ 
felf what his Lieutenant Colonel the Baron 
of Hebersburg had adted in Prifferen widi 
his Albanians : Whilfl he was in this March Novemb. 
his Fever increafed, lo that he was con- 
ftrained to reft a while with his Army at 
Capufchrnit , where he received advice, that 
Lieutenant Colonel Maursberg of the Regi¬ 
ment of Stirum , had poflefled himfelf of 
the Caftle of Panza; but that the other of 
Zwetzey, being fituate on a Rock, refufed 
to Surrender, unlefs compelled thereunto 
by Fire and Cannon. 

' Tho' the Difeafe of Ficcolomini increafed, 
yet he could not be perfvvaded to take a 
longer reft and repofe, which is neceflary 
in Fevers ; but being full of Zeal, and de¬ 
fire of Triumph, he marched with his Re¬ 
giments towards Fanni; on the way to And t* 
which, Advices came to him, That the ™ nn, ‘ 
Commander of Pyrotk, with a Party of Ger- The a,*, 
mans, and Zoo Hujfars , had taken the Field 
in the Enemies Country, where at the firft/«»* iyoo 
they had the good fortune to defeat a Party Turks - 
of 1500 Turks, which they found encamp¬ 
ed near Dragoman , a place diftant about fix 
or feven Hours from Sophia, where they 
had polled tliemfelves, to obferve the Mo¬ 
tions of thelmperial Forces ; but that foon 
afterwards the Turks being Alarm d in all 
their Quarters near Sophia, they appeared 
in feveral Bodies on both fidesof the Moun¬ 
tain, with Referves both of Turks and Tar- the 
tars ; and having with their Numbers fur-g^; 
rounded the Germans , after a great Slaugh- Drago- 
teronboth fides, the Chriftians were forced man. 
to give back, and betake tliemfelves to 
I Flight. 

To repair the damage, and prevent the 
I ill Confequences of this Surprize, Piccolo- 
mini without any delay difpatched pofitive 
Orders to Colonel Straffer , to defift from 
his Enterprifes in Bofnia, and return to Nif- 
fa , leaft the Enemy encouraged by this 
Suceefs, Ihould adventure to make an At¬ 
tempt upon that place. . 

In the mean time f iccolomini continuing 
his March, on the 6th of this Month came piccolo- 
early in the Morning under the WaUs of~- 
Prifferen, where he was met by the Arch- ren> 
bifhop of Albania, and the Patriarch of ele¬ 
mental 
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1689. menta, carrying a Standard in which a Crofs 
yv'V was painted,and followed by 8000 Arnovts, 
ovrem • Geeeks of Albania, Turks , and Chriftians, 
with other Natives of thole Countries ; 
. who having given their Salvoes with three 
Vollies of Muskets, they joyned with the 
Germans , declaring their Refolutions to 
live and die with them in the common 
Caule. 

Count Ficcolomini , tho’ in a languilhing 
Coiiditibn, was yet much relieved by luch 
a furprifing appearance of People, who came 
with humble fubmilfion to devote them- 
lelves to the Imperial Soveraignty, but be¬ 
ing acquainted with the unfetled and volu¬ 
ble Temper of that People, he knew not 
what to think.of this fuddain Revolution, 
until he had firft latisfied himfelf by the 
Archbilhop, and fome of the Officers, (who 
were the firft of thole that were come in) 
that this People would prove obedient, and 
conftant to the Emperor’s Intereft; with 
which Report Ficcolomini remaining latisfi- 
Tht Ar- cd, he caufed all the Soldiers to be lifted 
•“““/# unc ler his Banner; with this Temperament 
t ™je uct. ] 10W gj ever , t j iat t } 10 (g vv [ l0 were defirous 
to retire, and five hke orderly Citizens 
within the Walls of Towns, or in the Fields 
to cultivate the Ground, Ihould have a free 
liberty lb to do, and be protected by the 
Imperial Arms: But as to thole who were 
willing to follow the Camp, and be formed 
into regular Troops, Ihould be obliged to 
And farm- take the Military Oath, binding tliemfelves 
anno rc. to a ]| Obedience .and Refped towards their 
Triepi. Commanders, and to live according to the 
rigour and exadt Rules of Military Dilci- 
pline. 

So loon as Ficcolomini had made this De¬ 
claration, and given this Charge to the new 
Soldiery, his Difeafe increafed upon him, 
of which being fenfible, he fent to the 
Archbilhop to perform all thofe Offices, 
which were to be done in the time of the 
Piccolo- A % 0n y ’ which being adminiftred with 
mini's ' great Devotion, this brave General expired 
Death, his laft, to the unexpreffible Lamentation of 
the whole Army, and Sorrow of the Impe¬ 
rial Court. 

The Command and Government of all 
Dttemb. c k e Conquered Countries, having beenpro- 
mifed to General Veterani, upon News of 
the Death of Ficcolomini , he prepared to 
take poftelfion thereof; but in rite mean time 
that the Army might not be deftitute of a 
General, the Conduct thereof was commit- 
Hoift ° f ted t0 tliecare of Prince of Holjlein , to 
c ZmSl maintain and fupport the Conquefts of 
,! >‘Army. thofe parts, until Veterani Ihould come and 
take poftelfion thereof 

Thus ended the Campaign of 1689, glo¬ 
rious in the whole progrefs thereof to the 
Imperial Arms, theVi&ories whereof over 


the Turks being Pearce to be numbred, filled 1680 
Vienna, and the Hereditary Countries with 
Joy and Triumph. And here it had been Deccmb - 
happy for the Empire, and all Europe, had 
the Germans fixed the Conclufion of the 
War at this period, before the Air of For¬ 
tune, which had blown for fome Years with 
a profperous Gale in favour of die Ger- 
had changed her Kindnels, which we 
wall find in die following Year inconftant 
and favouring die Enterprize of the Turks. 

It is a moll unaccountable Infatuation, Thar 
the Imperial Court, oblerving before their 
Eyes the vaft Preparations of France to at- Muftapha 
tack the Empire, Ihould not have endea - A&a com£i 
voured to quench the Fire of War on one 
lide, an Opportunity for which lb fairly ofr T P( * ce - 
fored it felf, by the Arrival of Mujtapha 
Aga, fent with Letters from the Ottoman 
Port to the Turkijh Ambafladors detained 
in the Caftle of PuttenAorj; to renew the 
Treaty, which had for fome time been laid 
afide. 

The Imperial Court was at diis time at 
Aufpurg bulled in the Election and Coro¬ 
nation of the King of the Romans ; and 
therefore the Emperor appointed Count 
Quint into Jergher, Knight of the Golden- 
Fleece, and Counlellor of State, and Lord 
Lieutenant of the Hereditary Countries of 
Aujlria; together with Baron Dorjch Secre¬ 
tary and Counlellor of War, to enter into 
Conference with the Turkijh Ambafladors; 
to whom allb was joyned the Cavalier Gi¬ 
rolamo Venter, who was Ambafladorto the 
Emperor from Venice , and there attending 
the Intereft of that Repubiick, in regard to 
this Treaty. But before the Turks would 
enter into the Particulars, they dilpatched 
a certain Bey to the Congrels, with fome 
Confiderations and Reflections which might 
reprefent the State and Temper of the Ot¬ 
toman Empire, not to remain in fo vile and 
debaled an Eftate, as to beg a Peace; but 
that they were Hill able with their Swords 
in their Hands to Treat, and in cafe of fai¬ 
lure of an Agreement, to maintain a 
War. The Confiderations offered were 
thefe. 

Confiderations Offered bythe'T\xxk%, 

I. 

T HAT they Ihould conceive a right 
Notion of the great Power of the 
Ottoman Port. 

II. That the Chrijlians favoured rather 
by Fortune, than by the ftrength of their 
own Power, had gained all thofe Victories 
of which they now Triumph.

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III. That all the Infurrcdtions in Afia, 
and Civil Commotions amongft themfelves 
were now appealed. 

IV. That the Sultan had diminiflied 
much of his Expences, and reduced the 
Number of ufclels Officers in his Seraglio, 
whereby vail Sums were fpared for Main¬ 
tenance of the War. 

V. That the Taxes on the People, were 
raifed from five Dollars on every Houle, un¬ 
to a hundred. 

VI. That it might now be hoped, that 
the Anger of God being appealed for the 
Sins of the Believers, the Cbrijtians turn 
would Ihortly come, when they alio Ihould 
be puniflied for their Offences. 

VII. That the Ottoman Empire was Hill 
powerful, both in Men and Money. 

VIII. That the Sultan would in lieu of 
Belgrade, which upon the Peace mull be 
iiirrendered, that the Sate might be made 
the Confines of both Empires, yield up to 
the Emperor ibnie other Fortrefles, as an 
Equivalent for that important City. 

Thcfe preliminary Suggeltions were ge¬ 
nerally turned into Ridiculous Interpreta¬ 
tions, and Commentaries thereupon j lb 
that in Anfwcr thereunto theft following 
Reflections were drawn up, which eviden¬ 
ced the Scorn and Difdain, the Imperial- 
ills at that time conceived of the Turkijh 
Power.

T "0 the Firll it was reply’d, That the 
Ottoman Power confilted more in 
Numbers than in Force ; an Evidence where¬ 
of appears to the World, in that the Turks, 
who for the Ipace of 300 Years had waged 
a War in Hungary, do now lcarce poflefs a 
Foot, or Palm of that Kingdom, unlefs in 
ionic few Cities, which are yet lo ftreight- 
ned by Blockades, that they are ready to 
perilh with Famine, and offer themlelves 
up to the Mercy of the Emperor. Witnefs 
allb the Succels before Vienna, when Befieg- 
cd by 300000 Turks , were not yet able to 
render themlelves Mailers of the lame, but 
were forced to fly, and ignominioufly to 
turn their Backs to a quarter part of their 
Number, and forced to return without o- 
tiicr Glory, than that only of burning lome 
Villages, which might have been done by a 
Rabble of People, or 100 Incendiaries. 
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Tp the Second it was laid, That with 
the Divine Aflillance, the Chrijlian Troops, Decemb - 
tho’ much inferiour in Number to thole of 
the Turks , had won divers Battles during 
this War, and made themlelves Mailers of 
many Towns, and Caltles j and particular¬ 
ly of Buda and Belgrade , the Capital Cities 
of great Provinces, which were not lubdu- 
ed by long Sieges, but by Storms, and dint 
of Sword. 

To the Third it was Paid, That the Trou¬ 
bles in Aft a Rill continued, and their Civil 
and Domellick Seditions, not as yet ap- 
peafed, and were yet likely to increafe 
higher, by reafon of their Tyrannical Go¬ 
vernment, which the opprefled People 
would not longer endure. 

To the Fourth it was faid, That the Dif- 
charge of the Women,, and Officers, to the 
Number of 4000 out of the Seraglio, was 
an evident Token of their want of Money 
to fultain the War. 

To the Fifth it was faid. That die heavy 
Burden of Taxes, from five to a 100, was 
the ready means to move the People to a 
Rebellion, of which diere are frequent Ex¬ 
amples in all Hiftorics. 

To the Sixth, that howlbever the Turks 
might flatter themfelves with the pacificati¬ 
on of God’s Anger again!! them, they 
would yet find the contrary, and prove the 
jull Revenge of the Juft God, whom they 
had provoked by the Breach of their Faith, 
and Opprefiions of thofe People whom they 
had fubdued. 

To the Seventh, That there was great 
difference between Soldiers and Incendia¬ 
ries, in the latter of which the Turks ought 
rather to be reckoned, than amongft the for¬ 
mer. 

To the Eighth, which concerns the Sur¬ 
render of Belgrade , it was replyed, That 
the Emperor would fopner lurrender New- 
fladt in Auflria, or the Gardens about Vien¬ 
na, than that City, with which this Confe¬ 
rence was concluded. 

Amongft all the foregoing Particulars, 
we find nothing folid or material, or under 
any Difpute, unlefs that point of exchang¬ 
ing Belgrade for fome other place or places, 
not as yet Conquered in Hungary ; that lb 
the River Save might be the limit and con¬ 
fine between the two Empires : Nor was it 
probable, that the Turks would have bro¬ 
ken off the Treaty on this Point only, had 
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9. they not hearkened to the Promifts of the 
V* French, who now being fenfible how ufoful, 
„ ch and neceflary the Alliance of the Turks 
, ir t would be to them, were refolved not to 
"/A r ^ e Benefit of lb helpful an Aflociate ,- 
and therefore uftd all their perfwafive Ar¬ 
guments to continue the War, which were 
inculcated with mighty Preftnts to the 
principal Officers of State, and Affurances 
that with the next Spring they would not 
only enter the Empire with fuch vaft Ar¬ 
mies, as Ihould oblige the Emperor to 
withdraw his Forces out of Hungary ; but 
alfb aflift them both with Money,' and with 
able Engineers and Officers to carry for¬ 
ward the War. 

And indeed tho’"in the following Year 
of 1690, we fliall not find any great mat¬ 
ter warmly adted by the French on Germany , 
purfuant to the Promifes they had made 
unto the Turk ; yet we fliall find them in 
a Year or two afterwards entering Germany 
with Fire and Sword ; and in the Year 
1693, befides the Conquelts gained in 
Brabant and Flanders; we fliall hear of the 
burning of Heidelberg, and all the Upper 
Germany in danger of an entire Defolati- 
011 : All which might eafily have been 
prevented, had the Emperor hearkened at 
this time to the Offers of the Turks, who 
came prepared to accept of any Conditi¬ 


ons, that in reafon could have been impo- t/cRo 
fed upon them. But tfiis Opportunity be-wC 
mg let flip. Fortune changed its Courfe Decemb ‘ 
and the Exploits of War were adted with 
various Succefles ; and tho’ afterwards the 
fought for Peace by Interpofition 
of Mediators, the Turks werefo far enga- 
ged with the French, and lb encouraged by 
their Succefles, that they would now hear¬ 
ken to nothing under the Surrender of 
Buda, and all the Conquefts in Hun- 
& ar t 

The Lofs of this Opportunity for gain- The 
mg a Peace, may be attributed to the In-^T V, 
ftmatioi, of the-Minds of the Cer mms T“,t, 
blinded for punifliment of the Sins ofCbri-°W”‘*“<- 
flendorn . No doubt but the French Fadti- 
on in the Imperial Court, availed much in 
the defeat of this Defign, as did alfb the 
power of the Pa pal C ourt, in which at that 
time Alexander VTET. reigned ; who hear¬ 
ing of die Overtures of Peace treating at 
Ausburg and Vienna, difpatched away from 
Rome, Cardinal Colonitz, with Inftrudli- 
ons about the Affairs of Hungary, who af¬ 
ter having aflifted in divers Confultations, 
and Conferences thereupon, the whole 
Treaty broke off, and the Ambaffadors dif- 
mifled from all farther Negotiations, of 
which we fliall very fpeediiy bewail the 
fatal Effedts.

Venetian Succeffes 

In Their WAR againft the 

TURKS, 

In the Year 1689 . 


I N the preceeding Year we made a 
Relation of the Venetian War againft 
the Turks , maintained in the Kland 
of Negropont, and againft the chief 
City thereof known by that Name. The 
Enterprize was of great Importance, and 
the Preparations for the fame agreeable to 
lo mighty a Defign, which had it fuccecd- ' 
cd, would not only have fettled and efta- 
bliffied the Venetians in their Conquefts 
of the AJorea, but rendered them Matters 
of all the Ccaft of Romania ; but the Ve- 
tians inftead thereof, being compelled by 
Sickncfs, and unfortunate Attacks upon 
the place, in which they loft many of their 
brave Officers, to quit the Ifland with 
fome Confufion, and as it were ftcaling 
off in the Night, for fear the Enemy 
Ihould fall on their Rear, Cannon and 
Baggage; but the Turks being de'irous to 
be rid of fuch Guefts, were willing to have 
made a Bridge for them, rather than to 
have adminiftred the leaft Retardment, or 
Hindrance to their Departure. 

All the Auxiliary Gallies, as thofe of 
the Rope, Malta, and Florence, being re¬ 
tired (as wc have faid) to their refpedtive 
Countries ; the main Body of the Veneti¬ 
an <-an Armata entered into the Port of N.i- 
*“‘ lt poli di Romania, with defign to Winter 
Vide there, fo as better to Command the Ar- 
ckipelazo, and to be near Negropont, fo as 
to be ready to obftrutft the Turks in cafe 
they Ihould Attempt to repair thofe Works, 
it being intended to make another Attack 
on that place early in the Spring ; and to 
that end Orders were lent to Venice to 
difpatch away the Recruits for the Land 
Forces, wi.h all Neceflaries for the Fleet, 
and Proviftons for the Winter, of which 
there was fo great want, that botli the 
Land and Sea Forces had much difficulty 
to fubfift, fo melancholy a Countenance 
was put on through the whole Camp, 


that nothing but the prevailing Authority 1689. 
of their Doge and Captain-General could 
reftrain them from a Mutiny; but that^/y^ 
which a little comforted the Soldiery, was tians»» 
the mildnefs of the Winter, which gave " 

cheerful green colour to the Fields, widen™ 
yielded Herbs, and Winter-Fruits in much 
’ Plenty ; and bccauie the Buildings of the 
Town had been much deftroyed and ruined 
by the Bombs, and Cannon, they raifed 
little Hutts and Cottages for ffieltcr, and 
Lodgings for the Soldiery; to which the 
Athenians, who had no great defire to re* 
turn to their own City, had greatly con¬ 
tributed, having Built divers Soules at 
their own Coft, and with their own La¬ 
bour. 

But what molt dif-fpirited the Army, 
was the Sicknefs of the Doge Morofini, 
who long had laboured under a violent 
Fever, in fuch a manner, that the Phyfi- 
cians thcmfelves defpaired of his Life; 
for Confervation of which, folemn Prayers 
and Proceffions were appointed to be made, ne Doit 
both at Venice , and in all Places under that pick. 
Dominion. 

At length, after a tedious Expedition, 
the Convoy arrived, to the univerfal Joy 
and Confolation of all the Forces and 
Country round about; which began to Febrimy , 
give new Life to all Motions and Enter- 
prizes, and to inlpire the Soldiers with a 
new ftock of Courage; for all People 
having been fupplied both with Money 
and Provifions ; the Carpenters fell hear- aok-mj 
tily to Work on the Vcftels; and Gallies, ZnJp?™- 
to repair and make them fit for the next /«>• 
Voyage, and the Soldiers remained ready -£j® t Ve " 
to Embrace any new Enterprize : But the 
Doge continuing fick, and reduced to a 
: great weaknel's and debility of Body, put 
a damp- on the Spirits of the Soldiery , 

: and much retarded the proceedings of all 
, Defigns.

Negro- the other : yet the Captain Pallia broke 
pon. into Negropont , with ten Gallies, and there 
landed yoo Men, promifing them by Or¬ 
der of the Sultan, in a ffiorc time, a much 
greater force, with which they Ihould be 
fupplied very lpeedily : and that in the 
mean time, they Ihould labour with all 
poffible induftry to repair the Works which 
the Enemies Bombs and Cannon had ruin¬ 
ed ; fo that the Venetians were not able to 
obftrueft the Turks from giving Relief to 
Candia, but inftead thereof, had the Mis¬ 
fortune to lofe two of their Gallies 
by Storm, and were forced to return back 
again to -Napoli di Romania, where their 
chief Comfort was, that the Sicknefs be¬ 
gan to decreafe, which had for fome time 
raged boch in the Fleet, Army, and Coun¬ 
tries round the City. 

March. The Spring coming on, the Doge began 
recover hi s Health and Strength again, 
’Health. ro the great Joy of all the Soldiery, fo 
that he could now attend to Bufinefs, and 
give Orders to the Armata, which had 
been fo well repaired, and Careened, as 
that the Gallies were in a Condition al¬ 
ready to put to Sea : Notwithftanding all 
which, the Turks were not obftrudted in 
po C nt%- their P a fl" a g e to Negropont, where four Gal- 
| died, * lies belonging to the Beyes arrived, bring¬ 
ing Spades, Shovels, Pick-axes, and leve- 
ral other Inftruments for repairing the 
Breaches made laft Year by the Enemy; 
on which, their Slaves, being diftenchain’d 
from the Oar, laboured Day and Night 
with all diligence ; and Mitftr Ogli, with 
fome Gallies, was alfo arrived, being fent 
to forward that Work ; for the Turks had 
an Opinion, that the Venetians would make 
another Artempc thereupon, and which 
Ihould be the Work of the following Sum¬ 
mer. 

But the Venetians had fuflered fo much 
the laft Year before Negropont, that they 
eftcemed themlelves in no good Condition 
for a fecond Enterprize, diey having not 
as yet licked their Wounds whole , nor 
recruited their Army, which was much 
more weak than it was the Year paft, and 
unable to undertake an Enterprize in 
which they had already been foiled. How- 
foever, not to fit Idle, and look about 
them, their Aim was on Malvafia , to re¬ 
duce which, ten Gallies, and iz Galleots 
were difpatclied by the Captain-General to 
affift in the Building of two Forts near the 
Bridge entering to the Town, on which 
the Mamtes , whom the Captain-General 


had armed, were labouring to fiijiih, be- 1689. 
ing of great importance to\i ards a Block- 
ade, and to hinder all Vcflels from bring- 1%!aidl - 
ing Provifions to the place ; And farther 
to proceed in this Defign, the whole Arma¬ 
ta was Commanded to Sail to Rorto Porrr , 
appointed ,as it was the laft Year, to be the 
Magazine for Arms, Provifions, and Am¬ 
munition for the War ; where being ar¬ 
rived , they attended the Duke of Gua- 
dagne, with his Troops for Reinforcement 
of the Army ; and in the mean time, the 
Bridge was broken, and the two Forts be¬ 
fore Malvafia were finifhed, and a great 
number of Boats, Felucca’s, and Palan- 
dra’s, lay before the Town to hinder all 
forts of Provifions and Succours from be¬ 
ing brought into it, by which the place 
was entirely blocked up on all fides, both 
by Sea and Land; for the ficuation of the 
Town being on a Peninfula, there was no 
Communication could be had with the 
Country but by the Bridge, and a narrow 
fpot of Land. 

Whilft Matters remained in this Nature 
before Mahafia , a certain Greek, called Li- 
lerachi, lay encamped near Xeromero alias 
Miffolonghi, with about 100 Turks , 150 Liberachi 

Sclavonians, and fome Defcrters from the 
Venetian Army. This Lilerachi or Lilerio , 
was a Mainote by Nation, a Fellow bold 
and fubtle, and did great Services for the 
Venetians, until he was taken Pril'oner by 
the Turks and carried to Ccnflantinople 
He had not remained any long time there, 
before he gained fuch Credit with the 
Turks, that by his fair Words and Pro- 
mifes, they were perlivaded that he could 
draw all the Mainotes to their Party, and 
caul’e them to Revolt from the Venetians. 

Upon which Opinion, they fee him at 
Liberty, and entertained fuch Confidence 
of him, that they gave him the Title and 
Charge of Bey / that is. Lord of the 
Mainotes ; whereby many Defercers from 
the Venetian Camp came in to him ; And 
fome Propofitions for joyning Forces patted He t m fi e T s 
between him and Enfign Bojfma, who inmtbBof- 
the Month of Ocloler 1687. with moft part fina - 
of the People called Oltramarines, had De- 
ferted and lifted themfelves under this Bof- 
fina, who ftiled himfelf Commander in 
Chief of the Deferters ; and having his 
Head-quarters at Carpenizi, towards the 
Confines of Lepanto , he exadfed Contri¬ 
butions from the Villages and Countries 
roundabout: With him joyned fome other 
feditious Captains, and a certain Enfign 
called Vito of Captain . Rado's Compa¬ 
ny, a Fellow of a bold Spirit, without 
Faith or Honefty ; and with him he de¬ 
bauched feveral difloluce Soldiers to for- 
fake the Camp and joyn with Bojfma.

The Tropps of Liberacbi being greatly in- 
crcafed by this Conjun&ion, the Vrnetian 
T/ M 'vene Generals conlulted in what manner they 
tians /"a* might give a flop to this Defertion, and 
cut co pieces Liberacbi, Bofina, Vito, and 
chi’; 7 J-" their Followers : In the firft place it was 
t «•/. refolvcd to declare. That ten Zechins 
lhould be given for the Head of every De- 
ferter, or for any that (hould be brought 
alive to the Camp ; the which produced 
an excellent Effedt ; for hereupon many of 
the Albanians, who had defigned to be of 
the Confpiracy, changed their Minds, and 
having poffeffed themielves of the narrow 
PalTes from Thebes to Petra, Negropont, 
i<y n.-Kc and Vola, feized 011 many of them, and 
«>• brought them back to the Camp, where 
they fuftained the Punilhment which their 
Treachery deferved; by which means the 
Confpiracy was broken, and many of thofe. 
who watched an opportunity to Efcape, 
contained themielves within the Limits of 
their Duty. 

But the manner how to Ruin Liberacbi 
/tphtiaid "'as much more difficult, and lome Con- 
*£/»/;/? Li-fultations were held thereupon : At length 
beraciu. j c was concluded, That the only way to 
Effc<ft this Stratagem, was cither by allu¬ 
ring him into the Hands of the Venetians , 
or by rendring him fufpedled to the Turks ; 
who upon the leaft Jealoufie were ready 
to apply the Bow-ftring to his Throat. 
To this purpefe, a certain Captain, called 
John Dambi, offered himfelf, a Perfon of 
a ph- .7- great Bravery and Condudr, and a good 
Li- Soldier ; one who lpake iurkijh , Greek, 
beraciu. a „j j ta lian, and was very well verfed in all 
the Manners, Ceremonies, and Cuftoms 
of the Turks ; and above all, that which 
made him the moft proper Inftrument for 
this work, was. That he had been a moll 
intimate Friend of this Liberacbi ; for ha¬ 
ving been a Fellow Slave with him, and 
linked in the fame Chain at Conflantinople, 
Dambi they became fworn Brothers, and made 
/.»; 10 him p ro tcflations of mutual and unviolable 
Friend (hip ever to continue; and that af¬ 
ter they lhould be eafed of their Chains, 
yet the fame Bonds of Faith and Affe&ion 
lhould never be diffioived. 

Nor was Dambi only his Friend ; bur 
the Doge Morofmi had been Liberacbi's 
Godfather, a Relation much endearing in 
that Country; and therefore the Title 
both of Friend, and Godfather, had great 
Charms with the generous Temper of 
Liberio ; who upon the firft notice given 
him by Dambi, that being at Lepanto, not 
far from Vracori, was very defirous to 
make him a Vifit, he inftantly difpatched 
a Pals, or Salvo Condotto to him, invi¬ 
ting him with all the kind Terms imagi¬ 
nable to come to him without the leaft 
Temple or fear imaginable. 


In Confidence of Liberacbi % Fidelity, 1689. 
Dambi departed from Lepanto in Company 
with two Friends, and two Servants ; and 
in two days time arrived at Vracori, where 
he was received with all.the Ceremony and LiberacW - 
kind Treatment that could be expedted. 

Upon the News of a Stranger’s arrival in 
that Town, the Turks were curious to 
know who he was, which Liberacbi 
freely declared, faying, That he was come 
from the Venetian Armata, on no other 
Defign, than as an old Friend, to fee him, 
and tell old Stories of what Troubles and 
Miferies they had fuftained together. The 
Turks fuppofing that he might be come 
over to their fide, bid him kindly well- 
come; as did alio one Marco Stificbi, Cap¬ 
tain of a Galleot, whom the Captain-Ge¬ 
neral had for his many Pyracies commit¬ 
ted to the Gallies; howfoever, in refpedt 
to the Oltramarines , had fee him at liberty; 
but he, ungrateful for the favour received, 
fled to Liberacbi, intending to fide with 
the difeontented, or rather licentious Mat- 
notes under his Command. After fome?’"' r Cm ‘ 
Difcourfes over a Diffi of Coffee and Sher- 
bet, according to the Turkijb Treatment* 
the Turks and Stificbi withdrew ; and then 
Liberacbi began to unbofora himfelf to 
Dambi, That the Obligations he had to 
the Captain-General, who in the year 
1657, had Anfwered for him at the Holy 
Fc nt in Calamata, were fuch, as called for 
all Refpeift and Duty to him; and more¬ 
over, he could not but be fenfible, that 
his moft Serene Highnefs, could not but 
be dilplealed, and troubled to fee one, 
whom he had made a Chriftian, to fide with 
the Enemies to that Religion ; and there¬ 
fore he did not doubt, but that he had 
fent him, that is, Dambi, to endeavour to 
get him back to the right Way from 
whence he had fwerved : Dambi hereupon 
confefied the fame, and afliired him. from 
the Captain-General of Favour and Pro¬ 
motion, in cafe he would return, and 
bring over with him the Revolted Mainotes, 
which would be a good Example for Bof- 
fina , and his Oltramarines to follow. To Liberacbi 
which Liberacbi made this Reply; That excu f es lm 
he would moft readily comply, were not “7r”f°he 
his Obligations too great at Conflantinople, Veneti- 
where he had not only a Wife and Chil- ans * 
dren, but two Friends engaged for his Fi¬ 
delity to the Grand Seignior, and which 
would moft certainly fuffer with the Ruin 
of their Families, lhould he Prevaricate 
from the Faith he had given to the Turks ; 
moreover, he had Married the Widow of 
the late Prince of Moldavia, with an Eftate 
of zoooo Crowns; in which Match, the 
Grand Vizier had been inftrumental; fb 
that his Sin of Ingratitude would be the 
more 
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168.;. more notorious, lhould lie make a Revolt 
after fo many Kindnelfes he had received 
March - on all Tides. By this time Dinner was 
brought in, which was with great Plenty 
both of Diflies and Wine, well drefled, 
and very fumptuous ; at which there was 
none prefentunlefsL//k/W;i himfelf, Dam¬ 
bi, andhisPricft. After Dinner, the lame 
Difcourfe was carried on, and Dambi per- 
fifted to urge him with all the Arguments 
which Real on could fuggeft to return un¬ 
to his Duty; but Liberacbi ftill perfifted, 
that his Obligations to his Wife and Chil¬ 
dren were fo great, that they out-weighed 
the Duty to his Prince ; for that the 
Laws of Nature and Faidifulnefs given to 
thofe, who had been Bail, and Security 
for his Fidelity, ought upon no Confide- 
rations in the World to be violated, and 
therefore he defired his Friend to prefs 
him no farther upon that Point. At the 
• . end of this Difcourfe, one Ali Bey, lent 
MfturZ with Money from the Seraskier to pay the 
thi Dip- Soldiery under Liberacbi , came in, and 
courfe. demanded who this Dambi was ; and be¬ 
ing informed, that he was an Ancient 
Friend known to him at Conflantinople, and 
came now to him from the Venetian Ar¬ 
mata , for no other Reafcn than to make 
him a Vifit : Ali Bey defired, that he 
might have him in his Cuftody, to carry 
before the Seraskier, promifing upon his 
Faith to return him back again in Safety : 
But Liberacbi refufing fo to do, faying. 
That he had pawned his Word already 
that he lhould return back without Hin¬ 
drance or Moleftation; Ali Bey departed, 
but with lome Threats, that he would 
make this Denial known unto die Seras¬ 
kier, and how he had given Entertain¬ 
ment to a fufpedted Stranger, Dambi fear¬ 
ing fome ftop or trouble from hence 
would immediately take leaveof his Friend, 
who juft at his departure, defired him, 
that lo foon as he lhould be arrived in 
the Morea, that he would kifs the Feet of 
his moft Serene Highnels, and return him 
a thoufand Thanks for the great Goodnels 
Liberacbi and Favours which he had by many in- 
h ‘um°T ft ances demonftrated unco him; giving 
jinTtolhs him to underftand the Reafons and Caufes 
D >z e - which debarred him from enjoying the true 
Felicity of thofe many Offers of his moft 
precious Grace and Favour : Howfoever, 
lie gave him Affurances of doing all Ser¬ 
vices poffible to his Highnefs, by advifing 
and informing him of all the Motions and 
Defigns of the Turks ; but becaufe the 
practice hereof might be dangerous by 
Letters, which were fubjedt to be inter¬ 
cepted ; he defired that his Highnefs would 
diredt the way, and manner of fuch a 
Correfpondence ; And in the mean time. 


he pray’d Dambi to inform him. That the 1689. 
Seraskier was at Zittuni, with 4000 Sol- 
diers, amongft which were 1200 Horle; 

That his Orders from the Grand Seignior 
were. That in cafe the Venetians lhould 
make a fccond Attempt upon Negro font, 
and that he had force fufficient, that then 
he lhould give them Battle, and not fuffer 
them to Intrench before the City : But if 
on the contrary, the Venetians lhould be 
too ftrong for him, that then he lhould 
endeavour to make a Diverfion, by falling 
into the Morea, wafting and confuming 
the Country ; and that he, Liberacbi, was 
ordered with his Forces, Being about 2000 
Men, to joyn with the Seraskier in this 
Adtion. And farther he defired him to 
acquaint the Captain-General, That in 
Negropcnt they had madeaPallilade round 
Carababa, about a Musket-lhot diftant 
from the Town, which was of great De¬ 
fence to the place. Likewife, That Ibra¬ 
him, who Commands in Negropont, had 
declared, That in cafe the Seraskier at 
Land lhould not aflift him in the Defence 
of Carababa , it would be impofiible to 
maintain and conferve the City ; That 
they were making other Outworks to 
cover the place; That the Seraskier was 
ordered not to depend upon any Succours 
from Conflantinople, but received Com¬ 
mands to raife what Men he was able in 
the Parts where his Army was, as far as to 
Larijfa ; and that the Garrifon of Negro¬ 
pont confifted of no more than 3000 Men ; 

And that the Orders which he himfelf had 
received, were to bring all the Country 
under Contribution from Salona to Santa 
Maura ; which he was refolved to do with 
great rigour, by forcing them to pay ten 
Dollars a Head; by which means they 
would be conftrained to fly for Refuge 
into Morea, which he thought would be 
of fome Advantage to the Venetians. Dil- 
courfing farther upon thefe Matters, Dam¬ 
bi defired to know what was become of 
Captain Boflina, who Commanded the OU 
tramarines, which had deferted from the 
Army ; to which he gave Anfwer, That 
they were in the Villages of Carpenizi. 

In this manner, the Difcourfe beingDambi/.- 
ended, Liberacbi would accompany Dambi part,. 
on fome part of his way, and brought him 
four Miles with 70 Horle, and fome Foot¬ 
men, commanding alfo two of his Cap¬ 
tains with fome Men, to give him Con¬ 
voy fo far as the River Lepanto ; to which 
place being conducted with fafety, he 
was admitted with all readinefs to the pre¬ 
fence of his Serene Highnefs, • who much 
applauded the punctual Relations and Ser¬ 
vices of Dambi ; hoping from thenfce, 
that the Plot could not fail that he had 
laid 
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1689. laid for Liberachi ; for either he would 
wv be forced thereby to leave the Service of 
the Turks, with many of his Followers, 
or othcrwife felling into the Jealoufie of 
the Turks by this free Conference, it could 
not but prove fatal to him ; fo that take 
it which way they would, Liberachi was 
under a neceflity with his Men of feeking 
Refuge under the Protection of the Vene- 
tian Arms. 

‘rhe T-cops Thefe Circumftances being well confi- 
cm!,irked, dered, were a fufficient motive to Embark 
the Troops, and to order fome Ships, and 
other Veffeis to fail forthwith to Malvafia, 
and to diredt Orders to Gradenigo Prove- 
ditor-Extraordinary, to march with the 
Horfe into thofe Parts. But whilft the 
Doge was in a readinefs to Embark, there 
arrived an Exprefs with Letters from Denie- 
trio Gafpari , an Athenian, dated at Culuri, 
advifing, That he, and thofe Inhabitants 
had received Intelligence, That leveral 
Galleots belonging to the Enemy, were 
coming upon them, and therefore in all 
Humility, they fupplicated , that they 
would come to their Afliftance and Suc¬ 
cour ; Whereupon Orders being given to 
the Galleafies, Ships, and Galleots to fail 
The mge for Malvafia , the Doge with the Gallies 
CuhirtT Co °k his Courfe diredtly for Culuri ; but 
before they could come thither, labouring 
againft the Winds by force of their Oars, 
the Turks had been there, and tranfported 
from .thence 3 50 Greeks, for the molt part 
Women and Children ; for the Men had 
fecured themfelves in the Mountains ; but 
great Inftances being made for their Tran- 
fportation to lome more fecure place, and 
that they might be let alhore on the Ifland 
of Egena ; it was ordered, that three Vef- 
fels Ihould attend, and carry them to what 
Place they Ihould determine; and then 
the Doge proceeded to the Ifland of Spe¬ 
cie, and the day following to Malva- 
fni. 

And here having Intelligence, That fe¬ 
veral Barbarojje Ships infefted the Coafts 
of Zant, and Sapienza, and had already 
taken a Patach belonging to Zant ; the 
Doge began to be in fome fear for the 
Convoy expected with Money from Ve¬ 
nice for Subfiftence of the Army, under 
so»:! fears the Command of Girolamo Cornaro Prove- 
ditor-Gencral of the Sea ; the which be- 
tlming ing debated at a Council of War, and the 
fr,m Vc. importance of the Matter w 611 confider’d, 
nice ‘ it was rel'olved to dif-fpeed away immedi¬ 
ately, the Provcditor of the Armata, Au- 
gnjlino Sagredo, with twelve Gallies, and 
Lorenzo Venierj Captain-Extraordinary,with 
fix Ships, with Orders to fail as far as 
Corfu to meet the aforefaid Cornaro, and 
to bring him and the Ships under his 


Convoy, laden with Money and other 1689. 
Neceffarics, in fecurity to the Fleet- In'-''YSJ 
which matter, both the Commanders Of 
the Gallies and Ships having received their 
InftruCtion, and having provided them- 
felves with all things neccflary for their 
Voyage, they fet fail in few hours before 
Night. 

In the Morning the Ships were obferved 
to be at fome diftance from the Shore, 
and at leaft ten Miles from the Gallies, 
which were making 'thefr way to Cape 
St. Angelo , the which gave fome Trouble 
to the Doge, by thinking, that in cafe 
thefe two Divifiorts, were fo far feparated 
at the beginning, what would become of 
them before the end of the Voyage ; 

Whilft the Doge thought of thefe things, 
a great Fleet appeared Steering direCtly to 3 ‘guT 
that Port, which coming nearer was found dagmT* 
to be the Fleet which brought the Duke-'Y ”' the 
of Guadagne , ^erjeant-General Barpnty ^, FtcU 
and feveral other Officers, with 333 
Foot Soldiers. 

About this time arrived the unhappy 
News of the lofs of two Venetian Gallies, w*>vene- 
one Commanded by Pietro Dona, and 
other by Henrico Pappafava, both Vene- “ 
tian Noblemen, taken by the Corfairs of 
Tripoli on the Coaft of Sapienza. This 
Advice was very furprizing to the Doge, 
it being a lofs which had not happened 
with fo much Difgrace for many years to 
the Venetian Arms; and the more ftrange 
it was, in regard, That Francefco Dona 
was on Board the Galley, a Perfon of 
great Experience in Maritime Affairs, and 
yet fullered himfelf to be deceived by two 
white Streamers or Pendants which the 
Enemy had put forth, to be efteemed 
French^- by which the Gallies were de¬ 
coyed fo near, as to be out of all poffi- 
bility of Efcape. 

The Doge having laid Siege to the 
Town of Malvafia both by Sea and Land, 
a certain Slave, who had been Captain of A Relatim 
a Tartana, having made an Efcape from,/ the “jiTe 
the Fortrels, gave an Account of thz'f theTow,! - 
State and Condition of the Town and 
Caftle; relating, that the Garrifon con¬ 
fided only of 700 ftout Soldiers, with 
which, and with the Inhabitants, they 
might amount to about 1000 Souls, Wo¬ 
men and Children, all rcfolved to defend 
themfelves, as appeared by the Sequel. 

The Commanders in Chief were Mufiapha 
Difdar, or Governor of the Caftle, an 
antient Man, who carried great Authori¬ 
ty and Refolution in his Face and A&ions: 

And A(fan Aga, who Commanded the 
Town, who upon approach of the Ene¬ 
my, caufed their Galleots, Brigantines, 
and fmaller Boats and Vcflels to be drawn 
clofe 


1689. clofe undet the Wall of the Town, for 
1 their better fecurity ; That the Houfes of 
May- the Town were ftrongly built; and that 
the. principal Perfons thereof had filled all 
their upper Rooms with Earth, to cover 
them from the Bombs ; but that the 
Streets for the moft part were' very nar¬ 
row : That the Turks were then at work 
in drawing their Cannon to fuch parts of 
the Wall, from whence they might moft 
annoy the Bridge : That the rich Inhabi¬ 
tants were Well fupplied with Provifions, 
of which they were forced fo Communi¬ 
cate fome part to the poorer fort : That 
the Garrifon was not paid ; but that con- 
lifting for the moft part of Natives of 
the Country, and Seamen inured to Hard- 
Ihip and Pyracy, were contented to fuller 
and undergo any Trouble and Want for 
the Sake and Defence of their Native Ci¬ 
ty : And in fhorr. That befides the Gar¬ 
rifon there were about 16b Greeks , who 
kept Watch and Ward, and underwent all 
the Duties of a regular Militia. 

This Information gave fome Retardment 
to the formal Siege and Attack of the 
place; for it was refolved to attend the 
arrival of the feveral Convoys, dnd Auxi¬ 
liary Gallies Ihortly sxpetfed ; and that 
in the mean time, the Town ihould be 
kept under a ftridfc Blockade, and the 
Guards placed in all the Avenues and Paf- 
fages to the Town,where the Duke de Gua- 
june. the General ihould judge moft pro¬ 

per to difpofe them ; and to lofe no 
time, all the Troops were drawn into, a 
Body, that a particular Review and Ac¬ 
count might be taken of the Numbers and 
Condition of the whole Army. . 

Whilft thefe things were a<fting, the 
eight Gallies of Malta began to appear. 
The Malta being then Doubling the Cape of St. An- 
Gaiiits »r-gel 0 , Commanded by Fra. Carlo Spinelli, 
3 -* who was Bali of Armenia ; a worthy Sol- 
‘ dier, and a Religious Commander, whofe 
Fortune being to joyn the Venetian Fleet 
on St. Johns Day their Tutelar Saint,, ad¬ 
ded very much to the Joy and Feftivity. 
of the Day. And what farther increafed 
the Satisfa&ion both of the Fleet and Ar¬ 
my, was, at the fame time to fee the happy 
arrival of a Convoy Commanded by Pie- 
Th: Vene- gembo, bringing 71000 Zechins in Gold 
SSTfor Service of the Army ; upon which alfo 
arrived, the Prince de Harcourt, and Count 
Enea Rapetta Serjeant-Generals, befides 
feveral fele<ft Companies of Foot to the 
number of 45-5 Soldiers, with Provifions 
of all forts for their Support and Main¬ 
tenance; as .alfo. the Regiments of Hify, 
and Simon Famfogna, both Colonels of 
(Croatia, confifting of about 700 Foot; 
as alfo a Regiment of Dragoons of the 


the fame Country, under the CqmmariJ 1680, 
of Colonel StreJ. After the Entrance of f'f ' r ^ 
thefe feveral Gallies and Vcflels into Port 
and having caft Anchor in their orderly 
Divifions, and the Salutes made and re¬ 
turned by Cannon, and Vollies of fmall 
lhot, according to the cuftomary Civili¬ 
ties of the Seas, the Admiral of Malta nfatmedi 
attended with his Followers of KnightS 
and Gentlemen, went to pay. his Vifit to 
the Doge, after the fame manner as. he 
had done the year before, (which hap¬ 
pened then to be on the 16th of July) 
the Ducal Galley remain’d with it’s An¬ 
chor a-Pique, in an open place, having 
the Galleafles for Antiguards, with their 
Anchors alfo a-Pique, and with Streamer^ 
and Colours flying, as is ufual in fuch 
Solemnities ; The Doge received thefe 
Generals below on the Deck, and after¬ 
wards conduced them into the Poop, 
where having entertained one the other, 
with Difcourlcs of their refpe<ftive Voy¬ 
ages, and of tbe prefent ftate of the Camp 
before the Town, and pafled.other Civili¬ 
ties and Compliments, they took their 
leaves, and returned to their feveral Vef- 
fels., 

The next Day the Doge fent his Lieu-, 
tenant-Generai Andrea Pifiani to return rhe'^cw?- 
Compliments in his Name with the likef^W, 
Ceremony, and to deliver unto thofe Ge¬ 
nerals the feveral Ordinances of War, and 
the Inftrudtions both for Fighting and 
Navigation. After which, a Council of. 

War was called, at which the Doge, the 
General of Malta, the Duke of Guadagne, 
and all the General Officers both of Sea 
and Land, were prefent to Confult, and 
t^ke fuch Meafures as were moft agree¬ 
able to the prefent Exigencies. 

There were four Propofitions made for 
employing their Arms, and four Defigns 
offered, but they were all of fo different 
a Nature, that they could not come to 
any Determination at that Meeting; but 
at length, after various Reflexions made 
on. the neceflity there was of coming to 
a Refolution, it was concluded, That^ R ^ ut; 
General Guadagne Ihould with his Cavalry 0 y«cL 7 - 
take a view of the Streight of Corinth," 1 if lVar - 
(which is that Neck of Land which joyns 
the Morea to Greece) and upon a Survey 
thereof to make a Calculate, how many. 

Men would be required to Maintain and 
Defend that Pafs in cafe the Turks Ihould 
endeavour to force their entrance that way 
into the Morea, it being of great impor¬ 
tance to fortifie that paflage, and not leave 
it open, and undefended to the Iiicurfion 
of th ^Turks', whilft the Armata Ihould be 
employed On other Enterprizes. 
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189. Whilft diiags remained under thefc Un¬ 
certainties, News was brought by an Ex- 
e- press from Salon a, That Liberachi had wrote 
a menacing Letter to the BnylifTs and prin¬ 
cipal Men belonging to the Villages and 
parts adjacent, that they Ihould come and 
icachi pay their Reipedts to him, and bring their 
Carach, or Poll-Money with them, or o- 
tiicrwife he would come and punilli them 
a according as their Diiobedience fliould de- 
lervc. To which they unanimoufly made 
Aniwcr, That he might come when he plea- 
led, that they feared him not; ■ and that he 
fliould find their Scimetars to be as keen, 
and fliarp as his. Liberachi upon this An- 
fwer, being then at Zittuni , not far from 
Salona, immediately put his Troops in or¬ 
der, and marched againft them; and was 
boldly encountrcd by Charopoliti, who 
Commanded the Country People, and be- 
ing joyned with fome Troops of the Con¬ 
federate Provinces, and of the Qltramarines, 
(who under the Command of Elia DamiaP 
nov/ck, had deferred the Venetian Armyj 
thev joyned Battle with Liberachi , and af- 
fa,:s, ter a Bloody Fight defeated him, and carried 
\ is d dc ‘ many of the Turks Heads to General Cornaroy 
who with his Gaily was nearly approached 
to that Coaft. 

But as to the Venetian Arms, all things 
y ' remained ftill and without motion ; only 
the Doge and Guadagne palled with lbme 
Gallics along the Shoar-fide by way of the 
Gardens, to take neceflary Obfervations of 
the Countenance of the Enemy, and Situ¬ 
ation of the place, without coming to any 
certain Relblution. Howfoever at length, 
after long Debates, they refolved at a 
Council of War, (that their Arms might 
not remain longer unemployed^to dis-fpeed 
the Cavalry, which were to march by Land, 
and ^ooo Foot Soldiers to be embarked on 
the Ships, furniflied with all lorts of Pro- 
vifions both for Arms, and Victuals, and 
therewith to fail to the Streight of Corinthy 
to difappoint the Seraskierof all hopes of 
oof Co- Entrance into the Morea : The Prince Har- 
itii for- court was to Command the Horfe, accom- 
: d ' panied w ith the Sergeant-General Spaar ; 
who joyning with the Auxiliaries of that 
Country under the Command of Dambi, it 
was calculated, that they might form a Bo¬ 
dy of about 7000 fighting Men effective; 
who were to be attended by Cornaro the 
Provcditor-Gcucral, who, with fome Gal¬ 
lics, was to aflift as any occafion fliould oc¬ 
cur. 

But whilft this Dcfign was putting in 
practice, and all things prepared for die 
March and Voyage of the Soldiers, and 
fome already gone, the unhappy News ar- 
ph-iu rivCl _j, That the Plague was broken out in 
Country of 7 ropolha, whereby the 


whole Army might be in danger of Conta- 1689. 
gion ; that being the common Way, and^'V N - / 
Road by which all the Provifions were to Juy ‘ 
pafs for Relief of die Army, unlefs diey 
would take a compafs by Sea round the 
Moreay which would be an uncertain and te¬ 
dious Navigation.

By this time Veterani who was appoint¬ 
ed General in the Place of Piccolomini de-

feared, they caufed the Garrilon and Inha¬ 
bitants to work Night and Day upon the 
Fortifications ; Veterani alfo provided Py- 
rot, Procopia, Muftapba Palanca, being Paf 
fes, with all Neceflaries, and demolifhed 
Cojjbva, Albania, and fome other little Pla¬ 
ces, from whence he withdrew the Soldiers 
to ftrengthen Places of greater moment. 
CafTeneck The Pals Cafeneck which was Befieged 
furrowed, (wherein was aGarrifonof 180 Men) and 
before which the Turks had railed a Battery 
of feven Guns, defended it felf feveral 
Days, and at length furrendred on Conditi¬ 
ons, one of which was that they Ihould be 
conducted to Belgrade.

on the 16th of March , lent out two Aga’s 
to the Chriftian Army to treat with the 
Commanders of the Blockade, who were 
Count Adam Bathiani , and Count Stephen 
Zitchi : to whom being conducted by Lieu- 
rca *' tenant Colonel Pifterski * after the ufiial 
Complements had been palled on both fides, 
the Turks, defined that four Weeks might be 
granted them to make their Surrender ; of¬ 
fering in cafe no Succours came to them 
within that time, they would then refign 
the City into the Hands of the Emperor’s 
Generals, with all the Cannon and Ammu¬ 
nition therein, (four Guns only excepted) 
which they pretended to carry with them: 
But in regard it was then late in the Evening,

Turks, four of the eight, with the Women, 
laved themlelves in a Tower, from whence 
the Women threw Fire, and S tones, and hot 
lealding Water, but at length were forced 
to furrender, and leave the Place to the 
mercy of the Enemy, in which they found 
a good Booty of Turkifh Hories, and other 
rich Goods, and therewith re pa fled the 
Save, having left four Troops of Heydukes' 
for defence of the Place. 

The Sealbn of the Year being- now far 
- advanced towards the Summer, and things' 
preparing for greater Adtion ; the German 
Officers were very intent, and ftudious in 
what manner to conferve Nifia ; for which May. 
they had great reaibn to be apprehenfive, 

. for that according to the Reports of all 
" thole who lately came from Adrianople, and 
of luch Deferters who came out from the 
Turkifh Quarters; the Turks were become Niff 
much more numerous than the lalt Year, 
and were marching on purpofe to make 
Nifia the firlt Atchievement and Defign Of 
B b b 2 their 
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KS90. their Conqueft. But what could be done 
fi>r Conservation of that Place, was not o- 
M ‘ y ' mitted ; ail the Old Works were repaired, 
and Ieveral New ones compleatcd j and the 
River Moraia being with much Expence 
and Labour made Navigable, great Quan¬ 
tities of Provifions, and Materials necefla- 
ry for War were brought down by that Wa¬ 
ter to tf/ffa, l'o that nothing was wanting 
for Coniervation of the Place, unlefs a 
greater Garril'on within, and a more nume¬ 
rous Army without. 

About this time a lmallfort of Venomous 
Flics 1 warmed about Niffa, which killed ma¬ 
ny Horles, Cattle, Camels, and Mules. I 
remember in a Journey I once made through 
thole Countries in the Month of May, that 
we were much in felled with this fort of A- 
nimals, which was the fmalleft Fly that e- 
ver I did lee, covered with a thin Fluffy or 
Down ; the w hich would not touch the 
Pij-Jh of a Man,but Horles, Camels, Mules, 
w ere killed by them. Wherefoever 
they fixed on the Sides of a Horle, or any 
other Part, they w ould draw a Blifter as 
big as an Egg; and entering into the No- 
llrils, immediately poifoned the Brain,which 
caufcd a Hidden Death to the Beaft ,♦ but 
hereof I have difcourlcd more at large in a 
former Hiflory, to which I refer the Reader. 

Tho’ die great Armies were not as yet in 
the Field, yet Parties were roving in all 
Parts and Places, the Weather becoming 
moderate according to the Seaion, and the 
Grafs grown,* the Turks encamped near 
Grarlifca , where they Raid a while in ex¬ 
pectation of ibmc Troops to joyn with 
them, and therewith to pafs the Save into 
6V/uzmv,/,with no other Defignthan to ruine 
and fpoil the Country; but Baron Konifeck 
1 laving Advice thereof, marched from Brod, 
with all the Huffars, and Hey dukes which 
were Quartered in the adjacent Villages un¬ 
to a Place where the River is fordable, and 
therefore .the molt likely place where drey 
might defign to pais ; by which not only the 
Pallageofthc7«/-/b was obftrud:cd,but News 
coming to them that the Croats were fallen in¬ 
to their Country on the other fide,they quit¬ 
ted their firR Defign, and marched to oppole 
the Croats, who were too quick for them, ha¬ 
ting taken great' Booty, and committed a 
vail Spoil before the 7 «>/-* could come in to 
the Succour of their Country. i 

About the fame time one Herlniovich , a 
Dalmatian Captain, marched fix Days Jour- i 
ney bevond N:fa into/the Enemies Coun¬ 
try, which he Surprized and Plundered,and 
returned bad; with the Heads of Ieveral 
Jinks, and ibme Prifoncrs. The fame Cap¬ 
tain ibon afterwards having recruited him- 
ieJf with lomc more Troops, fell upon 
fierfati'iiz, in which was a Garriibn of a- 


bout 12.7 Turks , provided with.all things ^6wo. 
neceflary for defence of the Place, being 
fortified on a very advantageous Situation, Beikc- 
but coming upon them by Surprize, the 
Place was taken, and all the Men put to the “f 
Sword, except lome few, who made their Dalmatia. 
Elcape; the Boot)'' was confiderable, befides 
90 Turkijb Women, four Standards, and 
two pair of Kettle-Drums. 

In like manner a Captain of the Garriibn 
of Pyrotb roving abroad, and Peeking his 
Fortune, met near to Sophia with 20 Hor¬ 
les laden with Nails, Iron, and Ieveral 
Warlike Inftruments, he feized them all, 
and killed 19 Turks, and took one Prilonet 
alive, who in the Night making his Efcape, 
gave Intelligence thereof to Sophia , from 
whence a Party being commanded out, they 
overtook the Germans, and fought with 
them, but the Germans behaved themlelves 
lb well, that they forced the Turks to leave 
them, and fufFer them to elcape with the 
Booty they had gained. 

At this time alio lome Sea Robbers land - Sea 
ed in the Bay of Vola, and made an Incur- LM1 ‘ 
fion into the Territories of Macedonia near 
Monajfir, burning and fpoiling all die Coun¬ 
try $ whilft another Party of them, to 
the number of about 600 Men, made a Sal¬ 
ly towards Stippo, where diey lurprized 500 
Turks, and put diem all to the Sword, with¬ 
out Quarter given to any one ; but the In¬ 
habitants they carried away Prilbners, and 
made ufe of them for Slaves in die Hills 
and Mountains. 

Nor were tilings more quiet in Hungary , 
where Ieveral Skirmilhes happened to the 
Lois and Damage of die Turks ; and parti¬ 
cularly the Soldiers of the Garriibn, and 
thofe of the Blockade had an Encounter, 
and the latter returned Victorious, with 16 
Prilbners, 2.2, Heads, 49 Horfes, and lome 
Cattle. 

Moreover Count Corbelli fent out a Par¬ 
ty of 500 Horle, which met, andiiirround- 
ed a Party of Turks , of which they killed 
three or four of the Chief Commanders, 
with 70 private Soldiers, took 10 Prilb¬ 
ners, and many Horles ; in which ACtion 
jz Men were llain and wounded, and 22 
Horfes killed.

The News of the Surrender of Widin, 
cauted the Vizier to haften the taking of 
Ffjffi, that he might have time afterwards 
before the Winter to take in Belgrade ; to 
which cud he furioufly affaulted the place 
on all fidcs, and continually both by Day 
and Night fired with Cannon and Bombs 
into the City ; by which the Garrtlon be¬ 
ing diminished from 3 unto zooo Men, 
and the Counterfcarp taken, and no hopes 
of Relief, General Starembeig the Gover- 
\, w w. nor thereof was forced to a Capitulation, 
aa d Surrendered on the 8th of September 
on very honourable Terms : Namely , 
That the Garrifon ffiould march out vvith 
Bag and Baggage, Trumpets founding, 
and Drums beating. Colours flying, and 
with all their Arms, and to be conveyed 
in lafety to the Morava. But the Turks 
did not faithfully oblerve this Agreement, 
but robbed and difarmed many of them. 
The Tartars allb purlued after them as far 
as Semendria , with intent to cut them all 
off; of which Count Staremlerg having 
/Ydvicc, he fpccdily palled the Danube, 
and ib arrived in fafety at Belgrade. The 
Turks found 90 pieces of Cannon and 
Mortar-pieces in Niffa ; after the taking of 
which they marched diredtly towards Bel¬ 
grade, and took Semendria in their way, 
of which Lieutenant Colonel Weingartler, 
a {tout and valiant Soldier, was the Go¬ 
vernor ; but having no more than 500 
Germans, and 400 Rafcian Soldiers in all, 
for defence of the place, they fuftained a 
Storm from all the Turkish Army ; but be- 
s^mep- ine overwhelmed with Numbers, the Go- 
dr,a M«» V crnour with all his Soldiers were put to 
'fffft' the Sword and perilhed ; and the Turks 
U-- : became Mailers of the place, in which 

they found a good Booty with quantity of 
Proviiions. 

hr the mean time Prince Lewis conti¬ 
nued his march towards Tranfylvania, and 


having palled the Danube at Culitz , a place 1690. 
fomething below Semendria, he arrived at ^Q^ 
Karnnfebes with the Horl'e on the 16th, 
but the Foot and Baggage came not thi¬ 
ther until two days afterwards. And here 
it was that the Prince-received Intelligence 
how- that Tekeli’s Lieutenant-General was 
marching againft him with fome thou- 
fands of Horfe, by way of the Valley of 
Hadegger, leading to that place, which is 
called the Iron-Gate , with intent to hinder 
the Prince’s paffage into Tranfylvania ; bur 
the Germans were beforehand with them, 
and with a Party of Horfe cook poflef-^ Lewis 
fion of the Pafs before Tekeli’s Men could nivania. 
reach it; which they maintained for two 
or three days before the Army could come 
and enter into it ; and having paffed it 
about the zift, they drew into Battalia 
according to the fituation of the Ground, 
and encamped near the Ancient Romana 
Colonia Vulpia Trajana , the Ruins of which 
do (till appear, where they remained until 
the 14th, before which time their heavy 
Baggage could not arrive at the Camp. 

The German Army being thus entered 
into Tranfylvania, many of the Nobility 
of that Country applied themfelves to the 
Prince for Safe-Condudts, or Protections, 
to live quietly and to fave their Goods; 
whilft in the mean time, the Rafcians were 
entered into Walachia, where they plun¬ 
dered, burned, and put all to the Sword 
with as much Cruelty as enraged Men can 
exercife one againft the other. But Prince 
Lewis marched with his Army in three 
Lines, until they came within an hours 
distance from Huniad, and here the Army 
reSted for a while. 

The Turks, as we have faid,- having 
taken Semendria, and killed all that were 
ir, the Grand Vizier marched with all his 
Forces towards Belgrade ; of which, News 
being carried to the Imperial Court, the 
Duke of Cray was immediately difparched 
to Belgrade, to take upon him the Com¬ 
mand of that City. 

The Duke was fent away on the ift of 
Oftober , which was the Day that the October 
Grand Vizier inverted Belgrade , and cn-gj™ 
camped in the very Same Places and Ports wjh Bei- 
which the Chriftians hadfet out and marked 8« de - 
two years before ; And. on the id he had 
furrounded the City from the Danube to 
the Save ; and from that Day to the Bth 
chey fired continually with their Cannon 
and Bombs without ceafing, and Stormed 
the Pallifadoes with Such Rage, without 
fear or wit, that the Defendants wondered 
to fee chem run on fo defperacely before 
any Breach, or the leaft opening was made 
to favour or prepare for an Attack.

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1690. On the 8th, The Duke of Croy arrived

Next Morning the Duke of Croy being 
defirous to fend a true account to the Em¬ 
peror of the State and Condition of the 
Place, a Draught thereof was drawn and 
fubferibed by General Afprernont , and Of¬ 
ficers of the Artillery ; which whilft the 
Duke, after a fmall Breakfaft, was pre¬ 
paring to difpatch away, giving an Ac¬ 
count wichali, that there were not above 
3 zoo Men in the place fit for Service, an 
ihe steeple outcr y was ma de, That the great Blue- 
o/thiclfiu Steeple of the Caftle began to burn ; up- 
takesfire. on which Alarm the Generals and others 
applying themfelves to cxtinguilh the Fire, 
it was foon put out. Bur no fooner were 
the Generals and People returned to their 
Homes, and bufily employed in their 
Difpatches for Vienna, which were to be 
carried by the Count Archinto ; but by 
fome unknown Accident; or as it is ra¬ 
ther believed, by the Treachery of a Turk 
difguifed in a German Habit, or by the 
villainous and traiterous Practice of fome 
French, who had been employed to work 
in the Magazines, and had that Morning 
Deferred, and gene over to the Turk ; the 
laid Blue- Steeple, about three or four a 
Clock in the Afternoon (which was the 
principal Magazine for Powder in all the 
jtgain m City.) took Fire, and blew up, with fuch 
flLt’up Violence, that the Duke was not only 
wounded, but half buried in the rubbilh 
of his own Lodgings, and dif-interred as 
it were by a Page of General Afprernont. 
This blow over-turned the great Bulwark, 
which defended the Gaftle, together with 
its Walls, Guns, and other Defences , 
opening fo large a Breach for the Enemy, 
that they might have entered the Town 
with whole Squadrons : And fo extraor¬ 
dinary and fatal was this blow, that it de- 
j4 great ft ro yed a thoufand Men of the Garrifon, 
thereby" which were drawn up on die place of Arms 
and on the Walls ; fo that when the Ge¬ 
nerals ordered new Men to fupply the 
Places of thofe who had been killed by 
; this fatal Clap,and defend the Breach,they 
could not find a fufficient number to with- 
ftand the Enemy, then ready to take ad¬ 
vantage of this dreadful blow; howfo- 
ever, they made the beft refiftahee pof- 
fible, until their remaining Magazines and 


Store-Houles took Fire, and blew up one 1690. 
after the other, in fuch a difmal manner, 
that for Fire , Powder , Smoak , Stones , TT ' 
and Dull, one Man could not Ice, much mwvk-u 
lels know the other ; and in this Confu- 
fion, not only the greateft part of the j- wi t:,#* 
Garrifon perilhed, but even a thoufand “t- 
Turks ftorming at that time the Walls, 
and entring the City, were alfo loft; and 
fuch as remained alive were forced to re¬ 
treat back to the Camp; at which time it 
feemed, as if a Ceflation of Arms had 
been made during this gloomy and difmal 
Interval; but fo foon as it had cleared up 
a little, the Turks obferving the great 
Confternation in the City, fo that thofe 
who remained alive, could make no rcfi- 
ftance, they rather entered the Walls than 
Stormed them; And being come within Belgrade 
the City, they found very few Chriftians 
living, or Houles Handing, and the very 
Boats in the River were funk by the weight 
of the Stones and rubbilh which were 
fallen into them; fo that thofe who e- 
fcaped, faved themfelves for the raoft part 
by Swimming, fome over the Danube , and 
fome over the Save ; on which occafion, 
howfoever fome few Boats remained, by rhtDuhf 
which many parted over, and amongft the c<°y £ -. 
reft, the Duke, and General Afprernont ^{‘f/cT 
with fome of their Servants ; but no Man rah. 
could fave more than what he carried 
about him.

And thus ending the Ihort Reign of this 
Tranjylvanian King, the Emperor became a 
lecond time the Matter of that Principali¬ 
ty ; the Care and Prefervaricn of which 
was committed to the Charge arid Go¬ 
vernment of General Vettrani , who with 
eight Regiments, and a good part of the 
Army, returned back to Zatmar. 

According to Orders received from the 
Grand Vizier, Chujacin Pallia of Bofnia , 
appeared on the 29th of Oclober , with 
Mijlapha Palha, and one Beg or Lord of 
d. that Country, before Effeck, With 12 or 
iyooo Men ; and the day following lent 
a Summoris to the Duke of Croy, to Sur¬ 
render up the Forttefs unto the invincible 
Power of his Sovereign, the Ottoman Em* 
peror, and in failure of a ready Compli¬ 
ance herewith, he thrcacned to deftrby 
the whole Garrifon, Man, Woman, and 
Child, and not fo much as to fpare or 
give Quarter to Infants in. the Womb of 
their Mothers. 

Hereunto the Duke returned for Anfwer, 
kr That the Germans did not afe To be terrified 
m . with high and menacing Words ; That they 
had not a Woman in \ke Town * and confe- 
quently no Children to le ccncCrned for who 
were unborn ; but they fkould find Men there 
who were refilved to dejend the Town to the 
utmojl of their power. 

Gpon this Anfwer, the Palha immedi¬ 
ately ftormed the Counterfcarps, which 
Were without any Parapet, and provided 
only with fome fmall Palliladoes : How- 
foever, tho* the Garrifon confided only of 
2000 Men, the Turks were repulfed with 
great lofs and flaugh’ter. The Palha find¬ 
ing himfelf miftaken iri his Meafures, and 
that the place was relolved to make a bet¬ 
ter refiftance than he exp'eded, he began 
to form an Attack iri good Order, opening 
Trenches, and railing Batteries, which 
was performed with fuch diligence, that 
b. on the 2d of November, two Batteries were 
finilhed, from whence with eight Guns, 
and two Mortar-pieces-, they fired conti¬ 
nually into the Town. The Duke one 
Evening, walking with fome Officers 
through the Palliladoes to take a view of 
the Enemy, was difeovered by them, and 
thereupon a -whole Volley of Ihot was 
poured upon them ; amongft which, one 
Musket-lhot took of the Hat and Perri- 


wig of the Duke, and grazing on his Fore- 1^90. 
head, took off the Skin fpr the breadth»— 
of,a Finger, without other hurt or milchief. Noveml1 

On the 4th aftmut Noori the Duke^^/.Vy. 
caufed a Salley to be made by 200 Foot, 

30 Granadiers, and 100 Horfe, which fo 
well fucceeded, that the Turks Were beat¬ 
en out of their Trenches, having 200 of 
their Men killed on the place, and five 
Standards taken, with the Jofs only' of 
two Men killed and about 30 wounded : 

Had the Lieutenant who commanded the 
Horfe, done his Duty, and advanced as 
he ought to have done, to cut ofF the 
Enemies Retreat, above 40 Colours had 
been taken, and not one of them had 
elcaped out of their Trenches ; for which 
Default the laid Lieutenant was feized* 
and arrefted. 

On the yth, The Turks had advanced 
within 15- Paces of the Pallifadoes, and 
Gbunterfcarp, and had fo battered, and 
ruined the Houfes within the Town, e- 
fpecially that in w hich the Duke had hiS 
Quarters, that very few were* Handing, and 
Icarce any place to remain or abide in. The 
Turks likewife began again to appear iri 
grear numbers,threatning a general Storm ; 

But the Duke, and the other Generals* 
providing to make thebeft Refiftance, and 
moft vigorous Defence they were able, 
entered into the Counterfcarps with un¬ 
daunted Rcfolution; but the Enemy at¬ 
tempted nothing, as if fome ftrarige fear 
had poflefled them. In the mean time, 
the Duke being returned to his Lodgings^ 
the Huffars brought to him three Turks ' 
who being in Examination, demanded for 
what Realon the Enemies had made fo vio¬ 
lent an Aflault without Trenches or Eafrth 1 
to cover them; it was anlwered, That 
there being a Report in the Army, that 
the Chrifttans were coming with a power¬ 
ful Army to relieve the Town ; it was re- 
folved to take the place, if poflible, be¬ 
fore the Succotirs came ; for which reafon 
they endeavoured to carry all at once; by 
dint of Sword, or force of Arms. 

The Duke, and General Staremlerg ha¬ 
ving received this Information, lent out by a [tr ata .

1 
Of this the Befieged knew as yet no¬ 
thing, but perceiving towards fix a Clock 
in the Morning, that not the leaft noife 
was heard in the Turkijh Trenches, the 
Duke gave 50 Dollars to a Musketeer to 
adventure out, and take a view of the 
Camp and Trenches ; the which having 
done, he returned, and gave a Report, 
That not a Turk was remaining, either in 
7 ^Turk» ° ne or t j ie other. So foon as the Day- 
sug/ 1 % broke, the Garrifon fallied out, and en- 
patmick tcrcd the deforced Camp, in which they 
f tnr ' found great Spoils, three pieces of Can¬ 
non, j 00 Bombs, and other warlike In- 
ftruraents which the Turks had left behind 
in their affright, which poffeffed them with 
fuch pannick Fear, that they flopped not, 
or looked behind them, till they had paf- 
fed the Bridges at Walcowar ■, where they 
flayed no longer than only to break them 
down to fecure their flight. 

The Story hereof was pleafantly related 
by a certain German , who had three years 
before been taken by the Turks , and had 
for his skill in the Turkijh Language, been 
received into Service of the Paiha’s Secre¬ 
tary : This Man during the flight had 
thrown himfelf into a Cock of Hay and 
Straw, where he lay hidden until the 
Turks were gone, and then creeping out, 
efcaped to E\jeck , and there told the Duke; 
That the I aiha was a dull, old, timorous 
Fellow ; who when he heard all the Drums 1 
beat, and the Trumpets and Bagpipes 
found, he was ftruck with fo much Fear, I 
that he trembled , his Hands and Feet 
fhook, his Knees knocked one againft the 
other, and his Legs were not able to fup- 
port his Body; and he farther faid. That 
the Palha had been ordered by the Grand 
Vizier, that fo foon as he had made him¬ 
felf Mafter of Ejfeck, that he fliould not 
flop there, but ihould make Excurfions 
round the Country, ruining and deftroy- 
ing all with Fire and Sword; but this Stra¬ 
tagem lo well lucceeded, that the People , 
and Country were freed of the Turks, and 
the Ruin which they threatned. 

The Siege being thus railed, Lieutenant 
Colonel Lyon was difpatched with the 
7a> at Vi- jvJews to the Imperial Court; which fo 
ennl ‘ much rejoyced the Emperor and the whole 
City, that all the former finifter Succefles 
of the Campagne leemed forgotten, and 
iwallowed up in the Joy of this A&ion; 


for which the Duke of Cray, and General 1690. 
Staremherg were fo cryed up, that never 
any thing feemed comparable to this Stra¬ 
tagem, and gained them not only the 
Fame of valiant, but wife Generals: This 
News was the more Wellcome, becaufe it 
was furprizing, and unexpected ; for the 
Town was fo ill fortified, that the Sol¬ 
diers would never have been perlwaded to 
hold out, had not the Duke liberally di- 
ftributed his Money in the Garrifon, and 
treated the Soldiers plentifully at the Rate 
of a Pound of Flelh, and a Quart of Wine 
for every Day ; And indeed there was a 
neceflity thereof in that moift Country, 
which is nothing but marlhy and wet 
Places, and in that Seafon of the Year, 
fubjedf to Rain, Fogs, Froft, and all ex¬ 
tremities of the Weather. 

Thus this Siege being happily raifed, 

Te Deum was fung in Ejfeck ; and all the 
Trenches of the Enemy being levelled, the 
Duke committed the Command of the 
Town to General Staremherg, and returned 
himfelf to Vienna. 

Jn the mean time. Prince Lewis conti¬ 
nued his march for Zatmar, where he ar¬ 
rived the firft of December, having been Decem b. 
Complimented all along in his march by . 
the States of Tranfylvania ; particularly at dmpimL. 
Enget, where Thanks were particularly re- ud by ail 
turned him, for having delivered them 
from the Tyrannical Government of Count fyivania. 
Tekeli : Which poor Prince, after many 
Difficulties, being come into Walachia, 300 
Zecklers which had followed him did then 
Defert him ; but marching home without 
leave,were purfued by fome of his Troops, 
and cut down in fuch manner, that none 
of them efcaped. The Walachians alfo, 
unwilling to have their Country ruined by 
the Rafcians, who defigning to make their 
Winter-quarters there, caufed great Fears, Cndmm. 
fo that he laboured under perpetual Trou¬ 
bles and Hardlhips. 

At Zatmar , Prince Lewis was forced to 
continue for feme Days for Rcfrelhment, 
both of his Soldiers, Horfcs, and Mules, 
the which were fo extreamly tired by their 
long Marches, efpecially the Beafts which 
had carried the Baggage, chat they would 
not ftir nor rife, until they put fire under 
them. , 

In the mean time the Turks under the 
Command of the Grand Vizier’s Son, con¬ 
tinued to over-run and fpoil all the Coun¬ 
try on the other fide of the Theyfje, and 
fent a Summons to the Governor of St. Job 
to Surrender the place to them; but he 
anfwered. That the Place being aFortrefs 
belonging to the Emperor, of which Ge- 
I neral NigreSi had the Keys, he was not 
| capacitated to comply with their Defifes.

Hereof News being brought to Prince 
Lewis at Zatmar, who had not with him

month canie to Claujfenburg, where two 
Days before the Turks had been, and'ium- 
mOned the place to make a Surrender ; 
but the Summons being rejected, the Turks 
having burned the Suburbs, returned to

1690. Virgin of Carmen., was delivered up to the 
care of the Francifcan Fathers, ana a luffi- 
cient Garrilon being put therein, the Com¬ 
mand thereof was committed to the Go¬ 
vernment of that Noble Venetian, Vicenzo 
Gritti of St. Ahife, in quality of Provedi- 
tor. Many Gentlemen fignalized their Va- 
lour and Condud in fubduing this Fortrefs, 
namely the Duke of Guadagni, CbabriUan 
General of Malta , with feveral other Noble 
Perfons, and Subaltern Officers, worthy of 
immortal fame. In this laft Adion, 400 
Men were killed and wounded. 

By the Fall of this City of Malvafia , ta¬ 
ken the iith of Augufl , the Turks were en¬ 
tirely beaten out of the Morea , and the Ve- 
netians became abfolute Mailers thereof: 
But to lofe no farther time, the Captain- 
General Cornaro having given fome time for 
the Refrelhment of his Troops* fet fail 
The Vene- f rom Malvafia with the whole Armata, to- 
jifnlpn wards the Gulf; and being on the nth of 
Valona. September come within fight of Valona , the 
Septemb. Turks had time to form a Body of 7000 
Foot, and 1500 Horfe ; and having taken 
pofleflion of the moll advantageous Polls, 
andPafles, rhey endeavoured vigoroufly to 
difpute the Landing of the Venetians . But 
tilings were lb well ordered, that nothing 
could give a flop to the Relolution of Men 
aceullomedto Succefs and Vidory. 

Ucy Land. The firll that let Footing on Shoar, were 
the Maltefes, which were followed by the 
Pope’s Militia; but the Venetians were the 
firll to attack the Enemy under Command 
of Major-General Spaar ; which they per¬ 
form’d with fo much Bravery and Rcfoluti- 
on, that having repulfed the Enemy from 
the Shoar, they purfued them to the For¬ 
trels of Cannina , which is fituate on the 
top of a high and craggy Rock, about four 
Italian Miles dillant from Valona ; thefe 
werefeconded by the Duke of Guadagni , 
and feveral other Auxiliary Troops, toge¬ 
ther with lome Venetian Troops command¬ 
ed by Sergeant-General Borri ; in this Acti¬ 
on the Turks loll lome Men, and the Vene¬ 
tians about 8 or 10, amongll which the 
Count of St. Felice was Ihot in the Head by 
a Musket-Bullet. 

The Army being alfo joyned with a Body 
of Cimarriotes , and Albanefes, and confide- 
rably increafed thereby, advanced lo far, 
as to lodge that Night in the Neighbour¬ 
hood, defigning next Morning to attack the 
Suburbs of the Town, whilll Lavettin , Ge¬ 
neral of the Delcent, was taking a Survey 
of its Situation, he was grievoufly wound¬ 
ed with a Musket-lhot; and in the mean 
time the Turks making a Sally with 2000 
Men, were repulfed, and forced to retire 
into their Houfes fortified with Stone, bar¬ 
ricading up their Streets, and in many Pla-

ces opening Trenches to give a flop to the 1690. 
advanced Troops of the Enemy, by which 
the Captain General forefeeing that length 
of time might be advantageous to the E- 
nemies, which in a Ihort time expected new 
Forces ; the Cannon, Bombs, and other 
Warlike Inllruments, were lent for from 
the Fleet, which was performed with lo 
much diligence, that in the fpace of 2.4 
Hours, the great Cannon was brought, and h * nm 
lome Battens railed, to the great Admira¬ 
tion and Terrour of the Enemy, againll 
the Fortrels of Cannina ; in the expedition - 
of which Work, all the Ciurma, that is, the 
Slaves of the Gallies and Galleafles, were 
greatly ferviceable, by mending and break¬ 
ing the Ways to make them payable for 
the Artillery ; but whilll the Batteries were 
playing very hotly on Cannina, a flrong 
Party of 3000 Foot, and 400 Horfe, were 
detached under Command of General Spaar, 
to attack the Enemy, who had made a Re¬ 
treat, after the late Repulfe upon the Sea- 
coalls, into fome fortified Houles and Pla¬ 
ces of Retirement. Spaar having marched 
for the fpace of 10 Miles through Woods, 
and Mountains, and difficult Places, came The Turks 
at length in fight of the Enemy, who were " J „ ert t ^ e ° m> 
pollened with fuch Fear and Conflernation, 
that tho’ at firll they made an appearance of 
Fighting, yet upon a more near Approach, 
they tinned their Backs, and fled with 
Shame and Confufion. 

In the mean time .whilll General Spaar 
was in purluit of the Enemy, General Borri, 
with feveral others of the chief Officers, 
made an Attack upon the Fort, without any 
fear or regard to the continual Fire which 
was made from thence, and being feconded 
at the lame time by the Duke of Guadagni, 
together with the Maltefes and the Troops 
of the Religion, and of the Papalins, or the 
Pope’s Forces; they all in their feveral Sta¬ 
tions alTaultedthe Places appointed to them, 
and in this general Storm the Auxiliaries 
forced into the middle of the Town, lepa- 
rating the Defendants on the Right Hand 7hi Fort of 
from thole of the Left, who finding them- Cann!na 
felves diftrefied on all fides, fpread a White 
Flag, demanding to Capitulate; the which 
being granted, fome Perfons came forth de¬ 
manding liich exorbitant Terms, as were 
not thought fit to be granted. At length 
all was reduced to thefe Particulars; 
namely, 

‘ That theylhould, without further de- 

* lay. Surrender the Fortrefs into the 
‘ Hands of the Venetians , and march forth 

* immediately with their Families, Bag and 
‘ Baggage.

1690. Thus was the Fortrefs of Cannina deli- 
'-""Vvered up to die Will and Pleafure of the 
Cannina" Captain-General, out of which came forth 
furrexdred. about 3000 Souls, befides 5-4 6 of the Gar- 
rifon, and were with fafe Convoy conduc¬ 
ed to their Camp : The lots on die Veneti¬ 
an fide was not confiderable as to the Num¬ 
bers, but for the Quality of die Perfons 
killed and wounded, amongll which Alvife 
Sagredo was wounded with a Mulquet-Bul- 
let in the Thigh; and General Born through 
pertmi cf t ^ e Body, of which he died, to the great 
Sorrow and Lamentation of the whole Ar- 
kiiicd. my; likewife Monfieur de Moroglie , Lieu¬ 
tenant General of the Forces of Malta, 
whofe Place was fupplied by Sergeant- 
Major de Brojfiei a Perlbn of approved Va¬ 
lour, and prudent Condud. 

The Captain-General not being willing to 
lofe the favourable advantage of the prefent 
Conflernation the Enemy was in, their 
Army being beaten in the Field, and put to 
flight, and the Fortrefs of Cannina deliver¬ 
ed, and the Cannon for feveral Batteries 
playing upon the Town of Valona, it was 
thought fit to make an appearance of the 
whole Army before the City, and to af¬ 
fright them the fooner into a Surrender, a 
threatning Summons was fent them, with 
Menaces of giving no Quarter in cafe of 
Refiifal; but hereunto no Anfwer was re¬ 
turned by the Turks, fo that nothing but 
an obftinate Refiftance was expeded, all 
things being filent and quiet in the Town, 
during the whole Night: At length in th. 
Morning the like Quietnefs and Silence con¬ 
tinuing, it was difeovered, that the Turks 
had privately in the Night conveyed tliem- 
S3" k5fclves a way, and cowardly abandoned the 
Valona. Town to die Pleafure and Will of their E- 
nemies, on the 18th of September 1690. 

In the Fortrefs of Cannina , and in the 
Town of Valona 134 Pieces of Cannon 
were taken of feveral forts of Metal, as 
well of Brafs as of Iron. 

And in this manner this Enterprise end¬ 
ing, to the great Glory of the Venetian 
Arms, : Te Deum Was lung in Venice with 
much Joy and Triumph, and greatly to the 
Honour and Praife of the Captain-General 
Cornaro, who with equal Valour followed 
the Footfteps of his fortunat-e Predeceflbr 
Mortfini. 

Nor were the Venetian Arms lets liicceis- 
ful under the Command of General Molino 
Tit Pajha in Dalmatia, where Zenalee t he Palha of 
cf Arzi- /irzigovina, had a defign with a Body of 
3000 Horfe and Foot, to attack die new 
Greeks SubjeCs lately conquered by the Venetians, 
the which being for the moil part Chriftians 
of the Greek Church, it was refolved to fur- 
prize them in the Eafter Week, when they 
were more attentive to Devotion, than to 


the Exercife of their Arms ; but phis De- 16.90- 
fign was not fo fecredy managed, but dipt 
it was difeovered, and brought to die know- SeptemK 
ledge of Fietro Duodo, Proveditor Extraor¬ 
dinary of Cataro, who upon the News, im¬ 
mediately difpatched by an Exprels, an In¬ 
formation thereof to the People of Nixicbi., 
advifing them to be watchful againft th? 
Surprizes of their Enemy. Accordingly at h- attack 
the time appointed, the Palha moving from N,xichi - 
Nevijfigne, entering into the adjacent Parts 
of Nixichi, began to execute all Adis of 
Hoftility, burning Houfes and Villages, 
niaking Slaves, and taking a confiderable 
Booty. The News hereof being brought 
to tfie Churches, where die People were 
aflembled and intent at their Devotions, 
they all ran out of their Churches, and be¬ 
took diemfelves to their Arms, with fuch 
wonderful Celerity and Refolution, that 
they unexpectedly affailed the Turks, and 
after a fliarp Conflict routed them, and put * 
them to Flight. The Palha endeavouring®^ 
to flop dieir Career, killed two of his af¬ 
frighted Officers widi his own Hand; but 
Fear and Conflernation had fo poflefled 
their Minds, that nothing could give a hin¬ 
drance or flop to their Courfe; for all be¬ 
ing in Confufion, they trampled one on the 
other, and in the. Purfuit 400 Foot, and 
300 Horfe Were cut to pieces ; die Slaved 
whichdiey had taken, were fet at liberty, 
and the Booty recovered ; many Prifoners 
were taken, amongll which were fome 
principal Turks, with the Palha himfelf; 
who being put into Chains, offered 3000 
Zecliines, with two Veils of Sables for his 
Ranfome, with fome fine Horfes, and Arms 
of confiderable value; but the People of 
Nixicbi were too generous to accept of a* p»jb« 
Ranfome, and rather chofe to carry their Pri ' 
Prifoner in Triumph unto Cataro, than to Jm ‘' 
accept of any Prefent whatfoever in lieu 
thereof From Cataro, by order of Gene¬ 
ral Molino, the Palha was. on a Gaily tran- 
fported to Spalatro . And leaft the Turks of 
Arzigovina being hereby incenfed, Ihouid 
be provoked to take a Revenge with greater 
force, die General Molino,■ for better fecu- 
rity of that People, ordered the Comman¬ 
der of that Diftrid to march with a Body of 
300 Men to their alfiftance, and to put all 
People into Arms; that taking advantage 
on die prefent Conflernation with which 
the Turks were affeded, they might with 
more eafe enjoy the lafting Fruit of die pre¬ 
fent Vidory.

Year anl'w ered the Expectations of the Ve¬ 
netians at Land, better than thofe of the 
Germans had done at the Court at Vienna ; 
but yet an unhappy Encounter at Sea, gave 
the Turks fome caule to rcjoyce, and not a 
little tempered the Triumph of dwz Veneti¬ 
ans ; the which happened in this man- I 
ner. 

About the opening of the Campaign on 
the 2.2.th of March of this Year, the Cap¬ 
tain-General gave Orders to Admiral Valier 
Commander of the Ship St. Ijeppo, carrying 
44 Urals Guns, that taking with him for 
j sm. his Confort, the Ship called the St. Mark ; 
he Ihould fail to Milo, there to colled: the 
ui'ual Charaeh, or Tribute of that Ifland, 
being about 10000 Dollars a Year : And 
being towards the Evening come near the 
Ifland, a flrong Gale of contrary Winds, 
put them off from the Shoar, driving them 
towards L'und/a, and lo continued until 
Midnight, when the Wind abating, and the 
Weather becoming more favourable, they 
directed their Courfe towards the Ifland. 

-he two Upon Break of Day io Ships weredif- 
'T?'’ ^covered lo near, that they were eaflly 
known to be Enemies; at which Alarm the

dead, he would* blow up the Ship, rather 
then render it up into the Hands of the 
Turks ; then he threw Overboard all his 
Publick Letters, Orders, and Inftrudions, 
a$ alfo all the Flags and Colours in which 
the Lion and Arms of St. Mark were de¬ 
ferred, chat nothing which belonged to 
the Republick, might fall into the Hands 
of the Enemy ; and confequendy he cau- 
fed both the Pumps to be unfixed, that the 
Veffel might, fink, and not fifll into die 
Hands of the Turks. And afterwards fee¬ 
ing two of die Enemies Ships preparing to 
come Aboard, he called to thofe few of his 
Men, who were left alive, and coming on 
the Quarter-Deck, animated them to itand 
by him, and whenfoever thofe two Ships 
were aboard, to give Fire to the Powder, 
and perilh with the Enemies on either hand: 

But whilft Valier was giving thefe Inftru- Vali« 
eftions, he was taken off by a Cannon-Bul- *' /w * 
let, and immediately, as he had ordered, 
his Body was cart into the Sea, having pro- 
tefted. That neither Alive, nor Dead, 
would he fall into the Hands of the Ene¬ 
my. ' 

Valier being dead,, and his Lieutenant, 
Captain Fetrina grievoufly wounded, and 
very few Soldiers and Seamen remaining 
alive, or unwounded, and the Ship after a 
whole Days fight, entirely difabledtomake 
any longer refiftance; die Turks howfoever 
durft not adventure to come near the Ship, 
but at lengdi difplaying White Colours, 

I they adventured to lay the Ship aboard 
1 with their Long-Boar, where being enter¬ 
ed, they enqured firft for the Admiral, 
and his Lieutenant, and being informed, 
that the firft was killed, and his Corps 
thrown Overboard, and the latter mortally 
wounded, they made Prifoners of all thofe 
remaining alive in the Ship ; and having 
demanded of Fetrina the reafon why he had 
with fuch obftinacy fought againft i o Ships > 

He anfwered. That it was not accuftomary 
to fuffer the Ships belonging to the Repub¬ 
lick, to fall into the Hands of the Enemy; 
and that in cafe he had, not been wounded, 
he would have blown the Ship up, rather 
than have feen the lurks become Mafters of 
her : In fine, whilft the Turks were Aboard, 
Pilla- 
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1690. Pillaging and Plundering what they could 

about four Hours in the Night the 
Ifeppo Ship funk with all the Cannon j only fome 
jinks. few Seamen and Soldiers getting the SkiffJ 
when it was very Dark, made their way 
for Milo, where finding a French Tartana, 
they were thence tranfported to the Arma- 
ta. This Fight, tho’ unfortunate, was yet 
Glorious to the Venetians ; and for that rea¬ 
fon, tho’ it happened at the beginning of 
the Year, we fhall yet in honour to that Re¬ 
publick conclude their Campaign with this 
glorious Action, and proceed to the next 
Year; in which we ftiall find the Imperial 
Forces much more fortunate, and crowned 
with Glory and Succels, than in the pro¬ 
ceeding Year.

1691, ' j 'HE Turks having the laft Year re- 

1 gained Nijfa, Widin , and Belgrade , 
With fome other Advantages, began to re¬ 
cover their Courages, which before were 
funk very low, and Would gladly have ac¬ 
cepted any tolerable Conditions of Peace 
whatfoever; but now as there was no ipeak- 
ing thereof on lels Terms, than a Surrender 
of all that the Emperor had conquered and 
gained from the Turks in Hungary; fb this 
rt j Turks Refolution was heightned and confirmed in 
five. * diem hy the Mediation which the Ambafia- 
dors of England and Holland had offered 
and prefled upon them; wherefore the War 
going forward, the Grand Seignior returned 
to pafs his Winter at Conjlantinople , where, 
and in the Black-Sea, fix or eight great 
Ships were put on the Stocks, to ferve the 
next Summer againft die Venetians, on the 
Coaft of Morea, with which addition to 
dieir Naval Force, they hoped to over¬ 
match the Venetian Fleet, and do great Feats 
on the Coaft of Morea. 

In the mean time the Englijh Trade in 
giifhrL/e Turkey was in a moft unhappy and unfor- 
m a bad tunate Condition; for it had not been long 
cmditim. f ince t h e terrible, and affrighting Earth¬ 
quake, which had about two Years before, 
(as we have already related) deftroyed the 
whole City of Smyrna; and by an irrupti¬ 
on of Fire, confumed vaft quantities of 
Goods belonging to the Englijh Levant 
Company ; and what was of great Confi- 
deration, the Books, Accounts, and Papers 
of the Merchants periihed with them. Af¬ 
ter this amazing Judgment of God, die War 
breaking out between England and France , 
the Navigation for Merchant-Ships, both in 
the Mediterranean Seas, and in the Ocean, 
became very hazardous, efpecially for Ships 
of fo great a value, as thbfe from Turkey, 
which were fufficient to open the Eyes, and 


tempt the Avarice of the French at the Ex- 1691, 
pence of a ftrong Fleet to lie in wait, and 
Watch for them, of Which the Interefted 
werefo fenfibie, that fome of the Ships lay 
two Years at Smyrna, before they could The Tor- 
take the Courage and Refolution to adven- ke ( 
tute On fo hazardous a Voyage; but Ne- audit.un. 
ceflity having no Law, for they muft either 
perilh in Port, or proceed, in which doubt¬ 
ful cafe they chofe the latter, and with the 
Blefiing of God arrived lafe at Leghorn ; 
where having joyned a ftrong Squadron of 
16 Men of War commanded by S d F arris 
Wheeler, they proceeded for England, and 
fome of che Merchant-men being ftout 
Ships, and of confiderable defence, they 
efteemed themfelves equal to any force the 
French could fend againft them : But whilft 
they failed forward without fear of any dan¬ 
ger from their Enemies, die French having 
had Advice of all their Motions, and of 
that great Treafure they carried, thought it 
a Prize fit for their Royal Navy, and ac¬ 
cordingly dis-fpeeded Monfieur Tourville , 
with all their great Ships out of Brefl, to 
cruife upon them, and fo well timed their 
Affair, that they had certainly taken light 
of them, had it not pleafed God to cover 
them with a thick Mift, which lafted until The Tur- 
fuch time, as they were out of their reach, key . shi V 
and having a prolperous Wind, arrived fafe England, 
in England in the Month of July , to the 
great Joy and Triumph of the Mer¬ 
chants. 

But to proceed to the Wars in Hungary i 
Count Tekely in the beginning of the Month 
of January appeared with a good Body of 
Men at thePaflage of Terez, againft: whom 
die Prince of Hanover was detached with . 
a ftrong Party ; but he being of a Valiant pbo-* 
and a warm Spirit, natural to that moft II- ver kilted. 
luftrious Family, advanced fo far with a 
few Men before his Troops, that unex¬ 
pectedly he fell into an Ambufeade which 
lay hidden and covered in Hedges and 
Bulhes; where receiving a whole Volley of 
Small-ftiot, he was with one of his Men, 

(who died by his fide) pierced with fevcral 
Bullets near a Village called Sernifi, and 
tho’ the General followed dole afterwards 
with a ftrong Body, yet he came too late 
to lave this Hopeful and Gallant Prince, tho’ 
not to repulfc die Enemy, who at the noife 
of his coming, fled with all the precipitate 
hafte they were able. 

But Colonel Fohland was more luccefsful 
in his Undertaking ; for he having given 
Orders to Antonio die chief Captain of the 
Rafcians, to drive away all die Cattle which 
were grazing about the Caftle of Packet, 
and whilft he was executing the lame, the 
Turks Tallied out upon him with all their 
force, but with fuch ill fuccefs, that being 
E e e beaten, 
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1691. beaten, and forced to retire unto their Ca- 
ftlc ; Pohland and his Men rulhed in with 
them at the fame time, and cut down 500 
SAkn.md of their bcft well-mountedSpahces, befides 
lurutd. t i ic Foot belonging to the Garriion, which 
was iiirrounded with a double Ditch, and 
bclet with Palifadoes j the which having 
plundered, they afterwards Burnt, and left 
it. 

This Succefs was icconded by another 
upon the Palanca, or Fort called Waradin ; 
in which was a Guard of 200 Men, the 
,•,, „ which they {formed and entered, killed all 
*” • called the Garriion, and burnt the Fort, and treat- 
Waradm. c j j t j n t i ic p ame manncr as they had done 
Packet. 

After this Excurfion Colonel Pohland ha¬ 
ving retired to his Quarters to refrelh his 
Men, the General of the Walachians gave a 
fallc Alarm near the Pafs of Fackau; but in 
reality marched with molt of his Troops 
to a Place called Karanfeles, ipoiling and 
dcflroying the Country round aboutbut 
Pohland having notice thereof, attacked 
them, and both he with his Dragoons, and 
Captain Antonio with his Rajcians, attack¬ 
ed the General fo briskly, that he was 
forced to retreat with the lofs of 300 of his 
Men, and of all the Spoil and Plunder 
which they had taken. 

In revenge hereof the Turks, and Tar¬ 
tars confilling of a very ftrong Body, in¬ 
tended to break into Tranfylvania by way 
of the Iron-Gate, of which Pohland and 
■Antonio having notice, they polled them- 
felvcs in fuch an advantageous place, that 
falling on them by way of Surprize, they 
routed them, and killed upwards of 1000 
Men on the place, took more than 300 
Prifoncrs, with much Baggage, Horfes, 
and Booty. 

February. In the beginning of the Month of Febru¬ 
ary^ continual Skirmifhcs happened with 
various Succefies, as if bothfides intended 
to pradtite and cxcrcife themlelves againft 
the time of the great Battle which w r as to 
be fought this Year at Salankement. 

In the firft place the Garrifon of Great 
Waradin made an Excurfion towards Debre-

Likewile 400 Turks which had palled the 
Danube near Illock, were met by 3 qo Baja- skimdjb::, 
ans, under the Command of Captain Tofar , 
who killed about 140 of them, and took 
40 more with three Standards, loiiie good 
Horles, and other Booty. 

In like manner the Turks appeared with 
a Body of Men before the Caftle of Novi, Novi *. 
which they forced to furrender upon Capi-*^^* 
tulations; but the Croats defirous to regain * r 
it, marched with a Body of Men towards 
the place ; which the Turks with a like Body 
of Men relolved to oppole ; whereupon a 
Fight entiled between thele two little Ar¬ 
mies,in which the Turks were worfled, 1000 t'm Turks 
of them being killed on thefpot, many P t ^ mr fi ed - 
loners taken, and amonglt them a Pallia, 
with leveral other principal Turks. 

The Croats encouraged with this Succefs, 

S rolecuted their defign againft Novi, and 
ormed the place; the which being provi¬ 
ded with a ftrong Garriion, and frelh 
Troops marching for its relief, the Croats 
retired with their Priloners and Booty, in 
very good order. 

The Turks more adtive, than fortunate, 

Tallied out again this month from Lugos to 
pafs the Marojch, and by the way upon 
the Ice, to make an Excurfion into Tran- 
fylvania.

Tllo ’ t i lc -y ur p i | ia d Che laft year been 
more fucccfsful than they had been any 
time during the War ; yet by their long 
and tedious Marches, and by the Lofles 
they had fuftained in frnall Parties before- 
mentioned, they' could not put themfelves 
into a pofture of taking the Field until 
tlic middle of the month of July: How- 
foever, in the mean time, they made great 
preparations both by Land and Water ; 
ordering their Troops from the remotell 
parts of Afia to march for Hungary ; feve- 
ral of their Ships laden with Ammunition 
and Provifions arrived at Widin, with de- 
fign to tranfport the fame to Belgrade, 
where the Magazine of Stores was to be 
made. Antonio, who was now made a 
Colonel, had notice hereof, and fuffered i 
two of their lmall Ships to pafs by, with- 
out interruption ; herewith the Turks be¬ 
ing encouraged, lent io more; but thefe I 
Antonio attacked, and took two of them, 1 
and two more of . them were taken by the 
Rafcians near Modava , the reft returned 
back to Widin. 

M Thefe great Preparations made by the 

Turk obliged the Emperor to do the like; 
and accordingly a great Train of Artillery, 
witlrvaft quantities of Ammunition, Bul¬ 
lets, Bombs, and Carcafies, were fent 
down the River to Buda and Ejffeck ; at 
- the latter of which places the General 
Rendezvous of the Imperial Army was ap¬ 
pointed. 

The Turks on the other fide began to 
draw fome Troops out of their Garrifons 
of Great Waradin and Temefwaer, confift- 
ing of 200 Foot, and iooo Horfe, carry¬ 
ing fome great Guns with them in their 
march, feeming, as if they intended an 
Attempt upon Lugos, with hopes to fur- 
prize it ; of which Antonio having had 
fome intelligence, happily met with them; 
and having a ftronger Body of Horfe and 
Dragoons, fell op, the 200 Foot, and de¬ 
feated them, killed 61 of them on the 
place, took fome Prifoners, the reft faving 
themfelves in . the Marflies and Woods ad¬ 
jacent : By fome of thefe Priioners, An¬ 
tonio receded Information, that the 1000 
Horfe were marched towards Lugos, and 
accordingly directing his Courle thither, 
he furprized and took feveral of them 
who were ieparated from the reft ; and ! 
caufmg all the Rajcian Drums, Trumpets, 
and Kettle-Drums to found, they ftruck 
fuch a Tcrrour in the Turks , that they fled 
from their feveral Quarters with fuch Con- 
fufion, that difperfmg themfelves, many 
of them were taken, and amongft them, 
an Aga, with many other principal Turks. 


The time now approaching near for Atfti- 1690. 
on. Count Guido of Staremberg drew outfe-^V^ 
veral Troops which were quartered in the J 
Neighbourhood, into a Body ; the other 
Troops , which lay about Peft, where they 
had had their Winter-quarters, were drawn 
over to the oppofite fide, where joyning 
1 with thofe of Buda , they encamped at 
Soufeberg : Whilft thefe Troops were draw¬ 
ing together, a Party of Rafcians furprized 
and took Titul, in which they found 400 
Turks, and put them all to the Sword. 

In this interim. General Veterani received 
j Intelligence, That 300 Ships laden with 
Provifions, under the Convoy of 4000 
1 Men, were fpeedily defigned from Widin 
to Belgrade, for fubfiftence of that place; 
and hereupon the General fent Orders to 
the Colonels, Pobland and Antonio, to in¬ 
tercept them in their paflage. Thefe two 
Braves having joyned their Forces, ma- 
| king together 4000 Men, lay in wait for 
the Enemy about two days, and On the 
' third, feeing them- begin to appear, they 
drew their Forces fo clofc together, that 
they feemed not to make above 400 Men 
in all : The Turks contemning fo frnall a 
number, detached a Party of 1000 Jan- 
nizaries to attack them ; which running 
upon them with fury and precipitation, 
were fo rudely treated by the Rafcians, 
that the Turks were forced to fend a ftron¬ 
ger Party to their afiiftance ; the which allo 
were fo bravely received, that above 100© 

Turks were killed on the place, and many 
drowned in their retreat; but the Ships 
betaking themfelves to the other fide of the 
River, were faved. 

Nor were the Rafcians lefs fortunate, 
fome days afterwards having taken 400 
Waggons laden with Ammunition and Pro¬ 
vifions in their paflage from Belgrade to 
Temefwaer, befides feveral Prifoners, a- 
mongft which were three Turks of good 
Quality. 

Another ftrong Party of Rafcians ma¬ 
king an Incurflon near Mitrovitz, attacked 
Kathana Muflapba, and killed 1500 of his 
Men on the place, took feveral Prifoners, 
four Guns, and all his Baggage ; upon 
which the Turks quitting Mitrovitz, the 
Rafcians entered and poflefled themfelves 
of it. 

Thefe Succefies being the Preludes to 
the enfuing Campagne, were good Omens, 
of a happy and glorious Vi&ory, the 
truth whereof will fpeedily appear, by 
what is to follow before the Conclufion of 
this Year. 

By all the Misfortunes which had at¬ 
tended the Turks in this War, it was be¬ 
lieved not only at Vienna, but concluded 
as well in England, as in all parts of Ger¬ 
many, 
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1691. many, that the Turks were become weary 
of the War, and that there was nothing 
June ' now wanting to beget a Peace, but a good 
Mediator acceptable to both the Emperor 
and the Sultan. The Turks had already 
given Proofs of their Inclinations to a 
Peace by the Ambafladors, which ("con¬ 
trary to the Cuftom of the Turks, and 
which had never been prarftifed before; 
had fent their Ambafladors in a manner to 
fupplicate Peace with the Emperor, and 
who remained ftill in the Imperial Domi¬ 
nions, tho’ confined to the Caftie of Put- 
tendorf, in the nature of Prifoners ; the 
which was excufed by the Auflrians, by 
the conftaric practice of the Turks , who 
had for the moft part Imprifoned Ambaf- 
ladors, or put Guards upon them, at all 
times when their Negotiations fucceeded 
not; or that Propofitions were offered not 
very pleafing to the Grand Seignior. r 
But be it how it will, it being now evi¬ 
dent, that both Parties had need of a 
Peace, no Princes appeared capable of the 
Office of Mediation, but only William 
King of Great Britain , and the States Ge¬ 
neral of the United Provinces, being both 
Friends to the Port, and to the Emperor 
and his Allies. 

About that time, Sir William Truntball, 
lent by King James IL to refide Ambafla- 
dor at. Conjlantinople, being recalled. Sir 
William Huffey, one of the Members of 
str Will, the Turky Company, was Eledted by that 
Hufley Compaiiy, according to their Privileges, 
L&r to refide Ambaflador at the Ottoman Port: 
/iiTurfey. And being afterwards prefented to His 
Majefty King William ,to receive His Royal 
Confent and Confirmation, he was ac¬ 
cepted by His Majefty, and received his 
<£ommiffioo and Inftrudtions accordingly ; 
by which he was appointed in the Name 
of King William and Queen Mary, E$ Of¬ 
fer unto the Sultan Their Majefties Medi¬ 
ation. 

For better effecting of which. Sir Wil¬ 
liam Huffey was appointed to take a Jour¬ 
ney by Land to the Ottoman Port,- and in 
his way to call at Vienna, there to receive 
fuch Diredfions about Treating this Peace 
as fhould be delivered him fey the Emperor, 
the King of Poland, and the State of Ve- 
wire, then in an Alliance together. 

Sir, William Huffey not leaving England 
until the latter end of the year 1690. and 
having his Lady, with her Women in his 
Company, he arrived not at Vienna until 
the beginning of the Winter; when the 
Danube being frozen up, and no paflage 
without great danger by Land; and the 
Inftrutftions according to the flow Motions 
of the Imperial Court not formed, nor de¬ 
livered to the hands of Sir William Huffey 


until towards the Spring ; he arrived not 169 r. 
at Adrianop/e till the Month of June, .where 
the Grand Vizier was ftill remaining, and iUn ~ 
preparing for his march with the Army to¬ 
wards Belgrade. But before he departed, 
he firft gave Audience to Sir William Huf- 
Jey the Englifh Ambaflador; at which, lit¬ 
tle pafling befides Ceremony, no Judgment 
could be made of theVi2iers Inclinations 
to a Peace, whole Thoughts were taken 
up with the Contrivances for the War; for 
the Turks being relolved to try the fortune 
of the, following Campagne, would no? 
much hearken to Propoials of Peace, efpe- 
cially being offered, with an Uti PojjidetisGrand 
that is, to make Ihort work, That both ^TiiLTi 
Parties Ihould be contented with what they Tplace. '* 
had in Pofieflion, and fo an Amnefty to 
pafs. W T hat the Vizier had in his Mind, 
he was not willing to declare; but by the 
Sequel it appeared, that he relolved to 
Fight, and to adventure his own Life 
with the Fortune of the Ottoman Empire, 
on the hazard of a Battle, efteeming it 
more glorious to die in the Field, than poor¬ 
ly and meanly in a private Chamber by a 
Cord applied to his Neck by the Hands of 
two Executioners: With thefe thoughts the 
Grand Vizier proceeded to Belgrade to 
! Head the Army, which was full of Hope 
I and Ailurance of Victory, under the Au- 
fpicious Condudt of this Kuperlee, Son of 
Old Kuperlee, and Brother to. that Prudent 
and Moderate Vizier, who fubdued GW/*, 
and put an end to the Venetian War,, which ttu Turks 
hadlafted for 27 or 28 Years ; for the lurks'"dfff 
attribute more to the Fortune of a Man, FIZF 
and of his Family, and the Stars under G ' and yis 
which he is Born, than to his Wifdom , zter ' 
Condud: and Experience : And for this 
reafon, the Turks fo often change their Mi-, 
niftefs, doing as Gamefters do with their 
Dice and Cards, throwing them away, in 
hopes by this Change, to change their For¬ 
tune. 

In this , manner, as we laid, the Grand 
Vizier marching haftily away to the Fron- T f En S- 
tiers, the Bufinefs of the Mediation went I' 
not forwards, but tins great Work being at 
a ftand. Sir William Huffey proceeded to ^nopfe*' 
Conjlantinople, which hath for many Years P * 
•been the ufual place of Refidence for the 
Englifh Ambafladors.

William Huffey made a Solemn Entry into

for ever to be Chronicled in Hiftory ; ajnd 
thofe who furvive, are worthy of a lafling 
Fame, andlmmortal Glory. 

Much is owing by all Cbrijtendom to the 
Valour and Conduit of that Noble Gene¬ 
ral Prince Lewis of Baden; as alio to the 
Marlhal-General Count of Dunewaldt , to 
Count Souches , General of the Artillery; 
to Count Stirurn , General of the Horfe ; 
and to Lieutenant-General Barfus of the 
Brandenburg Troops, befides all the Ser¬ 
geants, Generals, and Officers, who beha¬ 
ved themfelves with that Bravery, Con¬

For whereas the Ottoman Empire* 
which hath been famed in paft Ages for 
Multitudes and Swarms of Men, by which, 
over-powering their Enemies by Num¬ 
bers, rather than by Valour, made all their 
Conqueft from Bajora, as far as Bud a, are 
now dwindled to a Condition, which many 
of our lmaller Princes in Chriftendom are 
able to equal. 

All which we are to attribute to the Al¬ 
mighty Hand of God, who commiferating 
the wretched Eftate of Chriftendom, at a 
time when the Victorious Arms of France 
were employed in ruining and laying wafte 
one end of it, the Turks had Invaded the 
other, and threatned aii entire Defolation 
of all Germany.

4 on the Shoar, and appointed to receive 
4 me. . , . 

4 The next Day I was received by the 
4 Seraskier in full Divan, compofed of all 
4 the Principal Officers both Civil and Mi- 
4 litary; where when I had given Thanks 
4 for the Honours received, the Pafla an- 
4 fwered me. That fuch were the Ancient 
4 Cuftoms of the Ottoman Empire, which 
4 they were refolved to obferve,and abolilh 
4 the Abufes introduced by the late Grand 
4 Seignior, and his Prime Vizier Muflapha. 

4 Then the Seraskier, with much earneft- 
4 nefs, did exaggerate the Unjuft Opprefli- 
4 on which was pradifed by Chriflians to 
4 thofc of the fame Faith, who Inhabited 
4 the Country called Syrmium , fituate be- 
4 tween the Drove , Save, and Danube, 

4 who were barbaroufly fpoil’d of their 
« Cloaths, robb’d of their Cattle, and o- 
c bliged to pay exceflive Impolitions againft 
‘ all Laws of Humanity and a regulated 
4 Government; whereas on the contrary, 

• their Sultan fent Money to be diftributed 
4 among the Poor Subjeds, to buy them 
4 Cattle and Seed, thereby ffiewing himfelf 
4 aFatlierof the Miferable, and not aTy- 
4 rant; and this Charity (continued he) 
4 which ought to be natural to you Chrifli- 
‘ ans towards one another, need not hinder 
4 the Hoftility of Soldiers when they meet 

* and encounter, leaving the poor Coun- 
‘ try-Men in Peace, who labour only for 
4 the PubUck Good, and the Service of that 
4 Prince whom God fhall place over them. 
4 I anfwered with applauding fuch Pious 
4 Maxims, and that I hoped fo good Difpo- 
4 fitions would incline them more favoura- 
« bly to hearken to what I was to propofe 
‘ in the Name of my King, towards the 
4 ending this Bloody War between the two 
‘ Empires ; and that as to the Particulars 
4 he mentioned, I being a Stranger knew 
4 nothing of them. He then proceeded to 
« charge Count Chizztola (Commandant of 
< Effeck) to have deceived him on feveral 
‘ Occafions after his Word given; a Crime 
4 (fays he) which will be punilhed by God; 
« and if the Charity of my Emperor to- 

G g g wards 
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wards the Poor Subjects and Country¬ 
men had not retrained me, what wou’d 
have hindred me this Winter to have made 
Excurfions even to Buda ? But all I Ihou’d 
: have gained, wou’d have been only the 
Tears and Curies of the Miferable : I an- 
fwer d with commending the generous 
Clemency and Mercy of the prelent Go¬ 
vernment ,• and our Conference ended 
with the uliial Ceremonies of Coffee, 
Sherbet, and Perfumes. 

‘ In the Afternoon I was call’d for by the 
Seraskier to a Private Audience, at which 
only his Effendi, and my Secretary (who 
1 was inftead of an Interpreter} were pre- 
: lent: I reprelented to him, that this peril- 
1 lous Journey I had undertaken, and by a 
: way fo unulual to Amballadors from Eng- 
' land, was a Mark of the high Friendlhip 
■ and Affcdtion which the King my Mailer 
bore to the two Empires of Germany and 
; Turkey, who relenting fenfibly the fatal 
• Confcqucnccs of fo long and bloody a 
1 War, commanded me to pafs by Vienna, 
there to receive the Orders and Inllrudli- 
ons of the Emperor of the Romany towards 
1 the amicable ending of it, to which good 
Work Ihou’d not the Grand Sultan and His 
Miniftcrs likewile correfpond, it might be 
■jultly feared, that the Milchiefs andDe- 
lolations hereafter enfuing, wou’d call 
down Vengeance from God upon theMuf- 
' felmen. The Seraskier applauding die 
1 King’s Generous Defign, took notice 
‘ there never yet was between England 
1 and the Ottoman Empire, either War ora- 
‘ ny alienation of Attention, but always 
‘ pcrfedl Friendlliip, which he beg’d God 
' wou d continue: He commended the 
Wifdom of the prefent Vizier, his Huma¬ 
nity and Trcatablencfs, and approved my 
Solicitous Earneftnefs to continue my 
Voyage, leaving it to my Choice, either 
to go by Land or Water. I told him, I 
rcfolvcd to go by Water as far as Rufgiuk , 
a Days Journey below Nicopoli r, and to 
Travel thence by Land : He again re¬ 
new’d the Complaints made in the Divan, 
in behalf of the Poor Inhabitants of Syr- 
m/nm, and prefs’d me to Write to your 
Excellency to forbid the Plundering of 
Villages, and Excurfions of the Heydukes, 
who behave themfelves more like Thieves 
than Soldiers ; and that your Excellency 
wou’d order, that they who are Peaceable 
and Difarm’d, may continue not only in 
Repofc, but alio be protected to the Be¬ 
nefit of that Prince to whom God ihall 
give the Government. He allured me fur¬ 
ther, That whatfoever Expedient Ihall be 
propofed by the Imperialiils, towards the 
preventing fuch Violences, he will readily 
agree to, and caufe it to be rigoroufly ob- 


‘ ferved j and in this io Chrifiian a Caule, 1 6 
‘ intreated me to interpofe the good Offices v^- 

* of mv King. I do therefore beleech your 
‘ Excellency to Correfpond herein with A- 

* met Pafla, either by Letter, or by Depu- 

* ties on both Tides, to meet on the Con- 

* fines, and to be plealed to inform me of 
‘ your Refolution herein, by an open Let- 
‘ ter fent to the Seraskier, with whom I al- 

* fo leave a Copy of this, as I will like- 

* wife do with the Grand Vizier, not de- 
‘ figning to expofe the Confidencethey have 
‘ in niy King to the Hazards of any Acci- 
‘ dents which might prove equally prejudi- 

* cial to both Empires. 

* I took this Opportunity to lhew my 
‘ felf equally Charitable towards the Poor 

* Chridians taken inOr/oua,and made Slaves 
‘ (as was reported) after they had Capitu- 

* lated to have fife Condudt into the Empe- 

* ror’s Territories. I was anfwer’d, That 

* they had Surrendred themfelves withcon- 

* dition, That if Belgrade were loft, they 

* would be Prifbners of War, and that the 

* Grand Vizier was not capable of violating 
‘ the Publick Faith fo fhamefully. I de- 

* manded concerning fome other Prifbners, 

‘ recommended to me by their Friends ; but 
| was anfwer’d. That they were all the

‘ A Courier being difpatched to Conftanti- 
‘ nople , I have had Permiffion to Write to 
‘ the Grand Vizier, and Sir William Trum- 
‘ b>al, giving Information of my Arrival ; I 

* purpofe fuddenly to continue my Voyage 

* with full intention to do all the Service I 
‘ can to both Empires, in execution of the 
1 Commands of my King, in whole Name 

* I continue to prefs (as defired) your 
‘ Excellency, that fome Means may be

Sir iVilliam Hujfefs Letters to 
the Lord Fagett at Vienna. 

Adrianople, May 25. 1691 . 

' My Lord, 

I Sent a full Account of our Arrival at Bel¬ 
grade, April 30. S.N. From thence we 
came by Water to Ruftick, two Dayr lower 
than Nicopolis, and thence in eight Days 
Land-Journey hither ; whence we advanced 
forwards two Days , but met there by my Se¬ 
cretary and Interpreter from Conftantinople, 
with Letters and Advice from Sir William 
Trumbal, that the Vizier was upon departure , 
and ordered us to flay his Arrival at Adri¬ 
anople. We returned back two Days paft : / 
have been received and treated in all Places 
with fingular marks of Refpett and Honour , 
equal to ary in the fame Char after. Ifend this 
upon Fortune to inform your Lordfhip of our 
Arrival. As to our Negotiation , I mufi attend 
the Audience before I can give you any Account, 
fill in fufpence. God be praifed we are all well, 
and my Secretary I brought from Vienna. 
The Turks pretend to have a great Army , 
and defign chiefly towards Tranfylvania. If 
this meets a quick conveyance , / beg your 
Lordfhip to acquaint my Lord Nottingham 
of my Arrival. / have wrote to the Dutch 
Ambaffador for his Advice and Confederation, 
in rejpeft to me, and his Stay, or Journey hi¬ 
ther, fince I cannot be permitted to attend him 
at Cxmftantinople. How I fhall proceed to 
Conftantinople, flay here, or follow the Cam- 
paign, your Lordfhip mufi expelt hereafter. 
My Secretary has added a few tines, I inclofe 
to your Lordfhip. My humble Duty to all the 
Minifters. Nothing fhall be wanting which is 
in my Power. lam, &c 


Adrianople, June ,\. 1691 . 

My Lord, 

T HE Vizier made his Entrance firfl, 
with ho great Train, mr in the Pub- 
lick Streets,, but pafldireH to bis Tents; half 
an Hours difiance, the Grand Seignior enter d, 
on the %<yth, with a fair fhew to us, but to 0- 
thers very fhort of former Splendour ; he was 
in a Litter , one of his Court with him at the 
other end. The Vizier fent his Emeen Chewfe, 
(the a d in that Office) with eight more , the 
fame Afternoon he entred, that he being in 
bafle, defired me to be ready to come to Audi-, 


ence next Day. We were furprized^ becqufeour 1691, 
Druggermen in good Manners thinking that V'VSe' 
Day due to his Repofe, did not defign to have 
carried my Complement, and to defire leave 
of Audience till next Day ; but I fent them 
immediately to perform my Duty in congratu¬ 
lating his Excellency's Arrival, and to concert 
Matters for next Day, aljo to defire it migf-'t 
be private, in regard I w as without Equipage 
fuitable to a Publick Appearance. The Chewfe 
Baffa told the Vizier, in regard I had no great 
Retime , his Perfonal Attendance might be 
wav'd, but he commanded him to come in Per- 
fon: Accordingly on Monday Morning June 
about nine a Clock , we fet forward in the left 
Accoutrements we could: I was in my Em¬ 
broider'd Scarlet Coat, fix Englilh Footmen in 
my Englilh Lac'd Liveries, fix in red Live¬ 
ries al modo Turchefco, 18 Chewfes in Van, 
two Druggermen after them, then my felf with 
the Chewfe-Baffa on my right Hand, and about 
10 Gentlemen on Horfeback follvwing me, fome 
of my own Company,- others that came from 
Belgrade with me, and Jeveral other Turks, 
that we made a large Train, and drew Crouds 
of Spell at ors. In half an Hour we arrived at 
his Camp ; condulied into his Tents, we pajl 
one very large one, and through that into a- 
nother; his Officers were all drawn in Lines ; 
they brought me a Stool to fit on, and imme¬ 
diately the Vizier enter'd, fat down upon a Bed 
carpeted ; his People made a Prayer at his En¬ 
trance ; he bid me welcome, and I acquainted 
him with my Commiffton, delivering him the 
Kings Letter and its Tranflation ; after this 
was over, the Tent full of Officers, and his two 
Sons Jlanding on his right Hand, I ask'd his 
Excellencies leave now, or when he pleas'd, to 
fpeak in private ; he told me, after Sherbet, 

Coffee, &c. the Turkilh Treat, the Company 
fhould retire, and he being in hafte defired it 
now, when we difeourfed according to the Re¬ 
lation I fend inclofed Veibatim, as nigh as 
we four could remember , and to which we all 
put our Hands, viz. my felf. Senior Marfigli, 

Mr. Coke Secretary, and Senior Antonio 
Perrone chief Interpreter; there remained 
none in the Room but the Vizier, as before men¬ 
tioned, and one Druggerrnan more. At De¬ 
parture I was Ve(led and 11 more, all that I 
had of Quality, and conduit ed back with fome 
Ref pell. His Excellency was very courteous, 
and we had all the Marks poffible of a very 
kind Reception , with as much Honour as any 
in the Char alter. 

My Lord, The Point refclved was. That 
his Excellency would not own the Turks at Vi¬ 
enna under any Publick Character, would nei¬ 
ther write to them , or find any other : Wien 
I told him the Emperor had accepted the King 
of England and States of Holland to affift, 
and was well difpofed to a Peace, and if his 
Excellency did incline alfo, I hop'd there 
G g g 4 might 
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\6 q\. might he a happy ijfue ; be reply d, He was 
C^Ejfor Peace, hut upon Terms of Honour, and if 
/ had Power to treat, would call for Pen. J 
reply d, It could not he exposed I fhould have 
full Authority before his Excellency s Mind 
had been known, and that Vienna was thought 
the properejl Place, in regard there had been 
feme Overtures already made, and Reprejenta-. 
trues of all Parties prefent: That to arrive at 
an end, there mufl be a beginning ; and that, if 
bis Excellency permitted, I would fend mySe- 
cretary to Vienna, to perfwade His Imperial 
Majejly to impower his General, that fo his Ex¬ 
cellency being now upon departure for the Con¬ 
fines, they might treat there ; and if his Ex¬ 
cellency judged my Perjon and Prefence necef- 
fdry to fo blcfs'd a Work, I would wait upon 
his Excellency, and attend his Camp: He told 
me there was no occafion I fhould take fo much 
trouble ; but faid. Send your Secretary to Vi¬ 
enna, that the Emperor Jend a Perjon accor¬ 
ding to cuflom, fully impowred to treat here, 
or elfe that we are as we are : And to this he 
added two or three Lines : To this therds no 
Reply. 

My Lord, 1 Jpoke feveral times that the 
Commijjton was lo me and the Dutch Embafa- 
dor equally ; which l did, and now repeat to a- 
void all Thoughts, becaufe the Vizier when he 
Jpoke, faid. Let the Emperor fend his Com- 
miffton to me, not naming the Dutch, and to 
this no Reply: ’Tis not an Ambition I defire, 
nor fha/l I lejs communicate with the Dutch 
Embajfador, ivhoje Counfel I Jhall always de¬ 
fire. 

My Lord, lam very glad I have the Op¬ 
portunity of returning Count Marfigli, who 
will fupply by Parole what I may omit , or 
what is not convenient for a Letter, and that 
your Lordjhip will tranfmit it to my Lord 
Nottingham : ’Tis absolutely neceffary that 
the Emperor refofves that he adjtfflsthe Points 
with the Allies, or treats without them, which 
the Turks would imbrace greedily ; but fince 
His Imperial Majejly will not relinquifh them, 
nor they able to defend, but mufl di/gorge, 
and be Jiva/loived up if alone ; 'tis I think ve¬ 
ry reajbnable that the Emperor requires them 
to pofitive and convenient Conditions. The 
Turks Nature is to do at once, and therefore 
confider'tng well there mufi be a Poiver intru¬ 
ded. / Jhall be very ready to give all the pof- 
Jtble ajftjlance / can, and if required, readily 
paf to the Camp, or Confines, for obtaining fo 
pious a H oi k, gratef ul, and moft heat tily wijb'd 
by the poor Subjects of both Empires ; and I 
hope I Jhall have the better fortune for the 
many hearty Prayers and good Wifhes I have 
gain d on both tides. God Almighty . profper 
and direct you to compleat it. What you Jend 
to me, pray let be clear, to avoid Replres, and 
that Count Marfigli may be perfectly infiruft- 
■>’d, who knowing the pojture and humour of Af¬ 


fairs here, will, I hope, expedite their Coun- 1691. 
fcls, and refolve them. The Juncture Jeems 
very favourable, andthe 'Allies, I believe, 
very prejftng ; thy Opportunity lojt, God knows 
the Confequences. Senior Marfigli will tell 
your Lordjhip fome things I have charged to 
his Memory, and defire your Lordfhip to fend 
to my Lord Nottingham. My ha fie and length 
of Letters will not permit, me to uje Cypher at 
prefent : I have prefumed do write to His 
Imperial Majejly, and moft of the Minifters, 
to acknowledge my Obligations and readinefs in 
their Inter efts, which I humbly leg of your 
Lordfhip to deliver ; and if the Bearer, who 
goes dir ell ly to your Lord J )ip be prefent, he 
can fupply all that is deficient. God Almighty 
profper your good Offices. I am with all Re- 
fpett.

In the laft Month of July we left the two 
Ambafiadors Sir William Huffey, and the 
Heer Collier at Adrianople, where having 
received the $fews of the total Defeat of the 
Turkifb Arrtiy, with the Death of the Grand 
Vizier, a flop was given to their prefent 
Motion towards Belgrade, with intention to 
proceed with the New Vizier thither; and 
there to reaflume the Mediation towards a 
Peace, for which the prefent Conjuncture 
feemed very feafonable. 

The New Vizier was called Ali Pajha, amw v>- 
had been Pafh£ of Scio, and Kalya, or De- p^ a Ali 
putyto Kuprioglt, the Grand Vizier now la 
flain in Battle : But whilft they were medi¬ 
tating of thefe Matters, and preparing to 
accompany the New Vizier in 10 or iz 
Days, as was given our, unto Belgrade ;ybe math 
it pleafed God, that the Englijh Ambafla- 0 f th , e fj r f 
dor. Sir William Huffey, fell Sick, and dZ Zr 
Died the 14th of September after 13 Days 
of Sicknefs at Adrianople *. He was a Per- ei ' 
fon much lamented by all for his excellent 
Qualities and Experience in the Affairs of 
Turkey, of which he had learned much at 
Aleppo, and there gained a good Eftate; 
with which returning for England, he Mar¬ 
ried the Daughter of that Worthy Perfon 
and Citizen, Sir Joint Buckwortb ; after 
whofe Death he was chofen by the Levant 
Company, to be their Deputy-Governour, 
in the Place of Sir John Buckwortb , his Fa- 
ther-in-Law Deceafed; in which Office ha¬ 
ving acquittedliimfelf for fome Years with 
much Honour, lie was afterwards font by 
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1691. King William and Qjieen Mary, to fucceed 
'•"'V s -' Sir William Trumball in that Embafly : His 
Excellent Lady refolving to accompany him 
in all his Travels and Dangers, patiently 
bore, and fuftained all the Fatigues andln- 
conveniencies of a Journey over Land ; 
which was never performed before by any 
' other Englijh Ambaflador defigned for Tur¬ 
key ; who were always Tranfported cither 
ill the Companies own Ships, or the King’s 
Men of War, by SeaBut now things had 
changed their Face, and as it was dange¬ 
rous, whilft the French were Mailers of the 
Mediterranean Seas, to expofe thole rich 
Ships to the danger of the Enemy ; fo it 
was thought moft convenient to haften the 
Journey of the AmbalTador by Land ; and 
that taking the Imperial Court at Vienna in 
his way, he might there receive foch In- 
ftru&ions from the Emperor and his Allies, 
the King of Poland, andthe State of Venice, 
as were moft proper at that time in order 
to a Peace with the Sultan, of which King 
William of England, and the States of Hol¬ 
land offered themfelves, by their Ambafla- 
dors, to be the Mediators : Upon this Oc- 
cafion Sir William Huffey, with his Lady, 
remained fome Months at Vienna, before 
he cpuld procure his Difpatches ; and then 
the Winter coming on, when the Danube 
was frozen up, he departed not from Vien¬ 
na, until the Spring, and arrived, as We 
have related before in the Month of June 
of this prefent Year. And whereas the 
Mediation of this Peace was of high Con¬ 
cernment to all Europe, we fhall here infert 
the Methods, Rules, and Inftrmftions, 

*, which the Emperor and his Allies gave 
to the Englijh Ambaflador in this Mat- 


The firft Paper given to Sir William 
Huffey at Vienna, was dated March 1691, 
and called, Informations for the Englifh Am- 
laffador, dejignedto be Mediator of the Peace 
at Conftantinoplc, and which may ferve to 
obviate the Objections which the Turks 
may make.

Perlbn, many were 
profcribed, and in the Night privately with¬ 
out Noile, were ftrangled, and in the 
. pam Morning found Dead in their Beds ; and 
gwT amongft: the reft was the Kahya of the late 
J 3 eceafed Vizier, put to Death at Belgrade , 
upon a Suggeftion, that fb loon as he had 
feen his Mafter Wounded, he betook him- 
lelf to flight, and was followed by all the 
Pages of the Court, who were well Mount¬ 
ed, and Armed, and might have done great 
Service had they not followed the Ignomi¬ 
nious and Bafe Example of their Mafter. 
The like Fate attended the Spahilar-Aga- 
fee, or General of the Horfe, who was faid 
to have been the firft to turn his-Back on 
the Enemy. And at Adriinople three o- 
ther Palha’s were put to Death, fop the 
lame Crime, or Default. 

After thefe Executions done,, the Gene¬ 
ral of the Janifaries was Named for not be¬ 
having himfelf well, but becaufe there are 
feme Points of refpedt refervedfor the Or¬ 
der of Janifaries, he was only difinifled 
from his Government, arid with a good 
Grace lent to be Pafha of Gpza, the meaneft 
Palhaluck in the whole Empire; and this 
would have been a Favour, had they not 
lent an Executioner after him, and in his 
way taken off His Head, is is the ufual 
Cuftom amongft the Turks ; with fuch Or¬ 
ders and Methods as thefe, the Turks reaf¬ 
firmed fomething of their Courage; difpat- 
ching without delay Commands for Lifting 
and Enrolling Janifaries, arid other Orders 
of Militia, as alfo Timariots , 2 -aims , Seg- 
men and others ; and that they would aug¬ 
ment their Numbers, as far as to 100000 
Men, or at leaft to the fame degree, as 
they were the laft Year. 

. But before We proceed farther on the 
Turkijh fide, we muft look a little back, 
and lee what the Germans are doing after fb 
Signal a Vi&ory- 

Auguft. The 10th of this Month of Auguft be¬ 
ing the next Day after the Battle, lbme 
Parties of Hungarians , and Rafcians were 
commanded to Purfue the Enemy in their 
Flight, which they did with fuich Expediti- 
jar/w^on, that they brought hack with them, 
riafei- many of the Fugitives, difperfed, and 
ftragling thro’ Private Ways, and unknown 
Paths; and reported. That the whole Tur¬ 
kijh Army were Flying in the greateftCon- 
fiifiori imaginable; arid that a great part of 
them had already palled the Sane, arid had 
broken all die Bridges behind them ; and 
that great Nutnbers of Dead Bodies, were 
found on the Roads,and covered the Ground 


for feme Diftance from the Camp: Fcr 169r 
which great Victory Te De«m was fang on 
the z ill, with a Triple Dllchatge bf all Tb cfe 
the Guns, as well of thofe which were ta->'£. 
ken from the Turks, as thofe belonging to 
the Qhriftian Army : And here on the xxth 
the Chriftian Arniy repofed, and refted it 
felf in the Field of Battle. 

In the mean time before the News of the - 
Vidfory, Colonel Mackeri , Governour of 
Vcrovitza , with a Party of 1600 Men, at¬ 
tacked the Caftle. of Velicko, and having 
thrown lbme Bombs into it; it was forced 
to Surrender at Difcretion, having had a- 
bout 300 Men Killed, and not above 60 
left Alive ; the Booty was not great, unlels 
it were the Releafement of Chriftian Prjlo- 
riers, bf which 3100 obtained their Liber¬ 
ty- ■ . 

The firft Motion the Army made from 
the Field of Battle, was to Car/owitz , where 
the Duke of Holftein was Buried. The next 
Day, being the 25-th, they marched to 
Peter Waradin, where the Dukes of Ah- 
rember g, and Arjchot, the General Souches; 
together with feveral other Officers, Died 
of their Wounds, the great Heats having 
contributed much to their Deaths: 

(Dn die 30th, a General Council of War 
was held in the Imperial Army, at which 
it was refolved, That the Duke of Croy , 
Field-Marlhal, with the Generals Saurau, ARcfihcX 
and Hoffkirchen, and five Regiments of 0 " at " t 
Horfe, and as many of Foot,' befides Raf- w ™. 1 
dans and Hungarians , ftlould March to¬ 
wards EJfteck to cover that Country, and 
Pals, and accordingly they began their 
• March on the laft of the Month, whilft 
Prince Lewis of Baden remained in the 
Camp to fecure, and covef them in the 
Rear. 

Of aft which. Matters the News being 
font to Vienna , both as to the Vidtory, and 
the Methods taken after it, we may ima¬ 
gine that all the Imperial Court, as well as’ 
i all Parts of chrtftendom , were filled with’ 
an extraordinary Joy for fo figrial a Vidlo- 
ry; and as the Emperor font his Gracious 
Encouragements to all the Officers; fo 
more efpecially to the General Officers, de- 
claririg Prince Lewises?Baden, Lieutenant- 
General of the Imperial Army in Hungary ; Pr. Lewis’ 
where whilft thefe tilings were agitating, madeUeu -i 
the Ndws dame of the Vitftory, which King 
j William of England had gained at the Boyne 
in Ireland, which lerved to augment the. 
Triumphs with anothfer triple Difcharge of 
all the Carinon in the Army. 

The Wiriter drawirig near' the greatefe 
part of the Turkijh Militia, being under 
great Diicouragemerits, and having along ; 
Journey Home, thought fit to leave the 
Camp: So did the Plundering all iif 
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1 69 v. their way, io did the Arnouts, and Albani- 
ans, and all the Soldiers whofe Towns, 
.'tptemb. ant J pj ou fc s wcrc n ot at a far diftance ; fo 
^fk Tur ' ^hcu iie the Spahee’s hole privately away, 
Jf and the Afiatick Horfe made towards the 
Dart!audit, where they pafled into Ajia; 
and in this manner did all the Forces dif- 
pcrle, that lcarce any appearance remained 
of an Army, or a Camp ; and thole few 
who kept to their Colours, were poflefled 
with great Confternation upon the News 
that the Poles had adlually Invaded Wala¬ 
chia, and brought great Dellrudtion, and 
Ruine upon that Province. 

The Weather beginning now to be Cold 
and Wet, much incommoded the Soldiers 
of Prince Lewis his Army in their March, 
elpecially the Foot, who trafliing through 
the Waters in a Country where was no 
Wood to Dry them, or Warm, and Drefs 
their Victuals, many of them fell Sick and 
Died. And indeed that Country, as I 
have my lelf obierved, hath neither Tim¬ 
ber, nor Underwoods ; fo that the Inhabi¬ 
tants live in Caves under Ground, the Soil 
being of a flilf Clay, grows hard with 
Fires, like a Stone; all their Fuel being 
Turf, of which, by the Lazinefs of the 
Inhabitants, a fu/ficicnt (lore had not been 
gathered to furnilh the prelent ule of the 
Army. 

Whilft the Army quartered in this Bar¬ 
ren Country, News was brought to Prince 
Leivit, That General / eterani having heard 
of the Defeat of the Turk*, had Decamped 
from I'dra, and was marched to Lippa ; 
where coming before the Town, he lent 
Lippa fir- h' s Summons to Surrender, which being 
re-i to refilled, iome few Bombs were call into it. 
Vet cram brought the Garrilon to a Defire to 

Capitulate, but nothing would be granted 
but a Surrender at Dilcretion. 

In fine, all the Men, being zi 6 in num¬ 
ber, were made Priioners, together with 
three Pallia’s, viz. Mahomet Bey , and one 
Aii iajha (who had been fent thither for a 
Place of Banifliment by the Grand Vizier} 
and alio another Bey, with a Ziorbalfi, or 
Captain. In the Town were three Guns, 
and two Mortar-pieces only, with a good 
quantity of Ammunition, but little of Pro- 
vifions. Afcer which Count Guttenfieyn 
was made Governour of the Place, with 
lomc Hundreds of Men for a Garrilon: 
And whereas News was brought, That Te- 
kclt , with five or 6000 Men was Quarter¬ 
ed about Tcmrjivaer, it gave Iome Appre- 
henfionsof his Defign to Invade Tranfilva- 
ttta for which reafon General Veteram 
kept his Station at Lippa to oblerve his 
Motions. 

In the mean time Prince Lewis continued 
his March to Segedin , where he refrelhed 


his Army for Iome Days: And here it was 169 r. 
that a certain Tark came from Belgrade un- 
der a Pretence to demand the Exchange of^j^ij 
4000 Turks againft lb many C hrijttans ; 
but this Propolal leaning fictitious, he was liU,c!: - 
fufpedted fora Spy, feized, and commit¬ 
ted to Prilon. 

- It being thought fit to lecure Lippa late¬ 
ly taken, the Prince lent his Adjutant- 
General with 12. Saicks laden with Provifi- 
ons, and fome Money, by way of the 
River Maroth to Lippa , to Mend and Re¬ 
pair the Fortifications of that Place, and Rtirfoms 
raile new ones where the Works were de- L ‘PP»- 
fedtive; and for its better Reinforcement, 
zooo fiafcians,and Hungarians , both Horfe 
and Foot, were lent to ftrengthen the Gar- 
rifon. 

The Prince likewife with the remaining 
part of the Army, marched to Zolnock, 
where the Horfe having pafled the Bridge 
for that purpofe ereCted, met on the lame 
Day of their Arrival, with the Field-Mar- 
flial Count Mansjelt , and Major-General 
Avers berg at the fame place, who had late- 
ly been detached in two Parties ; the latter su„Yift*. 
of which had the fortune to furprize a Par- ud - 
ty of 600 Men belonging to Tekch , of 
whom they killed above 100, and made 
3 z Priioners ; which gave lo great an A- 
larm to others of their Companions,which . 
were polled near Great Waradin , that in a 
precipitate Flight and Confofion, they be¬ 
took themlelves to their Heels, carrying 
withal their Bag and Baggage, with what- 
lbever elle was portable. 

Nor was Count Schlick who Command¬ 
ed the Blockade of Great Waradin , lefs fUc- 
cefsful ,• for having received Information, 

That Iome Hundreds of Oxen belonging 
to that Garrifon, were Grafing in the Mea¬ 
dows near thereunto ; polled himfelf with 
400 Horfe in afinall Wbod over againft the c - Schlick 
Place, ordering fome Hujfars to drive the pamfim 
Oxen towards the Wood w here he lay in Gr. W»- 
Ambulcade. The Hufjars following their radm- 
fnftrudlions in driving the Cattle, were pur- 
fued by the Garrilon till they came near 
the Wood, when Schlick fallied out upon 
them, and lo vigoroufly Attack’d them, 
that 400 Turks were killed on the Place, 
pi any Priioners taken, and the Oxen car¬ 
ried clear away to the great damage of 
that Garrifon. 

This Succefs was followed by another 
of the like Nature, for Schlick having un- 
derftood from the Priioners, that a confide- 
rableBody of Tekelis Men were Quarter¬ 
ed in a Village on the other fide of the 
City; he took the opportunity of the 
Night to pals filently along, and without 
any Noife furprize them, and killed moll 
of them in their Quarters, after which 
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1691. he repafled with the like Privacy back 
Without the leaft oppofiti&n, to his own

It being now divulged that the Defign 
of Prince Lewis was to turn the Blockade 
of Great Waradin into a Formal Siege, 
Count Aversberg was Detached from the 
Army with a Body of Dragoons and Pio¬ 
neers, to Mend and Repair the Roads 
which were become almoft unpaflable, e- 
Ipecially for Cannon, and Waggons laden 
with Provifions and Neceflaries for the 
Army. 

Count Schlick who was not as yet privy 
to this Defign of the Prince, oblerving by 
his Motion, That Great Waradin was to 
be formally Befieged, he privately con¬ 
veyed himfelf and Troops into fome Iflands 
between the Rivers Koro[h and Bozze, and 
drove away the Enemies Cattle, being a- 
bout 900 Head, and took fome Priioners 
from under the very Walls of the City, and 
brought them all to his Camp. As Schlick 
returned, the Turks of the Place called .to 
him, and the Palha defired a Parly with 
him in the open Field upon Parole, which 
Schlick refiifed to do, until he underftood 
that Count Marfigli , and his Chiaus were 
in the Town, having been employed on

Waradin. Cattle droven from under their Walls, was 
not fo much caufed by the Negligence of 
the Garrifon, as by their attention to their 
New Guefts, whom they were entertain¬ 
ing with all Freedom and Friendlhip; and 
fo would leem to infinuate that for that 
reafoii, it would be but Juft and Agreeable 
to the Laws and Rights of War, that they 
fhould be again reftored; but Schlick wou’d 
underftand none of thefe Laws and Cere- 
mbnies, but retired without other Anfiver, 
and Count Marfigli was fiiffered to go to 
the Camp of Prince Lewis. 

Oftober. C>n the firft of Ottober , the Prince conti- 

‘ nued Iris March, and on the 10th arrived 
within a League of Great Waradin , where 
the next Day. lie joyned With all the Foot, 
and received Intelligence, That Tekeli had 
releafed Geneual Heufler on Parole, whom 
he had fome time before taken Prifoner ; 
and that he was already come as far as 
iHermanfiadt : And from hence it was, that 
Count Marfigli , with the Turkijh Chiaus, 
was alfo difpatched to the Englijh Ambafla- 
dor at Adrianople ; of whole Death they 
had hot as yet received any Report whilft 
the Prince of Baden was making Prepara¬ 
tions for a Siege before Great Waradin , the 
Duke of Croy Attacked the Fortrefs of 
Brod in Sclavonia , in which there was a 
Garrifon of 300 Turks ; who upon ap¬ 


pearance of the Enemy before, the Walls, 1691 
put outfive Red Enfigns' and in a manner 
of Defiance and Scorn, Danced upon the a ° lt ‘ 
Ramparts ; but this Sport continued not 
long; for the Duke that Evening took a 
Poll near the Walls with 400 Men, and im 
mediately began to Work; and notwitli- 
ftanding .the continual Fire of the Enemy, 
they fihifhed a Battery before One in the 
Morning, together with a Line of Cony 
munication, on which they planted four 
Guns, and one Mortar-piece, and before 
Day began to batter the Town : The Turks ?rod 
affrighted hereat withdrew, and retired in- xmL?/"* 
to a Fort on tlie other fide of the River, 
leaving two finall Guiis, and fome Pedre- 
ros behind them; and the Place unto their 
Enemy, who took poflelfion of it, and 
therein placed iyo Germans to defend it. 
Howfoever the Turks continued to Fire out 
of their Fort on the other fide, but without 
any confiderable Damage to the Germans < 
for they remained not long there, before 
they deferred that Fortrefs allb, being ter¬ 
rified to fee Percilie a Rafcian Captain with f.j n 
80 Hujfars , and about 100 Foot in frnall 
Boats to pafs the Save ; and hearing in the 
Night the Sound of Trumpets and Drums, 
and all forts of Inftrtiments to play, they 
were immediately ftruck with a fear, and 
apprelienfion that the whole Imperial Ar¬ 
my had pafled the River with intention next winch ass 
Morning to Attack them, with which ima- z t 
gination affrighting one the other, they!»,//!/?' 
retired in a confuled manner out of 
Fort towards theForefts and Woods, being 
in all about iyoo Perfons, befides the Pea - att 
fonts of the Country, who with Arms 
their Hands, but without any Order fled 
into the fame Forfeits ; but being purfued 
by the Hujfars and fome German Horfe, 
they Were cut down, and 1110ft of them 
Killed, very few dcaping alive, 

In the mean time Prince Lewis was bufied 
in preparing things, and putting all in a 
readinefo for the Siege of Great Waradtn ; 
and Commanded Count Stirum, with a con¬ 
fiderable Body of Men, and fome Artillery 
to approach neare.r to the City, and foon 
after followed in Perfbn with all the Horfe 
and Foot, pitching his Camp on the Banks 
of the River Korojch ; and having planted a 
Battery on a riling Ground, he Jhot into 
the Town, and raked the Streets from one 
end unto the other: At the fame time alfo 
two Mortar-pieces being well fixed threw 
into the City feveral Bombs, which let Fire 
to the Houles, and burnt whole Streets, 

In this Confternation the Befieged attemp¬ 
ted nothing by Sally, but oply plyed their 
Great Guns, and fet Fire to the Hay and 
Straw, of which, they had raifed great 
Stacks in their Gardens, and voidPlaees of 
I f i‘ i the 
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1691. the City, leaft the Enemy fhould ferve 
themfclves of it. 

Oftober. B om b s continued firing, whilflBdr- 

fus General of the Brandenburghers , and 
Count Guido of St are ml erg, with nine Bat¬ 
talions, placed themfelves in a deep Ground, 
where they could not.be overfeen by the 
Enemy, from whence 1500 Men ifiued in 
the Night,and opened the Trenches, whilft 
others were buficd in raifing a Battery over¬ 
heat againfl the Gate of the Palancha Ottorfi , on 
Waradin t [ ic Right Hand of which, a Redoubt was 
jr.at at. mac i ej between which,and the Battery,aLine 
of Communication was drawn; by this 
time a Battery of fix great Guns was per¬ 
fected, and began to play ; which the E- 
nemy anfwered with their Guns from the 
Wall, firing withoutany intermiflion : The 
fix Guns being at fome diftance, did not 
the execution which was defired; and 
therefore the Night following the Battery 
was brought nearer to the Palanca which 
was on the Right Hand; and next Night 
a New Battery was railed to the Left 
Hand of it; on which Guns and Mortar- 
pieces being planted, many Houles were 
let on Fire, and a great part of the Palanca 
confumed by them : Howfoever the Turks 
labouring with all Diligence poflible, re¬ 
paired what Damage and Ruine the great 
Guns had done, winch they eafily did; 
for the Walls being for the moll part made 
of a ftrong fort of Timber, or Oak, which 
doth not Shiver, or Splinter, the Bullet 
made no greater Hole in the Walls than the 
fizeof the Shot; befides which, the Ditch 
was very deep about them, and fix Paces 
broad ; howfoever by frequent firing, the 
Holes became fo wide and large, as gave 
Encouragement to make a Storm on die 
Walls ; the which was ordered for the 16th 
at Night. General Barfus, and Count 
St .venderg Commanded the Attack, which 
was performed with die greateft Refoluti- 
on imaginable : The Mulqueteers with 
Hatchets in their Hands ran to the Gates, 
in which the Guns having made feveral 
Holes, they cut them down with the more 
eafe. On the other fide Col. Mollners 
fin/Great Hey dukes, ftormed the Walls with much 
Wavadin Bravery and Refolution; one of them 
mken. Kneeling down, fupporting himfelf on his 
Hands and Arms, another Rood upon him, 
whilft a third climbing over both, with his 
Scymiter in his Mouth, threw himfelf in¬ 
to the Palanca ; and in this manner many 
of them having palled the Wall, began 
to cut down all that were before them; 
with which the Turks being terrified, aban¬ 
doned the Fort, and fled over the Bridge 
into the City. 

This place being thus taken, widi the 
lofs of very few Men, fome Guns were 


found in it, with one Mortar-piece Only. 1691: 
Some Battalions being lodged in the Pa- 
lanca. Prince Lewis with his Army palled ° 
the Rivers of Korofcb and Poze, and En¬ 
camped on the other fide of the Town* 
where that Night 1500 Men were Com¬ 
manded to open the Trenches, which was rht Town 
performed with much diligence, and a Bat- B *^* <d * 
tery was raifed, and another alfo in the 
Palanca of Ollorfi now taken. The Huffars 
in the mean time Encamped on the other 
fide, to diftrefs and {heighten the City the 
more narrowly; and now die Approaches ' 
being conftantly carried on nearer, and 
nearer ; and another Battery raifed, on 
which 11 Guns were planted, they began 
to fire from thence and from the Palanca, 
with a like Number into the Streets which 
much annoyed the Town. Thefe Batteries 
fired fo conftantly on the Walls, that a 
fufficient Breach was made, on which to 
make an Aflault, and accordingly a Storm 
was appointed for the 24th of this Month, 
which the Turks perceiving by the Prepa¬ 
rations that were made, had not the Cou¬ 
rage to {land the Shock, but fetting fire 
to the City, which they believed they 
could not maintain, retired to a Fort which 
they had raifed between the City, and 
die Fortrefs; the Qty being now on Fire, 
and no oppofition on the Walls, the Ger¬ 
mans crowded into it with great Throngs, 
where they took much Catde, and relea¬ 
fed fome Hundreds of Rafcians , who were 
Inhabitants in that City, which the Turks , 
had they not been prevented, had carried 
off with them. The refigning this Place, 
whiph was fb well fortified with feveral 
Retrenchments and Works one behind the 
other, was to the great Wonder of the 
Germans , who hereby were well advertifed, 
and allured of the fear of the Turks; by 
which they took frelh Courage, and poll¬ 
ed themfelves in the great City over a- 
gainfl die Fortrefs, and in the fpace of two 
Days, they advanced very near to the 
Ditch of the Fortrefs; and in two Days 
more they finilhed a Work on which they 
planted 18 Mortar-pieces, and from thence 
threw fuch quantities of Bombs into the 
Fortrefs, and widi that effetft, that one of 
diem falling into one of the Magazines of 
Powder, it blew up, 'and fhowed a dread¬ 
ful Spectacle of the Arms and Heads of 
Men carried into the Air. 

The Turks having other Magazines of 
Powder and Provifions remained refolute 
in their Defence ; and on the other fide the 
Chrifiian Army continued to dirow Bombs 
into the Fortrefs, by which a Steeple took 
fire, which fpread it felf dirough the whole 
Fortrefs, and in lefs than fix Hours time 
one half thereof was reduced to Allies : 

to 
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1691. In the mean time a Party of Tartars of a- 
!—bout 600 fell in upon the Foragers, and 
Oftober. took both the Men and Hoifes, and Booty 
which they had by them, but being im¬ 
mediately purfaed and overtaken by the 
Huffars, all was feized again and brought 
to the Camp widi feven Heads, and diree 
Prifoners. 

Novemb. The Month of November being now en¬ 
tered, the Turks began to be of Opinion, 
that the Chrifiians could not continue long 
before the Place ; for that the long and wet 
Nights, Snow, and Frofts of that Coun¬ 
try mu ft needs force them to raife the 
Siege; the Confidcration of which moved 
the Pallia of the Place to refufe the accep¬ 
tance of the Prince’s lecond Summons; 
faying, That there would be time enough for 
that fix Months hence . This Anfwer obli¬ 
ged the Befiegers to throw their Bombs 
continually into the Fortrefs, to force the 
Turks , fo foon as was polfible, to a Surren¬ 
der : But in regard the bad Weather came 
on, and that Forage becamefo fcarce in the 
Camp, diat many of the Hoties died, tho’ 
Provifion for Men was plentiful and cheap; 
it was concluded by the General Officers, 
that the Seafonof the Year was too far ad¬ 
vanced for continuance of the Siege ; and 
therefore it was efteemed molt advifeable 
to turn it to a Blockade; but before the 
Germans bid a Farewell to the Place, they 
beat down a great Tower with their Can¬ 
non, on which the Turks having planted fe¬ 
deral Guns, did very much annoy the Ger¬ 
mans. 

On the id Inflant the throwing of 
Bombs was continued, and a Great Fort 
was raifed for the fecuringof thePoftsif 
the advanced Seafon of the Year, and the 
Obftinacy of the Turks fhould oblige the 
Prince to raife the Siege, and to leave the 
City narrowly Blocked up during the Win¬ 
ter. 

On the 3d the Cannon of the Befiegers 
beat down a great Tower on which the Be- 
fieged had feveral Guns which much in¬ 
commoded the Germans. 

The 4th and 5 th the Guns and Mortar- 
pieces of the Befiegers continually fired on 
i. the Turks. That Day a Polifh Envoy, who 
Came into the Prince’s Army fome Days 
before, departed from thence for Tockay to 
fexpedt there the Arrival of the Plenipoten¬ 
tiaries both of the Allies and Turks, who 
had appointed to meet there for the reaftu- 
ming of the Treaties of Peace. 

But about this time Forage begun to be 
very fcarce ‘ to be had in the Army, the 
Horfe being obliged to fetch their Hay five 
Miles ofi^for which reafon many Horfes pe- 
rilhed, but Provifions for the Army were 
plentiful and cheap enough.Several of Jeke- 


li’s Men came over to the Prince before Wa- 1691. 
rad in ; all which unanimoufly confirmed, 

That the Body of Turks, Tartars, and Re- NovemB * 
bels, (or Tekelians) which hitherto were 
Encamped between Gena and Gyula, fuffer- 
ed extreamly for want of Provifions, be¬ 
ing for the mod part obliged to fuflahi 
themfelves with Wild Fruits, which caufed 
them to Die in great Numbers; theirHor- 
fes wanting Forage, perifhed likewife in 
abundance. 

On the 6th inflant cold Rains and Snow 
began, and continued until the 10th, notv 
withftanding which the Bombing continu¬ 
ally went forward ; the Prince alfo font a 
Letter to the Bafha-Governour, Summon¬ 
ing him to Surrender the Fortrefs, which 
Letter the Bafha would not at all receive, 
but told the Bearer it was not yet time to 
fpeak of Capitulations or Surrendring that 
Fortrefs. 

The iothof November, (on which DayNovemb. 
the Rafcian Lieutenant-Colonel Antonio , Ioth ‘ 
returned back to the Army with 400 Wa¬ 
gons, which he had taken from Tekeli as 
he marched homewards) the great Fort 
diftant five or 600 Paces from the Gate of 
the Fortrefs, was finilhed and brought to 
its entire Perfection, which Fort was more 
elevated and higher than the Walls and Bat¬ 
teries of the Fortrefs, in which 1000 Ger¬ 
mans and fome Hundred were Commanded 
as a Garrifon : Befides this Fort, a lefler 
was made on a certain Eminence, from 
whence the Guns fired in the infide and 
Streets of the Fortrefs which was provided 
! with a proportionable Garrifon. In the 
Great City of Waradin, afar greater Gar¬ 
rifon. of Horfe and Foot than that in the 
Great Fort was ordered, and Colonel MolL- 
ner was Commanded to remain in the Pa¬ 
lanca Ollorfi with his Regiment of Huffars * 
and fome Foot, which being thus ordered, 
and by that means the Fortrefs fo clofed 
up, that nothing could come out or go in¬ 
to it, there being alfo not the leaft ap¬ 
pearance of any Succours to relieve the 
Place, the Prince thought it more expedi¬ 
ent to fend his Army into Winter-Quarters 
in the Neighbouring Villages, and Cities 
of Debrezin, and St. Job , then to expofe 
them to the hardfhips of the long cold 
Nights, Wet and Snowy-Weather, efpeci- 
ally fince Count Tekeli was already de¬ 
camped from about Gyuia, and marched 
with Iris ruined and fatigued Army of 
Turks, and Tartars, and Rebels to Winter- • 
Quarters, as it was confirmed by upwards 
of 300 Tekelians Deferted from him, and 
arrived at Lippa, Zolnock, Belnefih , or in 
the Army, fince that our Trenches alfo 
were carried on to the very Ditch of the 
Fortrefs; that their Bridges over the faid 
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1691. Ditches were beaten down, and moft ol 
y"V s ~' the Water drained thereout, that their 
Noverab. \y or ] <s were fo ruined that none dared to 
fhow himfelf, our Guns continually firing 
on the infide, that our Bombs, andthehoi- 
lome (linking Smell of fome Fireworks, to¬ 
gether with the reftlefs State of the Belieg- 
ed, who were always forced to (land on 
their Guard, and continually alarmed, ha¬ 
ving no lhelterbut fomeSellars and Vaults, 
could not but oblige them e’re long to Ca¬ 
pitulate, or Perilh by Fatigues and other 
Wants : All which, I fay, being confidered 
by the Prince of Baden, he having provided 
his Forts, Palanca, and the City with Gar- 
rifons very commodioufly placed, lent the 
reft of his Army into Winter-Quarters. 

The Blockade being thus relolved, a 
Great Fort was raifed for fecuring the fe- 
vcral Polls, being about thediftance of five 
or 600 Paces from the Gate of the Fortrefs ; 
this Fort was built upon an Eminence or 
fome higher Ground than the Walls and 
Batteries of the Fortrels; for defence of 
which, above 1000 Germans were appoint- 
ed for the Garrilon : Befides this, a fmaller 
°biJLde. ^ orC was ahb railed on a rifing Ground, 
and furnifiicd with a good Garrilon, from 
whence they could fhoot into the Streets 
and Houfes of the Fortrels. Moreover the 
City it lelf of Great Waradin was main¬ 
tained with a more numerous Garrifon, 
than what the Turks had in their Fortrefs; 
and the Palanca of Ollorfi was Commanded 
by Col. Mcllner , and Garrilbn’d with his 
Regiment of Hujfars , with fome Foot. 

Things being thus fecured, and the For¬ 
trefs on all fides clofed up, that nothing 
could go out, or come into it; the Prince 
Pr. Lew is Judged it more necelTary to fend his Army 
rf into Winter-Quarters in the Neighbouring 
Villages, and Cities of Delrezin, and 
St. Job, then to expofe them to the Hard- 
lliips of Long, Dark, and Wet Nights, 
and Snowy AVeather, which began to fall 
in great abundance. In which Relblution 
the Prin<~e was the more confirmed by the 
Report of 300 of TekelH Men, who had 
Dclertcd their Commander ; and allured 
the Prince upon Oath, That Tekeli with 
his Turks and Tartars , was already De¬ 
camped with Iris Army about G'tula, and 
marched into Winter-Quarters. 

So now we mull leave the Prince and his 
Army alfo in their Quarters, and the For¬ 
trefs of the Turks ftraitly Blockaded, until 
about the Months of May and June 1691, 
next enfuing. 

Thus have we finiflied the Relations of 
theSucceflcs in the Campaign for the Year 
1691 j the which proved as Unfortunate to 
the T rkijb Affairs, and Arms, as moft of 
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the former Years fince the beginning of 169.1. 
this War; and when things go Unluckily U-'YO 
Abroad, we cannot expedt that they 
Ihould look very Smiling, or Pleafant at 
Home. 

The Sultan who had fanfied to himfelf 
mighty things under the Aufpicious Con¬ 
duct of Mujtapha Pafha Kupriogli , filch as 
an entire Vidlory in the Field over the Ger¬ 
mans , and as the Conlequences thereof, the 
Surrender of OJeck and Buda, and all other 
Cities and Fortreiles in Hungary , which du¬ 
ring thefe Wars, had yielded themfelv.es to 
the Vidtorious Arms of the Emperor, being 
now on a fudden fallen from the hopes of 
all thole tilings, ([which with a ftrong Fan¬ 
cy and Imagination he had figured in his 
Mind; by a quite contrary Event; he was 
fo Surprized and ftruck with the fudden 
News, That his Army was Defeated, his 
General the Grand Vizier killed, with the 
Flower of the Turkijh Militia, all the Can¬ 
non taken, and the Camp expofed to the 
Violence and Rapine of the German Soldi¬ 
ery,* his Spirits fo funk within him, that Achmet 
he did nothing but Sigh, arid being poflef-/*i<» 
led with a Lumpilh Melancholy, fell often 
into heavy, but not refrefiiing Sleeps; fo * 
that having his Mind troubled in the Day, 
and his Fancy with Horrid Dreams in the 
Night, lie fell into a Fever, which endan¬ 
gered his Life ; and gave occafion to the 
People to Talk much of his Death, and 
letting up in the Throne Sultan Mujtapha , 
the Son of Sultan Mahomet IV, who had 
been Depofed: But this Pafllon of Mind 
which poflefledthe Grand Seignior, palling 
over with a little Time, he being Natural¬ 
ly of a Jolly Temper, given to Mufick R “ c * 
and Wine, liis Fever quitted him, and he™"' 
recovered. So alfo did the Old AliPaJha, 
who had been Chiinacam at Adriample ; 
and upon the Death of Kupriogl't (as we 
have faid) was made Grand Vizier, his 
Difeafe was the fame with that of the Grand 
Seignior, proceeding from Afflicting himfelf 
at the News of the Rout of the whole Tur- 
kijh Army, and the Apprehenfions he had 
of new Turbulencies arifing thereupon a- 
mongft the Soldiery, the which had ftruck 
him with a kind of Apoplexy, and a Stu¬ 
pidity in his Underftanding ; but it went 
off, lb loon, as he perceived the Soldiery 
to return more mildly Home than was ex-""<* ««• 
pedted, and then he began to revive, and nJiTtd ' 
take upon him the Power and Authority 
of his Government.' He was an Ancient 
Man, and of great Experience, but he was 
neither efteemed for a Wile, nor an Under¬ 
taking Man, which are two Qualities very 
neceflary in a Grand Vizier. But the Mufti 
made fome amends for the Inabilities of 
that Great Minifter ; for being a Perlon 
of 
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1691. of a deep Underftanding, and highly c- 
(teemed by all Parties for his profound Wil- 
dom, he became very helpful to the Grand 



wiler than himfelf; it being one of his In¬ 
firmities to be irrefolute, which lhows an 
Imbecility of Mind ; and is a quality the 
moft difagreeable to an abfQlute Monarchy. 
But being pulhed forward by his Friends, 
he governed well; for being a Man not 
very Avaritious, (as few Turks but are} 
he preferred none but fuch as were Men of 
Merit, and had fignalized themfelves by 
long Services, or feme great or good Acti¬ 
ons ; his Country was Bofnia , which hath 
given many Valiant and Stout Soldiers to 
the Turks , being reputed Men of Bravery, 
and Fidelity in their Words and Acti¬ 
ons. 

Never had the Ottoman Empire, fince it 
came to be an Empire, more need of Abie, 
Valiant, and Wife Men, than at prefent; 
and never were they more rare and hard to 
be found : For what with the War which 
deftroyed their brave, and bell of their 
Gallant Soldiers, and Commanders; and 
with their Seditions, and Tumults at 
Home, in which their Principal Officers, 
both Civil and Military, were cut off; 
none remained alive but only Upftarts, or 
feme Leaders of the Inlolent, or Seditious 
Soldiery : And this was the State of the 
Empire, not only opprefled by the Victo¬ 
rious Enemy on the Frontiers ; but by a 
want of all tilings at Adrianople, even to 
a Famine, which raifed the Out-cries and 
Clamours of the People againft the Go¬ 
vernment, which being joyned to the A- 
bufe of Copper-Money, (than which, at 
that time no other was to be feen, or cur- 
rantly palled} difcouraged the Country- 
Men from bringing Provifions to the Mar¬ 
ket, and caul'ed the People more earneftly 
to cry out for a Peace, and exclaim againft 
the French , for having now for four Years 
engaged them in a W ar the moft Bloody, 
the moft Ruinous, and moft deftrudtive to 
the Ottoman Empire that was ever known. 
The French Amballador fearing that thefe 
Tumults,and the Inclinations of dome of the 
Minifters would at length prevail for a Peace, 
he bellowed his Money very liberally, where 
he thought it might be well placed (for as 
yet the French King wanted not Money, as 
he did feme Years afterwards} but he 
could not as yet fix any on the Chiinacam 
Chufaein Palha at Conjlantinople who al¬ 
ways told the Ambaftador's Servants, that 
he wanted none of his Prefents, being well 
provided with what was neceflary for his 
Maintenance, and Equipage. The Diffi¬ 
culty of this Great Minifter s Proceedings 


did not a little trouble the Thoughts of i6yr. 
the Amballador, cfpccially when he had 
underftood that this Chiinacam had wrote 
to the Mufti to perl'.vadc to a Peace, theConftan- 
League with France being apparently de- c i , ' l0 i >v -\ 
ftrudlivc to the Empire ; laying, as it were, To •/ ,■ "‘ J 
How long Jhall theje People he a isn.ire to us ? />eil ' h 
And hereof the Amballador was the more 
apprehenfive when he heard that the Sul¬ 
tan was returning to Conjlantinople for his 
Health ; being perfwaded by the Phyfici- 
ans, That the Air of chat City and the Sea, 
would be more conducing to his Health; 
than that of Adrianople ; by which he fear¬ 
ed, that the Chiinacam might have the bet¬ 
ter opportunity to inllill thcleLnagi.iauons 
into the Head of the Grand Seignior, than 
he could at a diftancc. 

But before the Departure of the Grand 
Seignior from Adrianople for Co'JLntinople, 
a General Council of War was held by all 
the Chief Officers of the Army: Ac which 
three principal Points were concluded. 

The Firft was, To do their bell Endea- /c/ 5 .v.v« 
vours, and ule all poll lble means for 
Relief of Great Waradin : But on the other “ 
fide it was confidered. That the Militia on 
the Frontiers was tyred out, and become 
weak by their Labours and Dilgraccs of 
the preceding Campaign; lo diat the 
Means for executing this Defign was not 
prelcribed. 

A Second Propofal was not to confide 
much in the Counfels of the French ; but 
to confult the Opinion of the Soldi¬ 
ery, whether they were inclinable to a 
Peace. 

And Thirdly, In cafe the Soldiery Ihou’d 
be averie to a Peace, that then Preparati¬ 
ons ihould be made with all diligence to' 
raife Men, and make Provifions of War 
for the enfuing Year. 

But whilft Matters were difpofing to 
quiet the Minds of the Soldiery, of which 
great Numbers were palled over into A fin, 
much harafled and dilcontcnted ; lb that 
fome Infurrebtions were feared in thole 
Countries: Behold on a fudden the Pco-7-„«,

On his Head he had a Cap in form and 
Manner of a Crown, with Seven Feathers, 
the Handles of which were ftudded with 
Jewels and Precious Stones; the like Ha¬ 
bit the Vice-Ambaflador wore, being ap¬ 
pointed to fucceed in the Embafly, in cafe 
the firft lhould fail by any Accident j and 
before him five Horfos were led. Next fol¬ 
lowed the Secretary with the Credential 
Letters in a Bag of Cloth of Gold, which 
he carried in his Hand lifted up as high as 
his Head, on which he wore a Turbant 
Embroidered with Gold, with four Fea¬ 
thers. On one fide of the Ambaflador 
rode the Chiaus-Bafhee, and on the other 
the Vice-Ambaflador, and by his fide, the 
Aga who was returned from Perfia; thefe 
were immediately followed by two Perfians 
with Beards, well Mounted, and richly Ha¬ 
bited, who were the Mailers of the Horfe, 
each carrying a Scimetar in the Scabbard 
richly adorned with Jewels, and carried 
under the Arm after the Turkifb Fafhion : 
Next followed the Attendance of 60 Men 
on Horfe-back, with Beards cut fhort after 
the Perfian Fafhion, all well Habited, a- 
mongft which was not one, whofe Beard 
was not grown, for the Young Youths 
were left at Home, being Scandalous to 
fhow them Abroad. 

When the Ambaflador and Vice-Ambaf¬ 
lador were come into the Divan, where the 
March. Grand Vizier was prefent, they caufed 
them to fit down in the Rank with the Vi¬ 
ziers of the Bench, amongft which the 
Chimacam of Adrianople , was reckoned ; 
but he who carried the Letters flood all the 
time during the Lutfe, or Payment of the 
Soldiers ,• after which, according to the u- 
fual Cuflom, they all late down to Din¬ 
ner, where the Grand Vizier was prelent: 
After which they were richly Veiled, but 
without Sables, and with them 60 others 
of the Retinue had Veils, which is much 
more than what are given to the Ambafla- 
dors of the Emperor, the Kings of Eng- 
land, France, or Holland ; to the firll of 
which, as I remember, are given 35: Veils, 
and to thofe of the two Kings 22 a piece, 
and to that of Holland 19 ; by which we 
may oblcrve the Value which the Turks 
put on the Perfian,before thofe of the Chrt-

nels and Nakednels of the Turks , whofe 
Affairs could not go well Abroad, Whilft 
they were governed by an unable Head at^cw 
Home ; for the Grand Vizier was Old, % 
andCholerick, and had it not-been for his 
Son, who wasaPerfon well in Years, Di 
ligent, and Confiderative, who Difeour-s«n.° 
fed, and Prepared all Matters, weighed, 
and confulted them with Perlons of Expe¬ 
rience, and Underftanding, he could never 
have carried diem to any Maturity, or re¬ 
mained long in that Sublime Office. Bc- 
fides, he was Naturally Cruel, that upon 
the leaft Sufpicion, or Murmurings of any 
Pafha, or great Man, he without die leaft 
noife lent the Bow-ftring for him, and pri¬ 
vately cut him off: Amongft die reft, diere 
was one Omer Pafha, who having in feve- 
ral Fights flgnalized himfelfby his Brave¬ 
ry, feemed to afpirc unto fome high de¬ 
gree of Preferment ; whereof the Vizier 
growing Jealous, he lent and took him off". 

But what moll confirmed him was ; that he 
promifed the Militi^ to deliver out their 
Pay to them, at the end of every three 
Months in good Gold and Silver, and not 
in Copper-Money, againft which diere had 
been fuch Outcries, and Tumults amongft 
the People j to perform which Promife, 

Cfor there was no dallying widi die Licen¬ 
tious Soldiery) die Gold and Silver-Smiths

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1.69 a, jetts, he kept up, and iecured the Govern- 
c^sr^ment to himfelf for fome lime: To which 
we may add one tiling more, which recon¬ 
ciled the Minds of the Mufti, and of the 
Ulama , and Religious Votaries to him. 
For whereas his Predeceflor, who was a 
Man of a Gentle, Moderate Spirit, and not 
fo Cruel, and Barbarous, as this, had grant¬ 
ed Licences to the Chriflians to fell Wine, 
(by which a confiderable Revenue arifes , 
to the Grand Seignior ,)This Vizier to fhow 
his Hatred to die Chrijtian Religion, iflued 
out moll ftritt Proclamations againft the ufe 
of Wine, making it Death, either to Sell, 
or Buy, or Drink it; which much affeCted 
the Hearts of thofe, who were the moft 
Superftitious, and Hypocritical j and gain¬ 
ed him great Credit in general with the 
Muflelmen, or Mahometan Believers. 

About the time diat the Perfian Ambaf 
fador made his Entry into Adrianople, and 
received his Audience of die Grand Seigni¬ 
or, Count Tekeli arrived there alfo, attend¬ 
ed with 30 Officers of his own Creatures, 
‘Tekeli and Confidents ; he entered with great 
A ^ ri * State, and Pomp, and was conduced to 
* nop e ‘ his Lodging in the Palace of Ifaac Efendi s 
where the greater Honours were mown 
him by the Inftigation of rhe French Am¬ 
baflador. 

The Day following being conduced to 
his Audience with the Grand Vizier, he 
appeared very Rich and Stately in his Ha¬ 
bit, wearing, after'the Hungarian Falhion, a 
large Plume of Heron’s Feathers on his 
Head, the bottom of which, where they 
Were fixed, being fet and ftudded with Pre¬ 
cious Stones of great Value ; he ftaid a- 
bove an Hour in Conferencewith the Grand 
Vizier, being treated with Carefles, and 
Kindnels beyond the Manner which is u- 
.. fiial amongft Turks : After which he recei- 

ved a Coftan lined with Sables, as is given 
tht Grand to the greateft Palha’s, and with him 15 
r,vtr ‘ of his Officers were alfo Veiled $ at this 
Conference Tekeli advifed the Grand Vizier 
to provide two great Armies, one to ad 
on the Frontiers in Hungary , and the other 
in Tranfilvania. 

TS-French • After this Audience which Tekeli had 
with the Grand Vizier, the French Ambaf- 
bim. fador having firft obtained Licenfe for the 
lame from the Vizier, made him a Vifit ; 
at which the ufual Ceremonies palled, with 
great Proteftations of Friendfhip, and Pro- 
mifes of Afiiftance from the King his Ma¬ 
fter. 

The Turks were very uneafie all this 
time, during the Abode of the Perfian Am¬ 
baflador at the Ottoman Court, leaft he 
ihouid difcover, as we have laid, the Weak- 
nefs of the Turks in Hungary , and the Com¬ 
motions of the Arals againft the Ottomans', 


lb that every .thing was Whifpered, aiid 16921 
Concealed with all the Secrecy that Was 
poflible; and accordingly what Letters 
came either from Hungary , or the Eaflern 
Parts; they were committed to fome of the 
Renegade Chriflians to be read, who ha¬ 
ving been Educated in all the Learning of 
the Seraglio, were capable to Interpret 
them, and being confined within thofe 
Schools, had no means of Convcrfation 
with People without the Seraglio. 

Tekeli , and the Tartar Han having fini- Tekeli 
fhed their Bufinefs at Adrianople, and agreed Tartar* 
on all the Methods they were to att for rhe tnjp«t e h<d 
enfuing Campaign ; they were difpatched awayi 
away, the firft towards Hungary, and the 
other to the Crim. 

It being now time to prepare and pro¬ 
vide for the War, feveral Changes and Al¬ 
terations were made amongft the Officers; 

The Captain Pafha was put out of his Of cv?* ,} 
fice, and the Trealurerof the Grand Scig- °# w ' v - 
nior’s Private Calh, was put in his Place, a 
Perfon wholly ignorant of Maritime Af¬ 
fairs, but preferred as an Old Servant, and 
for his Merits in other Employments ; and 
his Predeceflor Miffiroglu, who had been 
always bred up a Seaman at Tripoli in Bar¬ 
iary, was ordered fox Hungary ,■ as was al¬ 
fo the Chimacam of Conjlantinople. The 
Aga, or General of the Januaries, had allb 
been deprived of his Office j and being a 
Man of good Efteem amongft the Soldiery, 
many adhered to his Party, which began 
to create a ftrong Faction amongft the Sol¬ 
diery ; to prevent the increafe of which, 
many Officers amongft the Janilaries were 
fecretly Strangled in the Night, whereby 
all thofe Plots were overthrown which were 
defigned to promote that General of the 
Janilaries, who had the Efteem for his 
Courage, and good Conduct, to the Su¬ 
blime Office of Grand Vizier ; by which 
the Chriflians received a confiderable Pre¬ 
judice, he being a Friend to the Peace, and 
an Enemy to the French But to keep the 
Turks fixed, aiid fteddy to the Wat, the 
French Ambaflador allured the Turks, That^p.^.g 
his Mafter the King had difpatched ahea rJmbatfa- 
dy from France 200 Officers expert in thti* r 
War, who might arrive in very few Days, Turks.* 
and that amongft them were fome famous 
Engineers, skilful in throwing Bombs and 
Granadoes, apd making all forts of Artifi¬ 
cial Fire-works. And moreover he aflured 
them. That every Day he ex petted two 
Men of War laden with Bombs, and Arms, 
and all forts of Military Inftruments, with 
fome Thoufands of Muskets to Arm the 
Janilaries- Moreover this Ambaflador of¬ 
fered the Port, in the Name of his Mafter, 
to maintain three Regiments of Janilaries, 
and to Gloath them ail in Blew Veils j but 
K k k » this 
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this piece of Generofity looking too mean 
-> and difagreeable to the Grandeur of the 
1 Turks, was refufed with fome Indignation, 
and Difdain : Howfoever the French Engi¬ 
neers, upon their Arrival were accepted, 
and Enrolled amongft the other Gunners; 
over which, the Matter of the Artillery 
was a Turk. 

The Spring coming now forward, great 
Preparations were making both by Sea 
and Land for the approaching Campaign. 
At the Arfenal, the new Captain Palha 
was very diligent to forward the Naval 
Preparations ; of which twelve great Ma- 
;/• hoones, or Galleons, and two new Galle- 
afles were preparing, with fix new Frigats, 
befides the Gallics belonging to the Beys of 
the Archipelago, which are commonly 3 6 
in number. Moreover, great Quantities 
of Bisket and Ammunition, were prepa¬ 
ring to be lent on Saicks by die Danube 
for the ufe of the Army. Nor were the Pre¬ 
parations, and Recruits for the Land Army 
neglecttcd ; for a Door, (as they call it) 
was opened for making Janifaries; of which 
they pretended to form for this Year 
zfooo, and to have a greater Army this 
Year, than they had the latt, before the 
Battle of Salankement, in which the Turks 
were the more animated, and made to be¬ 
lieve better of their own Condition than it 
really was, by the Applications which the 
C hrifiian Ambafladors made to Mediate a 
Peace ; believing that neither the Empe¬ 
ror, nor the Venetians would prefs fo hard 
for a Peace, were they able to maintain 
the War. 

But what gave fome flop to the War¬ 
like Preparations, were the Factions a- 
mongft the Turks thcmfelves ; by which 
the Mufti was fufpended, and font into 
Baniflnr.ent; and a Pitiful, Decrepit Old 
Fellow, who had been Imaum, or Chap¬ 
lain to Old Kupriogli , put into his Place, 
of whom we have given a Charader be¬ 
fore, and that he was unconftant in all his 
Refolutions. 

The Perjian Ambaflador ftill continuing 
at Adrianople, the Turks knew not in what 
manner to be rid of him; they wiihed for 
his Departure, not fo much to lave the 
daily Charge which they bellowed upon 

• him, as to be quit of a Spy, who looked 
/-as if he came to fee the Nakednefs of the 

Land. It was not fcemly to order him to 

* be gone, but it was thought that lie would 
not flay long after the Horfe-Tail was let 
out, (which is a Sign that the Grand Vi¬ 
zier refolves in 40 Days to take the Field) 
upon which it was given out. That he was 
to be at Sophia about the 7th or 8 th of 
May, whence in a few Days he was to pro¬ 
ceed, and to exped the Forces of A(ia at 
Belgrade. 


In order hereunto all Preparations poflt- 1692. 
ble were made for the War; the Grand Vi-'-^v^ 
zier defigningto be in the Field before the March * 
Chrifiians , feveral Brigantines were dif- p,ep*n,t;- 
patched for the Danube by way of the Black - °" r f or tht 
Sea, with Saicks for Afack laden with Am- W “ T ' 
munition and Provifions for the War, moll 
of which Vellels were defiened up as high 
as Belgrade. 5 

But for all this hatte which theTurks made, 
the Tadions amongft themfelves retarded 
their Expeditions, and caufed every thing 
to move flowly. We have already given a 
Charader of the Grand Vizier, as a Man F ‘’ a<m '" ! 
infirm both in Body and Mind, and endued tb * C ° m ' 
with no other Abilities to conferve himfelf, 
and Iris Government, befides a Cruelty na¬ 
tural to him, by which he conferved him¬ 
felf by the deftrudion of others ; he had, 
as we have faid, put many of the Chief 
Officers to Death; and had caufed the Muf¬ 
ti to be difplaced and banillied ; he allb 
proceeded fo far, as to take theKullir Aga 
from the daily Service of the Sultan; and 
in defpightof his great Power in the Sera¬ 
glio, to fend him into Banilhment: After 
which there remained but one Perfon, of 
whom he conceived any Fear, or Jealou- 
fie, and that was the Chimacam of Adri¬ 
anople ; and until he was taken off, hen, era,,d 
could conceive no Quiet within his own 
Breaft, nor could he think himfelf fecure^ flr of ‘ 
after Iris departure to the War, unlefs he»>L»n 
firft law his Competitor under the fame 
Fate with his other Enemies, and his Son 
placed in his Stead and Office: With thefe 
Thoughts this wretched Vizier went bold¬ 
ly to the Sultan to demand licenfe to give 
the Fatal Blow to the Chimacam, the which 
recoiled upon himfelf; for he being much 
in Favour, and in Efteem with the Grand 
Seignior for his Prudence and Dexterity in He is rui ~ 
Affairs, and for the Truth which he hzdZ d,hert ' 
always told him : The Sultan no fooner 
heard him fpeak againft the Chimacam, 
but putting himfelf into a Violent Palfion, 
called immediately for liis Band of Black 
Eunuchs to remove him away out of his 
Prefence, and to ftrangle him as a Faithlels 
and an Unworthy Mmifter. 

But it leems the Eunuchs, contrary to 
their Natural Temper, taking Companion 
of an Aged and Decrepid Perfon, fell down 
at the Feet of the Sultan, imploring his 
Mercy and Commileration towards an old 
Servant, whole Years might plead for his 
Pardon. 

The Sultan being a Prince of an Eafie 
Temper, hearkened to their Petitions, and 
caufing him to be putinto an inward Room 
for a while, dent immediately to call for 
the Chimacam to come to him; who all 
Pale and Wan, fearing leatt his Enemy the

1691. Vizier had prevailed with the Grand Seig- 
Vp^nior againft his Life, came all Trembling, 
arc and call himfelf down at the Feet of the 
Sultan ; but he was foon put out of Iris 
Fears, by the comfortable Words of the 
Grand Seignior, declaring him Vizier, and 
therewith a Veil of Sables was thrown o- 
ver him, and the Seals delivered to him. 
tie ty- But he being a Perfon of Prudence, and 
fufiHo X Experience of the uncertainty of that Su- 
vnicr. blime Office in lucb a Conjuncture of Time, 
as was at prefent; began before the Grand 
Seignior, much to bewail his hard Fate, 
which hurried him into an Honour too 
high and weighty for him to lupport; de¬ 
claring, That he only defired to live in the 
Degree of Chimacam, that he might ne¬ 
ver depart from the fide of his Lord and 
Mailer. 

With thefe, and fuch like Words as 
thefe, he moved the Sultan to Compallio- 1 
nate his Cafe, and to grant his Requeft : 
j»*eierr;.Atid in his Place was named Halil Palha, 
tier na. at that time Palha of Diarlekir in Mefopo- 
ws ■ tamia, , who had been Chief Chamberlain 

to Kara Muftapha , when he lay in the Siege 
before Vienna . 

To execute this Great Affair, two Aga’s 
were difpatclied immediately away by the 
Poll, to bring this Halil Pallia to Adriano¬ 
ple ; and in the mean time all tire Affairs of 
the War remained at a Hand, which was 
very llrange at fuch a Sealbn, when the 
Armies were ready to take the Field; and 
that all things mull give way to the Con- 
fideration of a fingle Man, who was to be 
fetched at the diftance of above 1000 En- 
glijh Miles from Adrianople ; as if no Man 
could be found like him equal to that great 
and heavy Charge. 

In the mean time the Depofed Vizier, 
Was Banifhed to the Cattles of the Darda- 
mjbid, neUi ; the which proved not all his Punilh- 
ment; for his Eftate, according to the Cu- 
flom of the Turks, was Arrefted; 500 
Purfes of Money, with half a Million of 
Dollars, were feized for Service of the 
-i^SuImn, with about 18000 Soltanini, or 
vd. Gold Ducats, belonging to the Vizier’s 
Son; the Kahya aHo was put into Prilbn, 
of whom nothing more having been heard, 
it was believed that he had been put to 
Death. 

Upon the News hereof the Soldiery at 
Belgrade Conlpired together to prefent be¬ 
fore the Grand Seignior, Halil Palha their 
fbestidi. Seraskier » or General at that time of their 

treat Bel- Army, as the fitteft Perfon for the Office 
G ran d Vizier, and the moll able of any 
fi' another , to contend with thole great Difficulties, 
denied, wliich opprefled the Empire: But in regard 
that Poll was already filled, the Port refil¬ 
led to hearken thereunto; and leaft fuch a 
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Denial Ihould caufe any difturbance,^/&/;/ X 6oz. 
Palha was lent to Negropont , where he for- 
merly had Ihown great Bravery, and 
good Condud ; and thus all things re¬ 
mained at a Hand, until the Arrival of the 
New Vizi*:, till wliich time allb the Per- 
flan Ambaflador could not be dilpatched ; 
nor did he haftily defire it, being taken up 
with Admiration and Plealure to fee fo ma- The Perfi- 
n y Tragical Changes, and Confufions, far 
different from thole Days, when the Otto-ffllT 
man Union, and abfolute uncontrouled 
Power gave a Terrour to Perfla, and all the 
Eaftern World. 

In the mean time for want of the Grand 
Vizier all things were at a Hand; for the 
Tartars refufed to move until they received 
Inftru&ions from the New Grand Vizier, dt i 
and the Aflatick Troops which were upon Ji.mftmtii 
their March at this ti< ae, and ready to pafs 
into Europe , retarded, and flackned tlieir“*”' rs ' 
Pace, until they knew what new Orders 
this Vizier would give them. Howfoever 
the Officers both of Horfe and Foot, wliich 
were already in Europe , were haftned on 
their March with all fpeed, that at the Ar¬ 
rival of the Grand Vizier, the whole Ar¬ 
my might be found in a good pofture on 
the Frontiers near Belgrade : And the Pre¬ 
parations for the Sea in the mean time 
went forward with all Chearfulnefs, it be¬ 
ing defigned, that the Maritime Force 
Ihould be equal to that of the laft Year, 
being reinforced with many Vellels from 
Tripoli , Tunis, and Algter ; in all which 
Expeditions the Chimacam of Adrianople 
was very vigilant and aeftive. 

At length, about the beginning of May, 
the Grand Vizier arrived at Adrianople , 
near which Place he was met at Hajfa, a- 
bout three Hours diftant from thence, by 
many of the Principal Officers, and at an nt 
Hours diftance from the City, by th ^arrives" 
Mufti, and Chimacam, and others ; who and /, ece ‘d 
in great Pomp and State conduced him to gw ‘ h ‘ 
the Prefence of the Sultan, by whom he Sei & nior - 
was gracioully received, and the Seals de¬ 
livered to his Hand; after which being

and railed two Bulwarks exa&ly oppofite 
to the Bulwarks of the Enemies, called 
Zittgar, and Capudon ; and caufcd a Bridge 
to belaid from the Palanclia Olofch i, reach¬ 
ing to die Old City. To dHturb thefe 
Works, the Turks plyed their Great Guns 
continually, and made a furious Sally, but 
were repulfed with fome lofs. In likeman- 
mlk Ts r j£ nera W® Befiegets drew anodier Line 

lies, emd ’on die other fide of the River, fb that the 
etrtrtfuU Town was now environed on every fide, 
Je ' and the Cbrifiians lodged at the Ditch of 
the City. 

On the 7th the Turks made another Sal¬ 
ly, but were repulfed: And on the 8th, 
made anodier, with much more Bravery 
than they had done the Day before, but 
were repulfed with like Lofs : Upon 
which the Januaries went to the Pafha to 
confult with him what was to be done in 
this prefeht Exigency; and all agreed, To 
hold out fome Days longer in expe&ation 
of the promifed Relief; during which 
time, both fides employed themlelves to 
ply their Cannon, and throw their Bombs 
inceflandy. 

On the 1 ith fome Hundreds of die Be¬ 
sieged fhewy themfelves without the For- 
trefs, but withdrew without farther At¬ 
tempt ; on which Day n Heydukes. were 
killed, and 15 wounded. 

On the 13 th the Turks made another 
Sally on the Heydukes , but were briskly 
received, and foon repulfed. 

The 16th, 17th, and i9di, little or no¬ 
thing of moment was done, by reafon of 
the continual Rains; but by this time the 
more heavy Cannonbeing come, die Breach 
was made Wider and larger; fo that Gene- 
tal Heujler fiippofing that the Enemy might 
mtintain be terrified thereby, he fent a Trumpeter 
tht nm. to make them the laft Summons, tlireat- 
ning them in Default thereof, to give no 
Quarter either to Mag, Woman, or Child;

The Articles being thus figned on thejng^ 

3d of June , the Day following the Bridge 
was repaired, and the Turks marched out 
of the Fortrefs, to the Number of about 
ixoo Fighting Men, and in dll izooo 
Souls, which were ranged in good OrderJ&Taifc 
on a convenient Ground without the Town,Tfv/ut 
where they remained until the German and 
Rafcian Militia, which was in Garrifon in 
Pefcalara 
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1691. Pefcahara was releafed, and which the Turks 
had detained there contrary to the Capitu¬ 
lations. 

And thus ended the Siege of this Impor¬ 
tant Place, the Conqueft of which ferved 
much towards the Security of Iranfilvania 
to the Emperor. 

/ The Turks being defirous of a Revfenge, 
detached a ftrong Party from Belgrade to- 
june. War ds Effeck, intending by that way to 
make an Incurfion into Sclavonia ; but the 
Rafcians having notice of this March, At- 
T* Turk tacked them at Unawares, and cut down 
200 an< i Co °k 40 Prilbners. Ano- 

ans from ther Party of Turks alfb embarking at the 
Titul and fame time on t h ree forge Boats, fortified 
1 ** with divers Guns, with which approaching 

near Titul , wherein was a flrong Garrifon 
of Rafcians , they defended the lame wi h 
fo much Courage, that many Turks being 
Killed and Wounded, they Were forced to 
quit the Defign, and returnback withDif- 
grace, and feme Lofs; and in the Town, 
the Captain of the Rafcians was killed, 
With about zo Men. 

Nor better Succefs had the Turks on 
77/2, which -was defended by a Garrifon 
of 1 zoo : The Turks Embarking them- 
felves on yo Ships, made a furious Aflault 
thereon, which lafled for feveral Hours • 
but they were fo well received, that they 
Were repulled, and fofcced to retire with 
the lofs of fbme Hundreds Killed, and 30 
Prilbners taken. 

The Croats had frill better Succefs upbn 
the Turks on the other fide the River Uh- 
na, which Country they had often Inva¬ 
ded ; and particularly aboutthe beginning 
of July the Governour of Novi advancing 
7bCroats^ 1 l or 4°° Horfeasfar as Behatz ; the 
"kBe- Suburbs whereof they Attacked with the 
tiuTmks. j Worc * in c ^ eir Hands, Entered and Pluii- 
'dered, and then Burnt the Place,* putting 
all to the Sword, except about zo Perfons 
of Quality whom he made Prilbners ; be¬ 
sides other Booty he took 100 Head of 
great, and yoo of fmaller Cattle. 

After this Adrion the fame Troops At¬ 
tacked Oflrofatz on two fides, and to¬ 
tally defrroyed it, notwithftanding the vi¬ 
gorous Refiftance which the Turks had 
made. About this time alio a violent 
Storm caft away 3 5- Turkijh Barks oil the 
Danule laden with Corn, Flour, Rice, 
and other Provifions, and did much other 
Damage by Thunder and Lightning. 

Such fmall Matters as theie palled, be- 
;:,Turks fore che T izier was fo a capacity to take 
•>, »»}„£* the Field ; nothing went well at Home, 
h‘h*» £t ,. nor profperous Abroad. For after die Vi¬ 
zier had changed the Chimacam, he lent 
to call a certain Perfon named Muftapha Pa¬ 
pa, who had continued for a long time

Poles ; and being a Perfon of great Expe- 
rience. and good Conduct in Civil, as well 
as in Military Affairs, the Vizier judged 
him the more proper for this Office, by 
which it was greatly in his Power to do 
him Services with the Grand Seignior du¬ 
ring his Abfence at any time from che Per¬ 
fon of the Sultan; and of fuch a Faithful 
Friend as this, the Vizier had more than 
ordinary occafion at a time when he had 
lately ciifcovered a New Fatfion Combiri- 
fog againft him, which being neceffary to 
be fupprefled before he marched into the 
Field, or withdrew himfelf from the Pre- Cm fp' r ^& 
fence of the Sultan, he feized on the Prin- a £uf th 
cipal Confpirators againft him ; namely, 
the Chimacam, and the Aga or General of 
the Janifaries, and tho’ he was then in area- 
dinels to begin his March, yet he Arrelied

On the : ;th and 6th the Turks took Port 
in 1 ho Ditch, and endeavoured to fortifie 
ihemlelves there ; but the Befieged Sally¬ 
ing out, dislodged them from thence, the 
Turks howfoever recruiting thcmlelves with 
frcfli Forces, recovered their Port ; and 
having drained out all the Water from the 
Ditch, they cncompaflcd the Fortrefs 
round on all Tides, throwing thereinto 
Bombs, Carcaflcs, Stink-Pots, and other 
Artificial Fires : But neither thefe, nor 
Batteries availing to terrifie the Befieged, 
the Turks applied themfelves to link 
Mines ; which the Befieged having difeo- 
vered, made fome of them ufelels by 
Countermines ; libwlocver the Turks in¬ 
tending to Storm the Place on the 9th of 
that Month, fired one of their Mines ear¬ 
ly that Morning, which threw down part 
of the Wall, a.id immediately they began 
CTo’r.i-. to Storm the Place, which the Befieged 
withllood for four Hours together, dri¬ 
ving the T rks from the Walls, as often as 
they advanced, and planted their Colours 
there, pon. In this Aiftion the Befieged 
?/ . Turks took three Standards, and killed 800 of 
the Enemy; and profccuting this Succefs, 
they drove them out of moft of their Ports 
and Lodgments, with the lofs of 1000of 
their Men ; and having gained fixEnfigns, 


they returned with Joy arid Triumph to 1691, 
their Fortrefs. 

This Vigorous Defence fo aftonifhed the 0 er * 
Turks, and caufed them to defpair of ta¬ 
king the Fortrefs ; that filently in the 
Night they raifed their Camp with fo much tht 
Precipitation, that they left behind them u 
two Great Guns, and three Mortar-pieces, 
with much Ammunition and Provifions. 

The next Morning being the 1 ith of 
the Month, the Befieged Sallying out, 
found no Enemy near them: The Adion 
was very ftrange, and almoft Miraculous, 
confidcring that the Turks had loft more 
than 4000 Men, and the Chriflians had 150 
Killed, and 120 Wounded ; the Turksbad 
an Army of 30000 Men to oppugne the 
Caftle, and the Chrifiians no more than 
600 to defend it: And with this Adtion 
the Campaign ended, as well in Poland, as 
in Hungary. 

After the Death of Sir William Hujfey , 
who Died, as we have faid, the laft Year 
I at Belgrade j William King of England ’, &c. 
immediately dilpatched away Mr. Herbert , 
in Quality of Ambaflador to the Grand 
Seignior, with Orders to reaflume the 
Mediation of Peace between the Emperor, 
and his Allies, with the Sultan, and not 
to lofe the prefent Opportunity, which 
looked favourable in regard to both 
Tides. 

Mr. Herbert had very little time given ^ Her> 
him to provide himfelf for fo great an Un- bert fat 
dertaking and Journey over Land; and 
tho’ he was often afflided with the Gout, Turks, 
and not very well at eafe, when he begun 
fo long a Journey, yet being a Man of a 
great Spirit, he forced himfelf, that he 
might iiot lofe the Merit and Honour of 
being the Inftrument of procuring that 
Peace between the Emperor, and the Sul¬ 
tan, in which all Europe was concerned: 
the Turks being then very low, and much 
debafed in their Spirits, feemed flexible 
and inclinable to a Peace: And not to lofe 
this favourable Conjuncture, the Journey 
of Mr. Herbert was prefled with all the 
hafte imaginable ; but what with the Fa¬ 
tigue of the Journey, and the Unquietnefs 
of his Mind for being obftruded in a Ne¬ 
gotiation fo much defired by him, he be¬ 
came fo violently Attacked by the Gout, 
that he was forced to yield unto his Di- 
ftemper, and lay himfelf up for fome 
Months at Frankfort , fo that it was March 
before his Arrival at Vienna , and far in the 
Month of April before his Departure from 
thence; during which time I received two 
Letters from him, the chief fubftance of^ r Her _ 
which was to complain of his want of bed’s lu- 
Health, and of the little appearance of a

land, with their Conditions rclpedively, 
on the which they were contented to 'efta- 
blifh the Foundation of Peace, he took his 
way down the Danube, which was the 
moft convenient Pafiige for a Perfon la¬ 
bouring under his Diftemper : And on 
this occafion, I have thought fit to Inlert 
the Propofitions offered from the Allies 
unto the Turks, which are thefe which 
follow.

que I’Ambaffadeur de France ayt fait tout 
ce qu’il a peu pour l’empechef, le Prime- 
Vizir neanmoins a expedie d’icy un Aga 
I par pofte a Belgrade fufdit, le dernier du 
Fevrier, avec des ordres, de recevoir le dit 
Seigneur Hufiey proche d’Eflcck, & de le 
conduire & defrayer jufques a Conftanti- 
, no pie: De forte qu’on l’attend icy apres 
Piques. J’attens l’arrivee du dit Seigneur, 
s avec beaucoup d’impatience,avec efperance 
certaine d’en entendre l’Etat des Affaires de 
la Chretiente. 

Cet Ambafiadeur de France retient apre- 
fenc toutes les Lettres addreflees aux An¬ 
glois & Hollandois, qui font icy, & a Smyr¬ 
ne, comme aufii celles, qui appartiennent 
aux Miniftres publiques de ces deux Nati¬ 
ons, lefquelles nous viennent par les vaif- 
leaux Francois,ou fous le pavilion de France, 
11 arrete aufii tous leurs effc&s: Mais le 
Grand Vizir ctantpar mes piaintes informe 
de 
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M69Z. de ces Infolcnces, sen eftmontre fort mal | 
content, & a ordonne au Doiianier d’y 
prendre garde trefexa&e. Ce qu’etant en- 
tendu par f Ambafiadeur de France, il a re- 
tenu quelques efFedts, & Argent contant, 
qu’on avoit recommande icy de Venife aux 
Marchands Anglois & Hollandois, avec le 
vaifleau San Jofeppe, Cap. Luigi Juliano 
nouvellement icy arrive. 

Mais on m’aflure aprefent, qu’on ne 
Jaiflera pas partir ce vaifleau d’icy, avant 
que d’avoir reftitue tout ce qu’on a arrete, 
aux proprietaires : Ce qui fera, que le dit 
Ambafiadeur en recevra une petite Morti¬ 
fication. 

Le 4 de ce mois on envoya d’icy a Jam- 
bol, par ordre de la Cour, quelques Offici¬ 
ers, qui en ramenerent le 10 un Prince 
Tartare, nomme Saadet Jeray, pour fiic- 
cederau Han des Tartares, quifut depof- 
lede le raeme jour de fa dignite. Le jour 
Suivant le Grand Vizir prefenta le dit 
Prince au Grand Seigneur; & fut il cou- 
ronne, mais avec fort peu de Ceremonies, 
Empereur de Tartarie, &renvoye le 18 a 
la Crim, pour mettre cadre neceflaire fur 
les Affaires, avec un commandement ex- 
pres, de faire une Invafion en la Po- 
logne. 

On dit, que ce changement eft arrive a 
caufe, que le vieux Han a tache de divertir 
le Grand Vizir contre le Sentiment du 
tout le confeil de guerre, de s’en after en 
perfonne en Campagne, afin de ne hazar- 
der pas derechef la reputation de cec Em- 

S ire,puifqu’il ne pouvoit pas afliirer laPorte 
e la fecourir avec fes Trouppes Tartares, 
parce qu’on y attendoit, & craignoit, l’ar- 
rivement de l’Armee Mofcovite : & que 
les Albariois, ou Arnottes, auroient afiez a 
faire de garder ieur propre pais, menace 
paries armes viblorieufes des Venitiens : 
& qu’ainfi ces Trouppes ne fe pouvans 
joindre avecl’Armee capitalc des Turcs,on 
feroit contraint de fe fervir & contenter des 
feules Trouppes ordinaires des Janiflaires 
& des Spahis, avec celles d’Afie ; lefqucl- 
les jointes cnfemble ne feroienten aucune 
maniere fuffilantes pour refifter a l’Armee 
Imperialle. C’eft pourquoy le Han des

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Et pareeque cet avis, ou confeil, du 
Han des Tartares fut rejette, & refute par 
le Kiahaia Bei, ou Lieutenant General des 
Janiflaires, & de ceux de la fablion, avec 
des autres raifbns, lequel Lieutenant eft a 
prefent en Fort Grand Credit a la Cour, & 
que le Han s’en fachoit, on a, apres qu’il 
fut forty du Confeil, arrete de le demettre 
de la dignite. Ce qu’etant peu apres en- 
tendudu Grand Han, il renonca le lendc- 
main au Governement dc la Crim,pour pre- 
venir cet affront : & il demande aprclent 
la permiffion de faire le pelerinagc dc 
Mecca. 

Le Grand Vizir ne fait que le preparer 
a la Guerre: Mais felon ce qu’on cn peut 
juger, il ne fera pas aux Frontieres avant 
la fin du Juillet.

Je yous puis aflurer, Monfieur, one, fi 
on n’entreprend pas quelque chole de con- 
fideration dans cette Campagne coutre les 
Turcs, & Francois, on n’aura pas meme 
fujet de penfer feulement a la Paix : M ais 
au contraire, fi 1’ on aura le moindre avan- 
tage contrc cette Nation, qu’elle abandon- 
nera le partie Francois, & recherchera la 
Paix incontinent. Il eft done tres-neegflaire, 
que 1 ’ Armee Imperialle foit la premiere en 
Campagne, & qu’elle previenne lesdefleins 
du Grand Vizir : D’ou on tirera toutes les 
avantages imaginabies. 

Les mauvais fucces de la Campagne pal- 
fe ont extremement avance icy le credit de 
I’Ambafiadeur de France, & au Contraire 
fort diminue le refpe<ft &la reputation des 
Ambafiadeur d’Angleterre & d’Hollande : 

& principalement a l’egard de l’efquadre 
des Vaifleaux de Guerre, qu’on attendoit 
dans la Mer Mediterranee, du quel Mel- 
fieurs les Etats Generaux m’avoient fait a- 
vertir: Mais puifqu’ on n’en a aucuncs 
nouvclles, & qu’on meme n’en ole pas 
parler d’avantage, cela fait, qu’on donne 
fentiercredit aux vanteries des Francois: 

De forte que les Turquesconr.mcncent a fe

Dans ces jours paflez arriverent icy 
quelques Deputez de la Valachie pour

Tcckely faifloic des cerribiles ravages avec 
fcs gens dans leur Province: & le prierent 
d’y mctcrc des ordrcs ncceflaires, &d-avoir 
de la Compaflion pour un pais defole, & 
roue afait appauvrie. On leur a donne des 
belles paroles dc la part du Teckely, & | 
pour 1c refte accorde quelques demandes, 
qui concernoient leurs autres griefs. 

Le Chef de cette Depuration eft l’Oncle 
dc I’Hofpodar, qui m’a prie d’aflurer par 
v6tre entremife la Majefte Imperialle de 
la fidelite & tres humbles foumiffions de 
fonCoufin, lequel n’a dc plus Grand defir, 
que dc rendre quelque Service confiderable 
a fa Majefte ce qu’il clpcre de faire voir 
la Campagne prochaine. Cependant le 
die Seigneur me pria inftammenc, de prier 
V. Excellence de luy faire cette grace, fi 
cela fe pouvoic faire, & d’obcenir, par Ion 
intercellion, que ion frere le Seigneur 
Georgio Cantacuzcno qui eft aprefent a 
Vienne, cut la permiffion, de fe recourner 
dans Ion pa'is : Puifqu’il n’y peuc rendre 
aucune Service a fa Majefte & qu’au con- 
rraire etant de rctour chez loy il pourroit 
etre employe dans routes les occurrences 
pour lervir dans les Negotiations entre le 
General de la Tranlylvanie & l’Hofpodar.

In this manner Mr. Herbert came pro- a*-. H«- 
vided to Belgrade, with Inftrwftions for 
profecutjon of the Treaty which Sir Wil¬ 
liam Huffey had begun; but he foon found 
that the minds of the Turks were not as 
yet inclined to a Peace, and that all his 
labours and endeavours would prove inef¬ 
fectual, whilft the Turks harkned to die 
Suggeftions of the French , who had now 
got fo far into their good Opinion, that 
their Interefts being made the fame, their 
Counfels could not be other than fincere, 
and their friendfhips of advantage ; and 
therefore it was apparent to Mr. Herbert , 
that the Turks regarding no other Ambaf- 
fador but the French, refolved to take no 
other Methods than luch as ihould be 
dilated by them.

gree, as Fevour’d him into a kind of 
Madnefs, which joyn’d with his old Ene¬ 
my the Gout, he died thereof on the Ms Death 
31ft of July, 169 z. The death of thefe 0 u styh. 
two Ambanadors, fo near the time to each 
other, feemed as if there had been a kind 
of fatallicy in the Treaty of Peace ; or 
that the French had by unlawful means 
contrived the death of thefe Minifters: 
but for my part, I have no belief or jea- Rtpexitm 
loufie thereof; not but that the French , 
may be ready enough to enter into fuch t ht 
fecret Machinations, where the Intereft of Engiiffi 
their Monarch may be advanced $ But like £T- 
as the Devil, when he hath catched a 
Sinner clofe within his Clutches, is not 
very hafty to bring him to his end, fo the 
French who had wholly poflefled them- 
felves of the minds and humours of the 
Turksi 
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itfp2. Turks, had no need of having recourfe to 
facinorous aeftions which were deteftable j 
to God and Man. And thus did the 
Marquis de Loran remain with the Vizier 
at Belgrade , whilft the late Ambaflador 
Monfieur de Cbauteauneuf returned by or¬ 
der of the King into France. 

The Campagne (as we have faid) feeing 
ended, nothing of aCfion happened dii- 
rit Grand rin S tIie refidence of the Vizier at Bel- 
nricr at grade, who kept himfelf wholly on the 
Belgrade, defenfive; and left the Germans ihould 
think fit to attack His Forces which lay 
cncampt on the other fide of the Rivers 
near Belgrade, lie made two Bridges, one 
over the Save, and the other over the 
Danube ; over which, upoh news that the 
Chriftians were advancing, lie caufed his 
Army to retreat, and to pals the Bridges 
into the Town, where their Head-quarters 
were kept during the Winter feafon; and 
thus all Military Actions ceafing, licenfe 
was given to the Militia of Anatolia to 
return home about the 20th of Otlober un¬ 
to their own Countries ; the which was 
more readily granted, in regard to the 

f reac Mutinies, and InfurreCtion of the 
eoplein the LeJJer Afia, and to the Vene¬ 
tian Succefles at Sea in the Archipelago. 

During the whole courfe of this Years 
ACiions the Vcnetians were unprofperous, 
their Defign upon Cane a failing them; which 
they had ftreightly befieged for the fpace 
of a full Month; and had hopes of carry¬ 
ing the Place, had not a Thoufand 
French, levied for Service of the Veneti¬

the Venetians were obliged moft fhamefully 
to raife the Siege, with the lofs of many 
Men, and of moft of their Cannon; which 
was the fubftance, and fum of all their 
Expedition for this Year, 1692. 

About the end whereof thC Grand Seig¬ 
nior had two Sons born to him, who were 
Twins, the one named Ibrahim , and the 
other Selim ; on which occafion great re- 
joycing being fhown, amidft thereof a 
drG ?° f “ 1 fire happened at Conftantinople , 
which began at Balafa, and consumed a- 
bove 4000 Houles,with about 2000 Shops. 
This Fire happened in three feveral places 
of the City; one of which being near the 
Great Mofche of Sultan Soliman, one of 
the Menarees or Steeples thereof fell to 
the ground, which the People interpreted 
for an evil Omen, and Prefage for the Ex¬ 
ceeding Year. 

The Grand Vizier being returned from 
the War towards the end of Ofioler,g*vc an 
account to the Grand Seignior of the ftate 
of the War, and that he had given the 
Command of the Army unto Lame Hu-

T HIS Year begins with the Death 1693. 

of the depofed Sultan Mahomet IV. 
who died of a Dropfie on the 4th of Ja¬ 
nuary, 1693, which Had like to have pro¬ 
duced a Peace; for the great Officers of 
the Empire being at that time allemblcd 
together at Adriample, a Council 35 Dtbatet 
held, in which it was debated and con- p io! “ * 
eluded, that the prefent Hate of the Otto¬ 
man Empire was fuch as required a Peace : 
Howloever another Party prevailed, exci¬ 
ted by tlie French Ambaliador, who very 
liberally difpenfed his Prelints amonpft 
the Military Men, in whofe Hands at that 
time remained the Balance of War and 
Peace; the which was actuated by two 
different Principles, the one by the Prefcnts 
given by the French, and by the Arriv al of 
feveral French Officers, Engineers, Gun¬ 
ners, Artificial Fire-workers, and lbine 
Money diftributed amongft the Chief TV- 
ki(h Officers for carrying on the War. On 
the other fide the Mediators, as the En- 
%lijh, and Hollanders, whofe Bufincfs it 
was to procure a Peace, feemed to over-ad: 
their Parts, and by their Sollicitations, and 
earneft Importunities, enhanfed the Price 
thereof, and made the Turks believe, that 
either the Emperor could not fubfift with¬ 
out a Peace, or that Ibme Fraud lay couch¬ 
ed under liich Specious and Importunate 
Prefiiires.

This prefent yth of June, N. S. the Jani- 
far-Aga is not yet gone into the Camp , nor 
will he go {as I think this io Days : About 
a Week after him the Grand Vizier goes ; 
and about a Fortnight after that, the Army 
will begin to March. 

It is not at prefent firing, not of above 5 
tr 6000 Men, but the Auaticks and Tar¬ 
tars are to joyn them at Sofia : How many 
they may be is very uncertainly reported; the 
jfirfl however will not be Numerous; they rec¬ 
kon upon 20000 Tartars, that will be their 
greatefl Strength, and thefe altogether can¬ 
not be at Belgrade till the latter end of July 
at foonefl ; fo that if the Imperial Army be 
as flrong and as ready , as when I came 
from Vienna, I thought it would be, they 
will have time enough to attempt any thing, 
before thefe Forces can appear to hinder ]

under Command of Hufaein Pallia, who 
had formerly been Chimacam with the 
Grand Seignior, but the Troops ddigned 
for Hungary, marched flowly* Thefe Pre¬ 
parations being much retarded by the late 
Change of thofe two great Officers, name¬ 
ly, the Grand Vizier, who, as we faid 
voluntarily refigned, and theTefcerdar, or , 

Lord Treafurer, called Ifmael Effendt Ma- cAf" * 
tulled, or put out, Difgraced, and Exiled 3 
tho’ fbme reported, That he was fecredy 
Strangled which was a ftrangc, and an 
unfeafbnable Policy at fiich a time as this, 
to put all tilings backward by the Death of 
two prime Officers of State, who perhaps 
were Innocent, and Good Miniftcrs: But 
under fuch a Government as this, it is not 
fufficient to be Wife, Honeft, and Indu- 
ftrious, but you muft alfo be Succeisfitl'- 
and free of Enemies, which are things not 
I in our power. 

By thefe Changes, plate was made' for 
other Officers; for Of man Pafha, a Cun¬ 
ning, Knavifh Candiot ( as nioft of chat 
Nation are) was made Chimacam id 
Adrianople. Mufiapha Pafha, who had been 
Chimacam, sfnd Seraskfer on die Danube 
was declared Grand Vizier ; and Cantemir 
the Son of Dica Rey, who had for 30 Yezx$ 
paft been Prince of Moldavia, was made 
Sutceflor to his Father. This Grand 
Vizier, before he fcould lbe warm in his 
Place, or provided with things ncccfiary 
for the War, Or acquainted with his Soul- 
diery^

1693. dicry, and the Chief Commanders, which j 
were to fight under him, was commanded 1 
to be gone with all expedition to the Ar- t 
my; which he prepared to do with what 1 
fpeed was poffible. And in regard that ■! 
all intentions for Peace were laid afide, < 
torsdij'mif- die Mediators were difmifTed from their < 
f :a - further Attendance,and Mr. Heemskirkvcas 1 
licenfed to return to Vienna ; tho’ fome 
difficulties arofe thereupon at the inflance i 
of the French, who fuggefted, that Hcemf- < 
kirk was an Inftrument, and Spye of the 1 
Emperor, and a German ; and not fent as 
a Mediator from the King of England, <. 

whofe true Miniftcr my Lord Paget was : ' 

And this colour had like to have cofl < 
I-Ieemskirk dear, had not my Lord Paget 1 
own’d him for a Miniftcr of the King, and 
unridlcd the Secret of the two Ambafla- 
dors. In like manner my Lord Paget had 
leave to go to his Koule at Per a near Con- 
jlantinople, which is the ulual place of 
the Eng/ijb AmbafTadar’s rcfidence. 

But as to the French Ambaflador he 
continued ftill at Adrianople ; and when 
the Vizier marched, he lent. Fontaine his 
Dragoman , or Interpreter with him to 
attend all the Motions of the Vizier, and 
his Camp. i 

Whilft thefe things were in Action, the 
news from Afia was unpleafing, and ad- 
miniftred Matter for ferious Confiderati- 
on at the Ottoman Court; where it was 
reported. That the Army of Bajfora , un¬ 
der their New Arabian Prince did daily 
inert afe, and that the Pallia of 'Sevas, or 
Sebajje, on the Fronticis of Perfia were in 
Arms; and that luch was the confufion 
in thole Eaftern Countries, as obliged the 
moll powerful of the Aftatick Spahees to 
remain at home on the guard of their 
own Country and Eftates; fo that the pre¬ 
law Ottoman Force was inferiour to that 
of the preceding year ; and by reafon of 
the ft■rementioned Changes ; to which we 
may farther add, that of the Seimen Pa¬ 
llia, who was Lieutenant General of the 
Janilaries, and advanced to be Aga, or 
General of the Janifarics, in the place of 
Jj'mael Pallia. Likcwife divers Captains, 
who had been Creatures and Favourites of 
the late General, were deprived of their 
Commands, leaft they Ihould make De- 
llurbanccs, or raife Fadlions in the. Army; 
all which, as it diminilhed and enfeebled | 
their Force, fo it hindered the early ap¬ 
pearance of the Turks in the Field. 
p,,B ut the Preparations at Sea againft the 
<l- tin f 'enitians proceded more briskly than they 
Scj -'- did at Land ; for in the Month of May, 
2.x Sail of Gallies, and 13 Great Men of 
War were provided and fitted out of the 


Arfenal at Conjlantinople , and ordered to 1693. 
fail down to the Cattles of the Darda - 
nelli , there ro join with the Gallies of the 
Beyes of the Archipelago ; to which Tome 
Ships of the Barlarouje.s being added, they 
computed, that they might form a Fleet 
of 14 Sail of Men of War, befidcs Gal¬ 
lies. 

Things proccding thus flowly by Lana, 
for the Caules before*mention’d,the Vizier 
did not begin his March from Adrianople 
towards the Chriftians, until the 2.6th of 
June Old Syle, defigning at firft for Bel¬ 
grade; when on a fudden, exprefs Orders^. f, iz ; cr 
were given to the Army to change' the begins his 
courfeof their March, and leave theRoad^Adri. 
to Belgrade, and take that for Valachia, 
and through that Country to enter into 
Tranfil-mnia: This alteration was the more 
furprtfing to the Germans, who expedted 
not the Turks on that, fide, becaufe it \vas 
not known above V Week or 10 Days be¬ 
fore the departure pf the Vizier'^ the 
which Counfel was'judged to have been 
given by the French Ambaflador, 'or other- 
wile by the Tartars, who propounded to 
the Vizier to join him on the way with 
fuch a Force, as ihould make up his Ar¬ 
my at leaft 80000 Men. 

But whilft thefe Matters were confulc- 
ing, news came that the Germans had a 
defign to lay fiege to Belgrade ; and on 
their way thither had defigned againft the 
Palancha’s of Jeno ,; and Julia , and 1 threat- 
ned the Turks with devaftations over all 
the plain Countries ; and fince the taking 
of Great Waradin , ftreightned Temefwaer 
with want of Provifions ; which put the 
Turks into fome confufion both at home 
and abroad, and diverted entirely the de¬ 
fign of the Turks upon Tranfilvania, where 
the moft mifehief. might have been done 
on the Imperial Dominions; becaufe Tran- 
filvania hath ever been efteemed the moft 
convenient Door to lei; the Turks into Ger¬ 
many. . 

But what about the fame time alfo 
caufed fome deftutbjmces at home, was 
a Terrible Conflagration which happened Fire 
at Conflantinople ; ttlie Fire began firft inConfan- 
the Street called. Zul'ati, \ where they make tmop ’ 
the Mufquets, and all forts of Arms for 
the Grand Seignior^' feryice, .deftfoying 
all the Forges, and Inftruments belonging 
to that Work; and the 'fife taking its way, 
confumed'all before it, until it came to 
the great Capan, which is the cjn|f, and 
only Magazine for Flour, andCbirn, and 
all Provifions whatsoever,' laid up for the 
, Ufe of the City ; and afterwards taking 
F up the Hill, it. toolT its courfe down by 
: the way of Balataf and' confumed at. leaft 
a tl^ird 
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1693. a third part of thacDivifion, fo that the 
Turks report, that above zoooo Shops, 
and Houfcs were confumed. 

This great Conflagration being over. 
People began to enquire after the News 
which the Exprefles brought from the Ar¬ 
mies, from all parts; and particularly that 
from Afia was of confiderable importance; 
giving a Relation, that the New Arab 
Prince, Emir by Name, who reckned his 
Defcent in a Diredfc Line from their Pro¬ 
phet Mahomet , brought an Army into the 
Field, pretending to make himfelf Sove¬ 
reign of Bajfora , to which he had an He¬ 
reditary Right, and Title : His Army 
daily increasing, obliged the Grand Seig¬ 
nior to fend many of his Troops out of 
Europe under the Command of the Pallia 
of Bofnia to reinforce the Militia of thofe 
Countries. 

The European Generals being unac- 
J u] y- quainted with the fituation, and qualities 
of thofe Countries, and not knowing that 
in the Month of July the Rivers upon the 
melting of the Snows fwell to a prodigi¬ 
ous heighth, were ftrangely furprized to 
find themfelves without any caufe, or 
knowing how it came about, in the midft 
of a deep Water: For being encamped in 
the Vally of a flat Country, the Arabs 
opened their Sluces, and having made 
fome Channels like Aquasdudfs, they let 
io great a Flood of Waters out of the 
Neighbouring Rivers into the Turkilh 
An Turks- Camp, that before the Turks underftood 
jrotHdin fr° m whence that Inundation proceded, 
tbt Watm. 6 or 700b of them were drowned, and 
the reft being put into confufion, and en¬ 
deavouring to fave themfelves, fell into 
the hands of the Arabs , and were all cut 
in pieces, or made Prifoners; only the 
Pallia of Bofnia with 14 more efcaped of 
all that multitude: And foon after this de¬ 
feat the Arabs attacked, and took a Cara¬ 
van, with the Spoils of which they en¬ 
riched themfelves. 

The news of this Defeat very much dis¬ 
couraged the Turks in Europe , having loft 
by this accident iyooo Men of their own 
Friends and Acquaintance, which became 
the more-fenfible to them at that time, 
when the Turkilh Army became fo feeble 
in Hungary, that had not the Tartars af- 
fifted them with great Numbers, the Vi¬ 
zier Would have been forced to return 
home with Confufion, and Dilhonour. 

The Tartars being made fenfible of the 
great need that the Turks had of them, 
flood the more ftrongly on their Terms, 
and made fome difficulties of joining with 
them, but at length fullered themfelves to 
, be worked upon, when they faw the rich 
Prefents which the Grand Signior had fent 


to the New Tartan Hah,'to engage him 1693. 
to come early this Year into the Field; 
and when they law the rich Veils lined 
with Sables, and the Sword let with great 
Diamonds, With 40000 Zaichins in Mo- 
ny, they needed no other Rhctorick, or 
perfuafive Arguments to prevail upon them, 
but all unanimoufly prepared to make an 
early Campagne. 

Upon the news that the Chriftians de¬ 
ign’d tobefiege Belgrade, the Vizier haft- 
ned his march thither ; where by reafon 
of the many loflcs which that Garrifon 
had iuftained, a Recruit was lent of 1000 
men out of Bofnia,and 2.000 Amouts to re¬ 
inforce the G&rrifon. And alfo 15000 Turks 
more were detached from the Army in Bofc 
niato recognize.or take a view of the Chri- 
ftian Forces in thofe Countries; and having 
palled the Save over three feveral Bridges, 
came and Ihewed themfelves before Ojeck, 
which was commanded by Lieutenant Co¬ 
lonel Baron Ogiley : This Governor find¬ 
ing himfelf unable to oppofe the Turks in 
the Field, kept himfelf within his Bul¬ 
warks and Fortifications ; until the Turks 
having ar their leifure taken a view of the 
Place, and Country round about, retired 
back towards Belgrade, plundering every 
thing they could carry with them, toge¬ 
ther with Men, Women and Children. ; 
which they carried into flavety, to the 
number of about 3000 Souls. , After 
which Ogiley drawing together a Body of 
about 800 feledi and choifo Men, h/pafl 
fed the Save, and with them furpriz'd a 
Town catted Bratzein , to which having 
given fire, zoo Turks were burn’d therein, 
and the like number endeavouring to fave 
themfelves from the Barnes, ran out of tbc 
City, of which near 100 men were killed 
on the Place; and many Chriftians lately 
taken by the Turks, were releafed, and fent 
back to their own Habitations. - 

Since the taking of Great Waradin, Te- 
meJwaer,Giula, and Geno, were fo ftreightned 
for want of Provifions, that they were 
forced to fend away all Women, and Chil¬ 
dren, and unneceilary Perfons from the 
Places; the better to conferve the Vitftu- 
als, and Provifions for the ufe of the Gar¬ 
rifon : For General Heujler having for fome 
time blocked up Geno, he made a nearer ^ 
approach to it; and on the r6th and i7th JUns ’ 
day of June placing his Camp within half 
a mile of the place, he attacked the Sub¬ 
urbs, which were furrounded with a Ditch, 
and fortified with Palifadoes ; howl'oever 
the Germans forced the place and took ir, 
the Turks retiring with much confufion in¬ 
to the Ciry. 

The next day being the i8cli. General 
Heujler having received four pieces of Can* 
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169 5. non, he fired with them into the City* 
and threw fome Bombs thereinto ; after 
which he fumnioncd the Place, and threat- 
ned them, that«in cafe they did not im¬ 
mediately liirrender, he would afterwards 
give them no Quarter. But the Turks not 
hcarkning hereunto, a Battery was rais’d, 
from whence the Guns fired without cea- 
ling ; and thereby in the lpace of five or 
fix days a Breach being made, all matters j 
were prepared for a Storm on the Place; 
which the Turks not daring to withftand, 
and adventure, they refolved to capitu¬ 
late ; and on the 27th hung out a White 
Flag, and lent out three of their Principal 
Men into the German Camp : Where en- 
tring into a Treaty, it was agreed, that 
the next day one of their Gates, and Bul¬ 
warks fliould be delivered up into the 
Hands of the Befiegers; which being per¬ 
formed the following day, theGarriion of 
the Turks confiding of about 800 fighting 
Men, with 200 Horle, were convoyed 
within half an hour’s march from Lippa. . 

This City was provided with four Bul¬ 
warks, fortified with a high and drong 
Wall, broad and deep Ditches, into which 
the River Kerez hath a paflage; and with¬ 
in it hath another retreat fortified with 
four Towers. In this Place the Germans 
found 3 5 Brafs, and three Iron Guns, with 
other Warlike Stores, as 20000 pounds 
<’f Powder, and ocher Ammunition pro¬ 
portionable. In this Siege, within the 
Town, 350 Men were lulled, and wound¬ 
ed. 

Immediately after the lurrender of Geno, 
General HeuJIer inveded the drong For- 
t refs of T hi la. or as, fituated between Gem 
and Lippa , which yielded unto him; and 
having repaired the Breaches of Geno , and 
placed a final! Body of Men in thole parts, 
under the Command of General Hofkir - 
k:n, he returned to Great War a din with his 
remaining Forces. 

The Grand Vizier being on his march 
to Belgrade, the news of what had hap¬ 
pened at Geno , and Pbilagoras was brought 
to him ; and thereby fufpe&ing that Te¬ 
mefwaer would be the next enterprize of 
/ lenjHer, dilpatchcd immediately Orders 
to the Palha of Belgrade to fend another 
Convoy, and more Troops thither to re¬ 
inforce the Garrifon of Temefwaer with 
Men and Provifions. But the Pallia with 
icvcral other Commanders refilling to obey, 
upon certain pretences, that fuch a De¬ 
tachment would be the Ruin of the Place, 
and that to lave Temejwaer , they fliould 
lofc Belgrade ; the Vizier became fo enra¬ 
ged, that with his own Hand he killed 
July ir. fix of the Principal Turks, who were Com¬ 
plices with the Pallia, and left their Dead 


Bodies in the Streets to the view and ter- i$ 9 j. 
ror of others. 

Whilft thefe things parted at Belgrade, 
the Duke of Croy % who commanded the 
Imperial Army, prepared all neceflaries to 
befiege the Place. And in the firft place 
he caufed a Bridge to be laid over the 
Danube at Verefmarton , of an hours jour¬ 
ney in length ,- over which he palled one 
half of his Army, and the other half he 
tranfported in Ships and Boats, and were 
followed by the Hanover Troops, and the 
Artillery : And tho’ he had by thefe means 
gotten together in a Body, yet many 
things were wanting to begin,'and carry 
on the fiege ; to fupply which, being en¬ 
camped on the 25th of this Month near 
Peter Waradin , he difpatched an Exprefs 
to Ibme Brandenburgber Troops, which re¬ 
mained in the Rear, to advance forwards, 
and haften their march : And having af- 
fembled a Council of War, it was refol¬ 
ved forthwith to pafs the Save over the 
Bridge of Peter Waradin , and proceed to - 
Belgrade. And accordingly towards the 
end of this Month, marching with great- 
diligence, the Hujfars having the Van¬ 
guard,' furprized the Turks near Belgrade , 
of whom they took many Prifoners, with 
fome Cattle, which they brought back 
into the Army ; by which the Turks were 
fo alarm’d, and by the march of the Im¬ 
perial Army towards them, that they en¬ 
deavoured to carry away, and fave the 
bell of their Goods, but the Imperial Horle . 
prevented their defign. 

The Chriftians approaching near the Auguft. 
Turks on the firft of Augujl , began to fire 
on all fides from the Town; whilft the 
Germans on the contrary, were bufily 
working on their Lines of Circumvallati- 
on, had not finilhed any Battery until the 
fifth, when they likewile began to fire on 
the City. It was farther at chat time de- 
figned that two of the Chriftian Gallies, 
well armed, fliould drive away from before 
the Town fome light Turkilh GaJlies, by 
which means that fide lying open, they 
could eafily encompafs the City on all 
fides. 

On the ninth the Brandenburgher Troops 
joyned the Army, and on the fame day, 
fome Turks belonging > to the Garrifon of 
a Palanca called Boskoua , fituated about He palm. 
three hours diftance from the Army, came f* 
to the Camp, and offered to capitulate; tTauF" 
the which being granted with fuch Con¬ 
ditions as were propofed, the Fprtrels fur- 
rendred, and the Soldiers and Inhabitants 
were convoyed fafe to Semendria: In the 
Palanca they found nine Guns with fome 
Ammunition, with good ftore of Hay and 
Corn. 
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1693. On the 12th of this Month the Turks, 
to celebrate their Annual Feaft of the Bai- 
Auguft. ram> fi r ed all the Guns round the City and 
Caftle ; and the Day following made a 
brisk Sally with fuch Bravery, that at the 
firft they brought the Germans into fome 
Confufion ; but rallying themfelves again 
into good Order, they beat the Turks back 
into the City. 

rtf Turks. On the 14th they made another Sally 
TaUy. * more furious, than the former, but with 
An driven lefs Succefs, being repulfed with thelofs of 
wi,h 500 Men killed and taken Prifoners : This 
Blow gave the Chrijlians an advantageous 
Opportunity, in thefpaceof two Days to 
advance their Approaches to ijo Paces 
from the Counterfcarp. 

Another „ On the 17th another Sally was made by 
saUy. the Turks , but were repulfed .with the lofs 

of about 100 Men ; by which the Ger¬ 
mans advanced their Works within 80 Pa¬ 
ces of the Counterlcarp. And 
Bomb, On the 19th threw feveral Bombs into 
throarn in- the City, which did great execution 5 and 
0 ^'fiw'-pofted fix Regiments on the other fide of 
the Danube ; by which all Succours coming 
to the Town from Temejwaer, or other 
Parts on that fide, were hindred from gi¬ 
ving any Relief; and the Turks Ships 
were bridled, and obliged to keep at a di¬ 
ftance. 

On the 26th the great Battery of 36 
Guns was finilhed, from which the Befieg¬ 
ers continually fired on the City, and the 
Turks again on the Battery, where the , 
Duke of Crop Banding open was fhot 
through the Hat with a Musket-Bullet, and 
his Adjutant-General killed by his fide 
with the like. 

The next Day being the 30th of Augufi, 
Kathana Mujlapha . Palha, with a Body of 
300 Horfe, Attacked the Emperor’s advan¬ 
ced Troops near Semblin , but were lb re¬ 
ceived by them, that 40 of them remain¬ 
ed upon the .Spot, leveral Wounded, and 
The Grand tnany made Prifoners. The fame Day In- 
f'.zier ■ telligence was brought to the Duke of Croy, 
relief 'If 'That the GrandVizier had drawn together 
the roan, from all Parts, as many Forces as he had 
been able to do, with Refolutionto relieve 
the Town. 

On the laft Day of Augujl , the Chief 
Ingineer Keyferjelt entering the Trenches, 
was killed by a Musket-foot. 

Septemb. In the firft fix Days of September no¬ 
thing was performed which was confide- 
rable, but that the Approaches were ftill 
The c hi- advancing; fo that on the 7th, the Befieg- 
,ans ’T- ers Stormed the Counterlcarp, which con¬ 


tinued until the going clown of the Moon, sSp\. 
when the Darknels of the Night put an 
end to theAflauit, in which the Chi/'/ans"^ 1 ^’ 
loft 1000 Men, killed and Wounded, T':i 
the Place, and amougft them the Bavarian 
General Sybeldorf with two Lieutenant- 
Colonels, and oth'er Officers, 

The ill Succefs that the Chrijlians had 
fuftained by the Storm made on the Coun¬ 
terlcarp, being the caufe of Railing the 
Siege, it may be very prepe? to iniert here 
a Relation, which a principal Officer gave 
thereof, who was prefenc at the Attack 
made thereon the 7th of September 1 65;3. 
in this manneri 

Whilft thefe things were adting, News 
came, That the Tartars had appeared in 
the Neighbourhood with a Body of 2000 
Men, and had droven away with them 
fome Cattle: And 

On the 10th Inftant News was brought 
by leveral Exprefles, That the Grand. Vi¬ 
zier with an Army of 80000 Men, was.- ar¬ 
rived, together with a great Fleet of Slops 
and Gallics, before Widin : Upon winch 
News, and the lliarp Blow received fome 
few Days before, upon the Counterlcarp 
of the Town, it much diicouraged the 
Proceedings of th ^Germans : Upon which 
a Council of War being called^ it was judg¬ 
ed dangerous to expert the Arrival of lb 
great an .Army, cr to attend and Hand 
their Shock ; and therefore it was conclu¬ 
ded belt to Decamp, and quit me Siege, Tm s-a-?, 
which accordingly was executed with good °f Dei: 
Order, and the whole Army drew off with jj.£ de ^ 
Bag and Baggage, Guns, and all other 
Materials ; and fo palfing the River Save, 
over the Bridge which they had made, they 
Burnt and Deflroy’d it: And thus ended 
this Expedition with nofmall Charge and 
Expence of Blood and Men to the Em¬ 
peror. . . > 

In the Management of which, many Er¬ 
rors and Blunders were committed : The 
Trenches .were not opened until 13 Days «' 
after the Place was Inverted; and that the 
Batteries were not ready until 1 3 Days af¬ 
ter that: It was another Overfight, That 
the Fleet, which fliould have hindered all 
Provifions from the Town, coming from 
Temefwaer , was not ready before the Town 
was Inverted ; which was as ridiculous, as 
when the King of Denmark forgot his 
Mortars, going before Hamburg ; and fo 
were the Germans Cannon, which were not 
brought before the Town till five Weeks 
after it was Inveftcd.

ble than any had done for many years be- 
fore. The former Fire in May began at 
Balata, as we have related ; but that in 
the Month of Augufl broke out at Odun Augulh 
Schelefi, or the Wood-wharf, being the 
common place where all the Timber for 
building Houfcs and Ships is laid, and 
in which arc many hundreds of Chambers 
of vaft bignefs for receiving all forts and 
fizes of Iquar’d Timber, with millions of 
Boards, and other Timber fitted for build¬ 
ing ; the Damage of which amounted to 
an incredible fum ; and was of fuch a ge¬ 
neral terror and confternation, that had it 
happened at the time when Belgrade was 
laft befteged, the People for very affright- 
ment would have fled from Philopopolis and 
Adrianople ; and at Conftantinople it lelf the 
People were poflefled with fuch a Panick 
Fear, that thouiands of Families were rea¬ 
dy to abandon the City, and to fly into 
Afia, for a quarter part of the City was£ onftan - 
burn’d down ; and to encreafe this terror bunt da 
amongft the People, it was given out, that Ppnid time 
the Germans were coming upon them with*”" Uar ’ 
a very numerous Army. And it is here 
very obfervable, that about that time 
things being in a doubtful condition, 
and no news coming from the Army, nor 
from Belgrade , the Grand Seignior in a 
moft furious rage fwore, that if that City 
were loft, he would take off the Heads of 
the Grand Vizier, and of Ofman Palha, the 
Chimacam, who affrighted with this Me- 
nace, fell fick, and died with fear. The 
Eunuchs alio in the Seraglio'took the con¬ 
fidence from hence to ipeak againft the Go¬ 
vernment, exclaiming openly, that if fuch 
Mifcarriages were permitted in, and a- 
mongft the Principal Officers, the Sultan 
would be forced to quit Europe , and take 
refuge in Anatolia. 

But when the news came that the Siege 
of Belgrade was railed, the Anger of the 
Sultan began to abate, and to be appealed 
againft the Chief Officers ; and then the 
language of the People changed its tone, 
and praifed the Officers, who but a few 
days before they had curled and condemn¬ 
ed to utter Ruine, faying that the railing 
of this Siege was a Miracle of God,

And indeed not only the Court, but all the 
Empire was in great Confufion by rea- 
lon of the wcaknefs of three or four 
Sultans fucceffively, of whom we have al¬ 
ready given a Chara&er, and particularly 
of this Sultan Achmet , of whom the belt 
we can fay is, that he was a GoodNatur’d 
Jolly Prince, and feared no hurt, nor wiih- 
ed it to any Perfon whatfoever. 

But how the ftate of Affairs were in 
thole days, we may learn from a Letter, 
which my Lord Paget wrote to a Perfon 
of Quality at Vienna , dated April 14. N.S. 
1 ^ 94 - 


Lord ‘Paget's Letter. 

SIR, 

HET fo often change their Miniflers 

here, that an Ambafjador can fcarce 
come to treat twice with the fame Perfon. 
Since my arrival here at the Port, they 
have had three Grand Viziers, three Chima- 
cams of Adrianoplc , four Chimacams, of 
Conftantinople, three Aga's of the Janua¬ 
ries, three lefterdars or Lord Treafurers, 
two New Cadilejcbers or Judges of Afia, and 
Romclia ; and :n fhort ., all the Great Officers 
oj the Empire were changed , ( the Mufti 

only excepted) by which there was fuch 
a New Set of Idiots and Fools got into 
Places, as would overturn the left fettled 
Government in the World. For thefe Officers 
Icing only fuch, as Chance offers, it is a 
dmUiful Wager, whether he proves a Fool, 
or a Wife Man • and in cafe he fhouldprove 
a Man of Parts, yet he is fuffered fo fhort 
a time to remain in his Office, that he is in 
no capacity to improve them. 

Amhafjadors, unlefs it le at their firfl Au¬ 
dience, and at that 0/Congedie, have no Con¬ 
version or Accefs to the Grand Seigniors, 
and then they a fell fuch a fort of Grandeur, 
as may heft cover all their Thoughts by a Si¬ 
lence , fo that they give no place for any de¬ 
late', and a Man can never lay any foundati¬ 
on upon their Words: For as their Ally of 
France [corns to be a Slave to his word; Jo 
they hold it to be no di(honour to be open, and 
ejlc'em nothing for a Secret. It is true] that 
very J'eldom or never, a Minijler f ball re¬ 
ceive a flat denial from a Turk, for he Jhall 
drain you on to the very laft point ; and when 


The diforders made by the Arabian 
Princes in the Countries about Aleppo did 
lhll continue, which caufed great fears, 
and apprehenfions at Conftantinople it felf! 
but thole Countries being far remote, and 
ailtant made little alterations or noife at 
Court. - - 

The Negotiations of Poland at Adria- April. 
nople had no fuccefs, fo that the Envoy 
was difpatched away^ re infell j. Some few 
days afterwards, the Tartar Han quitted 
the Court with diflatisfadrion, and all 
things feemed in much diforder; however 
they talked high of great preparations for 
the following Campagne: And to make 
lome evidences thereof, they difpatched 
away 12,00 Janilaries from Adrsample to 
Belgrade; moreover they fent away u 
Saiques for the Danube. 

About this time the Grand Vizier arri¬ 
ved from Tripoli de Soria, where he had 
been Pallia, and was fent for by the Grand 
Seignior to head the Army in Hungary , 
having been recommended by feme Fa¬ 
vourites to have been the wifeft and moft 
experienced General in the Empire, but 
the trial Ihewed him to be a Man rather 
of the Pen and good Language, than of 
Arms. 

But to fpeak more fully and pertinently 
concerning the Negotiations of the Poli'jh 
Envoy ztAdnanoplefoe was lodged a tDemer- 
about an Englifh Mile from the City, 
in a poor Village, without Ceremony, or 
any great Equipage ; he had a Coach with 
hx Horfes, in which was a French Jefuit: ‘ 

His Bufinefs was declared ratlier to be de¬ 
igned to the Tartar Han, who was at that 
time at Adrianople,thza to the Grand Seig- 
! nior, and accordingly had Audience of 
him. 

In the firfl place it wasobfervable, that Polilh 
during the time of his Audience with the ™y' sAudi - 
Tartar Han, the Polilh Envoy kept his Cap 2 'twL 
off, until he was bid to fit down and be H * n A ~ 
covered ; after ’a few words ofComplement, p^ 4 * 10 ' 
he arofo up and delivered his Letter. The P 
Han asked him, whether he had any other 
Letters for him ,• to which he replied no. 

[ He asked him from wKbm that Letter was, 
he anfwered, from the King his Matter. 

The Han asked him, whether he had any 
thing to fay to him by word of Mouth, to 
which iie anfwered no, for that all was 
contained within the Letter. The Han 
fpake in the Tartar Language, and the 
Pole in his own. The Audience ended* 
the 
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1694. the Pole arofe, killed the Han’s Veft, re- 
tired backwards with his Face towards die 
Han, which is a part of refpedl amongft 
Turks and Tartars, and moft of the Eaftern 
People, all which was over in lels than 
half an Hours time. 

The which Paftage feemed very Myfte- 
rious, and not well underftood, from 
whence, and from whom this Envoy was 
fent j but being gone out of the Prelence 
of the Han,^ the Negotiation appeared to 
concern War and Peace, and a Treaty pro- 
poled to be held in order thereunto, be¬ 
tween the Turk and Tai tar on one fide* and 
of the Emperor, King of Poland', and the 
Venetian State on die other. Hereof intel¬ 
ligence was given by my Lord Paget, 
Monlieur Heemskirk, and Heer Colyer, to 
the Emperor* Venetians, and all the Allies 
whom it might concern ; the which feemed 
veryftrange, that tUcli a Negotiation fhould 
be let on foot unknown to them, or to 
the Mediators of the Peace $ the which 
was ftill more furprizing, when the Orders 
for fuch a Treaty given to a Polijh Mini , 
fter, were difavowed, and unexpe&ed by 
the Emperor and the Venetians ; and what 
made the Bufinefs the more doubtful, was, 
That this Envoy brought no Letters for the 
Evvlyfram Mediators, from any of die Allies, or Prin- 
Poland. ces concerned; nor did he admit of any Sa¬ 
lutes from the Foreign Cbriftian Minifters ; 
for tho* my Lord Paget had his Secretary 
Mr. Coke, and the Ambaflador Colyer had 
his Chief Interpreter upon the Place, yet 
the Foie would admit of nolle of their Ad- 
drefles, or Vifits, but adhered clofe to the 
French Ambafladors, with whom he had 
long and frequent Conferences. 

This unufual way of management of 
Treaties, gave juft reafbn of fufpieion to 
all Perfons, that this Negotiation Was no¬ 
thing but an Artifice of die French, to bring 
Poland into a feparate Peace with the Turk, 
which perhaps by the Cunning and Crafty 
Infinuations of the French might have fuc- 
ceeded, had not the Foie tooearneftly in¬ 
filled on the Surrender of Caminieck into 
their Hands, with all the Provifions, Arms, 
and Fortrefles, and with the Un Poflidetis; 
which was a Term at that time, and du¬ 
ring the late Treaty, mortally hateful to 
the Turks i Had not that Term, I fay, been 
unluckily darted, it is very probable, 
that the Turks would have accepted of a 
feparate Peace with the Poles : And more¬ 
over this particular Article would go down 
the worfe,- in regard that the Turks had 
lately repaired that ftrong Fortrefs, and 
fupplied it with all forts of Provifions, and 
of all Parts had made it almoft impregna¬ 
ble s And another Difficulty was, That 
Poland was not willing to Surrender feme 


final! Places which they had taken on the 1694. 
Frontiers of Moldavia: by which it plain- 
ly appears, That all this Treaty was no- 
thing but an Artifice of the French, to a- p*ace,mtb 
mufe the Turks, and try . if poffible, by ZZdZ'lf 
forae Overtures of this Mature, to bring CatnTniec.- 
the Poles into a feparate Peace. 

The Cham of Tartary being a Chief 
Adtor, and defigned to bear a principal 
part in this difguifed Treaty, finding that 
hereby he began by his Friendlhip with 
the Polifh Envoy, to lofe his Credit, and 
Reputation, and that his good Friend Ehe 
Grand Vizier, (tho* newly put into Place ) 
was tottering, andnear being Depofed, and 
to be himfelf commanded to return inco 
his own Country, lie haftned away this 
foppofititious Envoy all he could, and ac¬ 
cordingly, by Order of the Gr ui ! Seigni¬ 
or, he was difpatched away with fom In¬ 
dignity, and Difgrdce ; neither r he Tartar 
Cham, nor the Grand Vizier daring to o- 
pen their Mouths in his Behalf, or to men¬ 
tion any of the Conditions he had propo- 
fed for a Peace : And fuch a Perfon muft 
have been endued with a good Stock of-- Polifh 
Confidence* and Impudence to manage a Z'fiJ tub 
Bufinefs of the higheft Importance on fuch DipfaZL 
weak Grounds as he had to pretend, espe¬ 
cially at a time when all the Grand Offi¬ 
cers of the Empire were upon their Change. 

But fuch as fpeak moft favourably of this 
Bufinefs fay. That this Polijh Envoy, or 
Agent, was ntit font to make a feparate 
Peace, but to prepare tilings in order there¬ 
unto, by advancing their Conditions, on 
which the Port might afterwards treat 
with the Emperor and the Venetians, lend¬ 
ing their Minifters into Tranjylvania with 
Powers to that purpofe ; but all this came 
to nothing as will appear by the foquel of 
this Hiftory. 

In the mean time all things Were in great 
diforder in the Court between thofe Offi¬ 
cers who live Within and without the Se¬ 
raglio, to make up thefe Differences^ The 
Grand Vizier, with the Tartar Han, Tef- 
terdar, Pafha, and Janifar Aga, and fome o- 
thers held a Council in the Month of Fe¬ 
bruary, where it was refolved. To move 
the Grand Seignior, to remove the Kuzlir- 
Aga, and the Haznadar-Aga ; and to that 
end the Vizier made Talkjfk to the Grand 
Seignior, and the other Arz, for removal 
of thofe Perfons, who were Mutinous, and 
Intriguing in Matters of State. 

Upon this Complaint the Grand Seignior 
grew very angry, and told the Vizier, That 
the Kuzlir-Aga deferved indeed to be pu- 
nilhed, for recommending him, the Vizier, 
to that high Office ; adding, That he was 
neither a Fool, nor a Child, to be governed 
by other Mens Humours; and that the 
U u u Report 
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1694. R- c P° rt was falfe, That the Kuilit-Aga 
mcdlcd in Affairs of State. 

The Grand Seignior Ihowing ip this 
manner fome Difplcafiire againft the Vi¬ 
zier, who had now but little Support be- 
ffdes the Tartar Cham 5 it was insinuated 
to the Sultan, That it was improper for 
two Princes to live in the lame City 5 and 
that it had never been the Practice of for¬ 
mer times, for the Cham to refide at the 
Port, there to pry into the Secrets of the 
Empire. 

Hereof the Cham having had fome In¬ 
timation, and feeing the Diforders arifing 
in the Court, and fearing to be lent,away, 
he defircd to be difmift, pretending that 
his Prefence was neceflary in his own Coun¬ 
try, lie took leave of the Sultan at a So¬ 
lemn Audience ; and being richly prefenc- 
cd, he began his Journey homewards, be¬ 
ing accompanied out of Adrianople by the 
Grand Vizier. 

After the Departure of the Cham, the 
Grand Vizier’s Wife, who was Siller to 
the Grand Seignior, was forbidden the 
Court, which was an evident demonftraci- 
on that her Husband was not likely to con¬ 
tinue long in that Office. 

The Heer Fleemskirk , who had been 
feut to the Affillance of Monfieur Coyer, 
Ambaffador for the Statcs-General at C. on- 
flantimple , for management of the Peace 
between the Emperor and the Turks ; or 
rather for want of an Engltjb Ambaffador, 
the two former, Sir William Hit If 'ey, and 
Mr. Herbert being both Dead. At that time 
the Turks leeming inclinable to a Peace, 
King William thought it not fit to let pafs 
this Opportunity for want of an Ambafla- 
dor from England ; but rather qualified 
Monfieur Heemskirk then at Vienna, with 
the Title of Eng/ifh Ambaffador to the 
Grand Seignior (of which we have for¬ 
merly made fome mention) the which had 
currantly palled with the Turks, had not 
the Trench difeovered the matter, and de¬ 
clared that this Heemskirk was no Englifh 
Man, nor no Miniller of the King of En- 
land, but a German ; and one under Noti¬ 
on of an Ambaffador, Tent for a Spy to de¬ 
ceive the Turks. . 

v. Heen-- Upon which Infinuatioh, Efeithskirk was 
not able afterwards to trefft withaie Turks, 
nor would they accept of alny Pr^bfitions 
from him. or acknowledge him for a pub- 
lick Miniller, but comriiitted him to Cu- 
liody, and kept him under a ftri< 3 : Guaid ; 
and lo was detained for fome Months, un¬ 
til the I.ord Paget was leht to fupply the 
Office of a true and undoubted Ambafla- 
dot ; at which time Heer Heemskirk was 
called to Audience, and had his Difmif- 
fion. 


Upon YOopzxtxiteHeemskirk laid, Hewas 1694. 
firry that his Endeavours for putting an end 
to this Bloody War, had: been 1 unfuccefsful. 

To which the Vizier anfwered. That Peace 
would be, when God pleafid, and was not at 
the Pie afire and Will of Man : And lb With¬ 
out faying any thing more material, Heem¬ 
skirk was difmifled ; ^nd began his Jour¬ 
ney from Adrianople towards Belgrade on 
the zd of March. 

During thele Matters, great were the 
Diforders at Goffrt j the Grand Vizier 
grew weary of his Office, and would glad¬ 
ly have been rkbof it, fcould he have done 
it with fafety, and .Name his Succeflor ; 
and in the mean feimb liis Wife endeavour¬ 
ed to accommodate. Matters between her 
Husband, and the Kuzlir-Aga : Notwith- 
ftanding which Differences, and the great 
Animofities, yet they flackned nothing of 
their Diligences to be early this Year in the 
Field; and accordingly Commands were^D 
fued out to difpofe all tilings thereunto : 

And an Aga was lent to Walachia for 500 
Horles to carry Flour to Belgrade. 

The French Ambaffador perfwaded the 
Turks to open their Campaign this Year, 
by way of Tranfylvania ; and to induce 
them to follow his Advice, he allured them 
that his King would liaVe an Army this 
Year in Germany of 100000 Men, but the 
Turks never gave much Credence to the 
boaflings of the French, whom they com¬ 
monly ftyled- with the Name of Talangi 
Francos : And to fecond this Opinion- of 
the French , the Nogay Tartars, who were 7f>l 
ietled in a Part of Moldavia, made an In- fff Tar " 
curfion through that Province into Tranjyl- 
'v*nia , and took from thence about 6000 
Captives, and a confiderable Booty. 

Thele Nogay Tartars were called into 
thole Countries by the Tartar Han, tofuc- 
cour and affift him at the time, when the 
Mofcovites came againft Crim, and were 
then placed with their Families in good 
Numbers about Budziac , and part of Mol¬ 
davia ; the Prince of which made Com¬ 
plaint to the Grand Seignior, that being 
deprived of a great part of his Country 
by his new come Guells ; the Provinces 
were entirely ruined; and the People, no 
longer able to fupport the Charge, and pay 
their Tribute : But this Complaint having 
but little EffeCt, the whole Blame of thefe 
Mifcarriages were attributed to the ill Con- 
dud: of the Grand Vizier; for which caule 
he was Depofed, and the Embrahor, orn^ GrAH 
Mailer of the Horle, -W^s fcnt to demahd, ** 
and receive tk^Seals'frefm him, and 
Chimacam of AdPianop&ffaf loy^d to Seal 
up his Houle .—5 • 
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1694. Hereupon the Depofed Vizier obtained 
by the affillance of Friends, a Hattelhe- 
riffe, or Royal Command from the Grand 
Seignior, to return towards his Govern¬ 
ment of Tripoli de Soria, without molefta- 
tion; for which he gave the Meffenger 
that brought it five Purles of Money. 

Nbtwithftanding which, a Capigi, with 
feveral Boftangees, were dilpatched after 
him to bring him back, and having over¬ 
taken him, he was committedPrifoner be¬ 
tween the Ports, from whence very few 
elcape with their Lives ; nor did he long 
furvive, his Eftate being all feized, and 
confifeated totheUfe of the Sultan. 

Another Capigi-Baiha was hkewife lent 
to fetch the Head of Alt Pajba, who was 
Great Vizier before this lall Depofed Vi¬ 
zier. Likewife about the fame time, the 
Kahya of Of man Paifbd, the lately deceafed 
Chimacam of Adriample , was put under 
Arreft, and his Mailer s Money, Jewels, 
and Goods, with his own, were demand¬ 
ed to bring Money into the Seraglio. 

But before we proceed any farther, it 
may not be from our Purpofe to declare an 
Adion which happened in the Port of 
March Smyrna, in the Month of March, as fol- 
• lows. 

One Capt. Hely Commander of a Mer¬ 
chant’s Ship of 3d Guffs, having brought 
fome Goods to Smyrna from Legorne , and 
finding no Goods that prefented for a Voy¬ 
age back again, he refolved to feek his For¬ 
tune in fome other Port: The fame Morn¬ 
ing Captain Marine, a French Merchant- 
Man, and Captain Teijfere another French 
Man weighed alfo, and accompanied die 
Englifh Ship half way to the CalUe, where 
they remained a Back-ftays for feveral 
Hours ; and feeing Captain Hely turning 
out, watched an Opportunity to bear 
down upon him; which Hely endeavour¬ 
ing to avoid all that Was polfible, could 
noc yet hinder the French Man from falling 
foul of him, by which he broke his Sprit- 
fail Yard, and Jack-ftafl; and prefented 
many Mufquers, and Pillols at the Men to 
provoke them to Fight, or commit fome 
rafh Adion, tb the Breach of the Peace in 
the Grand Seignibr’s Port; but Captain 
Hely managed his Bufinefs with filch Mo¬ 
deration, and Courage, that he laved the 
King’s Jack, and took it in, and then hoi- 
fied it again ; and the French cutting fome 
of their own Mizen-Shrouds, Hely got 
clear; and Sailed away towards the Caftle, 
with a godd part of the French Man’S Co¬ 
lours, being foul of a Block. 

That Night Hely having procured Ma¬ 
terials to repair his Damage, failed away, 
and the next Day got within five Miles of 
Murine, Rowing to come up to him, wliich 


1 he did near Ca pe Car alamo, and there eff- 1694. 
gaged him, and after four Hours Fight, in 
which Hely fired above zoo of his Cannon, 
he took the French Ship, which was laid to 
be worth more than a xooooo Lych Dol¬ 
lars. 

There being two Viziers lately Depo-?/« 
fed, it was commanded. That the New 
Vizier Ihould be adlually at Adrianople on 
the 15-th of April , fo as that he might be 
With the Army in the Field before the 
Month of fine. 

This New Vizier was called Alt Pajba, 
as was alfo his Predeceflor, and both had 
been Palha’s at Tripoli of Soria , and came 
from thence; but as to this, he had no 
great Reputation for his Qualities : He 
had five Years ago been Tefterdar, or Lord 
Treafurer, at tlie Port; lie had been a 
great Favourite, and an old Friend of the 
late Kuzlir-Aga; but others who knew 
ffini Well, had no great Opinion of him, 
but looked Upon him, as a Man of little 
Experience, without Parts, or Abilities for 
fo great a Charge, and efteemed for a Per- 
fon noc likely to continue long in that Su 
blime Station. 

Whilft Matters were preparing for the 
Camp, againft the Arrival of the New Vi¬ 
zier. Ahmet Pajba who had been Chima¬ 
cam of Confiantznaiplc. \ was declared Paiha of 
Arzrum in Armenia Major, and was actual¬ 
ly Lifting Soldiers in N. comedia ; at which 
every one wondered, and commonly re¬ 
ported, That he having been difobliged by 
the Court, was there Raffing and Lifting 
Soldiers to joyn with die Rebels in Ajia 
of wliich fome Murmurings coming to die 
Ears of the Kuzlir-Aga his Friend^ he ad- 
vifed him tb haften away with all diligence 
poflible, for that his loytering in thofe 
Parts, gave juft Jcaloufie and Ground tb 
the contrary Faction, to report Evil and 
Dangerous Matters concerning him ; and 
for that reafon he urged him to be gone 
on the Bufinefs for which he was employ¬ 
ed; promifing. That in cafe he dealt 
Faithfully and Wifely in this Bufinefs, he 
would at his Return ufe his beft Endeavors 
to make him Grand Vizier. The leaft 
Whifperings of this Nature in the Time of 
! another Sultan, had been fiifficiencto Have 
taken the Heads both of the Pallia, and of 
his Friend the Kuzlir-Aga, but this pre- 
fent Grand Seignior feared no Evil, nor de^ 
figned it unto others; fo that Ahmet Pajba 
lived boldly, and Without controul in Nt- 
comedia, being Proud, Obftinate, and Ca¬ 
pricious, carrying no refpedt to the Com¬ 
mands and Orders of the Port; but gave 
out his own Commands tb feveral Places, 
to raife fome Thoufands of Segmen, which 
are a fort of Foot Soldiers; which headed 
U n n % fo 
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1694. io openly, that the World could not but 
take notice thereof, and declare him a Re¬ 
bel : Upon which, fearing fome worlePro¬ 
ceedings, he quitted A T icomedia, and mar¬ 
ched towards his Brethren in Afia, to take 
part with them in their Rebellious De- 
flgns. 

In the mean time News came that die 
Grand Vizier was fpeedily expedted at 
Adrianople , and that he was already arri¬ 
ved at Lb alee don, which was a Place ancient¬ 
ly - famous for one of tile four General 
Councils, and oppofite to Conjlantinople $ 
from whence on the 18th of April hepaf- 
ied the Channel into Europe , and taking 
the ready Road leading to Adrianople, he 
entered that City on the 21ft of that 
Month, where he was received with all i- 
magi nable Kindnefs by the Fadlion then 
predominant in the Seraglio. 

And the Vizier todcmonflrate all Duty 
and Obedience to the Sultan, as alio Affe- 
dtion to the People, and Militia, he iffued 
forth the Horfe-Tails on the fecond Day 
after his Arrival, which denotes the Inten¬ 
tions of the Grand Vizier to begin his 
March in 40 Days from the time, or at 
farchcft oh the firft of the following June. 

According to this Ancient Cuitom, the 
Vizier 20 Days before his Departure pit¬ 
ched his Tents, and fent out the Horfe- 
Tails into the Camp near Adrianople , with 
intent as was reported, to march towards 
Belgrade ; but 7 ranjylvania was this Year 
chiefly in their Eye, as was advifed by the 
French Ambaflador; but it appearing, that 
great Preparations were making by the 
Jmpcrialifls, to fall upon Belgrade, the 
Turks altered their Defign, and took their 
way towards that Place, to Fortifie, and 
Strengthen it with what? Forces they were 
able. 

Upon the Arrival of the Grand. Vizier 
nr Belgrade , many fad Complaints and La¬ 
mentations were brought him from Te- 
me/waer, and Giula, complaining of their 
flrcightncd Condition for want of Provifi¬ 
ons,- upon which it was refolved to fup- 
ply them with Rice and Corn of all lorts ; 
and the Chimacam of Adrianople, in the 
ablence of the Vizier, lent them feveral 
Horfe Ladings of Provifions, and Money 
to the value of 40000 Dollars, or 8oPur- 
ies, under the Convoy of 800 Janifa- 
ries. 

Win 111 the Grand Vizier was adling in 
Hungary, Advices came from all Hands in 
Afia , and w as reported as well from Euro¬ 
peans, as from Afiaticks , that the Sheriffs 
Army increafcd daily, and had Plundered 
a very rich City, in which were great 
Quantities of Rich Goods of all lorts, and 


that this Army lived under exadt Dilci- 1694. 
pline ; the which Army (as was reported ) 
was divided into two Parts; one Divifion 
remained with the Sheriff, and lay En¬ 
camped between Mecca and Medina ; and 
another part of this Army was encamped 
in the Province, or Kingdom of Bafiora , 
where they made Head againlt thole Pa¬ 
llia s which Were Conflituted by the Sul¬ 
tan, endeavouring to obftrudt all thole 
Ways leading to Aleppo. The News hereof 
did not a little trouble the Mind of the 
Grand Seignior, and ferved to incrcafe his 
Dileafe of the Dropfie, which had been 
very fatal to the Ottoman Family ; howlo- 
ever a certainfamousPhyfician gave hopes 
of his Recovery, pretending to Cure him* 
by opening four I Hues in his Legs and ? u!tan 
Feet; but an acute Fever coming there- 
upon, People began to defpair of his Life ,If DtftL 
which caufed a great Silence in all Parts; 
particularly in the Army in Hungary i 
where it was reported, That the Sultan 
was Dead, or out of all hopes of Recove¬ 
ry ; befides which, all things went ill for 
the Turks, for the three Pafha’s which 
were difpatched from Sofia to receive Taxes 
from the V°netians, not far from Narenta , 
returned back Without Contributions to¬ 
wards the War ; which lb grievoully trou¬ 
bled the Grand Vizier, that he dilpatched 
away three other Beycs with a good De¬ 
tachment of the Albanian Militia, to force 
and colled: his Taxes. And tho’ the Turks 
put a good Face oil their Misfortunes; yet 
tire Villanous Rebels, and Tumultuous 
Robbers in Afia continued their Outrages, 
lb that nothing came from thence, but 
Complaints and Unhappy Tydings : All 
the force that they could make, or exped: 
from thence, was no more than the Yearly 
Succours for guard of die Callles upon 
the Hellefpont, together with three Palha’s, 
and two Beys, making in all 3600 Men 
appointed for Recruits for the Grand Vi¬ 
zier. 

To add farther to all thefe Misfortunes 
Advices were carried to all Places, That 
the Venetian Fleet was arrived before Myti- 
lene with 30 Gallies, four Galleaffes, n 
Ships of War, on which were Shipped 
15000 Soldiers, the greateft part of which 
con filled of Albanians, Greeks, and Sclavo- 
nians. 

Moreover farther intelligence came from 
Salonica, or Thejfalonica, That they greatly - 
feared the Venetian Fleet, which threarned 
to make a Defcent within diat Gulf, and 
were in lbme apprehenfions lead: the Ene¬ 
my Ihould make an attempt on the Ifland 
of Scio.

594. About the middle of Augujl the Turkifh 
Forces began to arrive at feveral Quarters 
guft - about Belgrade, where the 14th at Night, 
all was in Alarm by a Turkifh Gaily, which 
took Fire by the Negligence of the Men, 
and having much Powder and Ammunition 
aboard, blew up, to the terrible affright- 
ment of the Turks in Belgrade, who appre¬ 
hended, that the German Army was alrea¬ 
dy under the Walls of the City ; tho’at 
the lame time they were 110 nearer than 
Peter Waradin , within die Retrenchment 
of laft Year ; where finding their Troops 
increale blit flowly from other Quarters, 
they refolved there to remain Encamped, 
and a<2 upon the Defenfivd 
emb. On the 8 th of September, the Day before 

the Vanguard of the Turkijh Army appear¬ 
ed in fight of that Retrenchment, a moll 
Terrible Storm happened, which carried 
>rm on awa y Tents of the Imperial Army, 
)a- funk feveral of their Ships, broke their 
Bridge of Boats, and drove five Ships of 
the Fleet down to the Iflands. All which 
they had much adoe to repair, and bring in 
order again before the whole Turkifh Army 
came to aflault them ,• for the Grand Vi¬ 
zier having received a pofitive Order from 
the Sultan, to Attack and Fight the Impe- 
rialifts whereever they could meet with 
them, in compliance therewith Decamped 
on the feventh InfUnt from Salankement, 
and marched dircdtly for Veter Waradin. 
And 

On the ninth, fome of the Van-guard 
appeared in fight of that Place; the Grand 
Vizier with the Body of the Army then 
Encamping at Carlowitz, three Hours di- 
flant from the Imperial Array. 

On the 10th, the whole Army came 
Within half an Hour of the Imperial Re¬ 
trenchment, the Foot taking their Quar¬ 
ters next to our Front, and the Horfe pla¬ 
cing themfelves to the left of their Foot, 
and on the left of thefe were Camped the 
Tartars. Their Fleet confifling in 110 Ships, 
came likewife within Cannon-fhot of the 
Imperial Ships, and call their Anchor 
there, being polled in a Line of Battle. 

The whole Day the Hufiars were Skir- 
mifhing with the Turks and Tartars ; and 
on the 1 ith it was thought the Turks would 
have Stormed the Imperial Camp ; where¬ 
fore all was prepared to receive them: 
They appeared with 3 or 400 Enfigns, or 
Companies, within 800 Paces of the Re¬ 
trenchment, but behind the Earth of a 
Ditch which they had made, and which 
covered them fo well, that the Imperial 
Guns could but little annoy them. 
ot n ff On the 12th the Turks begun to fire from 
all Tides on the Imperial Camp, with their 
Great Guns: Their Fleet alfo advanced 


higher up, and fired Furioufly oii tile Ini- 1694. 
penal Ships, and bn the Bridge, but weret^v-vJ 
anfwered as hotly both from the Imperial Septera:?- 
Ships, and from the Batteries on theShbre : 

Two Waggons with Ammunition were fee 
on fire by a Shot of the Turks, and about 
3p Men were thereby Killed or Burnt 
Cou ntjolms. Major of the Regiment of 
Cuiraffes of Count Herberfieyn, was alfo 
Killed wi tli a Cannon-Bullet. 

On the 13 th, the firing both by Water 
and by Land, was again renewed: The 
Attack made by the Turks', feeming to be a 
formal Seige both of Veter Waradin; and 
of the Imperial Camp j they hiving either 
on their Ships, or Batteries, upwards bf 
500 Great Guns continually firing, tho’ 
with little damage to the Germans The 
Delign °f the Turks being to ruine the Im¬ 
perial Bridge. 

This great Shooting continued at the 
fame rate the 14th, 15th, 16th and 17th; 
which laft Day the Turks nbt only threw 
tSombs out of three Mortar-Pieces into thr- 
frnperial Retrenchments, but alfo from the 
Point of the Ifland with two Mortars, in¬ 
to Veter Waradin , and carried more Guns 
on uieir Batteries. 

But the Night betwixtthe 17th and 18th; 
the Turks were pretty quiet, but after Break 
ot Day they again fired more hotly than e- 
ver, and ihewed themfelves beyond the 
Imperial Retrenchments ,• but being brisk- 
ly Attacked by the Hufiars, they were dro¬ 
ve 11 back to their Camp. The Turks alfo 
drew anew Parallel-Line 60 Paces nearer 
to the Imperial Camp, and were very bii- 
fie to clofe the faid Line with their Line of 
Communication. 

On the 19th in the Afternoon, the Ger- 
man Right Wing fired with Great Guns and 
Mufquets from an Eminence on the firft 
Lines of the Turks, and annoyed them ve¬ 
ry miich, fo that a great Alarm arofe a- 
mongfl them, and the Turks came running 
from all fidcs with Horfe and Foot, to 
flrengthen and affift their Left Wing : That„, 
Evc i lin g th e Brandenburgh Foot, confuting denburj 
of fix Battallions, arrived in the Camp ,-«rs 
which were received with three Salvo’s of t 
the Guns from the Cafllc and the Batte- ‘ ‘ 
rieson the Water-fide: This Reinforce¬ 
ment being arrived, the Turks feemed lefs 
brisk in their Attack; but that which moft 
incommoded them, was, That the Gover- 
nour bf Titul furprized and took 2? Tur¬ 
kijh Ships laden with Provifions for their 
Army, and ftznk two or three of their Fri- 
gats. That the Tartars having at the Re- 
quefl bf the Grand Vizier fwam over the 
Donau near Cobila, (where indeed they had 
taken about 1000 Horfe, and part of the 
imperial Baggage; were overtaken in theft 
Retreat 
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1694. Rcrreat by General Bajfompiere, who cut 
down above 1500 of the Tartars , amongft 
which was the Han’s Son ; and that there¬ 
upon the Tartar Han fell out with the 
Grand Vizier and Commanded his Troops, 
confifting of 7000 Tartars which remained, 
to prepare for their return Home ; not- 
withftanding the Grand Vizier continued 
his Endeavours againft the Imperial Re¬ 
trenchments, and Peter War a Jin, and the 
Bridge, till the 13th of Ollober $ but fee- 
c ^ at the y more than they got at 
tcf'ihF “ us fp orc > and that aifo becaufc the fixor 
leven following Days of great Rains, the 
Turkifh Soldiers were up to their Knees in 
the Water in their Approaches, which cau¬ 
sed Numbers of ’em to Die, having alio 
been feveral Days without Bread, by the 
taking of the abovefaid Ships j and not 
knowing when any would arrive, the 
Grand Vizier on the 13 th at Night, cau- 
led all the Guns from the Forts and Batte¬ 
ries to be carried off, and Shipped on 
their Gallies; and thereupon quitted at 
6 nee all his Approaches, Guards, and Re¬ 
trenchments, and marched back with the 
whole Army to Sa/ankement, leaving no¬ 
thing in his Camp but fome few Shovels, 
and three Dead Bodies ; neither could the 
Germans follow them, their Horfe being 
.Encamped on the other fide of the River, 
and the Retreat of the Turks not having 
been perceived till the next Day ; when 
immediately upon the difcovery fome Horfe 
were lent after them, which returned with 
fome ftragling Turks only, the reft of their 
Army having palled the Save, and broke 
their Bridge down after ’em : And thus the 
Turks ended thisCampaign; but the Germans 
bad the good fortune to joyn the City of 
Giula to their other Conquefts. 

Towards the end of this Month of Sep- 
Scio m* >, tc ™” er * News came in an unexpected and 
ij th e Ve- a b o milling manner to Adrianople , That , 
nctiam. rue Venetians had Surprized the Ifiandof 
Sao, and in a few Days, without much 
difficulty, had made themlelves Mafters 
ot the whole llland. 

At firft both the Caftle and the Forts Ca¬ 
pitulated, and on the 19th all was yield¬ 
ed up ,* and the lame Day the Turk/ft? Gar- 
11,011 was by agreement Tranfported into 
latoii.i , and Disbarked at Chijme, (as the 
/ ‘ tr/cs ca -i iG' being the neareft Land unto 
the Ifland. 

'V itli this News the Turks were affeCted 
with a mo ft Terrible Confternation ; and 
then thole two long Words might have 
been laid of them < Svujlemakjntur Conjlanti- 
nopohtant. The News was fo furprizing 
at firft, that no Man would believe it j but 
various and frequent Reports confirmed the 
Truth thereof; and rho’ to the great Mor¬ 


tification of the Turks, the News dame, 1694. 
confirmed from all Hands, yet the Turks 
comforted themfelves with the Thought^, 
that that Ifland could not remain long in 
the Hands of the Venetians. 

The Sultan howfoever cheared hlmfelf 
up with better Succefles by Land ; and 
gave order to the Grand Vizier to fight the 
Germans upon what Terms foever fhould be 
offered ; but the Vizier returned for An¬ 
swer, That his Forces were lo weak this 
Tear for want of the Afiatick Troops, that 
he was unable to fight the Chrifhans ; which 
ft he fhould attempt to do, he fhould un- 
doubtedly Sacrifice all ro the Ruine of the 
Muftelman Caufe, and Deftrutftion of the 
Ottoman Army. For the truth was, the 
Grand Vizier had then but a verylmall Ar- 
my, confifting of 11000 Janifaries, and 
6000 Albanians under their General Meh- 
met Ogbla , an Albanian, together with 
2.0000 between Spahees and Segmen, with 
lome Troops belonging to Palhees, and 
700* Tartars .* Befides which, Money was 
all this Year very fcarce. 

Afia was all in Confufion, and in want 
of every thing; fo that it was no wonder 
that the Number of true Janifaries fhould 
be no greater in the Field; for Kara Mujta - 
pha when he went againft Vienna, had no 
more than 14000 ; and the famous Sultan ni cm. 
Morat, when he went againft Bagdat, had 
no more than 16000, which would not kith a}~ 
appear Arrange, in cafe it were confide red 
that in the whole Empire, the entire num¬ 
ber of Janifaries confifts not of more than 
40000 truly Lawful, and Legitimate Jani¬ 
faries ; three parts of which, in the times 
of Peace, are lodged in Garrifons, as Can- 
dia, Negropont, Rhodes, Cyprus , and in o- 
ther Iflands, as alfo in Greece, which are 
parts of the Morea , and on the Confines 
of Perfia, where the molt confiderable 
Numbers are lodged,* to which may be 
added Caminieck, Oft, Ajack in the Black- 
Sea, as alfo in Dalmatia, Bofnia, and other 
Confines. With this Anfwer of the Grand 
Vizier to the Sultan, and reprefentation 
of theprefent State of the War, the Grand 
Seignior yielded to the Urgency of the 
Times, and permitted the Vizier to return 
to Adrianople , and the Soldiers to their 
Winter-Quarters,* the which was done 
with fo much Precipitancy, that the Mo¬ 
tion looked more like a Flight, than a Re¬ 
treat. 

The which News being on the 18th of 
Ollober brought to Adrianople, all tilings 
looked very melancholy, and the People 
began to droop with fad Countenances, the 
Grand Vizier returning back with Shame 
and Silence; when on the 15th of the 
Month all things appeared in a moft Tu^ 
multuous

1694. multuous manner at Adrianople, and par- 
k/Y\J ticularly in the chief Mofch there, called 
Sultan Solim, in which at all times of 
Prayer, there is a great Concourfe of 
People, and thole of the beft fort, and of 
the greateft Officers of State, having their 
beft and moft fumptuous Palaces near thar 
Mofch, which is the fineft and ftatelieft 
part of all the City. 

It w^s now early about the time of 
Morning Prayer, or fo foon as the Sabbana 
Maaz was ended, People being ftill upon 
their Knees with much Silence and Devo* 
a sAithu/ tion, as their cuftom is, when a bold Turk 
Preacher, well Learned, and of a finooth Tongue, 
mounted the Pulpit, having foveral Com¬ 
plices attending beneath to defend him, in 
cafe any Attempt fhould be made upon: He 
began with a daring Speech, to inveigh a- 
gainft the Government j crying out, 


Muflelmen, or Believers, 

Y O U are ad at this time obliged to Jland 
up for the Faith, for your Country, 
and Government. 

Tou cannot but be fenfible that the Chri- i 
ftians Attack us both by Sea and Land: That 
we have a Sultan who Attends to nothing ; 
and a Great Vizier who is not Acquainted, or 
Prattifed in Affairs either Civile or Mili¬ 
tary : Wherefore let us all run to the Gate of 
our Mufti, and there cry out, and exclaim for 
a Change of Government. 

Do you not obferve what a Capricious Fool 
we have for a Vizier, how Obflinate , and Ig¬ 
norant, and how he daily commits a thoufand 
Follies ? 


Whilft all People were attentive to hear 
him, two Aga’s belonging to the Chima- 
cam, being near the Gate of the Mofch, 
and over-hearing the Difcourfe, tun away 
with it to the Chimacam their Mafter * 
who immediately without any delay, or 
flop, in a trembling manner mounted on 
Horfeback, and taking with him liis Ser¬ 
vants, Officers, and Janifaries all Armed, 
and Commanded by the Lieutenant-Gene¬ 
ral of the Janifaries, ran to the Mofch, and 
made this Seditious Preacher to be fcized, 
which caufcd great Confufion and Noife 
through the whole City; for appealing 
which, die Chimacam took, a large Turn 
through all the High Streets of Adriano- 
ple: *■ 


At that time it happened that a certain 1694. 
Pafha arrived within a few Hours of Adri-^fpffsj 
ample, who had been Banilhed by Com- °^ cbe: 
mand of the Sultan, for many Robberies 
and Thefts he had committed in the Pub- 
lick Treafury; his Name was Benli Hu - 
faein Pafha, whofe Head he took off; r.s 
he did in like manner, and at the fame time 
the Head of one Mufa Aga, and threw them 
both into the firft Court-yard of the Se¬ 
raglio, before the Gate of the Divan, de¬ 
claring that thele two were of the Seditious 
Mutineers, who' had railed the Tumult in 
the City, which terrified a little for the 
prefcne ,• which when the Chimacam per¬ 
ceived, he was encouraged to proceed, 
and took 11 Officers, who were Ring-lead¬ 
ers of the Sedition, whofe Heads were 
heaped up together before the Divan- 
Door, and their Bodies thrown into the 
Cannels in divers parts of the City: A- 
mongft thefe, was an Officer of rhe Grand 
Seignior’s Stables, called V- V • 

Talking, Mutinous Fellow • as alfo aFoo 
ifli Aftrologer, with 11 others. Who were 
one Night all Strangled, and their Bodies 
thrown into the River I ow >, (which runs AS’di-.-i-ac 
near to the Grand Seignior’s Palace at A-° u Ued - 
drianople) and in this manner the Chima¬ 
cam prevented a Mutiny, and quafhed a 
Rebellion which was rifiug to a dangerous 
height: Howfoever the People murmured, 
but durft not fpeak fo Audacioully as be¬ 
fore. 

After thefe Tumults were over at Adri¬ 
anople, People began to difcourfe of Prodi¬ 
gies, ftrange Sights, and Apparitions • and 
among others, a Report was at Conjhnti- 
nople. That an Owl was feen at Noon-day, 
fitting on the Old Pyramid in the Market¬ 
place,* which as was reported,fell down of it 
felf that Nignt, and next Morning there 
was found within the Bafts of the Pyramid, 
a piece of Wax, on which was inferibed in 
Greek Characters, thefe Words. 

After 300 Tears, this Monarchy willfi,f- 
fer Great Deftruition and Ruins, both by E - 
nemies at Home and Abroad • And this Ci¬ 
ty will be Infelied by Pejlileuce, and by 
Earthquakes reduced to a Heap of Stones. 

All thefe Stories and Reports being ag¬ 
gravated to the Grand Seignior, put him 
into a grievous Affrighrmcnc, fo that in all 
hafte he dilpatched Pofts one after the o- T mSuknn 
ther to fetch the Grand Vizier from Bel-ffufr 
grade to Adrianople ; but howfoever lie'-'" Grand 
would not move until firft he had fupplied^'"’' - 
Temefwaer with all forts of Provifions ,* for 
want Of which die Turks died of Fluxes, 
and all forts of CampDifcafes ; and lying 
tin 
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1694. 011 wet Grounds, and upon Morafles, more 
Men died than would have done in a Day 
of Battle. 

By thefc means the whole Turkijh Ar¬ 
my was reduced to 30000 fighting Men ; 
to repair which, and make the Numbers 
to leein a little more formidable, they for¬ 
ced, and Prcflcd about 10000 Artifansand 
Country Men, Raw, and Unexperienced 
Fellows, to make a Shew of, which had 
they moil died, the World would fcarce 
have milled them, only the Albanians , a 
Stout and Valiant People, were to be la¬ 
mented, of which not one half returned in¬ 
to their own Country. 

The Mufti and others growing fenfible 
of their Low and Miferable Condition, and 
overwhelmed on all fides by Enemies, by 
Sickncflcs, by Famine, and Poverty, wrote 
The Mufti's a Letter to the Schcriff, exhorting him to 
' ! '- T -h*rin Peace, at fuch a time as this is, when the 
Enemies to the Atahometan Caufe over¬ 
whelmed them in all Parts ; declaring, That 
without betraying the Muflelman Caufe, 
they could not perfift in their Wars againft 
the Sultan ; and therefore they exhorted 
them to retire into their own Dominions, 
Lettns «» and to live quietly there, rather than to 
sch!r!ir 'to cx P ole c he Holy Religion to the Infults of 
Peace. Infidels. 

By this Letter, and other Advices, which 
were feconded by many Exhortations of 
the Religious, and Holy Seighs, or 
Preachers, in their refpedtivc Monafteries, 
the Schcriff teemed to be lomewhat ap- 
peafed, and to relent a little of his re¬ 
vengeful Humour againft the Turks : Be- 
fidcs the meaner Princes of the Arabians , 
who are the moft Religious, and Superfti- 
tious of all the others, falling off from the 
Alliance with the Scheriff^ on the fcore of 
Religion, things became more quiet in A- 
r.ilia , and gave the lurks lefs Fears, and 
Apprehcnfions than before. 

Moreover Ca/ailicos Ahmet Pajha , a cun¬ 
ning Sophiftcr (of whom we gave lately 
an Account) having been lent from Cen- 
ftantinople with foine Forces againft the 
Scheriff, changed his Method from Arms, 
to Epiftlcs, Sermons, and Exhortations, 
perfwading him, that fince he law lo many 
Martyrs on all fides. Dying for the Maho¬ 
metan Caufe, that he ihould not add to the 
Slaughter of the Muflelmen, nor joyn with 
Infidels to the Deftrudtion of the True 
Faith. 

To thefc were added allb divers Letters 
from other Pallia’s, as alfo from Mulla’s, 
Seighs, and Cadi’s of the moft efteem in 
Aha; which lo prevailed upon the Mind 
of the Scheriff, that he for fome time 
defifted from all Hoftilities upon the 


Notwithftanding which, the Eaftern 1694. 
Princes bordering on Arabia, were a little v^oT'o' 
cautious how they milled the fmcerity of 
the Scheriff ; for in delpight of all his fair 
Words, they would not be decoyed to 
leave their Country open, and expofcd to 
the Mercy of file IJhmaeUtes , a People that 
never kept Faith ; lo that the Turks recei¬ 
ved no more Forces from Aft a, the follow¬ 
ing Year, than they had done in this pre¬ 
lent, by realbn of the Jealoulie they con¬ 
ceived of the Arabians. 

Notwithftanding the prefting Defires of r "f r ‘Tl r 
the Sultan, to haften the return of his Vi- ravrn. 
zier, he made his Excufes to delay his 
Journey ; aliedging, That Prince Lewis 
had been reinforced by confiderable Re- , 
cruits, and therefore it was neceflary to 
oblerve his Motions 5 that the Floods by 
the Land-Waters, cabled by perpetual 
Rains, made it impoflible for the Army to 
march without Hardlhips, and unflippor- 
table Labours : But at length the old Year 
drawing towards an end, and it becoming 
neceflary to provide for the Actions, Wars, 
and Counfels of the New, the Vizier was 
forced to leave the Army ; which he did 
with great hafte, and arrived before Adri- 
annple about the 8th or 10th of December; 
where he remained under his Tents, ma¬ 
king a fhow as if he intended to march in¬ 
to the Morea, with intention to recover 
Scio ; but before this Defign was refblved, 
a Conference was held in the Vizier’s 
Tents, where the Mufti was prefent ; af¬ 
ter which the Chimacam was called, as al¬ 
lb the Aga of the Januaries, and the Aga 
of the Spahee’s, with divers other Offi¬ 
cers, who returned back with the Grand 
Vizier; at which Aflembly it was conclu¬ 
ded, That by realbn of the urgency of the 
Times, and that thelmperialifts were chief¬ 
ly to be attended, as being the flrongeft, 
and moll confiderable Party, the Grand 
Vizier fhould remain at Adrianople, toraife 
new Forces, and prepare for the Wars of 
the following Year. But as to the prelent, 
that all their Thoughts and Stratagems 
Ibould be employed for the recovery of the 
Ifland of Scio, the which obftrudted all 
Correfpondencies and Commerce with 
Smyrna, Rhodes , and even with Egypt it 
lelf; fo that Goffee, Rice', and Sugar' were 
raifed to an exceffive Price : Wherefore 
cod what it would, it was agreed, That 
that place was the firft to be taken; for 
which Expedition Mifir-Oghli was appoint- m TurllJ 
ed Captain-Palha, an old experienced Sea- Jefigu t* 
Captain. To provide againft which At-"^ r 
tempt, the Venetians put all things in good c * ’ 
order both by Sea, and Land ; and in all 
Places where they fulpedted that the Ene¬ 
my might Land, and make their Dfefcent, 
they 
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1694. they railed Forts, and planted Cannon, and 
L/VNJlupplied all neceflary Proviiions againft a 
Siege, giving a report, That they would 
make it as ftrong as Malta it felf. 

The Sultan being fenfible that his Peo¬ 
ple were become much difheartned and 
weakned by the many Misfortunes "and 
Troubles which they had fuftained, gave 
Orders to the Chimacam of Adrianople, 
•jit gnd na med Mufiapha Pajha, to treat the People 
Qualities with Kindnels and Civility: This Chima- 
phaPaiha! 03m was a prudent Perlbn, and being a k?- 
* ver of Jultice, and tender of the Welfare of 
the People, was efteemed and well fpoken 
of By all j and having known Miferies 
and Hardlhips during the time that he had 
undergone a Slavery in' Poland, he knew 
the better how tocommilerate the Afflidii- 
ons of others : But above all, as Matters 
flood now in thefc Times, the great Con¬ 
cern of a Chief Governour was to prevent 
Tumults and Infurre&ions of the People ; 
of the danger of which the late Difturban- 
ccs had given a pregnant Example, and fo 
moved the Spirit of the Chimacam to profe- 
cute the Offenders, that 315' were put to 
Death at Adrianople, for the aforefaid Se¬ 
dition ; and fix of the principal Officers 
being forced to fly to Conflaatinople , were 
there taken, and being put into Sacks, 
were ftrangled, and after the Ancient Fa- 
Ihion thrown into the Sea ; the which had 
been amongft the Romans the Punilhment 
for Parricides,. ^

and Sophia, might make up a Number ox" 
300 ,• which might probabiy prove a fuffi- 
cienc Convoy to fecure them; And for a 
better Reinforcement, Orders were given 
for the enrolling of 300 Januaries, being 
new railed Soldiers; and with fuch Prepa¬ 
rations as thele for the next Campaign, 
ended this Year. 


After the Conference which the Grand 
Vizier had held at his Tents with the 
Principal Minifters of State, he made di- 
vets Difpatches into feveral Parts ; namely 
Halil Pafha, whom he made Seraskier in 
the Morea , With Inftrudions to keep a 
watchful Eye upon the Ifland of Negro- 
pont. 

Likewife three Aga’s were difpatchedto 
Algier, Tripoli , and Tunis, to haften their 
Maritime Preparations, tho* with little 
hopes of fuccefs, by reafbn that thlofe Go¬ 
vernments in Barbary were at Wars one 
with the other, and had great Jealoufles a- 
mongft them. 

At this time allb Orders came front A- 
drianopte direxfted tfe the Chimacam, and 
Lieutenant-General of the Januaries, to 
provide Quantities of Rice, and other Pro- 
viflons for the Relief of Temefwaer , which 
for want thereof Was greatly diftrefled ; 
and fo Orders were given all the way on 
the Road thitjier, to take ujvall the Wag¬ 
gons and Carts that they could meet with, 
by that time that they came to Philippopolts 


Anno 1695* 

T HIS Year began with a moft Terri¬ 
ble Fire in Conjlaniinople, which con-v. 
fumed 4000. Houfes and Shops cowards 
that part where flanas the Hiftorical Pil¬ 
lar, which is about the middle of tfte City j 
which Accident gave fome flop to tlie 
Counfels then in hand ; howloever the 
Preparations for die next Years War by 
Sea and Land proceeded. 

T h&:Tartar came to Adrianople, where 
he fpent the remainder of the Winter in 
Conferences with the Grand Vizier, and 
other Principal Officers of State, in order 
to carry on the War both by Sea and Land : 
And whereas all forts of Provifions were 
become very dear both in Adrianople and 
Conjlantinople, by reafon that the Seas were 
obftrubled by the Venetians, lb that no 
Coffee, Rice, nor Sugar, could be tran- 
fported from Egypt into thole Parcs; the 
French Ambaflador undertook to fupply the 
fame with French Ships, demanding only. 
That when fuch Commodities arrive, the 
Turks fhould pay no more for them, than 
in Times of Peace; which befides fome o- 
ther private Contracts were very pleafing 
to die Turks, and ferved to confirm the 
Friendihip, and incrcafe the Confidence be- 
tween the two People. 

As the Eyes of all the Tarkifh Officers 
were intent on the War, there being a De¬ 
fign to -recover •Sc/o.in the Winter Seafbn, 
before the Venetians could come forthwith 
their Fleet,the Sultan fentfor Mezzo Morto, 
who was Admiral of the Fleet, together 
widi fix Captains of the Men of War, re¬ 
proaching them for Cowardice; for that in 
cafe they had done their Duty, in die laft 
Engagement againft the Venetians, Scio had 
not been loft ; wherefore thefc Officers 
were difcharged of their Commands, and 
Sarhos or Drunken Chufaein Papa, was 
declared Captain Pafha, or Admiral, in the 
Place of Mezzo Morto ; being efteemed a 
Man of mare Boldnefs, and Courage, and 
Conduct,, than' the other ;, and fuch was 
the Shame, and Confufion. that die. Turks 
conceived for the lofsof Sc/o, that even in 
the Winter, a thing not priuftifed. by, the 
Turks, Orders, were given to the.

Zaicliinsdiftributed amongft them- The 
Grand Seignior alfo would not want his 
own Prefent, which was in Horfes, and 
Jewels, feveral Young Damfels, richly a- 
dorned, with above 100 Purfes of Mo¬ 
ney ,• and yet for all thistheVizier thought 
not himfelffafe, nor did the bitter Thoughts 
of Death pafs from him: for whilft he was 
trembling for himfelf, he received a Hatte- 
IherifT, or a Royal Command from the 
Hand of the Grand Seignior, requiring him 
to command the Chiaus Palha to Arrelt the 
Chimacam of Adrianople, the Vizier’s own 
chief Creature and Confident, and to put 
him between the Gates, a Prilon for great 
Perionagcs: The Fault objected to his 
Charge was. That in the time of the late 
Sultan Acbmet , he had put to Death two 
of this prefent Sultan’s Favourites, for en¬ 
deavouring to promote the Intereft of their 
Mafter, to the Prejudice of the Ruling 
Prince. Notwithftanding all which Mor¬ 
tifying Commands, and Accidents, the 
Grand Vizier appeared outwardly with 
.a chearful Countenance, for the leaft Sad- 
nefs would have been interpreted for Con¬ 
tumacy, and a Difcontented Spirit a- 
gainft the Commands and Pleafure of liifc 
Mafter; for which reafon he bore up brave¬ 


ly againft all Misfortunes, concealing the 1695-. 
Agitations of his Mind from all thofe who 
had Bufinefs with him, and even from his 
own Domefticks. 

At this time my Lord Paget A'mbafia- z -"‘ a ' Pa get 
dor from His Majefty King William , 
then at Adrianople, watching an Opportu¬ 
nity to make Propofals for a Peace with 
the Emperor, of which, tho’ about the lat¬ 
ter time of Sultan Acbmet , there was a 
great and a fair appearance ; yet after his 
Deccafe this young Sultan mounting the 
Throne, all the hopes vanilhed, he him¬ 
felf being of a hot and fiery Spirit, was 
fully rcfolved to try his Fortune in the 
War, from which Defign neither his Mo¬ 
ther, nor his Women, nor his greatelt Fa¬ 
vourites could divert them. And the Kiah- 
Bey himfeif, who was Lieutenant-General, 
of the Janifaries, a Pcrlon of great Eftecm, 
and Power in the Army, was dilgraccd, 
and put out of Office, for arguing in the 
Divan againft the Grand Seignior's taking 
ths Field this Year in Pcrlon. 

Thefe Changes had difconccrtcd all the 
Mealures which my Lord Paget had taken ' 
towards a Peace, of which there now re¬ 
mained no hopes for this Year; for the 
Sultan was not to be removed from his Re- 
fblution, nor the Soldiery averie to it, ha¬ 
ving fixed it in their Minds, that this Sul¬ 
tan was Lucky and Fortunate, and was to 
reftore all that had been loft, fince the Siege 
of Vienna, and the fatal Managements of 
the Grand Vizier Kara MuUapba. And to 
this purpofe the Grand Seignior diftour- 
fing with the Vizier, he told him,howfenfi- 
ble he was of the evil management of Af¬ 
fairs in the Empire, and that they were 
muchworfe than they had been in the time 
of his Father ■ to reftore which to a better 
Condition, he again declared his Refolu- 
tion to try his Fortune for another Year ; 
the which not fucceeding well, he was of 
an Opinion, That he could at any time 
make a Truce with the (thrift tans, which 
perhaps he might be inebned to accept next. 

Year, not out of. a Necefficy thereof, but 
in confideration to his People, to whom, 
after a long War of 17 or 18 Years, he 
was glad to give Eale and Quiet ; for lie 
was lenfible, chat the Ottoman Empire was 
in great Dilbrder, by reafon of the Igno¬ 
rance, Negligence, and ill Adminillration 
of feme of the principal Minifters of State, 
which he would make it his Care to re¬ 
medy. 

With thefe Refolutions of the Sultan, 
all things were preparing to take the Field 
early with a ftrong Army ; it being di¬ 
vulged, and published amongft the Sol¬ 
diery, that their firft March Ihould be to- 
X x x a wards 
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i €<}■•. wards Belgrade, from whence if they could 
have made any Conqucft on the other fide 
of the Save, the Turks might yet (as low 
as the}- were) have proved a troublefomc, 
and a dreadful Enemy to all Germany . And 
indeed the Chriftians were more fenfible 
hereof than formerly ; for the Turks had 
lately had many lucky Hits to encourage 
them, and which did indeed animate the 
People very much, leeming to them like 
good Omens ofChangc of Fortune in their 
favour : For the Venetians had in two fe- 
veral Engagements at Sea been worded by 
the Turks, which was the caufe of the Sur¬ 
render of Scio to the Turksy of which they 
podefled themfelves without any great 
Difficulty ; where tho’ the lofs the Veneti¬ 
ans had luftaincd both in Ships, and Men, 
was very confiderable, yet the lofs of their 
Reputation at Sea, was much more, and 
of a more evil Confcquence ; for the Turks 
animated hereby, fell boldly upon the Ve¬ 
netians in the Alorea, and put them to the 
Rout, fanlying the Summer following to 
regain all again, delpifing now the Enemy 
which lately they durd not fee, and were 
affraid to approach. 

To thefe good Fortunes of the Sultan, 
the News was added by way of Moldavia , 
of a great Victory that the Tartars had 
obtained againd the Poles ; which with 
the Succefles the Ottoman Palha’s had ob¬ 
tained againd the Rebels in Afia, put all 
things at the Port into a fmiling Conditi¬ 
on, no Man doubting, but that the influ¬ 
ence of thefe profperous Beginnings would 
crown all the Actions of this New Sultan, 
with Suecels and Vidtory. 

The Fight between the Poles and the 
Tartars, in the Suburbs of Leopolis, hap¬ 
pened on the nth of February of this 
Year, being Extracted out of a Letter of 
the Great General, Written to the Envoy 
Cavalier Proski, of the 16th of February 
from Leopolis. 


An Extract of the Great Gene¬ 
ral's Letter , Written to the 
Envoy Cavalier Proski.

Accordingly being affifted by all the 
Power of the Tartars, as well thofe of 
Budziac, Bialaqrod, and Dohucz, as thofe 
of Grim, who the lad Year had joyned 
with the Turks under Peter Waradin, 
came on the 10th of this Month of Fe¬ 
bruary, and Encamped themfelves in the 
Plains of that Town, which is called the 
Cracovian Leopolis , with intention to fix 
his Camp there; and from thence to fend, 
out his Parties to all Places, where they 
could Burn and Spoil, make Slaves, and 
put all to Fire and Sword; and lb they 
Ravaged every where for the fpace of 
eight Days, until at length all the Coun¬ 
tries round being alarm’d hereat, I raifed 
all the Forces that I was able,and brought 
them together from their refpedtive Quar¬ 
ters, which alas, was a mod inconfidera- 
ble Power againd lb Mighty an Enemy; 
for all that we could gather, and unite, 
did not amount to more than 3000 fight¬ 
ing Men. 

‘ The Day following about Eight of the 
Clock in the Morning, the Sultan Tartar 
drew out his Men into form of Battle; 
and I alfo having my Confidence in God* 
drew out that Handful of Men which I 
had with me, and made a Sally out of the 
City to cover the Suburbs. The Enemy 
daid not long to look on us, but feeing 
lbme Poli/b Companies to march boldly 
againd them, they Detached a Party of 
Tartars to meet and engage them, and to 
force the Outworks, which were only for¬ 
tified with Hedges, and a kind of Wail 
made up with Mats and Rulhes well wo¬ 
ven together. This Command was exe¬ 
cuted with fuch Vigour, that doubtlefs 
the Place had been carried at the fird At¬ 
tack, had not the danger wherein they 
were of Iofing their Lives, and Edates 
and all they had, made them defperate’

* fought like Lyons, receiving the Enemy

4 upon them, to whom we had but newly 
4 turned our Backs, we did not only over- 
4 come them, but cut a great Number of 
4 them in pieces; and after another Engage- 
4 ment, which laded about two Hours 
4 more, drove them out of the Suburbs of 
‘ the City; tho’in the time of this Fight, 

4 the Tartars having fet Fire thereunto, the 
4 Wind, and Smoak, and Dud did lb in- 
4 commode our People, that they were in 
4 a manner Blinded, and knew not which 
4 courfe to take; howlbever their Invinci- 
4 ble Courage was fuch, as that the Enemy 
4 was put to Flight. 

4 This Fight continued until Three a 
4 Clock in the Afternoon, by which time 
4 they had been lb beaten, that they were 
4 forced to withdraw before the Evening, 

‘ abouc a League and a half from the City, 
rw ‘ " ‘ and the next Day proceeded on their 
4 March; and the third Day palled the 
4 Neifler, on their way homewards. 

4 The Number of the Slain on the C/vri- 
4 (Han fide did not exceed above 10c, and 
4 about 160 Wounded; what the Enemy 
4 loft, is not to be known. 

But fuch Matters as thefe, at fo far a di- 
ftance, and between Tartars and Poles, did 
not much afford:, or trouble the Ottoman 
Court; but fuch as were nearer hand, as 
Naval Fights, and the Taking and Reco- 
vering of the Illand of Scio, being near the

Europe and Afia, and railed the hopes o£g^yGj 
the People to great and high Expectations 
of the future Fortune of this New Sultan, 
as if he had been born to be Reftorer of 
the decaying Condition of the Ottoman 
Empire- 

We have related already the ill SuccefsSoW- 
wluch the Venetians had had in two leveraP ,iW H 
Fights at Sea againd the Turks , which bc>’ Turks “ 
mg unuiual, and ofmany Years not known 
made it matter of Wonder to all the World! 

For after the Turks had beaten the Venetian 
Fleer, all things were put into great Con- 
dernation at Scio, fa that the Venet ian Com¬ 
manders mod fhamefully abandoned the 
Place, dealing away in the Night without 
giving time for fome of their Troops which 
were abroad to guard the Illand, to Em¬ 
bark with them, which gave caufe to fome 
of their Officers, who thereby became 
Slaves to the Turks , to vent out Thoufands 
of Imprecations and Curfes upon them; 
and indeed their Cafe was fad, but Nccef- 
fity had no Law, for the Venetians had * 
now been beaten twice at Sea by the Turks • 
who had they followed their Blow might 
have utterly deftroyed the Venetian Fleet: 

r « l Urk * bei ?S con rented with this 
unufual Succels, a thing not known to them 
for more than a hundred Years pad, were 
contented with the Flight of the Enemy 
and therewith a Ceffion to them of the 
whole Illand; and the Turks entered trium¬ 
ph? thereupon without any Oppofition. 

The fird Adt of the Turkifb Clemency 
was to Hang up four Men of the Latine 
Rite who were of the Romifb Church, and 
or the Italian Race; namely, Signior Pie¬ 
tro Giuftiniani di Antonio, Signior Domenico 
Stella \vho were Deputies, ordained to 
protedt that Religion; Signior Francefto 
Draco, and Giovanni Caftelli di Breed. Sig¬ 
nior Sofiati, who was Vice-Conful for the 
Euglijb Nation in that Illand, fled with his 
Family, and'was well received at Tino: Do¬ 
menico Caftelli Son of Vincenzo Caftelli e- 
fcaped alfo,! (with whom I was well*ac¬ 
quainted) together with forty of the chief 
Families of the Latine Rite, leaving their 
Pofleffions, and Moveables behind them : 

Antonio Rendi happened to be then at .SW- 
na ; but his Family deferring their Depar¬ 
ture, his Houfe was Plundered, and all his 
Eftate ruined like that of his Neighbours - 
for tho’ they fled to Smyrna for refuge bv 
this Revolution the Greeks gained a clear 
Victory and Afeendant over the Latines : 

For whereas formerly there were great A- 
mmofities between thofe two Rites * the 
Latines by reafon of their Riches, having 
the Pope on their fide,were always efteem- 
i ed 
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1695-. cd the Superiors, and by the great Colle- 
dtions made for them, and Legacies be¬ 
queathed, they gained much more of the 
Hearts and Favour of the Turks, than the 
Poverty of the Greeks was able to pur- 
chafe ; but now a fair Opportunity hap¬ 
pening of gaining and Confilcating all that 
appertained to the Latines, they feized on 
all that belonged to them; treating the 
Tb Greeks Greeks more favourably, becaufe they be- 
"J^Ticved them to be the lei's culpable, having 
S Turks, the lei's Riches ; and in reality the Greeks 
having been under the Dominion of the 
lurks for iome Ages, were become almoft 
their Natural Lord, from whom they ex¬ 
pected better Quarter than from the V°.ne- 
thins, or other Italians ; and fo always 
wilhed well to the Turks. Thus was Scio 
in a Ihort time fallen again into the Hands 
of the Turks, from whence they are never 
again likely to recover it, unlefs the V°.ne- 
tians amend their Politicks, and prove more 
Vigilant and Brave in the Wars both by 
■ Sea and Land ; but that is not now to be 
expeCted, nor thofe of the Latines permit¬ 
ted to live in that Ifland, unlefs they con¬ 
form to the Rites of the Greek Church , the 
greareft part of which were reftored to the 
Enjoyment of their Eftates, with their 
Ancient Privileges ; but the Latines were 
deprived of both, by the Instigation of 
their old Inveterate Enemies the Greeks ; 
tho’ at firft they were put in hopes of 
obtaining the like, or equal Favours with 
them. 

After the Death of Sultan Achmet, and 
that Sultan Mfflapha was exalted to the 
Throne; in the firft place Achmet Pajha , 
Chimacam of Adrianople was Dilgraced, 
t and all his Goods and Eftate Confilcated 
clulfS at to the Ufe of the Grand Seignior, and he 
himfelf made a Priloner in the Seraglio, 
but pardoned at the Intercelfton of the 
Grand Vizier, and lent Governour to the 
Illand of Mytilene , where I had once a Pa¬ 
llia for a Friend Married to a Sultana, 
which had like to have coft me dear; but 
(God be praifed,) I elcaped him without 
much lols. 

In the Place of this Chimacam, the Ni- 
l'angi Palha, who fets the Grand Seignior’s 


Fir me to certain Writings, was put in his 1695. 
place ; and the Vizier s Kahya into the 
Place of the Nifangi, and Geled Ibrahim Mitrch ' 
Aga, was made Kahya. 

Upon the Arrival of the Valide Sultana 
at Aelriawpie, Iajtiff Aga, who had been 
formerly Kahya to the Hafaki Sultana, or 
the Royal Queen, was Conftituted Aga, 
or General of the Janifaries, and at the 
lame time Vizier of the Bench : Thel'e 
were luccccded by the Spahyicr Agafi, 
who is General of the Horie, ana his 
Place luppiied by a Salakiar of the Sera¬ 
glio. 

About the beginning of March, Tmatn- 
Sude Mahomet Effendi, then Kadilesker of 
Rome Tut, was created Mufti by the Grand 
Seignior; and his Predecefifor was lent to 
Conjtantinople, from whence the Sultan lent 
for Mimadi Effendi to be Kadilesker of 
Anatolia. 

The Nakib, who is the Chief of the 
Green Heads, or thofe of the Race of 
Mahomet, was deprived of this Oifice, 
and Mahomet Effendi , Kadi of C'-n- 
flantinople, which was' as much as Re¬ 
corder of that City, was put into his 
Place. 

In like manner the Tefterdar-Kahyafi, 
or the Lord Treaiiirer’s Steward, or Se¬ 
cretary, called Galil Effendi, was allb chan¬ 
ged, who had been Treafurer in che Time 
of the foregoing Vizier Alt Pajha ; and 
thus had he formed all his Court accord¬ 
ing to his own Humour and Fancy. 

And as to the High and Sublime Offi¬ 
ces Abroad, he began allb to form and 
modelize them: That of Egypt, he Con¬ 
ferred upon Iffmael Pajha, who had been 
lately Beglerbeg of Damajcus ; and the 
Government of this latter he bellowed on 
the Kadilesker of the Decealed Sultan 
Achmet. 

Hajjan Pajha, who was Kinfman to die 
Queen Resent, late Governour of Scio, 
was called back to Court from his Banilh- 
ment at Hatfack, and made the Deputy- 
Chimacam, or Vikil-Chimacam, to Go¬ 
vern at any time during the Grand Seig¬ 
nior’s Abfence. 
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A LIST of fuch as were put to Death 
for the late Conlpiracy at Adrianople.

Sultan Acbm'et: And tho’ the Grand Vizier 
a Hedged, That it feemed reafonable, that 
fuch as had managed the Pubifek Offices 
during the two preceding Reigns, fhould 
be anl'wcrabie for the Mifeari;iages, and 
not he, who had been employed therein 
but only Ibme few Months before; yet 
the Sultan would not admit of this Excufe 
for a Reafon, but required the Account of 
the Eighteen Millions : His Mother, alfo 
furnilhed her Son with Seven Millions and 
a half in ready Money, and Fifteen Mil¬ 
lions in Jewels, which Ihe had been colie- 
ding in the fpace of fifteen Years that fhe 
had.been the Wife of his Father; and from 
the Widow of the late Deceafed Sultan 
Acbmet, they took another half Million; 
the Vizier was Taxed at a Million and a 
half, and five Millions in Jewels; likewife 
a good round Sum was demanded-from the 
Chimacam, and other Pafha’s and Perfons 
in great Offices. 

There was a farther Propofition made to 
ferew Money out of all the Arabians, and 
Negro’s at Court : The Kuzlir-Aga was 
the firft of that Rank from whom the moft 
confiderable Sums were exaded; to pay 
which, their Eflates and Faculties fent and 
conveyed out of fight to Conjlant/nople, 
Mitch, were all called from thence. The like was 
alfo demanded from the Ulema , and all the 
au Per font Ecclefiaflical Lands and Eflates were 
rW Taxed. 

To execute all thefe Contrivances and 
Ways for raifing Money, the Grand Seig¬ 
nior was folely intent, labouring Day and 
Night to amafs Money ; and. fpent his 
whole time to heap up Riches; to do 
which, he aded many things without the 
knowledge of the Vizier, and wrote Let¬ 
ters, and received Anfwers relating to the 
raifing Men, and providing Subfifteuce for 
the Troops without interefting his Grjnd 
Vizier therein ; the which flruck ftich a 
Fear and Tcrrour into the Minds of all 
thofc who had to do with the Publick In- 
tereft, that none durfl to ad any thing 
privately, or in aft oblcure manner, which 
might be of prejudice to the Grand Seig¬ 
nior, and his Government. 

To keep this Suhan in the Humour of 
going to the War, his Mother laboured to 
keep up his Spirits; which being obferved 
by the great Men, fuch as the Mufti, the 
Grand Vizier, the Lord Tireafurer, and the 
Generals of the Januaries, and of the Spa^ 
hees,. they all Submitted thereunto, only 
they gave in a Petition to be delivered to 
the Sultan by the Hand of the Valide Sol- 
tana, or Queen-Mother ; reprefenting, 
That finee they had obferved that it was 


His Majefty’s Refolution to go in Perfbn 1695. 
to tlie_\yar v they were concurring with v -^ r ^ 
him in the fame, promifing to be helpful 
therein to the-belt of their Powers ; be- 
feeching eidy, That His Ottomu* Majefty 
I would be plealed to Indulge them fo much 
L time, r as might ferve to aflamble, and ga¬ 
ther their Militia into a Body, and to 
make Provifions for their Subfiftence, as 
alfo Ammunition, and Cannon, with Pow¬ 
der and Bullet fufficient to attend fo great 
an Army: Of all which they gave the 
Sultan in Writing a particular Account in 
what forwardness all/things were; and 
concluded. That fisce it is the Cuflom of 
the Germans to be late in the Field, they 
did not doubt but to be more forward than 
they, and to Grace and Honour the Sul¬ 
tan’s fir ft Expedition with the Succefs of 
Glorious Atchievements, of which the 
. Mifcarriage would prove of evil Confe- 
quehce, as the contrary would be of migh¬ 
ty advantage to the whole Ottoman Empire, 
which languishing after a Fortunate Sultan, 
would then think the Wheel turned in cafe 
they could foe the end of a Campaign con¬ 
cluded with Honour of a New Sultan. 

The Grand Seignior being fonfible here¬ 
of, railed all the Forces he was able, both 
' in Afia and Europe : And to Engage the 
Tartar Han on his fide, certain Aga’s were 
difpatched to Tartary with Purfes of Mo¬ 
ney, with Pfefcnts of a Sword richly a- 
dorned with Diamonds, and with richCof- 
tans; as alfo with Prefents to the other 
Kinfinenof the Han, and to the Mirzees, • 
who are the Noble Men, and Chief Offi¬ 
cers both of War and Peace, defiring them 
all to be early at the War ; By Which great 
Affiduity of the Siiltan, all the Great Of¬ 
ficers were in fear of him, knowing that 
as he Rewarded geheroufly, fo he Punifh- 
edfoverely. r 

The Grand Vizier in the mean time 
confidering the Troubles under which he 
was. to labour, as alfo the Invincible Diffi¬ 
culties of the prefont War, in cafe the 
Sultan Ihould perfift in his Refolution of 
oing in Perfon to Command the Army, 
e endeavoured what he could to obtain 
the Favour that he might lay down his Of 
fice,. and quietly and lafely retire from all 
Bufinels; for which he made Talkiih to 
the Grand Seignior, which is a Petition 
made by the Mafter of Requefts; (of which 
there is but one belonging to the Court 
called Talkifhgee) the lubltance of which 
was to lay before the Grand Seignior the 
impoflibility of making the Donative to 
the Soldiers, amounting unto Twelve Mil- : 
lions, the which Was always given by the 
Sultans to the Soldiers, vvhenfoever they 
made. 
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1695. made their firft Campaign : This was lb 
reafonable an Exception, and Excufe, that 
there was no reply to be made thereunto, 
but the abfolutc Will and Pleafure not to 
pay it; for befides the want of Money in 
tne Trealury,which had been exhaufted by 
a long and an unfortunate War, the Grand 
Seignior added, That he did not efteem 
himfelf obliged to a Cuflom which was 
begun in the moft Flourifliing Times of 
the Empire, when Succefs crowaed all their 
Enterprizes with Victory, when the Ene¬ 
mies were forced to pay all Charges of the 
War, with an Overplus of Ridies and I11- 
creafe, which filled the Royal Exchequer, 
and that Wars maintained the Empire : 
But thofe Days, added the Grand Seig¬ 
nior, -are now pall; and that it would be 
an Infolence in the Soldiery, to exped a 
Donative from him, who was not in the 
lead beholding to them for his being pla¬ 
ced in the Throne, to which he came by 
ADcmtivc Succeffion, and a Juft Title, and not by 
rM.KvA.the Favour and Affiftance of the Soldiery ; 

’ and that whofoever had oppofed him there¬ 
in (who was their True and Lawful So- 
veraign) would have been guilty of High- 
Treafon, and ought to Die by the Juft 
Laws of the Empire. 

In this manner, the Wifeft and moft Ex¬ 
perienced Officers obferving liow difficult, 
and almoft impoflible it was to divert the 
Grand Seignior from his Refolution of go¬ 
ing in Perfon to the War, they all agreed 
to joyn with their Mafter, and to applaud 
his happy Defigns, which they prayed to 
God might be profperous, promifing to 
give all Affiftance with their Lives and For¬ 
tunes, that he might return with Victory 
and Succefs: So Toon were their Minds 
changed to the Will and Pleafure of their 
Ablblute and Uncontroulable Lord, that 
none durft open his Mouth againft his 
Determination , nor no Murmurings 
heard unlefs by iome few Janifaries, who 
Talked a little, without any Notice ta¬ 
ken thereof. 

The Grand Vizier finding himfelf alfo 
under Invincible Difficulties, thought it 
die fafeft way to clofe with the Sultan, 
Which he accordingly did, and with 
much outward Zeal diflembled a Chear- 
fiilnefs of Spirit in Compliance with his 
Mafter. 

This Matter being refolved, it was can- 
eluded, That an Army fhould tie formed of | 
80000 Fighting Men, and the Tugh, or 
Horfe-Tail,- being with Prayers, after the 
ufual manner, expofed at the .Vizier’s 
Gate, the 30th of March was appointed 
to take the Field, and enter the Tents, 
which are commonly pitched about two

killed, which gave a ftop to the March of,;;, 
the Militia. 

To which alfo another ftop was given 
by the News which the Tartar I Jan te- 
ceivcd, That the Czar of RT.-jariy being 
joyned with’ the Coficks, was_ puffing 
down the Tana:.*, with cleiign to fall upon 
Afac ; of which he gave Advice to the 
Grand Seignior, by an Exprcfs ciiipatrh- 
ed to Adriaiwple, acquainting him, That, 
the Enemies were grown io numerous, 
that he could not this Year lend his Troops 
to Hungary, having hard Work to defend 
his own Country, and People, from fo nu¬ 
merous an Army as that of the Mfovitcs 
joyned with the Cofjacks. But the Grand 
Seignior not latisficd with this Excufe, re¬ 
turned an Anfwer, That notwkhftanding all 
Impediments to the contrary, he mult by 
all means come with a Numerous Army, 
and appear in his Prefence ; but this was 
impoflible to be done, the Soldiers and 
People not being contented to picafe the 
Grand Seignior to fee their Country laid 
open, and expofed to fuch a Powerful E- 
nemy. 

This Grand Seignior Sultan Mujlapba, 
when he came firft to the Throne, was 
Feared, Efteemed, Loved, and Obeyed; 
but the Affedion of his People was loon , 
eftranged from him, fince he Depofod the o c? ,fE 
late Mufti, and caufed the Grand Vizier, the 
with many other Perfons, Innocent and ***** 
Worthy, to be Strangled, with Ignominy 
and Difhonour. But the Mufti was moft 
of all lamented, having the Reputation of 
a Juft, Sincere, Honeft, and a Holy Man, 
in whole place the Sultan eftabiilhed his 
late Hogia, or School-Maftcr, named Fei- 
zulab Efjendi, a Wicked, Falfe, Perfidious, 
and Covetous Wretch, as he was general¬ 
ly efteemed to be. 

The Grand Vizier, (as we have faidj 
was always affraid of th<? Changeable Hu¬ 
mour of the Sultan, and could not covet 
his Paffion,nor diflemble his Countenance; 
of which the Sultan taking notice, depri¬ 
ved him of his Office, and Banifhcd him at 
Midnight to Chifme , which is a frnail Vil¬ 
lage on the Coaft of Anatolia oyer againft 
Scio ; but this Profcription continued not 
long, before he was brought back again tb 
Adrianople , and Strangled, and his Body 
Y y y tlung 
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1695-. flung out at the Seraglio-Gate, where it 
remained until the next Day at Noon, 
with the Face and Beard all belmeared 
with a —--- 

/it Adrianople all the Court was chang¬ 
ed ; only the Grand Seignior when he firfl: 
entered upon the Throne, confirmed die 
Janilar-Aga in his Place, who was an Ho- 
nefl: Man, and a good Soldier, but foon 
afterwards he put him out, and Conftitu- 
ted another in his Place, called Baltagee 
Del/, which flgnifies Mad Battle-Axe Man, 
the Son of an Armenian Renegade , a Vile 
Fellow, without Sence, or Manners: Like- 
wife the Kahya-Bey, or Lieutenant-Ge¬ 
neral of the Janifaries ; and the Kuzlir- 
Aga, or Eunuch of the Women were dis¬ 
placed * and in fhort Since this Sultan came 
To the Throne, there was nothing done 
but placing and displacing of the Principal 
Officers ; all which was added by theCoun- 
fcls of Women, and Favourites in the Se¬ 
raglio, who neither had Sence, nor Expe¬ 
rience in the Affairs of the World. The 
like foon after happened to the Chimacarn, 
who being a Friend to the late Vizier, and 
one of his Creatures, was Banifhed firfl 
to Mytilene , where he was likewife Stran¬ 
gled ; from whence his Head being brought 
to Adrianople , was thrown before the Gate 
of the Seraglio, with divers others efteem- 
cd Innocent by the People. 

Thus the Sultan, as he thought, having 
purged his Army of Cowards, and his 
Counfcls of Ill-affedted Miniflers, began 
his March from Adrianople on the 1 oth of 
Jiine. j ung . t j ie j an if ar _Ag a marched away on 
the 3d : The Army was Said to be very 
powerful, and compofcd of Choice Men, I 
which fo encouraged the Turks , that they ! 
talked of nothing lefs than the taking of 
Bud, 1; and about that time News came j 
from Sta/ida de Zetuns , afmalllfland near 
Negropontr, That Ibrahim, Palha of that 
Ifland, had entered into the Morea with 
30000 Men, and was Encamped under 
Corinth, expecting the Captain-Pafha, who 
was Lhv.ii de Signing to depart from Conjlan- 
tinopie in ten Days, where he had been 
detained longer than was ufual, to repair 
the Damages which the Turks had received 
in their late Engagement againft the Vene¬ 
tians : Belonging to this Fleet, Seven Ships 
were appointed for Alexandria to fetch 
Soldiers thence for the Morea ; and like- 
wile about this time Recruits were font to 
the Black-Sea to foveral Ports there, the 
Turks being in fear of the Mofcovites, who 
being very ftrong, the Tartars were affraid 
to encounter them, and would have ex- 
enfed themfelves this Year from the War, 
but the Sultan would not hearken there¬ 


unto, but proceeded with Resolution on 160? 
his March. 

But before the Sultan began the Same, 
he caufod the Tallol , or Common-Cryer, 
to make Publication, That the Grand 
Seignior’s Will and Plealure was,

< * ^? at §°°d Order andDifcipline fhould 
be obforved in the March. 

t * That no Man fhould ride out of the 
Common High-Road, or by Bye-Ways, 
f i nc o the Corn-Fields, or Vine-yards, 

‘ or other Grounds belonging to the Hus¬ 
band-Man. 

In pursuance of thefe Commands, the 
Sultan on the very Day that he departed 
from the Camp before Adrianople , being 
then Teptil, or in Dilguifo, he found a 
Man cutting another’s Corn to give his 
Horfo ; and only asking him. Whether 
he had heard of the Grand Seignior’s Com¬ 
mand? He ordered the Seli&ar-Aga, who 
was General of the Spahee’s, for he had 
no other with him (excepting the Kapugi- 
ler-Kahyafe; at the fame time to kill him, 
which he presently executed with his Lan¬ 
cet, not giving the Unhappy Wretch one 
Moment to Speak for his Life. At the^ G , w 
Same time alfb, the Grand Seignior efpyed Sd^ur's 
another walking through the Corn, whom w "““ 
he took and carried to the Tents, where 
he caufod his Head to be cut off The 
Topgibafhee, or Mafler of the Ordnance, 
likewife the Day or two before very hard¬ 
ly efcaped; for having a Boy in his Com¬ 
pany, of whom the Grand Seignior had 
I fome Jealoufie, or ill Thoughts, had cer¬ 
tainly been put to Death for the fame, had 
he not had fome prefent Witnefles at hand 
to prove him to be his Son. 

Thefe and Such like Adis of Severity, 
rendered dais Sultan very fownidable. So 
that all People were afraid of him, not on- 
I ly in their Publick Actions, but even in 
their Private Converlation, fcarce trufting 
| their own Thoughts. Amongft thefe Se¬ 
verities Acfmet Pa(ha , late Chimacarn to 
Sultan Achmet , was turnd out of his Of¬ 
fice by this prefent Sultan, and Banifhed to 
Mytilene ; and after having taken from him 
an hundred Purfes of Money, his Head 
was brought to Adrianople , about two 
Days after the Vizier had been Stran¬ 
gled. 

All things being now prepared for the 
March of the Army towards ge/g/We, the 
Janifar-Aga with his Janifaries, according 
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169$. to the ufual Cuftdm took the Van, and 
marched away one Days March before the 
reft of the Army, fo that the Grand Seig¬ 
nior, attended by die Mufti, Grahd V i- 
zier, Spahilar-Aga, or General of the Spa¬ 
hees, Teftetdar, or Lord-Treafurer, be¬ 
gan their Maifch, following the Janifaries, 
Jans. on. the 2.0th Of fane, but aftel fome few 

Hours, they; made a Halt to give time to 
three of the greateft Pafhas, or Begler- 
beys of the Empire, to coih£ up with 
theih ; that is to fay, to die Pafha of Da- 
mafciir, the Pallia Of Aleppo, and Begletbey 
of Anatolia , every one of which brought 
with him about 1266 Men, recounting 
Spahees, and Sarigiaus, and Segmen on 
Horfeback, with ml which arid others at¬ 
tending the Sultan in his March, they did 
not amount to more than 12000 Fiorfe, 
With which he marched from Adrianoplem 
fix Days to ThilippppoOs , and Encamped lo¬ 
ver againft that City in thofe Plains, where 
a great Council of Wai; was held, touch¬ 
ing the Methods which were to be obfer- 
ved in the ' War, and the Places which 
were to be Attacked, 

The Numbers of this Army appeared So 
lmall and inconfiderable, that the Sultan 
remained very much unfadsfed, and would 
not be contented, unlefs the Tartar Han 
Would follow him with all his Force unto 
the Camp at Belgrade', but he pofitively 
refufed it,* and laid, That it could not be 
done,* unlefs he fhould expofe, arid lay his 
People open to the Iricurfionsof the Mus¬ 
covites, who weire coming down in vaft 
Numbers to over-run all the Regions of 
the Tartars : Howfoever not to oifpleafe 
overmuch the Grand Seigniw, the Tartar 
Han forced himfelf to appear in the Tur- 
kifh Camp with an Army of about 5000 
Tartars , Which Was a good addition to the 
Turkijh Force, fo that in all they compofcd 
an Army of about 50000 Men. 

.The Chriftian Army led by the Eledlot 
of Saxony, was not much ftronger, but ve¬ 
ry defirous to meet the Turks, whb had 
taken their March towards Tranjylvania : 
But in regard the Turks were So for advan¬ 
ced before the Imperial Army, that it was 
impoffible for the Eledtor to come in op¬ 
portunely, and in foafon to liiccour the 
Places which the Sultan defigned to Inveft, 
unlefs they could take a fhorter Way,wKicli 
was offered unto them, being guided by 
fome of that Country; but the Ways pro¬ 
ved So bgd, being all Marlbes and Wet 
Grounds, that it was jrtipo/fible to pals 
them with the Cannbn and heavy Baggage 
of an Army; So that after great Fatigues 
Of three or four Days Marches, the Ele¬ 
ctor was obliged to rcturh back again to 


his former Camp; arid in the. mean time 169.5. 
the Turks had got fuch a way before dieni 
towards Tranjylvania , ..that it was impoffi¬ 
ble for them to be overtaken by the-C 7 >/v- 
Jlian ’Axrciy ; dnd having liberty to rove 
every where without any Oppofition equal 
to them, they fell in upon the Paianca pf 
Tippa <?n the 7th of September, .without Septet. 
Breaft-works, bir Parapets, or aii.y Ap¬ 
proaches^ Defence, or Shelter before them, 
but only with the Scimiter in their fends, 
they Attacked the Paianca at four foveral 
Places, with .Such incredible Resolution, 
that after four Hours Engagement, they 
tobk the Place by Storm, aiid.put all to 
the Sword; excepting orily Major Toldo, 
who Was Govefnour of the Place, with 
fome others of the Principal Officers, whom 
the Turks after their ufual Cuftom, reser¬ 
ved to carry in Triumph, and to.fhow them 
to the People at tile Port, as one Signal 
Of their Vidtory. 

Ih the mean time the Imperial Army 
continued their March near to Chonad, fi¬ 
xate upon the River Maros ; and on the 
13 th of that Month, pitched their Camp 
before Id at la. Where theyrepofed that Day, 
and tile 14th marched diredtly to Lippa, 
hoping to overtake the Turks, and to come 
time enough to Attack the Enemy, ancf 
relieve the Place, but they found it too 
late, and tire Turks reinforced with an Ar¬ 
my of 6000 Tartars, Commanded by the 
Han in Perfon : This News gave a flop 
to the March of dje Imperial Army under 
the Command Of the Elector of Saxony • 
and what was moft difoouraging, was the 
News, Thht the Turks lead by the Sultan 
himfelf in Perfon were marched into Tran- 
fylvania, to Attack Count Veter am in his v . 
Camp, which coiffifted not of above 65-00 
Men; who tho’ they.were very well for¬ 
tified, and Reiblute Men, and good Sol¬ 
diers, yet being too unequal a Match for 
tile whole Turkijh Army, which confided 
of 18000 Janifaries, and 40000 Spahees' 
they were all cut off, with the moft part 
of their Officers, and as to General Vete- 
rani himfelf he Was Ihpt through die Body 
with a Muftpibt-Buliet, and cut over the 
Head with a Scimitar ; notwithftanding 
which, he being ftlll alive, .Endeavours 
wete lifed for his Recovery, but he Died 
of his Wounds. 

This ill News was followed by the un- 
foituiiate Ldfs of ptul, wliich the .Turks 
Having Attacked by Land and Water with, 
iyooo Men,_ tlfe Place Surrendered it felf 
16 dfe Turks by Treaty, in vdrtue ofwhidi 
the Gaflifbri ctmfifting of 1600 Meh,oughc 
Recording to Articles, to have been Con¬ 
voyed to Peter War ad in; blit the Turks re- 
Y y y 2 turning 
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1695. earning after they had Burnt, and Aban- 
doned the Place, carried all the Garrifori 
\vith them to Salankemcnt. 

This Place was taken by the Turks ,. be¬ 
fore that General Hcrberville, who Was 
Encamped with 6 000 Men neat Kobda, as 
alfo fortified with 8 Galleys and 16 Frigats, 
could hinder the Enemies Approaches: 
After which the Turks leaving the Place, 
the Imperialifts entered into the fame, and 
took Pofleffion of all what the Turks had 
ruined, for nothing was left but heaps of 
Rubbifli. 

In the mean time the great Army under 
the Command of the Elector of Spxotty, 
advanced lo far as Solnak, where the Grand 
Seignior having received intelligence, That 
the Chrifthm Army was. marching towards 
him, haftned with all ipeed kot'TemeJwaer, 
with intention to enter into Sclavonia; 
Upon which the Eledtor of Saxony made a 
Halt, and on the 1 7th marched back, and 
pitched his Camp about half an Hours di¬ 
stance from Chonad • and the next Day be¬ 
ing the 18th, continued hi , March as. far 
as Mokoua. But whereas Advices came. 
That the Enemy deligned to enter Tranfyl- 
•vania, the Elector refolved to fend all the 
Infantry to Feter Waradin, whiiil he in 
Pcrfon, marched with the Horfe to op- 
pole the Enemy, giving Commands to the 
National Militia of Sc/avonia to joyn with 
the Croats y to oppofe the Entrance of the 
Tirks into that Province: And here it was, 
that certain Intelligence was given of the 
Defeat of that Worthy General Veterani, 
and that he was dead of his Wounds ; 
Which News was received with much grief 
of all Brave and Worthy Champions fpr 
the Chrijiian Caufe. 

After which Count Heijler took the Van 
of the Army, and marched before them 
for Deva y there to provide all forts of Pro- 
vifions for fuftenance of thofe who were to 
follow and to aflemble the Eftates of Tran- 
JyTjania, commanding them to meet His 
Electoral Highnels, and confult with him 
in the bell manner, how things might be 
put into a pollure of Defence for the Safe¬ 
ty and Security of that Province. At 
which time alio came the unhappy News 
of the lofs of Titul taken by the Turks. 

It was the common Opinion at that 
time of all the well experienced Soldiers, 
That the Martial Affairs of the Empire, 
were all very ill managed for chat Year 1 
l or had the Chrijlians inllead of Ingulfing 
thcmlclves amongft Maraflcs andMoorilh 
Grounds unpaftable for an Army, in which 
they loft fix or leven Days, and gave the 
Turks the advantage of marching lo 'many 
Days before them to Temefivaer, and thence 


to Lippay they had laved the lofs of 1695-.

Lippa y more like CowarjlsJ&ying before 
Enemy, than in Ottfer’-anA Pdfture, of 
War, marching Day and Night to. get in¬ 
to Temefwaer before the Enemy could over¬ 
take them. But ib foon as it was known 
to the Turksi that the Imperial Army was 
marched to. Segedin, they. took Courage, 
and gave a flop to thefrprecipimfoFhght, 

A nd here itwas that Fortune changed, and 
gave unexp^aed SucCels'to the Turks; in 
this Years Expedition* w^^turned.sreat- 
lyto the Fame and Ren^wn Af * his djfew 
bultan Mujtajpha : For confujering that 
was but a raw Soldier, and kept' himfelf 
in every Action at A difiance and out of 
Muskec- lhor, yet the whole matter befog 
carried on againft the Opinion of al) hfo 
Minifters, and die Inclinations of ahnoft 
all his Soldiers, efpeciaUy the Janifoties, 
and all the prime Officers of the Army and 
the State, things looked at firft with a ve¬ 
ry bad Face, and promifed nothing but 
Deftrudion. 

Yet afterwards fucceeding quite ochert 
wife than were expedited, all was attribu¬ 
ted to the Coinage, Wifdom, and Conduit 
of the Sultan ; fo that it became a Wonder 
to the World How it Was poffible for a Sul¬ 
tan without Experience, who had but new¬ 
ly come out from an Imprifonmencof eight 
Years, and known nothing yet of War, to 
be attended with fuch Succels, that all Ids 
Army did avow. That his Victories Were 
due .to his Valour and Conduit, which 
gained liim a wonderful Efteem amongft all 
the great Men of his Empire, both Martial 
and Civil ; the Effedt of which was found 
in the following Year, when all the Sot- Gr:ti «j\ 
diery being fluthed with Blood and Spoil, ""thl'sHu- 
came willingly to the War, and {truck an taru 
Awe and Fear into the Hearts of all the 
Ottoman Subjedts, believing this Prince to 
be lent them from God, to refeue them 
and the Empire from Ruifte and utter De- 
folation.

But whilft: they were contriving all things 
for the more Triumpant Entry of the Grand 
Seignior,- it was judged mod requifite and 
proper for the prefenc State of the Turkijb 
Affairs, to make the Triumph into Con - 
fiantinople, which was ever efteemed the 
Head of the Empire, and the Place where; 
the Ottoman Throne was ever leafed: And 
as to Adrianople , it was ordered, that the 
Sultan Ihould make a lhort flop there of 
four'or five Days only; and in the mean : 
time the Valide Soltana, with all the Fe r 
male Court, was ordered to take up their 
Quarters in the ufual Places of the Great 
Seraglio, which was prepared on all fides 
to be fitted for Reception of the Grand 
Seignior. 

^,hr d coining of the Grand Seignior to 

mvca ttt C-nftantinofle ., was a iuddain Relolution, 
Conftan- and unexpected, being the effect of his 
onop e. Thoughts on his March, only for confi- 
dering that C onjiantinople (.ever fince the 
Turks entered into Europe) was always e- 
ftecmed the Head and Seat of the Ottoman 
Empire, and the Place where the Ottoman 
Emperors wete ever Enthroned with the 
Bcnedi&ion of the Mufti, aflifted by the 
Nakib, who iS Chief of the Emirs, who 
wear green TuJbants; and alfo the Place 
where the Mufti girds the Sword to the 
Sultan’s Thigh, called St. Juob, in Memo¬ 
ry of that Soldier, ivho wa£ the firft thac 
ftormed the Walls of Cmflantinople, when it 
was in the Pofleffion of the Greeks ; for 
which reafon, his Memory hath ever been 
held in great Veneration with the Turks. 
The Thoughts whereof incited the Grand 
Seignior with a fort of Impatience and Am* 
bition to imitate the Practice of his Ance- 
ftors, at a time when he efteemed himfelf 
Great, Profpcrous, and in a way to reco¬ 
ver the loft Honour and Reputation of the 
Empire. 

Moreover, his Defign being to be as 
great at Sea as at Land, or atleaftof equal

Turkijh Army, which confifted of cooob 
Men, with the Sultan at the Head of them, 
and yet were hard put to it to fight againft 
8000 of Veter ant s Men; who having 
maintained a Fight for fix Hours' were at 
length forced to retire for want of Powder 
and Ammunition, and other Warlike Pro- 
vifions. • 


Thus 
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1695-. Thus much the Turks, who had been in 
i^'Y'Vfthe Battel, confefled themfelves; whilft 
ethers who came from all the Countries 
round to foe the Show, and Triumph, 
Wept for Joy, laying, That the Time mas 
now come, that God would Avenge himfelf on 
the Chriftians, for their Pride ; and would 
for the future blind them in their Defgns, and 
infatuate them in all their Counfels. 

Howfoever all the World cannot but 
confefs. That the lols of lo many Brave 
Men, could not but prove a fatal Blow to 
all Chriflendom , efpecially to the Germans, 
who fought almoft to the laft Drop of 
Blood: Nor were the Turks unfeiifible of 
their Lofles alfo, both as to Numbers and 
Quality ; for one of the Sultan’s Brothers- 
Sahin Pa- in-Law, called Sabin Mebmet Pafha, a brisk 
&a killed, daring Man, and a good Soldier, and fo 
Named from Sabin, which fignifies a Fal¬ 
con, and was the next to the Grand Vizier, 
and carried three Horfe-Tails gilded before 
him, was killed by a Caibine-lhot ; for 
which realbn he was much lamented at 
the Court, and moft efpecially by the 
Queen-Mother, not only becaufe he had 
been her Son-in-Law, but a Perfbn endued 
with many Rare and Excellent Vertues : 
Befides which, the famous Mahmud Pafha, 
Celebrated by all to be one of the moft 
Accbmpliihed Soldiers of this Age$ and 
the moft Warlike Cavalier of all the Otto¬ 
man Nation : He was an Albanian Born, a 
Man of great Reputation and Fame, called 
Mahmud Bei Oghli , and was (lain with three 
Carbine-fhots, and fell amongft the moft 
Renowned Officers of the Turks : Thefo 
two were laid to be the firft who Broke 
into Veteran?s Army, one to the Right, 
and the other to the Left-Wing, where 
they found and encountred fuch unexpe- 
< 9 :ed Oppofition, that the Turks confefled, 
That they had never met the like, and 
had not prevailed againft their Enemies at 
that time, had it not been for the Refbluti- 
on and Bravery of their Fortunate Sultan, 
who ftanding in the Rear with his Scimi- 
ter in his Hand, hindered die bafe intend¬ 
ed Flight of his Soldiery. 

This Acftion gave a full flop to all the 
following Defighs of this Year ; for the 
Turks reafoning with themfelves. That in 
Cafe kb fmall an Army as that of Veterani , 
was able to do fuch Feats, what would be¬ 
come of their Forces, were they to engage 
againft the whole entire Army of the Krai, 
that is the Eledtor ; for they call the King 
of Poland Krai, and fo other Inferiour 
Princes to the Emperor, whom they call 
Kaifar ; but the King of England, they 
could never be taught to call otherwiie 
than KraL 


The Grand Seignior having made his 1695:.. 
Triumphant Entry into C-»Jlaniinople, the

lb much as was poifib. and thereby gave 
an evidence of their own Wcakneis, ahd 
doubtful Condition. 

It hath been long fince we have heard a- TH-c/y 
ny Difoourfe of Teke ’y, being not regard- 
edfo much by any as by the Frencl^Am- 
bafiador • for as to the Turks, they had no 
Opinion of him, nor would they have it 
be thought that they had any need of his 
Forces, or Intereft of his Party in Hunga¬ 
ry ; but fuffered him to Lodge in one of 
the vileft Streets in the Town, amongft 
Jews, and the meaner lore of the Arme¬ 
nians, called Balata ; his Countenance was 
much changed, pale, and fallen, and his 
Feet Swelled, fo that his Enemies foorned 
him, and his Friends could expeeft nothing 
more of good from him. 

The Year drawing now towards an end, 
all the Endeavours of rife Turks were to be¬ 
gin the following Year with greater Forces 
than that of the preceding ; and herein 
they were the more concerned, in regard 
of the Mofcovites, who were coming down 
upon the Tartars with vaft Numbers of 
Soldiers, and all things prepared to make 
War upon them, and to take Afac, atleaft 
the Diverfion hereby would be great, and 
fo employ thcTartars, that to defend their 
own Countries, they would be obliged t© 
defert the Service and Caufeof the Turks : 
Howfoever the SucccfleS of the Turks had 
been this Year fo great, as gave them cou¬ 
rage to confider in what manner they might 
be able to form two Armies for the next; 
with one of which the chief Defign was to 
enter Tranfylvania, and if pofliblc, to make 
Peace with the Mofcovites by the Negoti¬ 
ations of the Tartars; but all this came to' 
nothing, as we lhall fee by the Sequel of 
the following Year.

i 6 t) 6 - U HO’ the Turks had gained iomc ad- 
vantage the laft Year over the Vene¬ 
tians both by Sea and Land ; namely, in 
the Recovery of Scio, and by giving a 
Check or Stop to the Venetian Fleet ; yet 
they gained little more thereby, than feme 
little Fame and Reputation to the prefent 
Sultan Mujlapha, whom the People began 
to confklcr, as a Deliverer lent to them 
from Heaven to recover their almoft loft 
Empire, which lay under lad Diftrefles as 
well in Alia as in Europe . 

This Opinion of the People when they 
obferved thejufticc, the Courage, and the 
Rcfoluciou of this Sultan to go in Perlbn 
to the War, and that nothing could divert 
him from it, gave them Courage and Af- 
fu ranee w expedt a turn of Fortune, and 
hopes of better Succellcs for the future ; 
and tho’ the Trench proir.ifed them not to 
make Peace without them, but to joyn with 
them in a perpetual League of Friendlhip; 
yet the Turks did not much truft them, 
but kept a watchful Eye over them, know¬ 
ing very well how little ftrels there is to 
be laid 011 the Promiles of the Great Mo¬ 
narch of France , who was allb equally 
Jealous of the Faith of the Turks, and both 
of them equally doubtful of one ano¬ 
ther. 

This Great Ottoman Empire had the laft 
Year changed both their Mailer, and the 
Chief Officers, without any confiderable 
Change, or Troubles in the State amongft 
rhcmlelves, for that this Sultan, in whom 
clearly appeared a Spirit of greater Wifdom 
and Courage than in his Father Mahomet IV, 
or in his Uncle’s luccccding him, gave the 
Soldiery and the People luch Hopes and 
Expectations from him, that none durfl 
open his Mouth, or lift up his Hands a- 
gainft him ; there appeared alio lomething 
more of Juftice and Vertue in him, and of 
Diligence, and Care, and Sedulity in his 
Bufincls, than was found in his Father, or 
in any of the luccccding Uncles, as we have 
formerly laid; which gave hope to the 
great Governors of the Empire, that under 
him the Lodes which the Empire had fu- 
llainedin thefe lafl Wars, might be repair¬ 
ed , for tho’ the Recovery of the" Ifle of 
■W.-V was made before he came ro the 
Throne, and coniequently might be looked 
upon, as an cli'ccl of his Uncle’s Counfels; 
for bat Mrftatha did not enter upon the 
Government until the end of January 169 j, 
when that Scio had <b:en taken about a 


ling fo near to the time that Mujlapha came 
to the Throne, that piece of good Fortune 
was looked upon as an effect of the Wifi? 

. dom of the New Emperor, rather than of 
the Uncle Achrner's Counlel, by which, and 
by fomc other Exploits of the preceding 
Year in 1695", Muftapha grew high in the 
Opinion of the People, and the Soldiery ; 
to which Ibme Succelles being added, as 
the taking ofTitul and L '/ppa, with the De¬ 
feat given to Veter am ; for which the Turks 
paid very dear, and would not have been 
cried up for a Vidlory, had not Victories 
become' very rare in thole Days ; their 
Hopes were very big, and that he might 
make thefe Adlions the more Triumphant 
and Glorious, the Grand Seignior difipatch- 
ed away leveral Mefletigers to the Kings of 
Perfia, and the Princes of Arabia, and to 
other Tributaries, to communicate unto 
them all his Succefles and Vidlorics of the 
laft Year, whereby he hoped to encourage 
the drooping Spirits of his own Soldiers, 
and confirm thole of his Friends and Al¬ 
lies unto him. 

The Lois of Scio was certainly not very 
confiderable to. the Venetians at that time 
after they had gained it from the Turks; 
for Conquefts at fuch a diftance from them 
can never turn to any Account, or bene¬ 
fit. 

The Morea indeed may be a more ufeful 
Conqueft, than any of thofie on the Coalt: 
of Aft a, where the Turks are far ftronger 
than on the Coalt of Europe , and this Year 
1 allb the Venetians had been moft luccefsful 
in thole Parts of the Morea, having Defeat¬ 
ed the Turks there in all their Attempts, in 
this as well as leveral other Years; but 
thefe Succelles are not likely to be conti¬ 
nued, for unlefs the Venetians increale the 
Number of their Ships at Sea, and aug¬ 
ment their Forces at Land; and make good 
choice of their principal Commanders ; all 
Matters will probably go backwards; for 
fuch Generals as Morofini and Tom/marc are 
not eafily to be found, under whom all 
things thrived and profpered, lo that it 
were now to be wifhed, that the Venetian 
Forces were more numerous than former¬ 
ly, and compoled of their own Subjects, 
rather than of Foreigners. 

But the Turks had a more watchful Eye 
over their War in Hungary, and the Parts 
about Belgrade , and Tranjyhania , than ci¬ 
ther hi Afia , or other Countries of Eu¬ 
rope, or over the Province of Bajfora , or 
Baforat, of which the Arabians had made 
a late Conqueft over the Turkijh Balha of 
that Country, who having but 2.000 Men 
with him,' was forced to iiibmit to the 
greater 
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1696. greater force of the Arabs , and upon his 
Surrender made a Capitulation with them. 
That he might pafs into Perfia, where he 
Was well received at Ifpahan by the King, 
feeing a Wife Man, ana a Soldier. 

About the fame time likewife Solyman 
Bey, a Turk, a Native of Curdijlan, having 
routed a Party of Perfians on the Frontiers, 
had a Commiflion given him \>y the Grand 
Seignior, to do all the Mifchief he was a- 
ble on the Frontiers of Perfia, not on the 
Perfians only, but on the Georgians and 
Arabians , who had joyned together and 
made themfelves Princes 'of thofe Provin¬ 
ces. 

the Vene- Nor ^ die Affairs of the Turks proiper 
tjans at better at that time in the Morea, where a 
part y the Venetian Forces made 
the Turks, an Irruption upon the Tufks, and advan¬ 
ced fb far as Thebes, where the Turks re-, 
ceived an entire Defeat, all the Country* 
feeing Spoiled, Plundered, and Sacked by 
the Venetians, who upon theii return car¬ 
ried With them a great Booty, with vaft 
Numbers of Turkifh Slaves. * 

Whilft thefe Matters were tranfadting, 
the Sultan was diligently employed at the 
Port in forming a Numerous Army, and 
providing all things for the Support and 
Maintenance of them. Nor was the like 
Diligence wanting in preparing and fetting j 
forth their Fleet, and putting theda ihto a I 
pofture capable to Fight arid Engage the 
Venetians ; but as to the Land-Forces, the 
Campaign of this Year began early in the 
Month of May, when the Heydakes in di¬ 
vers places of Sclavonia, aflembled them¬ 
felves in a Body to the Number of 400 
Men, with which they palled the Save, and 
made an Inroad fbfaras Nifia, about eight 
or nine Days to the Eaftward of Belgrade, 
and in that March, they drove away great 
Numbers of fmall and great Cattle j after 
which they coritrived in what manner to 
make their Retreat; but as they thought 
thereupon, the Garrifbhs of Belgrade, and 
other Neighbouring Places; ihade a Sally 
out upon them With a Party of about 
2,000 Men, Horfe and Foot, who being in¬ 
formed of the Enemies Defign, they drew 
up fo advantagioufly in a Wood! ‘arid re¬ 
ceived them with fo great Bravery, that 
after feveral Repulfes given them, in which 
great Numbers were Killed and Wounded, 
were at length forced to fly and quit the 
Field, whilft the Sclavonians made good 
their Retreat, and proceeded happily in 
their Defign, which is all the Prologue 
that was made to the fucceeding Adtions of

His 
Electoral Highnefs of Saxony having fixed 
the Imperial Camp at a Place called Olajch, 
on the 30th of Augujl N. S. giving out, as 
3 f the Defign was to Befiege Temefwaer , 
and thereby to draw the Enemy irito a Ne- 
teflity of Sallying Out, arid coming to a 
Battle, that they might be better able to 
relieve the Place; to which end the Turks 
having pafled the Danube , the nearer to ap¬ 
proach their Enemies, made two Days- 
March, one after the other; by which 
being four Leagues diftant from bach 
other.

In all thefc Adtions, both in this and fe¬ 
vers 1 other Years, the French did great 
y ;French Services to the Turks , both by their Coun- 
SilQZ. Icls, and Management of their Affairs, and 
clpecially the Marquis de Lore was very 
Eminent, and Signal in all his Behaviour; 
tho’ there was never any good Underftand- 
ing between him and the AmbaftadorMon- 
fleur Chaterueau. 

This Year was not very fignal on either j 
fide for any confidcrable Exploits at Sea, or 
on the Watry Element: Only that the Turks 
deftroyed three of the Emperor’s Vcflels, 
or Gallics on the Danube , and took one of 
very good force. 

After which all things remained quiet 
as to the Camp in Hungary and elfewhere, 
except the great Preparations which were 
making for the re-taking of Afac from the 
MoJ'covites ; from whence five Gallies were 
about this time returned, having left eight 
others with the Brigantines at Ozul. 

On the firft Day of November an Am- 
bafiador from Perfia made his Entrance in¬ 
to Conjlantinople , where a great Ship four 
Days after was Launched, carrying 100 
Guns, four whereof would fhoot a Shot 
of 24 Okes, every Oke weighing two 
Pounds and a half, with defign to be fitted 
for the Service of the following Year, 
with three others, which were built in the 
Black-Sea , much of the fame bignefs and 
fized with that which was built at Qonfianti- 
voplcy and now Launched for Entertainment 
of the Perfian Ambaflador, who (laid not 
long in that City before he proceeded to 
Adrianople , where he arrived about the 
Novemb. 20th of November with a Retinue of about 
1 fc>• Attendants, beftdes thofe which were 
appointed to ferve himby the Turks, whofe 
Entrance was in this manner.

About an Hours diftance from the City, 
at a Place called Solak Chijme, the Am be i- 
lador was met by the Chiaus-Baflia, with, 
about 60 of his Chiaufes, as alio by the 
Lieutenant-General oi the Spahecs, who 
with a great Retinue, conduced him to 
his Lodgings in the Palace of the Trcaiii- 
rer Achmer Fa (ha, who had Orders to afiiyn 
him 250 or 300 Dollars a Day for his En¬ 
tertainment, for the Subftftencc of him and 
his Retinue : Beftdes which allowance was 
given for the Food of an Elephant, and for 
Fodder for Camels and Horles; and ailo a 
roo weight of Sugar a Day for Sweetmeats 
for the Perfians , who are great lovers of 
that kind of Diet, with Amber and Per¬ 
fumes. 

The Ambaftador having remained about 
12 Days at Adrianople , and there well en¬ 
tertained, he demanded Audience of the 
Grand Vizier, to whom he delivered the 
Credentials from the King his Maftcrand 
having been entertaind in Difcourfe for 
about the fpace of three Quarters of an 
Hour, he departed from the Grand Vizier, 
having only received one ftngle Vcft,which 
feemedvery ftrangc, in regard it had been 
the Cuftom for other Ambafladors from 
Perfia to receive 60, at leaft dilpofcd be¬ 
tween them and their Retinue. 

Upon the i6tlvof December , the Ambaf-^'-™™--- 
fadorreccived his Audience from the Grandfij'XX/- 
Seignior, on a Tuejday, which is the utual llyTtf 
Day of the Divan , when it was formerly 
the Cuftom to give out the Pay to the Jani- 
faries and Soldiers ;at which time alfothere 
being an Appearance of the Chief Officers 
both Civil and Military, renders all things 
the more (lately, and magnificent: But it 
feeriis at this time contrary to all former 
Cuftoms, the Pay was not given out to 
the Janifaries and Soldiers, becaulc per¬ 
haps that the principal Officers of the Ar¬ 
my were at Belgrade , and upon the Fron¬ 
tiers of Hungary'. Howfocver as great an 
Appearance there was of the Chiaules, as 
had been the Cuftom at the Audiences gi¬ 
ven to other Ambafladors. 

And then the Prefents were fent unto 
the Grand Seignior, which confifted of 
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The Prefects from Perfia. 

A Female Elephant covered with a Fur¬ 
niture of Cloth of Gold, which tame down 
to the toot; and on the place of the Sad¬ 
dle, there was a Chair of State ere&ed, 
lined within with thin Silver Plates. 

Bcfides which, were fix Camels, each 
of which carried two Sapets, or Hampers 
ufed in the Wars, in which were contained 
the Royal Prel'ents made up in little Bales 
with Coverings of Silk. 

Moreover there were Ten Camels laden 
With Ferfian Hangings, fix of which were 
of fine Silks, and four ordinary ones, but 
very large, and of a more than ufual fize : 
As alfo three Camels laden alfo with Cloth 
of Gold. 

Upon the Ambafladors Arrival at the 
Grand Seignior’s Seraglio, the Janilaries 
were prefented as running for their Por¬ 
ridge, and Pilao , or Rice, being about 
Noon, which was their Dinner time, as 
was their Daily Practice, as was Ihown to 
all Ambafladors. 

The Place relervcd for the Ambaflador, 
was the lame as was prepared for others, 
juft over againft the Grand Vizier, that 
the manner how that Great Minifter di- 
ftributes Juftice to the People, might more 
plainly appear. 

The Supream Vizier fate at the fame 
Table with the Ambailador; fix of whofe 
Gentlemen were placed at the Table with 
the Chimacam Chaffin Pajha , and fix others 
at the Table with the Aga, or General of 
the Janilaries : And in regard the Compa¬ 
nions of the Ambailador confifted of more 
than 40 Noble Men, the Turks were obli¬ 
ged to place them at three other Tables $ 
leaving out the Palha’s of the Bench, and 
other Officerslb that it happened out 
that Day, that no Place was left for the 
Kadileichcrs, or Lords Chief Juftices, all 
being taken up for the Ter fans. 

At this time the Royal Prefents contain¬ 
ed in the 12. Chefts which had been car¬ 
ried upon the fix Camels, were taken out, 
and carried by the Hands of 150 Men, as 
the Cuftom of the Turks was : The which 
confifted of Cloth of Gold, Damasks, Sa¬ 
bles, Boxes of Musk and Amber, Silks, 
and Sattins of various Colours, Turbants, 
Hangings of Silk, ordinary Damasks, 
Bczoar-ftones, Per fan and Indian Sattins, 
Bridles of Gold, a Topus or Mace of Gold, 


with a Sword of the like Metal: After 1696. 
all which Ceremonies, according to tlte^^V^ 
Ancient Cuftom, the Perjtan Ambailador 
being upon his Return from the Prefence 
of the Sultan, he intrbduced zo of his 
Ter fan Nobles, and then he delivered the 
Royal Letter. The which Ceremony be¬ 
ing over, he proceeded out from the Roy¬ 
al Prefence Cloathcd in a Rich Veft, like 
unto that which he had received at his Au¬ 
dience with the Great Vizier, which was 
like to that which they had ufually given 
in former times to Cbriftian Ambafladors; 
befides which, the Grand Seignior prefent- 
ed him with the fame Horfe which wds 
fent him to carry him to his Audience with 
the Sultan, and Veiled 90 Gentlemen of 
his Retinue. After which he returned to 
his Lodgings which had been provided for 
him and with the fame Attendance as had 
accompanied him to his Audience. 

After fome Days continuance at the Ot¬ 
toman Court, it was made known by fome 
of the Principal Minifters of State, that 
one part of the Subftanceof the Letter was, 
after the Salutes and kind Wifhes,and Con¬ 
gratulations at his Afcenfion to the Sublime 
Throne of his Anceftors, The King of Per- 
fia made the following Requeft to the 
Grand Seignior : 


The King of 'Perjias Requefts 
and Demands. 

The Firft Article demanded. 

T HAT he would he pleafed, if it were 
poffible, to Remove Bebek Suliman 
Bei from the Government of Caramania, and 
to put another Prince into his place , who 
might prove of a more Quiet and Placid Di- 
fpojition than this Bebek, who was of d Tur¬ 
bulent Spirit^ and gave much Molejiation to 
the Perfians; the which the King of Perfia, 
or Soil, did not doubt but to obtain from that 
Friendjhip which intervenes between their 
great Powers and Dominions. And whereas 
Pearly many Perflan Pilgrims travel to Mec¬ 
ca, where having no Place to Pray in , and 
make their Devotions feparately and apart 
from other Nations, they found themfelves 
much hindered, and incommoded in the Ex* 
ereif e of their Mahometan Devotions ; where¬ 
fore their Defire was , That they might have 
a Place affigned them for the Ufe of the Per¬ 
fians.

But in regard that it hath never been 
the Cuftom of the Turks to return a fpee- 
dy Anfwer to fair Promifes, or Flattering 
Infinuations, a term of Z5 Days palled be¬ 
fore an Anfwer was returned to the prece¬ 
ding Demands; and that was done when 
the Ambaflador received Audience with 
the Chimacam: And then he was Invited 
with all his Court and Attendance, to an 
Entertainment with the Grand Vizier, 
where they met about two a Clock in the 
Afternoon,the Feaft held until five aClock, 
and concluded without other Prefents than 
good Mufick, unlefs it were of a (lately 
Horfe, with an agreeable Furniture. 

Some Days afterwards, he was Invited 
to Dinner by the Chimacam Hafian Pajha , 
and in a Week afterwards, he was in like 
manner treated by the Aga, or General of 
the Janifaries, who alfo prefented the Am¬ 
baflador with a very fine Horfe. 

After all which Feafts, and Bankets, and 
Prefents, the Ambaflador thought it time 
to fend his Prefents to die Grand Vizier, 
by his Kahya, and other Principal Officers 
of his Court, in number about 40. 

The Perfian Prefents to the Turks. 

There were fix Camels, two of which 
were laden with Prefents, and the other 
four with fine Tents and Furniture for the 
fame, with rich Garments: The Prefents 
were all carried by the Hands of z8 Perfi¬ 
ans ; that is to fey, with Cloth of Gold, 
Damasks,. Indian Sattins, Perfian Tur¬ 
bants, with a rich Sword. 

Moreover two fmall Bails to the Vizi¬ 
er’s Kahya, which contained about z$ Pie¬ 
ces of Sattins, Damasks, and Cloth of 
Gold. 

In like manner the Prefents to the Chi¬ 
macam Chavan Pafha , contained about 40 
Pieces. And that which was for the Jani- 
fer-Aga, was not much inferiour to it. 


' I ''HAT Solyman Bebek being an Jnhe - 
ritary Prince , could not be removed 
from his Government ; it being again ft the 
Mahometan Law to be removed from thence;

The Army which was formed and drawn 
up againft the Mofcovites , confifted for 
the rnoft part of Spahee’s from Anatolia, 
and of a lort of a Militia of Pafcialagio, 
belonging to Siliftra , of which they reck¬ 
oned about 35000 Men, befideS Tar¬ 
tars. 

The Reputation of this prefent Sultan 
was lo great, that in all Parts both of Afia, 
Africa , and Europe , he was efteemed the 
molt Fortunate of all the Sultans ; for that 
in the fpace of two Years oply appearing 
in the Wars, he had Ihowed fo much,Cou¬ 
rage and good Conduct, that he had al¬ 
ways beaten the Germans ; that is to lay, 
when he went himfelf in Pcrlbn to the 
Wars ; for which caufe he was highly E- 
ftccmed. Honoured, and Obeyed. 

But as to the Rebels in Afia , they drew 
themfelves up very formidably in the 
Field, expecting to encounter the Army 
6f the Port, and to give them Battel. 

The great Power and Nerve of the Otto¬ 
man Fordeis at prelent in Afia, that of the 
Turk-men , who are a fort of People well 
mounted on very ftrong and Warlike Hor- 
fes, Brave, and Valiant, and well Exerci- 
fed in the Lance, and Bow j fo that there 
was great expectation when fome Feats of 
Arms-would begin : And on the other fide 
of Anatolia, they began to Tranfport over 
their Militia, being defigned early this 
Year againft the Mofcovites, after which 
the Actions in Hungary were to' begin. 

But before that fomething may be dift 
courfcd in relation to the prelent State of 
7 u Creek the Greek Church, the Patriarch of which 
ratna'cb %vas very froward and Pafliondte, ready to 
’ aCt any thing which came into his Head, 
without confidetation of the Prejudice 
which might refult thereby : And accord¬ 
ingly having a Quarrel with the Metropo- 
lite, or Bilhop of Salonka , he deprived 
him of his Title and Office, on occafion 
of fome Difobedience to certain Com¬ 
mands,to which the Patriarch would oblige 
him; but the Bilhop not being able to fup- 
port the fame, out of a Madnefs, and Fu¬ 
ry, and tranfport of Rage, he made a Voy¬ 
age from Salonica to the Grand Vizier, to 
whom he offered 15 Purles, on condition, 
That in Defpight of the Patriarch he might 
be re*eftabliilied again in his Diocefe of Sa- 
lonica , or Theffalonica : And to incline the 
Vizier the better hereunto, he demohftra- 
ted that hereby the Grand Seignior in this 
rime of War'might gain great Advantages; 


For that in cafe the Vizier would accept of 1697.

Age, was it ever known, that ■five Vizi¬ 
ers had ever fallen in one Battle ; amongft 
which was the Supream Vizier, Giafer 
Pafha, another Pafha, the Aga of the Ja¬ 
nuaries, a Pafha and Vizier; Miffir Ogl'd 
a Vizier, Fajli Pajba a Vizier, and die reft 
of them were all Pafha s of Provinces and 
Governments. 

There were 74 Captains, with their Of¬ 
ficers and Soldiers of their feveral Cham¬ 
bers, all flain: In every Chamber they 
account 100 Janifaries, of which there 
may be in fome Chambers, 10 or zo Su¬ 
pernumeraries j fo that it may be the ge¬ 
neral Opinion, That above 8000 Janifa¬ 
ries were flain, and thofe of the braveft 
and beft Soldiers of all the Turkift Mili¬ 
tia, of which the Sultan was fo fenfible, 
that he declared, He was not fo much trou¬ 
bled for the Number , as for the Quality of 
fuch Brave and Experienced Soldiers, who 
had fo often , and in fo many Engagements 
Worfled and Overthrown the Germans. 

Befides thefe, were killed in this Bat¬ 
tle, the Kahya-Bey, or Lieutenant Gene¬ 
ral of the Janifaries, with his 600 Braves, 
which are always attending upon his Per- 
fon, having fo many in that Company, or 
Regiment, being the firft Oda, or Cham¬ 
ber of the Janifaries ; for indeed the Ka¬ 
hya-Bey is always more Efteemed, Obey¬ 
ed, and Feared, than the Janifac-Agahim- 
fclf. 

Amongft the four other Generals of the 
Militia of the Janifaries, the Zargagi-ba- 
ihee, who was the Major-General of the 
Janifaries, was flain ; of the other three 
were ordained one againft the Mufcovites , 
and the other two againft the Venetians by 
Sea and by Land : And befides the 74 
Captains, as many Beira&ers, or Enfigns, 
were alfo flain. 

And befides thefe 25-00 Segmens of BoJ- 
nia, being divided into feveral Divifions of 
the Great Vizier, and divers other Pafha’s, 
with all the Gebegees, who are Armour¬ 
ers, together with their Captains, and Ge¬ 
neral ; as alio the Gunners and Topegi- 
bafhees, or Rafters of the Ordnance, 
which are divided into two feveral Orders 
of Militia. 

The gaining of this Battle was of that 
high Concernment, and the Confequences 
thereof fo confiderable, that from thence 
the Peace following was derived; fo that 
we may believe all the World to be inte- 
refted therein, and to be the Subject of 
the Speculation of the greateft Monarchs 
of this World. 

An Inftance whereof we have in the 
following Letter, Written by the Emperor

I T is within fome few Hours , that the Pift

the greateft part of them were Drowned; 
with Seventy two Pieces of their Cannon, with 
fome Thoufands of Waggons laden with Pro • 
vifions, which all fell into our Hands ; and 
all which was done on our fides with the lofs 
only of $00 Men, and about as many Woun* 
ded.

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1697. After this Battle was ended, all was in 
great Confufion amongft the Turks, and e- 
very one fhifted as well as he could to e- 
fcape. 

The Grand Seignior himfelf polled to 
Tcmefwaer , from whence he difpatched a 
Black Eunuch to his Mother, with the un¬ 
happy News of the late ill Succefs, and the 
Particulars of it, to avoid falfe Reports, 
which upon this Occafion might be apt to 
be fpread abroad of the Deatli of himlelf • 
and other Sinifter Rumours more fatal to 
the Empire than ever was known afore 
times, and might terrifie the Valide Solta- 
na ; who by the News of the Life of her 
Son, might take Heart, and receive Com¬ 
fort, and prevent the Mutinies amongft 
the Soldiery and People, who were too 
ready upon luch an Evil Report, to En¬ 
throne the Brother of Sultan Achmet, the 
laft Brother of the three lately Deceafed : 
But it being known that Sultan Muftapha 
Was certainly Alive, all was pacified; 
which being of fb great Importance, the 
Grand Seignior fent a Letter, as I faid, to 
his Mother, by a Black Eunuch, by way 
of Nicopolis, who was a Magtiplee, or an 
Abyffine, or Ethiopian, well beloved by the 
Queen, and greatly Confided in by her. 
The Relation on the fide of the Turks , was 
reprefented as favourably as the thing 
would bear ; in which he declared. That 
there had been a very great Battle near a 
River, in which his Pcrfon was not pre- 
fent, and fb was fafe ; but his Vizier be¬ 
ing Engaged againft an Army of 100000 
Men, was Slain, together with the great¬ 
eft Number of Januaries, and Foot Soldi¬ 
ers, and thofe of the Principal Officers; 
the which Relation he alfo difpatched by 
the fecond Mafter of the Horfe, with a 
Cofcan to Hujaein Papa, declaring him to 
he Grand Vizier, which happened well 
for the Cbriftians ; for he was a Man al¬ 
ways inclined to a Peace, and no great 
mdinati- Friend to the French ; he was a great Lo¬ 
rn of the ver of Wine, which mollified the Rigorous 
Temper of a Turk, and made him morejo- 
iw. cund and Eafie chan commonly the Water- 
Drinkers amongft the Turks profefs to be ( 
at which News the Cbriftians immediately 
conceived an abundance of Joy, not doubt¬ 
ing but that a Peace would immediately 
cnlue, as it did accordingly ; for all Peo¬ 
ple were grown weary of io long a War, 
which had now continued for about twen¬ 
ty Years, with very Unfortunate Succefles 
to the Tarkrboth by Sea and Land. 

Afcer all which the Grand Seignior re¬ 
turned with what fpced he could to his Se¬ 
raglio at Adrianopie, v here all things had 
put on a Countenance of Melancholy and 
Sadncis. 


In the mean time the Cbriftians reiblving 1697. 
to prolecute and follow their Blow, whilft 
the Turks with Fear and Dilorder were fly¬ 
ing homeward, the Prince Eugenius cf 
Savoy, fpent the whole Day on the 12th 
of October in paffing the Imperial Army oftober. 
over the Save ; but the River being nar¬ 
row, and the Weather good and favoura¬ 
ble, they arrived early in the Camp on the 
other fide : 

And next Morning of the 13 th, they 
began their March towards Bofnia , which 
was difficult to pais, by reafon of the 
Mountains, Woods, and Rocks in the 
way, which was rude, and unbeaten. 

Upon the 14th of this Month, the Bo¬ 
dy of the Army Encamped about Hotter , 
where the March had been worfe, and more 
difficult, and longer by an Hour than the 
Day before; and tho’ Colonel Kyha with 
his Squadron was marched before, howfb- 
Cver he proceeded not in his March, be- 
caufe he had News on the way, and chief¬ 
ly from Bagnaluca , That the Enemy had 
not the leaft Intelligence of the Advance of 
the Imperial Army, fo that he made a Halt 
until His Moft Serene Highnefs was come 
up to joyn the Body under his Command, 
that fo they might hold a Conference, and 
Council of War together, which they per¬ 
formed Handing not to lofe time; and then 
Colonel Kyla proceeded with his Forces 
unco Caflle Doboy, where was a Garrifon 
of Turks, and was fituated two or three 
Hours from the Chriftian Camp : And 
here it was thought fit not to go farther 
this Night, becaufe they concluded, that 
they were not as yet difeovered by the E- 
nemy, becaufe they had not heard them 
ffioot the Alarm, as their Cufloni was to 
do whenfeever they difeovered any Body 
of Men approaching towards them ; and 
fo to keep all things ftill without any dif- 
covery, they marched with much filence, 
without Beat of Drum, or Sound of Trum¬ 
pet : And the very lame Day the Prince of 
Savoy arrived in the Camp; where aCoun- 
cil of War being called, it was concluded. 

That Colonel Kyha ffiould be difpatched 
away before, to take Pofleffion of fome 
Ground near to the Turkifb Caflle of Doboy, 
as was formerly agreed, and there to form 
his Camp, where he was reinforced with 
600 Men: Upon appearance of which, his 
Orders were. That in cafe the Caflle did 
not prefently Surrender, he fhould march 
immediately forward, and Without lofs of 
time march into the Country, leaving the 
laft 600 Men before the Caflle to inclofe 
the Enemy, who fhould foon be reinforced 
by 200 Men more : And fo ffiould pro¬ 
ceed to the fccond Caflle, called Maglay ;

In the Caftlc little Provifion was found, 
and few Arms, lb that Colonel Kyis, ac¬ 
cording to his lnftriuftions from the Gene¬ 
ral, proceeded in his March: And 

On the 1 7th came to the Caftle Mag/ay , 
which upon the firft Summons Surrender¬ 
ed, on condition only to go out with their 
Wives and Children, Laving all other 
things behind them. 

On the 18th by Break of Day in the 
Morning, the Garrilon of Magi ay marched 
out, and Surrendered the Place : About 
which time nothing more was heard from 
the Enemy, only that the Kahya, the Son 
of the Dccealed Palha, was Encamped near 
Orrfj'a Viza, and that the Imperial Fora¬ 
gers were annoyed much by the Meroders 
of the Enemy. 

On the 18th they appeared before the 
Palanca or Pal's called Schebze , wherein 
were 300 Turks : which upon the Sum¬ 
mons demanded a time of Confideracion 
until the next Day, which the General of 
the Imperialifts would not grant them ; 
but advanced with 400 Foot Soldiers, and 
300 Dragoons, with the Artillery belong¬ 
ing to them, and mounting 11 Pieces 
of Cannon againft the Palanca, in the 
Night they ftormed it in two Places; in 
which Attack having loft xi or 15 Men 
within the Palliihdoes, without any flop, 
they fiilladvanced forward, whilft Colonel

fairer and more plealant, but the Inhabi¬ 
tants were fled and gone, but had left be¬ 
hind them all forts of good Fruits, with 
fmall and large Cattle in great Numbers, 
with fufficient Herbage and Suftenance to 
maintain them. 

The z 1 ft the Imperial Army arrived near 
the River Boftta, over which there was a 
Bridge, but fb Old and Ruinous, that the 
Army was not willing to adventure a Pat 
lage over it, but rathe* efteemed it more 
fecurefor every Dragoon, or Horfemanto 
take a Man behind ffim, and therewith to 
Wade through the River; with this Burden 
and Equipage they marched over a very 
[ high Hill for the fpace of two Hours, 
which ncverthelefs was more eafie to pafs 
over than the former : So they continued 
their March again over the Bofiia , by the 
help and convenience of a good ftrong 
Bridge, not ruined by the Enemy, and fo 
advanced, 
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1697. advanced into the Camp, near the Village 
Doloy , where Colonel Kyba joyned again 
With Prince Eugenius, advancing ftili Be¬ 
fore the fame Night towards Saras, or Se¬ 
raglio, to ohferve the Place; to which 
great Numbers of People of rliat Country 
were fled for fecurity : But becatile that 
City was not capable to receive fucli Mul¬ 
titudes of People, great Numbers of them 
were forced to lodge before the City Gates, 
lb as the Prifoners declared, which toge¬ 
ther with' thole in the City, would make 
up a Body of 30000 Men, but they want¬ 
ed Arms very much: So that tho’ the Ka- 
Oftober. hy a was then perfonally prclent in the Ci¬ 
ty ; yet his Power and Authority was 
weak to difpofe Matters into any tolera¬ 
ble State and Condition of Defence. 

But the Imperialifts found this Part very 
Fair, Fruitful, and well Built; and there¬ 
fore the Chriftians and Inhabitants of that 
Land went to die Imperial Camp to ren¬ 
der themfelves up under their Prote¬ 
ction. 

At the beginning of this March, on the 
zzd, the Troops found the Ways Narrow, 
Crooked, and Deep, hut afterwards paf- 
led into a more plealant Place, called Vi- 
fega , and then repalled again the River 
Boftta , over a Bridge; at the end of which, 
after an Hours time tliey Encamped ; and 
by this time Colonel Kyba was come back 
with his People, who had done fome Exe¬ 
cution againft the Inhabitants in their 
March, killing fome, and making Prifoners 
' of others, which put die City of Seraglio 
into great Amazement and Confufion, 
Whilft feveral Parties of the Enemy roved 
round the adjacent Parts, and took feveral 
Prifoners; at which time a Cornet, with a 
Trumpeter, were lent into Seraglio , ro 
Summon the City to fubmit willingly, or 
odierwife no Quarter Ihould be given to a- 
ny of them. 

The 23d two Parties fent out the Day 
before, returned back again very early in 
die Morning, before die breaking up of 
the Imperial Army, bringing no News, or 
Advice from die Enemy: Only the Cornet 
gave a Relation, That as he was going to Se¬ 
raglio, for almoljt a Quarter of ah Hours time 
he had met with no Body at all ; but after¬ 
wards falling in amongjl the Turks, to whom 
having made a Sign with his Hand, he fhow- 
ed theni the Writing he had with him , which 
were Propofals tor the Surrender of the City ; 
but that he happened to fee the Trumpeter 
killed before his own Eyes , and with much 
difficulty , with divers Wounds efcaped him- 
felf: And farther reported, Thai all the In¬ 
habitants in great hafte went out of Sera¬ 
glio. 


After this the Army in a Body march- 1697.. 
ed to the City, which the Turks had quit- 
ted, and abandoned, leaving none remain¬ 
ing but Chriftians and Jews , from whom 
tliey took all they could find, but nothing 
of great Value, in regard the Turks had not 
only difpoied of the bell of their own 
Goods, but likewife before their Flight 
had Plundered the Houles of die Chr/ih- 
ahs, arid committed the Guard of the Ca¬ 
ftle to a Garrifon of 150 Men; and the 
lame Day towards Evening a Fire broke 
out in the City, of which no care being 
taken to Extingiiifli it, it was totally burnt 
and cbnlumed. The Caftlc howiocver was 
riotburrir, for it being built of Stone, re¬ 
quired leifure to demolilh, which at that 
time could not be allowed. 

HoWfoever feveral Parties on the 2.4th 
returned from abroad, bringing fome Prt- 
fbners with diem, and niany poor Chrifti- 
ans came likewife Voluntarily in, Wicli Rc- 
folution to pafs the Save , upon the Return 
of the Imperial Army * which happened to 
be oh the z jth and 26 th, but Colonel 
ftaid, fas he ufually did} fome time'be¬ 
hind to burn and deftroy every thing that 
remained, as yet unconfiumcd. 

And on the 2.7th they marched bn, un¬ 
til they came to the Camp, which was be¬ 
fore Seniza. 

And on the 2.8th they entered into bad 
Defiles, and at length into the Valley of 
Orohovitt , Where the Artillery and Wag¬ 
gons joyned again with the Army. 

The 29th they Encamped near Schebze, 
where Advices were brought to the Gene¬ 
rals in what manner the-Enemy was ga¬ 
thered into a Body near Belgrade , confi- 
fting of feveral Thoulands of Men. 

Laftly, The Imperialifts returned again 
over the Save, carrying With them a great 
quantity of Turkifh Cloth, with many Tur- 
kifh Women, and Goods belonging to the 
faved Chriftians, with a great quantity of 
fmall and great Cattle. 

After the Return of the Cbriftian Army. 
under the Command of Prince Eugenius of 
Savoy, from the Fortunate Succerfes in Bof-

All the Perfons that were prefent at this 
private Conference, were the Mufti, Han of 
Tartan, Aga of the Janilaries, Aga of the 
Spahees, and Grand Vizier, and the Sul¬ 
tan himfelfi 

To make fome little appearance of un- 
willingnefs to make a Peace, as if they 
had been able to continue the War, they 
font away towards Belgrade , fome Field- 
pieces of Brafs, which had been lately 
Caft, or Founded; and on that Occafion 
15 Chambers of Janilaries, with tlieir Ci- 
urbagees, or Captains, of which every 
Chamber confifted of ioo Men, but were 
computed in all to make up zzoo Janua¬ 
ries, zoo Zebegees, or Armourers, 70 
Gunners, which were commanded by a 
certain Perfon, called Alt Pafha, who was 
Brother in Law to the late Grand Vizier: 
It was reported. That all the Chambers 
had their full and compleat Numbers, but 
upon the true Computation, they were 
found to be much ffiort, and not above 70 
in a Chamber ; by this kind of Computa¬ 
tion, the poor Eftate of the other Militias 
of the Ottoman Army being to be judged, 
made the Propofition of a Peace to become 
much more acceptable to all Sorts and Con¬ 
ditions of Men: One Evidence of which, 
was the readinefs and hafle the Grand 
Seignior and Vizier ffiowed to be upon 
their March towards Sophia. 

In order to which, it wak appointed, 
That the Aga of the Janilaries, ffiould on 
j une . the 6th of June begin their March, and 
that the Sultan ffiould follow two Days af¬ 
terwards being the 8th ; for that already 
. towards the latter end of May, all the Ca¬ 
mels, and Horfos, which were provided to 
carry the Tents and Baggage, were arrived 
at Adrianople. 

In purfuance whereof the Grand Seig¬ 
nior, and Grand Vizier, began their March 
on the 8th of June, when itwas fuppofod, 
That taking Sophia in their way, and 
making thatPlac^ a Quarterof fome Days 
Repofe, there to Celebrate the Feaft of 
their little Biram, they might arrive at 
Belgrade by the 1 jth of July ; when all 
the Army of the Turks could not amount 
to more than 40000 Men, tho’ they ffiould 
receive an Addition of 10000 Men from 
Afia, which was the greateft Number of 
Soldiers that they could expeCt this Year 


from thofe Parts, and hereof many Hun- 169S- 
dreds failed of making up that Number. 
Howfoever in regard that the Peace in Hun - 
vary, and other Parts with the Chriftiaus, 
was almoft fecurc and certain, it rais’d a 
Cheai-fulnefs amongft the Turks, l’o dial* 
they little regarded any Apprehenfions of 
a War againft the Perfians, or their Con¬ 
junction with Bebek Sulywan, a Bold, In- 
folent. Daring Perfon, Who lived on the 
Confines of Perfia, whom the Turks defi- 
red might be fupprefled by the Perfians : 

But the Perfian Ambaflador, notwithstand¬ 
ing the great Treatments and Civilities he 
had received from the Turks, made fome 
Difficulties thereof, faying. That it coaid 
not be forefeen, or meafnred. have far fitch a 
War as this might go ; thh Bebek Sulyiattn 
being a moft Peftilent Fellow, feared as welt- 
os beloved, by all the Arabian Princes ; fo 
that a War with him mi Ait caufe much 
Blood. 

Howfoever the Turks ptefled moft ear- 
neftly to have this Sulyman fupprefled, al- 
ledging, Both the Honour and Safety of 
the Perfians was concerned s And to En¬ 
courage them herein, the Grand Vizier 
promifed them the Sultan’s Afliftance ; for 
that having now made a Peace with the 
Emperor, and the other c hriftians, fas 
might be prefumed to he) his Hands were 
at liberty to carry the War into what Parts 
of the World that he ffiould think fit; 
which he ffiould not more readily do to 
any Region, than againft thofe who might 
be troublefome on the Frontiers of Perfia, 
and bring Difturbance to the Ottoman 
Port. 

Such Friendly Diftourfos as thefo paffing 
between the Grand Vizier, and the Perfian 
Ambaflador, a Promife was farther made 
unto him. That the Sultan would not deny 
any thing to the King of Perfia, which might 
be of jatisfaElion to him ; being refolved to 
cultivate a moft fincere, and lafting Friend - 
fhip with him, according to the Capitulations 
lately made and agreed between thofe two 
Great and Mighty Monarchs. 

After which they did Eat, and Feafted 
together, with high Expreffions of Love, 
and a lafting Friendfliip ; in farther Confir¬ 
mation of which, a Prefent was made to 
the Ambaflador of another Horfe, well 
Equipped with a Rich and Noble Furni^ 
turej and then the Tefter Em ini, who was 
defigned to be Ambaflador from the Sul¬ 
tan to the King of Perfia , and was prepa¬ 
ring for his Journey, was introduced into 
their Prefence,that an Acquaintance might 
be begun between them 5 the which was

rows. 

Bolides all which kind Treatment, the 
Grand Seignior himfolf Treated him at his 
Tents without the City of Adrianople ; as 
and did the Chiniacam of Conjlantinople at 
his Palace on the Bofphorus, or Black- 
Sea. 

Thus we may lee how freely and frank¬ 
ly the Turks Treated the P erf any at this 
time ; for now having lecured the Peace 
with the Weftern Princes in Hungary, who 
were much more formidable at all times 
than the Ealtern Nations : Howfocvcr, 
that no Advantages might be taken nei¬ 
ther on that fide, ftriCt Commands and 
wife InftruCtions were fent to the Beilerbey 
of Oran Cairo , a Pcrfon of great Courage, 
Wildom, and Experience, one of the Sul¬ 
tan’s Bed-Chamber, to take the Care and 
Charge of thofc Eaftern Kingdoms, gi¬ 
ving him alfo the Title of Scraskier, or 
General,and Beylerbcy of Bagdat, or Baby¬ 
lon. , with Orders forthwith to form an 
Army with the People of the Country,and 
therewith to Attack Baffora, and drive out 
from thence the Rebellious Pallia, and fet¬ 
tle in his Place another Pallia Commiflio- 
nated by the Port to lucceed in his Em¬ 
ployment, with a Hattelheriff from the 
Sultan : But principally above all tilings it 
was recommended to him, to hinder and 
prevent all Incurfions of Rebel Sulyman 
u pon the TerficwSy who being good Friends 
to the Sultan, he could not permit, or Puf¬ 
fer, that they Jliould receive any Affront, 
or Injury, from iiich as go under the De¬ 
nomination of SubjeCls to the Port. 

But thelc Eaftern Countries lb far di- 
flant as Per fa, were not now the care of 
the Turks, whole Thoughts were wholly 
taken up in what manner they might finilh 
the War with the Lhrtftians, which were 
divers ,• as with the Emperor, tji t Veneti¬ 
ans, the Old and Irrcconcilcable Enemies 
10 the Port; alfo with the Po!unders, and 
edoiarjut'iy the latter of which were not 
much known to the World, cither for 
Friends, or Foes, rho’they began now un¬ 
der the prelcnt Czar by the taking of aJjc, 
and ionic other AClions, to make them- 
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felves known to the Turks, and other Na- 1698. 
tions of the World. O-’Wl 

It being nQW refolved on all Tides to 
make the Peace, the Mediators who were 
to manage the Treaty, were nominated 
and appointed, and the 1110ft proper Per- 
fons efteemed to be the Ambafladors from 
England, and Holland, both of which ha¬ 
ving never been Engaged in the War on 
any of the Tides, but had always been true 
and ancient Friends to the Port, the lurks 
could have no Objections to alledge againft 
either, nor had the Cbriflian Princes any 
caufe to fofpedt the Faith and Friendlhip of 
two lucli Ambafladors, whole Offices and 
Perfons were acceptable to the Turks, and 
not difplcafing to the Chriflians. 

The Names of thele Ambafladors dcflgn- 
ed to this lb Neceflary and Moft Honour¬ 
able Employment, were the Lord Paget, 
Ambaflador for William King of Great - 
Britain ; and the Heer Colyer, Ambaflador 
for the Lords the States of the United Pro¬ 
vinces. 

All Matters being now ripe for ACtion, 
and a willing mind for Execution, the Turks 
moved with their Camp on die nth of 
June 1698. commanded by the Grand Vi¬ 
zier, (the Grand Seignior ftill remaining 
behind in his Tent) and with them alfo 
moved the two Ambafladors with their 
Equipages: And to put every thing int <5 a 
good pofture, and a way of Difpatch, the 
Lord Ambaflador’s Secretary was difpatch- 
ed away a fecond time, as he had been 
the firft on the 10th of May for Vienna, 
from whence he returned on the 5th of 
July to Sophia; where on the fame Day he 
there met with the Lord Ambaflador Pa¬ 
ge/, to whom he Communicated the good 
News of the Happy Inclinations of the 
Emperor and that Court towards the Peace : 

But that no delay lhould be made therein, 
the lame Secretary was again difpatched a- 
way, to haften the Emperors Amballa- 
dors to the Place appointed, and agreed up¬ 
on for the Treaty, and to procure, and 
bring with him Pafles, and fafe Conducts 
for the Turkip Plenipotentiaries, who were 
the Reis Ejjendi , Chief Chancellor, or Se¬ 
cretary ; and Maurocordato, who was the 
principal and firft Interpreter to the Grand 
Seignior. 

Tliefe two Perfons, together with the 
Lord Paget , and the Dutch Ambaflador, foe 
out from Sophia before the Camp, on the 
15 th of July, and on the i4th they had paf- 
lcd 1 o Hours beyond N/Jja, and on the 
31ft they arrived happily at Belgrade. 

The Ambafladors remained at this place 
for the fpace of two Months ; that is, of 
A -tgojl and September , the which palled 
Icon 
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14598. foon away, in regard that the ExpeCtati- 
GOTVJ ons of Peace had fo filled Mens Hearts, 
that nothing was heard in all Places but 
the Voices of Peace and Joy in all their 
Quarters. 

At length the Month of Ottober being 
entered, the Proclamation of Neutrality 
was firft publiflied at Peter. Waradin, to the 
great Plealure and Satisfaction of all Peo¬ 
ple, both chrijlians and Turks, and after¬ 
wards at Belgrade. 

On the T ftl\ of OElober, the Lord Paget, 
and the Dutch Ambaflador left their Camp 
.near the City, railed on an Eminence, 
where was a good Air, and a good Pro- 
fpeCt over the Countries round about; 
and upon the lame Day early in the Morn¬ 
ing they palled the Save, a River which 
runs from Bofnia, and falls into the Danube 
at Belgrade, where it lofes its Name. 

In parting this River this Order was 
obforved. ' 

Firft went an Allai-Bey, or the Marlhal 
of the Show, with about 50 Horfo. 

Then 60 Chiaufes onHorfeback. 

A Guard of Januaries, being about 330 
Men, all on Foot. 

An Aga belonging to the Ambafladors, 
■with his own Servants, and llxDomeftick 
Janifaries. 

After which followed two Flags, one 
with the Englip Coat of Arms, and the 
other was a large Red Crofs in a White 
Field. 

. Thenfollowedthe£»g/i/ftAmbaflador’s 6 
led Horfes covered with very richFurniture, 
followed by the Gentleman of the Horfo to 
my Lord Ambaflador, attended by a Gio- 
vanc di Lingua, dr a young Druggerman, 
or Interpreter. 

Then came up the two Interpreters at¬ 
tending His Excellency the Lord Ambafla¬ 
dor, on each fide of his Horfe, and they 
attended with two Heydukes in their own 
Country Habit,- and on both fides 10 
Chiohadars, or Servants, ^vho carry the 
Cloaks, or Vcfts of the Great Men, in 
White Veils, with their Carbines on their 
Shoulders. 

The Brother to the Lord Ambaflador 
road afterwards with fix Chiohadars. 

Then followed the Secretary, and Do¬ 
ctor, with two Englip Gentlemen ; one 
from Aleppo, and the other. from Tri¬ 
poli. 

Alfo fix Pages with the Lord Ambafla¬ 
dor's Coach, with a Turkip one, which 
went before the Common Servants, who 
marched all onHorfeback, two and two. 


Ac their Paflage over the Bridge of the 1698- 
Save, which was lined with Janiiaries, three 
Guns were fired from the Caftle ; and the 
Gallics, Saicks, and the Frigats as they 
palled fired ea<~h a Gun. 

About half the way to Semllin , the Clii- 
aus, and others, whom the Vizier had font 
along with them, made a Halt, and having 
vvilhed a good Journey to thofc whom they 
conduCled, returned back. 

About an Hour after thefe Matters had 
palled, the Dutch Ambaflador followed, 
and was ufed with the fame Civility as 
thofe preceding. 

The Emperor’s Ambafladors, becaufo 
they font Paflports to the Turkifh Ambaf- 
ladors Signed by the Emperor’s Hand, de- 
fired to have others Signed by the Sultan : 

But becaufo it was confidered that this ex¬ 
change of Paflports would take up a great 
deal of time, the Mediators found out, and 
agreed upon this Expedient, That the Pro¬ 
clamation being made in both the Emperors 
Names, no Paflports lhould be delivered, 
either from the Germans to the Turks, or 
from the Turks to the Germans; but that a 
Pleni-power lhould be given to the Midia- 
tors to grant Paflports to People, who 
were going up and down within the Limits 
of Neutrality agreed on both fides : So the 
German Ambafladors refolved to go to Car - 
lowitz within three Days time, tho’ their 
Wooden Houfos were not arrived as 
yet. 

The Mediators alfo agreed upon the 
lame, and to place themfclveS fo, that their 
Doors might be over againft each other at 
a good diftance, whereby the Turks re¬ 
mained wholly on the Belgrade fide, and 
the Germans towards Peter Waradin. 

The Fi-ft the Venetian Ambaflador arri¬ 
ved at Futack, but the Mupovite Ambafla¬ 
dor, after their unthinking manner, came 
direClly the fame Day to Peter Waradin, 
without giving the Governour Notice of 
his coming ; by which NegleCt of the 
Mofcovite, no Salutes were palled on him, 
of which he complained to the Governour ; 
but that was eafily anfwered, by faying. 

That he knew nothing of his coming down 
the River, and therefore hoped to be excu - 
fed. 

In fine. To Accommodate this Matter, 
it was agreed. That the Boats of the MoJ- 
covites lhould remove from the place where 
they firft Landed, and by a Signal given 
by the Ambaflador s Trumpets, the Guns 
lhould be fired, which was done both from 
die Caftle, the Town, and the Fleet. 
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1698. 

On the -H-th of this Month of Oftober, 
the Turkifh Ambafladors arrived at two 
Hours difiance from the Tents of the Me¬ 
diators ; but both ftdes having confidered, 
that the Days being fhort, and thatatfuch 
a diflancc from the Quarters of the Pleni¬ 
potentiaries, much time would be fpent 
and loll in going to and fro, it was con¬ 
cluded, That the Englifh and Dutch Am- 
bafl’adors lliould go to Carloivitz, and the 
Germans and Allies lliould take their Quar¬ 
ters about half an Hour above them to¬ 
wards Peter War a din , and the Turks about 
a Quarter of an Hour below towards Bel¬ 
grade. 

Upon the Arrival of the Mediators at 
Carloivitz, they were received by the Ger¬ 
man Horfc and Foot, and a Captain-Lieu¬ 
tenant and a Standard, with 50 Horle, and 
alio with another Captain-Lieutenant, and 
an Enfign, with 70 Foot, which were ap¬ 
pointed to each Ambaflador for the Medi¬ 
ators Guards. The Turkifh Soldiers were 
at the Right of the Englijh Ambaflador, 
and at the Left of the Dutch. 

On the |fth the Plenipotentiaries were 
lliowcd to each other; and Ihortly after 
the Conferences began; but firft the Pre¬ 
parations were making for building the 
Houle for Conferences : But in the mean 
time to fupply that Convenience, a great 
Tent was rais’d in the midft of that void 
place which was between the Tents of the 
Mediators ; where it was farther ordered. 
That inilcad of Chambers for the feveral 
Parties, there lliould be Tents pitched on 
both (ides. 

Some Points were here projected to be 
agreed on, as Preliminaries regulating the 
Ceremonies of the Congrefs; about which 
the Poles gave fome trouble at the begin¬ 
ning, who leemed rather to hinder than 
to forward the Peace ; for the Difputes 
they made upon nothing, took up feven 
Days time; the which being at length o- 
Vcrcome, v f 

O&ob.atf. On the 6th of November, N. S. all the 
o. Preliminary Points were adjufted, and a- 
Noveinb g rcc d by all the Allies, which tended chief- 
' ’ ly to prevent and avoid all Contefts about 
Precedence, and the difannulling all ule- 
lefs Ceremonies, during the Congrefs, as 
well as thofe Impediments which might 
caufe Confuflon and Difturbancc. 


The Articles for Facilitating 
the Negotiation, were thefe. 

T O take alvay Notifications , and Vi fits of 
Ceremony and Precedence. 

II. 

That every Plenipotentiary jhall advance 
his own BufiHefs , without being obliged to Jtay 
for one another, which in that caje is to be 
put into the Hands of the Mediators, until 
the time that the General Subfcription is 
made. 

III. 

That ^Plenipotentiary /ball hinder or delay 
the Progrefs of the Treaty ; but that every one 
-{hall endeavour to ajjift each other in re¬ 
moving the Difficulties which obftruft the 
way. 

IV. 

For confirming the Diftrift of Neutrality , 
and covering the feveral Ambajfadors , and 
their Retinues from In/ults and Wrongs, both 
during their Abode at the place of Treaty , 
and their Departure thence. 

V. 

And for keeping the Train and Domefticks 
of each Ambaffador in order, and that no Di- 
flurbance ’, or Quarrel might arife between 
them , it was Ordered, 

VI. 

That a Prohibition jhould be given to eve¬ 
ry one to (Hr Abroad at Night ; and that 
whofoever Jhould be caught Abroad after the 
Sun was Set, (hould be kept in the Cujlody 
of the Guards until Morning , and then to be 
delivered into the Hands of the Ambaffador 
to whom he belongs , to be punijhed. 

The Points were Signed and Sealed 
by the Ambafladors at Carlowitz, 
the 16th of Ottober , or the 6th of 
November , N. S. 
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1698. 

On the t! of November, the Ambaflador 
from the Emperor, appeared in the Camp 
of Carlovitz ; as alio did thofe from die 
Sultan, who placed themfelves on bodi 
fides, not far from the HoUfe appointed 
for the Conferences to be held, and not 
far from the Places where the Mediators 
had their Lodgings, in which void Places 
feveral Magnificent and Stately Tents were 
ere&cd;. at which, about nine of the Clock 
in the Morning, the Emperor’s Ambafla¬ 
dor arrived; being attended with four 
Coaches of State, and a Numerous Re¬ 
tin ue._ ‘ 

. And in the firft place they wept to the 
Tents of the Mediators, where at'the fame 
time appeared the Turkijb Ambaflador, 
attended with a very ftately Retinue of 
Cavaliers, well mounted on Horfes of the 
fineft Shapes that could be found in all 
Quarters of the Eaftern World, and be- 
fides their Cloathing which was very rich; 
they made as beautiful an Appearance, as 
the Germans had done before them : And 
both Parties at the fame time prefented 
themfelves before the Mediators, in tjie 
Tent appointed for the Conferences: 
Where after the Salutations, and Comple¬ 
ments on both fides, fufficiently Courte¬ 
ous apd Obliging, they took their Seats in 
the middle of the Tent, purpofely fet, and 
laid for them, one diredly againft the o- 
tlier, in fuch a manner, that no Perfon 
could take Exception againft his Place, or 
Seat appointed for him. 

This being agreed and fetled, the firft 
Conference began, which was to determine 
this Great and Solemn Peace; which was 
the firft of this kind, that ever pafied be¬ 
tween the Chriftians and the Turks ; not 
but that feveral Treaties and Gonclufions 
of Articles had pafled before, but not on 
fuch equal Terms, and with lb much Ho¬ 
nour, and Deference given to chriftian 
Mediators, which will be recorded in all 
Ages, to the Glory of William the Third, 
King obGreat-Britain, and of the States- 
General, His Worthy and Wife Al¬ 
lies. 

Nor will it be lefs Memorable in Ho¬ 
nour of that Noble and Ancient Family of 
the Lord Paget ; who with the Heer Colyer, 
Ambaflador from the Lords the States-Ge- 
neral ofthe United Provinces, bore fb great 
a Ihare in this Everlafting, and never to be 
forgotten Treaty. 

The Tent appointed for this Congrefs 
had four Doors, which fronted each other, 
at one of which entered the Imperial Am¬ 
baflador, and at the oppofite thereunto en¬ 
tered the Turkifh ; and at the two others. 


which were likewife oppofite, entered the 1.6.98. 
Mediators. t>*irv3 

The Imperial Ambaflador, was Named 
the Moft Excellent Lord the Count of Ot- 
tingen i And oii the Turkijh fide was the 
Reis Effendi, Which I take to be principal 
Secretary of Stare with us. 

Behind the Emperor’s Ambafladbr the 
Secretary of the Embafly wis placed ; as 
alfo at a finall Table behind the Englijb 
Mediator, was placed the Englijh Secreta¬ 
ry : And behind the Ottoman Ambaflador 
the Turkifh. Secretary,called Mauro Cordate, 
by Extra&ion a Greek , and of that Rite; 
or Religion; he flood a while behind the 
Turkifh Ambaflador upon his Legs, but af¬ 
terwards was ordered to fir on the Ground 
after the Turkijh Fafhion; both which Se¬ 
cretaries took the Minutes, or Protocdl/d

The Doors of the Tent was on all 
guarded equally by Germans and Turks, 
and both filled up the Doors of the Tent 
jjmongft which were many Commanding 
Officers, who had room fuffitient to fee 
every thing that paired: The Conferences 
began commonly about ten a Clock, or 
half an Hour paft ten in the Morning, and 
lafted until half an Hour paft two in the 
Afternoon: And then ended the firft Day 
of Conference. J 

On the ~?th the Imperial Ambaflador 
difpatched a Meflenger by way of Peter 
Waradtn towards the Places where the Re¬ 
giment of Corbelli, and the two Battalions! 
of Anhalt, and Turcheim, were Quartered ■ 
whijeh were fetled there for Guards hear 
to the Congrefs; as allb for the fame rea- 
fon had appointed 2.00 Horfe of the firft 
Rank, and 100 Foot of thefecond : Like¬ 
wife the Turkifh Minifters remanded to Bel¬ 
grade as many of their People, as they 
could well fpare.

The ffth of December, the Vemtiah 
Ambaflador communicated a new Com* 
miflion, and Project which he had received 
from the State of Venice to the Media¬ 
tors. 

And in the Afternoon the Mofcovite Am¬ 
baflador entertained a Difcourfe with the 
Mediators, and Mauro Cordato, but at that 
Meeting they cleared ho Bufinefs. 

With thefe frequent Conferences on all 
fides, much time pafled away, until chrijt- 
mas approached, and then was the Seafon 
that Labours fliould give place to Devoti¬ 
on and Mirth, and to the Solemnities of 
that Feftival, which continued until the 
Twelve Days were over ; and then all 
fides began again, after the Plenipotentia¬ 
ry Ambafladors had pafled their time very 
Jovially, to renew again their Treaties i 
Only the Turkifh Ambafladors having lit¬ 
tle to do with the Cbriftian Rites, wilhed 
heartily that the Feafts were over, and 
prefled heartily for an end thereof; al¬ 
ledging, That their Prefence was required 
at the Port, and that the Sultan would no 
longer allow of their Abfcnec. 
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> The firft that betook himfelf to Bufi- 
nefs, (which was ftrange) was the Mejco- 
rite Ambaflador, who on the 44 th of Ja¬ 
nuary x 699, was the firft who Subfcribed 
the Inflrumcnt of Amnefty, and the Trea¬ 
ties of the Peace of the Emperor, and Vo- t 
land, with the Pott, were Signed on the 
t'- til by their Ambafladors : And the Ve- 
uetian Treaty being very Well adjufted and 
perfected, all Parties appealed to be very 
well fatisiicd ; and the Venetian Ambafla- 
dor as well as the others, tho’ for want of 
lufficient Power, he could not then Sign his 
Inftrument, bat fuppoled that Orders 
would come to him for doing thefame,*be¬ 
fore the Imperial Ratifications, which were 
to be exchanged on the Line of Limits be¬ 
tween Peter Waradin , and Belgrade, could 
be difpatched, in which cafe the Media¬ 
tors had Power to receive it. Monday die 
44 of January was appointed for the Solemn 
Day of Signature. 

Monday the 44 th of January, was the So¬ 
lemn Day of Signature, the which having 
been pafled in the Morning, all the Am¬ 
bafladors, Turks as well as CbriJIians , with 
all their Attendants, Guards, &c. with 
many Perlons of Quality out of the Coun¬ 
try, making about 5000 Perfons, Dined 
at my Lord Paget's Quarters, at whofe 
Table, the King of England's Health was 
the firft that was drank, then the Empe¬ 
ror’s, and the lafting Continuance of the 
Peace, which was Signed that very Day : ! 
And then we may believe, and fanfie, that 1 
moft People there prefent were all heartily | 
Mary, with as much Solemnity as that 
Place could afford : And amongft other 
things of Mirth it was oblerved. That 
my Lord Paget had an Oxe Roafted whole 
for the Soldiers, a thing never known be¬ 
fore in thofe Parts. 

On the 44 th, the Mediators Dined with 
the Emperor’s Ambafladors, where they 
were entertained with the like Rejoycings, 
and in the Evening with Fire-Works, Foun- 
tains of Wine, Drums, Trumpets, Mu- 
fick, and with the Difcharge of Great and 
Small Guns. 

The 4 lth, the Mofcovite Ambaflador 
took his leave of my Lord Paget , with 
many Lofty Expreflions of Civility and 
Acknowledgments. 


The 44 th, my Lord Paget Viflted the^ 
Imperial Ambafladors, as he did the 
Turks on the flth, and -Kit,' which was in 
return of that Compliment which the Turks 
had made to him lome time after the firft 
Conferences. 

The lift of January, or the firft of Fe¬ 
bruary, the Turks were to vifit the Imperial 
Ambafladors, and to take their leaves of 
them. 

'On the i^th, the Imperialifts were to 
take their Leaves of the Turks, and return 
their Vifit. 

And on the 4 A th or r~th in the Morn¬ 
ing, the Mediators, and Turks, defign- 
ed to take their Journey towards Bel¬ 
grade, where the Mediators Were to con¬ 
tinue until the Exchange of the Ratifica¬ 
tions. 

The a 6th at Night, O. S. tlie Polijh Am¬ 
baflador departed by the Poft, after ha¬ 
ving paflfed many high Complements on 
my Lord Pagett, exprelfing the Tranfporc 
he was in, for the Succelsful Afliftances 
he had received from His Excellency in the 
Management and Conclufion of his Bufi- 
nefs. 

The Mufcovite Ambaflador alfo declared. 
That he would leave Peter Waradin on 
die rrth of February; and in three or four 
Days after which, the Mediators declared. 
That the Place of Congrefs was likely to 
be quite cleared. 

The Houle of Conference was bellow¬ 
ed by Count Ottingen on the Francijcan 
Fryars, who at the lame time declared. 
That their Intentions were to make a 
Church thereof, in memory of that Peace 
which had been there tranfatfted- 

For which God be praifed j which be¬ 
ing of a High Concernment to all Chri- 
(lendom, and to which the knowledge of 
the particular Articles may be uleful to all 
Nations, we have thought fit to add them 
hereunto in Latin and Englifb , as here foU 
loweth.

I. 

T HE Region of Tranfylvania, as it is 
at prefent in the Poffejfion, and in 
the Power 0 ] his Caelarean Majefty, fo it 
jhall remain under his Dominion, Bounded 
by the Confines of Podolia, and with the 
Mountains on the fide, of Walachia, which 
were its Antient Limits before the prefent 
War, between Tranfylvania on one 
part , and Moldavia and Walachia on the 
other; and on the fide of Walachia, it /> 
to extend to the River Merifch , to be 
CircumfcriTd by the Mountains , that were 
its Antient Boundaries, and fo the Antient 
Limits are to be obfervd by loth Empires, 
without extending or dimnifhing them on 
either fide. 

II. 

The Province fubjett to the Fortrefs of 
Temefwaer, with all its Diftritts and Ri¬ 
vers, [hall remain in the Poffeffton and m- j 
der the Power of the Sublime Ottoman 
Empire ; and it Jhall remain Bounded by 
Tranlylvania on one fide , and ly Walachia j 
on the other, to the River Merifch , the I 
Antient Boundaries of Tranlylvania, men¬ 
tion d in the former Article : Then from 
the River Merifch to the nearer Banks of 
the Tibifch j and from the Tibifch to the 
Danube, to be Limited by the hither 
Banks of the Tibifch j and as for Carart- 
febes, Lugos, Lippa, Cfanad, Kifcanifia, 
Betche, Betskerecke, and Sablia, which 
are■ comprehended within thefe preferib'd Li¬ 
mits between the Merilch and the Tibifch, 
and were before the prefent War belonging 
to the Territories of Temefwaer, both the(e 
and. any other place of the like Nature, jhall 
be flighted by the Imperialifts , fo that by 
Virtue of this prefent Treaty they may not 
be Rebuilt , and this forefaid Region of Te¬ 
mefwaer is to be left Free and Entire ; fo 
that for the time to come, neither in thefe 
Places , iior on the Banks of Merifch or Ti¬ 
bifch, fhall it be lawful to Build any Places 
that fhall carry the Appearance of Fortifica¬ 
tions. 

The ufe of the Rivers Tibifch and Me¬ 
rifch between the Province of Temefwaer, 


and tkofe fubjett to the Imperialifts, fhall 1699. 
be left Free and Common to thofe Subjefls a/O'V'NJ 
both Empires , as well in relation to the 
Watering of their Cattle , as to the Fifir¬ 
ing, and any other Conveniencies to loth 
Subjects. 

Ships of any Burden , coming from Parts 
fubjecl to the Imperialifts, whether it be 
from the Merifch into the Tibifch , and 
from the Tibifch into the Danube, are by 
no means to be kindred or ftop'd, whether 
they are going up or down the Streams ,* 
jo that the Navigation of German Ships, 
or other Subjefls of the Empire , are neither 
going nor coming to be Incommoded, but 
their Paffage, both going and coming , is to 
be Free in loth the faid Rivers ; And be- 
caufe the common Convenience of mutual 
Friend (hip and Kindnefs requires, that the 
Ottoman Subjefls Jhould likewife partake 
of the Benefits of thefe Rivers , therefore 
they may freely make ufe of Fifhermens ships, 
or other Boats. r 

But Mills built on Bottoms of Ships can 
^ e ° nl y P^ted there , where they do not 
Obftrufl the Navigation of the Imperialifts, 
and that to be done ly Communicating with, 
and Confent of the Gcvernours on loth tides ; 
and the Intent of this is , That the 'Navi¬ 
gation of the Merifch be not rendred worfe 
to the Imperialifts, whether it be by leffen- 
ing the Stream for the fake of Mills, or 
any other pretence whatfoever. 

The Iflands in both the faid Rivers , that 
are in the poffefjion of the Imperialifts, are 
to remain fo ; and that the Subjells on loth 
fides may live Quietly and Peaceably , is to 
be provided by fevere Edifls , forbidding 
all fort of Infolencies and Contraventions to 
the prefent Articles. 

III. 

Confidering the Region commonly call'd 
Batska, betwixt the Tibifch and the Da¬ 
nube, is in the foie Poffeffton, and under the 
Power of his Imperial Majefty , it is agreed, 
it Jhall for the future continue fo, and Tizul 
is not to be more Fortify d than it is at 
prefent . 

IV. 

A right Line to be drawn . from the Exe 
treme Bank of the Tibifch eppefite to the* 
of Titul, and to that Angle of Land made 
by the Conjunflton of the Tibifch and Da¬ 
nube to the Bank on the other fide the Da¬ 
nube, and thence to be fir etch'd flreight to 
Moravitz on the hither Bank of the River 
Boflut, and from thence to the place where 
the Grand Stream of the River Bollut falls 
into the Save, and Moravitz is to remain 
without 
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1699. without any Fortification, and only open V'tl- 
luges to he built on both Jides the River, and 
the Empires jhall remain feparated by the 
forefaid Line, to be mark'd out either by 
Ditches, Stones, or Pales, or any other ivay, 
after the following manner , viz. That part 
of the Country within the forefaid Limits to¬ 
wards Belgrade, Jhall remain Subjett to the 
Ottoman Emperor; but the Country on the 
other fid: the faid Line jhall continue under 
the Dominion and in the Poffefiion of the mofl 
Potent Roman Emperor, and according to the 
forefaid Boundaries, the adjacent Rivers 
are to remain in the Pojfejfton of each Party. 

V. 

Rcckonitig from the River Bofluc flowing 
into the Save, and likewife the Entrance of 
the River Unna into the fame River , that 
part of the Save adjoyning to the Imperial 
Country, is to remain to his Imperial Ma- 
jelly, and the other part to the Turkifh Em¬ 
peror. 

The River Save, flowing betwixt both 
Dominions, and the Iflands fttuated in it, 
Jhall be common to the Subjells of both Em¬ 
pires,, as well for the Ufe of Navigation up 
and down the River , as any other fort of 
Conveniencies, who are to enjoy a peaceable 
and undiflurbd Commerce : That Country on 
the fide the River Unna towards Both i a, 
belonging to the Turkifh Empire, Jhall be 
terminated by the Banks of that River No¬ 
vi, Dubizza, Jeflenovicza, Doboy, and 
Broil, in the fide of Bofnia, are to be E- 
vacuated, and ev'ry other Juch like place in 
this Trail of Land, and the Imperial Garri- 
fous to be all withdrawn, and the Country 
to be left Free : But Caftanovitz, and the 
Iflands on this fide Novi, towards the Save, 
and the further Banks , Jhall be left dijlincl 
from thefe Limits, confidering 'it is Agreed, 
they (hould remain in the Pojfejfion of the 
Roman Emperor. 

As to the Places beyond the Unha, of 
great di(lance from the Save , which are 
Garrifond and Pojfcfs'd Jome of 'em by one 
Party to this Treaty, and fome by the other , 
with the Lands that were Appendages, and 
belonging to the Jaid Places before the pre-

others, be molt feverely punijhed. 

It Jhall likewife be an Infraction to the 
CommijJaries to be as floon as poffible Deputed 
on each fide by the Sovereign Authority, that 
as the end of their Deputation is the fixing 
the Limits and Boundaries of each Empire, 
fo their principal Intention Jhall be the Se¬ 
curity and Quiet of the Subjects of both Em¬ 
pires, and this to be fo managd, that with¬ 
out Perfonal Heats on either Jide, or with¬ 
out any particular Regards, they plainly di- 
flinguifh the Limits of each Empire. 

The Fortifications of Brod on the other 
fide the Save, (lately made by the Imperia- 
lifts) at the time the Place is Evacuated by 
theGarrifon, it is Agreed, Jhould be Slighted, 
yet confidering that Place is very convenient 
for a Staple for Merchants, it Jhall be law¬ 
ful to Enclofe that Place with convenient 
Walls, but Jlill not fuch as Jhall arife to the 
Nature of a Fortification. 

VI. 

The Limits thus fix'd by this Treaty, and 
afterwards, as Occafions require, to be more 
dijtinttly fettled by the perfonal view of Com- 
miffaries on both fides, Jhall for times to come 
be with fo much Exattnefs and Religion ob- 
ferv'd, that they Jhall not be extended, al¬ 
ter'd, transjerrd, or chang d upon what pre¬ 
tence Joever .

may be for ever remov'd.

It [hall be lawful for each Party, for the

IX. 

It Jhall not be Lawful for either of the 
Emperors to Receive or Comfort in his Do¬ 
minions, the Rebels or Malecontents of the 
Others ; But Juch Fugitives as thefe, as hke- 
voife all Robbers, Thieves, altho they are 
the Subjetts of the Other Empire, yet flail 
they be punifl'd in the Country they are found 
in : If they lie Conceal'd, then all Endea¬ 
vours may be usd to difeover 'em to the Go¬ 
ve mo urs of thofe Places, and they upon fuch 
Difcovery are oblig'd to punifh ’em ; If thefe 
Governours be Remifs in Punifbing of thefe 
wicked Men, then Jhall they incur the utmojl 
Difpleafure of their Emperor, and Jhall be 
put out of their Employment, or lofe their 
own Lives. And that a Securer Reflraint 
may be made to the Extravagancies of thefe 
Wretches, it is provided. That neither of the 
Parties Jhall Entertain or Nourifl the Hay* 
dones, whom they call Freebooters> and 
thofe Partymen nam'd from Pribecke, or any 
other fort of Men, who not being in the 
Pay of either Empire, live upon Robbery 
and Rapine , and both thefe and thofe that 
nourifb and affid 'em, Jhall be punifl'd ac¬ 
cording to their Demerits ; And Jo intole¬ 
rable are fuch Wretches, that tho' they pro- 
mife Amendment of their Cuflmary Life , 
yet is not Credit in this cafe to be Indulged 
to 'em, but they are to be remov'd from 
the Confines to fome more remote Parts of 
the Empires. 

X. 

In the time of the War, feveral of the

I N the Name of the Omnipotent Lord 1 
God, One in Holy Trinity : By whofe I 
Grace the mod Serene and Potent Lord 
Czar, and Great Duke, Peter Alexo- 
vic, Emperor of the Wholf Great and Little 
Ruflia, of Mufcovy, Kjiovia, Wolodimi- 
ria, Novogardia, Czar of Caiania, Czar of 
Aftrachan, Czar of Siberia, Lord of Piet 
covia. Great Duke of Smolenfcutn, Lord of 
Treria, Ingoria, Permia, Viatka, Bolga-

Mauro Cordato, of the Family of Scarlati, 
Plenipotentiary Commiffioners, and Ambaffa- 
dors Extraordinary of the highly mention d 
Sultan Majefty, Deputed with full Powers 
to Treat of and Settle the Bufenefs of a 
Peace, through the Mediation of his mofi 
Serene and mofi Royal Majefty of Great Bri¬ 
tain, and of the States General of the Ne¬ 
therlands, by their mofi Excellent Plenipo¬ 
tentiaries, Ambajfadors Extraordinary, the 
Lord William Lord Pagett, Baron de Beau- 
delert, &c. and Lord Jacob Colyer, &c. 
both fides (bow'd an Inclination to a Peace 
and Truce, but in fo fhort a time it was tut 
eafie to remove all Difficulties, and put all ' 
things into an Order agreeable to Friendfhip

Mercy: By this Method for the time ap¬ 
pointed for this Ceffation of Arms, all Con- 
fills andHojlilities fhall be abfolutely taken 
owaf and dbolifh'd, and both Parties fhall 
apply to conclude a Peace, with jftncere En¬ 
deavours and full Inclination, and the Cri¬ 
mean Cham, according to his Duty and De- 
pendance upon his Imperial Turkifh Majefly 
fhall be concluded by this Peace.

The Ancient Method and the Tenor of the 
Antecedent Capitulations fhall be obferv'd as 
well in the matter of Religion, and Liberty■, 
and Exchange of Slaves, as in Traffick ; and 
it fhall be lawful for the Venetian Ambaf- 
fador to lay his farther Demands on thefe 
Subjects, before the Imperial Throne : In the 
mean time the Sacred Edifts granted heretor 
fore to the Republick, Jland alfo confirm'd by 
this prefent Peace and Traffick, fhall enjoy 
the fame Form it had before the laft War, 
and the Merchants of the Venetian Nation all 
the Privileges that have been granted to 'em. 

XV. 

All Hoftilities fhall ceafe, as well by Land 
as by Sea, and a good Correfpondence be main¬ 
tain'd, as well from the day of the immediate 
Subfcriptions of the Plenipotentiaries of the 
Sublime Empire, and of the Republick of Ve¬ 
nice, as from the day of the Subfcription of 
the Plenipotentiaries of his Cefarean Majefly 
and of Poland to this Agreement by the Re-r 
publick ; and that the Governours of the Con¬ 
fines may have notice of this Truce, for the 
Countries of Bolhia, Albania, WDalmatia, 

Thirty days are appointed, and Forty days for 
| the Parts about the Iflandof Candia and the 
Morea, and all the Other Confines on that 
fide ; and after and within thofe Terms, as 
far as poffible, neither on the part of the 
Sublime Empire, nor on the part of the Re¬ 
publick of Venice, fhall any Contravention be 
made tb thefe Articles, which can any ways 
be obferv'd. / ✓ 

Moreover, by thefe Prefents, a true and 
mtverfal Amnefly is granted to all Subjefts 
upon the account of any Fall or Crime commit¬ 
ted during the War, all thofe things fhall be 
pafs'd over in Oblivion, nor fhall any one for 
the time to come upon that account be punifh'd 
or moleftedas a Delinquent.
